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This year there are two Reed College student handbooks. This one was produced by an editor appointed by the Student 
Caucus and paid for with student body funds; the other comes from the office of Student Services. In the past, one handbook 
was sufficient, but the growing trend toward controversy and what seems to be thought of as institutional dirty linen in Reed 
handbooks prompted Someone to Do Something about it. The decision to produce a party line handbook with administration 
editors was made in light of “the handbook’s nature as a binding contract of expectations between the students and the college 
and the problems that have arisen over the past two years with the student-produced handbook that have exposed the college to 
potential legal concerns.” Or at least, that’s what the editor was told when she pulled into town last July to start editing this 
guide (for further clarification on the implications of this administrative measure, see J.J. Haapala’s article, “The Bragdon 
Years: A Triumph For New Reed”). " 

Our intentions were not to tell any secrets, as there really are no secrets to tell-- soon you will be well-aquainted with all 
the dirt that could possibly have been included. Nonetheless, we must be perceived as dangerous so as to have provoked such a 
reaction from Eliot Hall. It’s unfortunate at best, and to many abhorrent, that the student body and administration of this 
college should not only have such disparate views of “the way things are” but also be unable to synthesize them, necessitating 
two handbooks. 

We hope that future issues of the handbook will reflect better cooperation and communication between students and 
administrators. Both groups have much to gain by transcending (a fine Reed Word) the traditional “Us versus Them” 
mentality which pervades our interactions. The administration possesses a extremely broad range of resources from which the 
students can draw. On the other hand, the students, while lacking the broad range, have a much clearer and certainly more 
immediate perspective of student life. The two together can reach the Reed goal of a vital, interactive education. 

You have our blessing. Now go figure.

Characteristics 


of a Good College 


William Trufant Foster, President of Reed 
from 1911-1916, wrote this article 
for the Reed College Annual 1911.

With sweeping condemnation of the 
American college on every hand, the 
question is urgent whether a college is 
possible which can satisfy the severest tests 
of the critics and justify the fullest 
confidence and highest hopes of the 
American people. We have faith to 
believe that such a college is possible. 

It is a college free to pursue its mission 
as the maker of men and women and the 
enlightener of mankind, with unobscured 
vision of the truth and power to proclaim 
the truth without fear or favor of 
politicians or religious sects, or 
benefactors, or public cries, or its own 
administrative machinery. 

It is a college that mistakes not bigness 
for greatness: that having fixed minimum 
qualifications for entrance, makes no 
catalog professions that are exaggerations 
of its actual demands, and offers no special 
openings for the unfit. It is a college open 
only to minds capable of good scholarship 
and ready, if not eager, to make the 
sacrifices it involves. It is a college that 
shuts its doors promptly on idlers, by 
means of a discipline from which there is 
no escape; a college, in short, that refuses 
to grow in numbers and tuition fees at the 
expense of moral and intellectual vigor. 

It is a college, therefore, that never 
permits growth beyond the possibility of 
daily, vital contact between each student 
and inspiring teachers — scholars who are 
first men, who know how to teach, and 
who are devoted to their work in the 
professional spirit. Accordingly, it is a 
college that resists the temptation to shift 
any considerable part of its teaching to 


temporary, inexperienced, and underpaid 
instructors whose chief interests do not 
center in their students. It is a college that 
sees the folly of putting large sums into 
fine buildings and small sums into strong 
men: that pays its professors enough to 
leave them free to put their lifeblood into 
the daily work, and thus protects its most 
vigorous teachers from the temptations of 
wealthier institutions. It is a college that 
will not suffer its sympathy for inefficient 
teachers to prevent their speedy 
retirement, whether they are young or old. 
It is a college that resists both the 
temptation to dissipate its energies by 
rambling and unwarranted ventures into 
university domains, and, as well, the 
university temptation of substituting 
mechanism for personality in 
administration. 

Thus it becomes a college that gives 
comparatively few courses, but gives them 
honestly and thoroughly; that presents no 
unhappy contrasts between the promise of 
the catalogue and the performance of the 
college; that tolerates not a single course 
whose demands can be satisfied by 
superficial work, or by two or three short 
periods of overstrain; that will never 
sacrifice its chief ends by allowing groups 
of students on any pretense to neglect 
college work for college advertising. 
Rather than this, it is a college that insists 
at any cost on daily application, genuine 
intellectual effort, exactness, thoroughness 
and promptness in the performance of 
duty and the other requisites of moral 
manhood that alone can satisfy the 


growing demands of American citizenship. 


It is a college that rigidly holds to the 
only safeguard of the elective system — 
that what a boy chooses to do, that he 
must do creditably; a college that knows 
history too well to attempt to prescribe the 
essentials of a liberal education, but does 
insist that every student shall do a 
considerable amount of good work in the 
department of his own choice; it is a 
college that distributes credits on a 
scientific rather than a personal basis, and 
then puts a further premium on sound 
scholarship by making quality as well as 
quantity of work count toward graduation 
in a definite way. Thus it combats laziness, 
superficiality, dissipation, excessive 
indulgence in what we are pleased to call 
“college life,” by making the moral and 
intellectual requirements before and after 
entrance, an honest, sustained and 
adequate challenge to the best powers of 
the best American youth. 

Finally, it is a college imbued with that 
kind of democratic spirit that cooperates 
for the common good with all the agencies 
of social progress; a college with a view of 
its responsibility that is not shut off by 
campus walls; a college that is religious 
without being sectarian; a college that, 
with all its idealism, makes daily, practical 
contact with the many sided life of city 
and state, here and now; a college that is 
changing because it is living; that looks 
forward oftener than backward; yet seeks 
the wisdom of organized experience to 
light the path ahead, thus supplanting the 
blind guidance of tradition by the safer 
guidance of scientific insight. 
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Reed in Retrospect: 


75 Years of History

At almost every formal ceremony we 
are reminded of William Trufant Foster’s 
original conception of Reed. Persistent 
ideals from Reed’s past become both the 
measure of the present administration's 
success and the language in which our 
future is proposed. Without having an 
accurate historical understanding of our 
origins we can hardly evaluate just how 
pristine these original intentions have 
remained, or for that matter how tightly 
we wish to adhere to them. It is this 
tension that forms the evolving backbone 
of Reed College. 

Simeon and Amanda Reed made this 
college possible. They came to Portland, 
Oregon from Massachusetts in the early 
1850's to settle and pioneer the West. 
Here Simeon amassed a small fortune in 
transportation, mines and real estate. 
Upon his death in 1894, he left all of his 
estate to his wife Amanda, suggesting only 
that she use part of it for “something of 
permanent value and contribute to the 
beauty of the city and to the intelligence, 
prosperity and happiness of its 
inhabitants.” ! 

Amanda Reed died in 1904; in her 
Last Will and Testament she specified that 
a “Reed Institute” be created with the 
residual of her estate, appraised at 
$1,500,000. She left the founding, 
establishment, and maintenance of the 
institute to a self-perpetuating board of 
trustees. Her only stipulation was that the 
Institute be free from sectarian control and 
that it be “an institution of learning, 
having for its object the increase and 
diffusion of practical knowledge among 
the citizens of said City of Portland, and 
for the promotion of literature, science 
and art.” It was her desire and intent “that 
the institution so founded and established 
be a means of general enlightenment, 
intellectual and moral culture, the 
cultivation and development of fine arts, 
manual training and education for the 
people.” Orherwise the trustees were free 
to decide how the bequest was to be used.2

Mrs. Reed’s suggestions were 
interpreted broadly by the trustees. Martin 
Winch, Amanda’s nephew and business 
manager, believed that his aunt wished to 
create a vocational institute “... for the 
increase and diffusion of practical 
knowledge.” However, as no more than 
$150,000 of the bequest was to be used for 
grounds, buildings and appurtenances, a 
technical school was out of the question. 

In an effort to come to some resolution 
the trustees invited Wallace Buttrick, 
secretary of the General Education Board 
of the John D. Rockerfeller Foundation, to 
visit Portland and assess the situation. 
Buttrick concluded that there was a need 
for a strong liberal arts and sciences 
college to “furnish ideals for the state.” 
The General Education Board declared 
Portland to be the best location in the 
United States for such a school. 

Thomas Lamb Eliot, a close friend of 
the Reeds and first pastor of their church, 
the First Unitarian Church of Portland, 
was elected first president of the Board of 
Trustees. Eliot was a “liberal Christian,” a 
graduate of Washington University and of 
the Havard Divinity School. His views on 
modern education were influenced by 
James F. Tufts and John Dewey of the 
“Chicago School” of philosophers. Free 
from the fetters of tradition, Reed was to 
be an experiment in new conceptions of 
teaching and learning. 

Eliot and the trustees first envisioned 
Reed as a great urban university, like the 
University of Chicago, offering a broad 
range of educational programs and special 
services to the city. But the Rockefeller 
Foundation advised the trustees to define 
their purpose and not confuse it with 
grander ambitions, restating that “...che 
great need of Portland, and of the Pacific 
Northwest is a strong, standard college of 
the arts and sciences.” The trustees 
decided upon a “small beginning” in a 
high-quality undergraduate school with a 
“university attitude.” 

From William Mead Ladd, president of 
the Ladd Estate Company, the trustees 
received a gift of forty acres of prime and 
sightly land in a new and quality 
residential area: Crystal Springs Farm 
which became Eastmoreland. He later 


became a trustee, and, next to Eliot, he 
was the most familiar with higher 
education and a generous and loyal 
defender of the college. 

The next task was to find a president 
to initiate the institute. Alchough Eliot 
sought to avoid a man with a deeply 
sectarian background he did hope for a 
president with - 

... the power of inspiration and a 
fundamentally religious nature, such 
as comes out, both in a spirit of 
sacrifice and consecration to the 
work and the manifold influence of 
character upon both faculty and 
students, and the general public. (as 
expressed in a telegram sent to 
Samuel Eliot) 

As Eliot knew that the first president 
would have a significant shaping effect on 
the nascent college, and so they looked for 
a president who had the same modern and 
innovative attitudes toward education 
which would give the college its special 
distinction.

Foster 
After much deliberation, the trustees 

elected thirty-one year old William 

Trufant Foster, Harvard graduate and 

Bowdoin professor of debate and 

education. Foster was not bound by 

institutional routines and traditional 
curricula, but innovative, organized, and 
forward-looking. He demonstrated a keen 
understanding of and commitment to 
academic achievement and the personal 
growth of young men and women. Foster 
had already made his ideal for a college 
clear in his book Administration of the 

College Curriculum. His ambition was to 

establish an institution in which 

intellectual enthusiasm would be 
dominant, one divorced from the 
undemocratic practices such as fraternities, 
sororities, and intercollegiate athletic 
competition, that distracted students at 
contemporary American colleges from 
serious academic work. 

The new Reed Institute was precisely 
the occasion Foster sought to illustrate his

ideals in a new and experimental situation. 
This experiment, “free from the shackles 
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of inherited alumni, faculty, and

young, and energetic students and teachers 


traditions,” would be carried forward by 
men and women “imbued with the spirit 
of adventure, progress, and confidence.” 
Reed College “would stand staunchly - 
and if necessary, stand alone - for 
whatever was right.” 

Foster saw four tasks as fundamental to 
the success of this new institution: 
obtaining a faculty appropriate to the 
intent; promoting campus practices 
compatible with the College’s purpose; 
attracting an intelligent and serious 
student body; and establishing a 
reputation that would win support 
sufficient for his purposes. 

Faculty recruitment proved critical for 
Foster and the new college. He knew that 
the aspiration to excellence would require 
a high level of professional competence in 
the faculty. He recruited from the best 
academic sources, offering adventure and 
innovation, and attracted young professors 
from Harvard, Chicago, Stanford, and the 
University of California. Those who came 
to the faculty early and remained would 
form a relatively small senior teaching staff 
that guarded the Institution's standards 
and influenced the future of young new 
faculty members. 

Admission to the new institution was 
selective. Reed did not accept students 
provisionally or conditionally. Reed was 
no place for the "Gentleman's Club.” Reed 
made no bones about its single-minded 
adherence to the business of teaching and 
learning, as Foster articulated in the First 
Annual Catalog in 1911: 

Those whose dominant interests lie 
outside the courses of study, should 
not apply for admission. Only those 
who want to work hard, and who are 
determined to gain the greatest 
possible benefits from their studies, 
are welcomed. Only those whose 
habits are consistent with this 
purpose are welcomed. Others will be 
disappointed, for the demands of 
scholarship will leave little time for 
outside activities, other than those 
necessary for the maintenance of 
health. 

In addition to providing superior 
teaching and attracting quality students, 
Foster and his faculty followed through on 
his promise to maintain the institution's 
high standards by establishing a number of 
curricular barriers to the non-academic 
student. One such practice was adopted 
that required every candidate for a degree 
to present a senior thesis for oral 


members. In the early twenties, a Junior 
Qualifying Exam was formally instituted. 
This effectively defined all graduating 
students as honor students and the college 
as an honors college. A third practice, 
which emerged in 1919, was the policy of 
reducing grade awareness and 
competitiveness by not passing grades 
along till graduation.

The First Class 

The doors of the college opened in the 
fall of 1911, with a freshmen class of 52 
carefully chosen men and women, 
primarily from the Portland area. The first 
year classes were taught in a temporary 
building at 11th and Jefferson streets. In 
this year, some classes were scheduled 
seperately for men and women, 
anticipating the plan to have both men's 
and women's colleges. Of this first class, 
64.5 percent graduated, which to this day 
remains the largest percentage of freshman 
survival in the history of the college. 

The next year, with 68 new freshmen, 
Reed moved to the raw campus. The only 
two buildings, Eliot Hall and the old dorm 
block (both designed by Albert E. Doyle), 
were eventually to be part of a larger 
“Quadrangle” in the spirit of St. Johns 
College in Oxford (Because of financial 
difficulties, the “Quad” was never 
completed, but the plans are still in the S. 
B. President's office). These enthusiastic, 


were involved in every aspect of campus 
life, and together they began the long task 
of turning “Mr. Ladd’s cow pasture” into a 
lawned campus. 

In this same year Foster suggested the 
student body organize and elect a student 
body president. The students were given 
complete control of their own affairs, 
similar to policies at Bowdoin, where it 
was felt that involving students in 
government led to a more mature and 
responsible student body. In March of 
1913 the students drew up the first 
“Constitution of the Student Council of 
Reed College.” This constitution, 
approved in May, granted the student 
council the right to prior information 
regarding contemplated legislation 
affecting student affairs. It was also the 
formal acceptance of the “principle of 
associated living,” the essence of the 
Honor Principle. In 1913, after the 
students had become more politically 
sophisticated, the amending powers of the 
student council were surrendered to the 
student body, and the council was given 
authority to control student activities “as 
in their judgement for the welfare of the 
college.” 

In these early years the atmosphere 
was extremely puritanical by later 
standards. For example, in 1914, the 
council ruled the Tango nefarious and 
prohibited it. In the same year the council 
rebuked two freshmen girls for “general 
silliness and over familiarity with the 
boys...loud and silly talk...about boys...and 
for dancing outside the circle in the Paul 
Jones.”” Though the student council was 
granted an unusual amount of control over 
student conduct, there were also distinct 
limits to its authority. Foster is noted for 
saying.“There is no such thing as ‘student 
government,’ since the government of the 
college must ultimately rest with the 
faculty and and must always rest there.” 

The faculty had an unheard-of amount 
of power in the governance of the college, 
especially in deciding on the curriculum 
and the budget. In 1915 the faculty 
committee became the Faculty 
Community Affairs Committee as a means 
of formalizing cooperation between 
different bodies of the college. The faculty 
constitution offered a ‘joint committee’ to 
hear cases of infringement of the Honor 
Principle. The students rejected this on

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the grounds that ic threatened their liberty 
and privileges. This remained a heated 
debate until che “Grim Winter of 1919,” 
when a student admitted stealing money 
from the Reed College Cooperative 
Bookstore - a student run and owned 
enterprise. The student council had 
problems deliberating on the case, and 
only succeeded in making the poor boy an 
object for everyone’s scrutiny. This was 
unfortunately followed by his suicide. It 
was thereafter concluded that if faculty 
were able to confer with students on the 
adjudication of the Honor Principle, such 
unfortunate consequences might be 
avoided. This constitutional framework 
remained virtually intact until changes 
under the Sullivan administration in 
1963. 

Important to Foster, the Trustees, and 
Amanda Reed was that the College be of 
service to the local community. Foster 
spoke of Portland as the “city-wide 
campus.” He and members of his faculty 
attempted to ensure that no individual in 
the City of Portland should fail to gain 
some benefit from Reed College. For 
example, in 1913, Foster and eleven other 
speakers gave a lecture series at the 
Portland Hotel on “Sexual Hygiene and 
Morals.” Some ninety courses were given 
altogether during the nineteen-tens, with 
annual attendance increasing from 3,000 
in 1911-12 to 48,000 in 1916-17. In 
addition, members of the faculty aided in 
the work of the art museum, the public 
library, the vice commission, health 


bureaus, and the home for delinquent girls. 


One faculty member actually chaired a 
committee of one hundred whose 
campaign helped to carry the state of 
Oregon for prohibition. * Interestingly, 
during the war Foster attempted to tackle 
the problem of providing well trained 
officers to the ranks by establishing 
Student Arms Training Corps at Reed 
College, which - according to Dorothy O. 
Johansen - later became the familiar

WWI 
The war years threatened the very 
survival of Reed College. Inflation shrank 
the endowment income, and new sources 
of monetary support failed to materialize. 
This was in part due to the adverse 
reactions of the local community to the

new institution and its president. Foster 
had earned the reputation of “a do- 
gooder:” in local conservative circles he 
was considered a stiff-collared Easterner 
and a “stranger to the Oregon spirit.” 
Many feared that his practices permitted 
members of the faculty to preach a 
pernicious radicalism to the immature 
students. Outside Oregon, however, Reed 
was eliciting high praise. David Starr 
Jordan, chancellor of Stanford University, 
wrote, “Reed College is recognized as 
standing in the very front rank of 
colleges....” G. Stanley Hall, president of 
Clark University, commented, “You have 
to my mind solved better more problems 
in college education than any institution 
that I know of.” The chancellor of New 
York University wrote, “The large-minded 
and penetrating views of life and 
education which have been put forth by 
the President of Reed College have served 
to give that institution a national 
reputation of a very high and enviable 
character.”? From many contemporary 
publications it appeared that Foster had 
successfully established the national 
reputation that he sought, though many 
Oregonians were not sympathetic. 

Unfortunately, the troubles of 
inflation, compounded by poor investment 
and lack of public support, put the college 
in deep financial distress. Caught in a 
crisis of crumbling finances, loss of faculty, 
strain with the staff and the community, 
and deep personal travail, Foster submitted 
his resignation in the fall of 1919. In the 
following year the staff that remained 
numbered eight faculty members and a 
librarian. Outside of the trustees and the 
students, there were only these nine to 
carry into the future that bright light of 
distinction that had become Reed College. 
These faculry members proved to be “a 
faithful nucleus of devoted professors” able 
to preserve “the fine Reed tradition in the 
midst of trying vicissitudes.” 


I nt Richard F 
Scholz 
In 1921, Reed found new direction 
and enthusiasm in its second president, 
Richard F. Scholz. Scholz, a graduate of 
Wisconsin and an Oxonian, had been a 
professor at U.C. Berkeley and at the 
University of Washington. He was to rank 
with Foster in setting the character of 
Reed. In a three-year burst of institution- 
building before he died of overwork in

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1924, he repaired the ailing Reed College. 
Scholz brought new people to the faculty, 
altered the curriculum, and modified the 
organizational structure to make Reed 
more of what it set out to be. In three 
years Scholz added six full professors, 
including R.F. Arragon, Barry Cerf, Victor 
L. O. Chittick, and Edward O. Sisson, all 
whom played central roles in the years 
thereafter. 

The Scholz curriculum was designed to 
give greater breadth and depth to the 
Reed experience. Scholz and the faculty 
instituted broad courses in history and 
world literature, run on parallel rime lines. 
This core curriculum, as opposed to 
Foster’s elective system, was based upon a 
conception of human experience 
unfolding through time; an inventive way 
of teaching the knowledge and traditions 
of the past. This integration of courses 
centered teachers and students on a 
common intellectual pursuit, and 
dominated the students’ first two years . In 
his inaugural address Scholz stated: 

We must humanize the present 
system by reducing the formal 
mechanism of administration and 
substituting for the confusion of 
students’ programs and the lack of 
sequence in unrelated courses an 
inter-related, co-ordinated and 
elastic course of study with 
humanistic orientation. We must 
encourage personal contacts and 
relationships based on a common 
intellectual interest, not only 
between faculty and students, but 
between members of allied 
departments. 

After two years of humanistic studies 
the student would concenmate his or her 
studies in some specific area. Scholtz and 
his faculty also integrated related 
departments into four larger divisions: 
Literature and Language; History and 
Social Science; Mathematics and Natural 
Science; Philosophy, Religion and 
Psychology. These divisions then took full 
responsibility for the student as they 
specialized. After Scholz passed away in 
1924, the curriculum remained virtually 
intact, to be revised again in 1942 by 
Arragon and others, becoming the 
Humanities program we dearly prize today; 
a program fully in the Scholz spirit.

At the end of the Foster-Scholz era the 


senior members of the faculty became the 
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center of gravity at Reed. This group 
numbered hardly more than a dozen. Each 
had been close to a leader who, though 
now gone, had seen his ideals embedded 
in specific practices. The senior faculty of 
1925 were determined to see a strong, 
distinctive Reed point of view prevail. 
They perpetuated the idea chat the college 
must instill both a broad conceptual 
framework and an analytical integrity in 
its students, in order to enable them to 
assimilate, organize and make judgements 
about whatever issues or information 
confronted them. The faculty also 
preserved the ideal of the campus as a 
domain of free and open inquiry, where 
life centered on matters of intellect, with 
the Honor Principle defining conduct, 
thus overcoming the need for regulation. 
Inevitably, this latter goal implied 
participation and cooperation as opposed 
to direction in every aspect of collegiate 
life. 

The doors for strong faculty control 
were opened by the 1916 faculty 
constitution, and after Scholz this control 
became operative. This constitution 
defined the faculty as consisting of 
professors, with the president, included as 
a member of the faculty, as chief 
executive. It placed the faculty in charge 
of educational matters, as well as offering 
the faculty direct access to the trustees via 
the Welfare Committee. The Faculty 
Council became the center of deliberation 
on policy, and all presidential 
recommendations to the Board of Trustees 
went first to the council for discussion. 
Thus the faculty was strongly represented 
in an organizational structure, and had a 
powerful voice in matters of curriculum, 
personnel, and budget. 

In 1924, the college was run by an 
interim committee of three professors. 
Then in 1925, the third president, 
Norman F. Coleman, took office and 
remained for nine years. Coleman had 
been with the college previously as a 
Professor of English, and was the only 
senior member of the faculty with strong 
local ties. He was selected primarily on the 
grounds that the trustees were eager for a 
more conservative, business-minded man 
who could work on finances and public 
relations. He did not bring grand schemes 
of new purpose or internal reorganization 
to the college, and only wished to inject a 
dose of piety into what was known in local 
conservative circles as “Godless Reed.” 
Reed was already immune to standard 


religion, and this effort caused little 
trouble.

Keezer 

Reed’s fourth president, Dexter M. 
Keezer, had the ideas and will to shake up 
Reed College. Keezer was the first 
president to review the grand experiment 
in order to assess its success and 
appropriateness to the times. A “New 
Dealer,” he thought Reed was over- 
intellectual, and sought to balance the 
lives of the students to make them more 
able citizens. Two months after his 
inauguration he wrote to the alumni: 

Intellectual development is not the 
sole interest of the College... It is 
firmly committed to the cultivation 
of those generous and understanding 
attitudes toward fellow human beings 
which form the foundation of good 
manners.... And, as a wise teacher, it 
recognizes the value of social 
activities in providing joyful 
entertainment and in stimulating 
sensible regard for those amenities 
which make for more gracious living 
and more individual ease in dealing 
with the world. 

From the above passage it sounds as if 
Keezer misunderstood the intent of the 
“Humanities program” and hoped to turn 
Reed into a finishing school. Fortunately, 
Keezer’s efforts came to nought. He ran 
contrary to the ideals and practices of the 
faculty, who did not share the president’s 
concern about balancing the life of the 
student. They considered Keezer’s actions 
a “challenge to intellectualism” and 
defended the college as it was. Keezer 
opposed the Faculty Council, and felt that 
it gave “political expression to the extreme 
conservatism of the faculty, both in 
matters of educational policy and any 
others which affect job tenure.” The 
faculty was able to preserve the practices 
which embodied the Foster-Scholz ideals 
not only because they believed in these 
ideals, but also because they wielded the 
power to maintain them. 

There is some evidence that student 
behavior was modified during the Keezer 
era. In a 1940 report by the Watchman 
titled “A Few Changes at Reed” Keezer is 
praised: 

Winch Social Room is now used for 
playing cards, studying, no heavy 
necking with the lights out, no 2 or 3 
couples trying to beat the others for 
the davenports. At all times it is 


residen 


properly lighted when in use by the 
students... The drinking that is done 
is in the rooms and they stay there 
and not out in front of the dorms 
and on campus raising all the hell 
they can. I think we have lost most 
of our good drinkers. 

In addition to promoting social graces, 
Dexter Keezer did a great deal to help 
secure the construction of the ski cabin, 
which did not take place till after his 
departure in 1942 - when he returned to 
Washington to work on the war. 

Whether Keezer’s felt need to alter 
student behavior was warranted is curious. 
Perhaps from an outside perspective it 
appeared as if Reed students were lacking 
particular social amenities, but Reed 
students and alumni had long known they 
were different. Although Foster and his 
early students self-consciously and 
earnestly worked to create normal student 
traditions around Canyon Day and 
Campus Day, the Christmas Party, and 
Commencement, social life had always 
been secondary to academic seriousness. 
There were many clubs open to all who 
wished to attend, including a debating 
club, a rowing club, a literature club, a 
biology club, a classics club, a hazing club, 
a women’s club, a game club, and so on. 
Primarily these clubs were centered around 
shared interests, and served to transcend 
scholastic boundaries. But from the 
beginning, students were dedicated to 
informality and individualism in extra- 
curricular activities. This commitment to 
informality grew over the decades, and by 
1960 almost all formal social occasions 
had vanished. The informality and 
spontaneity that characterized social life 
was part of the distinctive Reed 
experience. 

The Scholz curriculum was amended 
in 1942 by a group of faculty members, 
who merged the parallel history and 
literature courses into a general 
humanities course. This course had a 
three-fold emphasis: interpretive 
discussion of the material, concentration 
on original works, and emphasis on mutual 
relations between the various fields of 
human thought and action. The purpose 
of the program was to encourage inquiring, 
critically minded men and women, 
sensitive to the expression of ideas and 
feelings and discriminative and self-reliant 
in judgement. It has essentially remained 
the same since, and constitutes a vital part 
of the learning experience at Reed. 
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The onset of the Second World War 
produced many changes in the Reed 
program. New courses were introduced 
almost immediately. There was a course in 
war mathematics, “the sociology of 
conflict and wartime democracy,” and a 
course on propaganda analysis called 
“Enlightenment and Persuasion.” Many 
students broke off schooling to take part in 
war-related activities. Arthur F. Scott, 
who was Professor of Chemistry and, later, 
director of the Reed nuclear reactor 
program, served as acting president during 
the war years. 

The decade that followed earned Reed 
the reputation as the “graveyard of college 
presidents.” After Scott came a political 
scientist from the University of California 
at Berkeley named Peter Odegard. 
Odegard was sympathetic to the spirit of 
Reed, well accepted and supported on 
campus, but the fund-raising component 
of the presidents’ work was not to his 
liking, and he left three years later in 
1948. After Odegard came another 
interim government with a staunch former 
trustee, Ernest B. MacNaughton, serving 
as president. A Portland businessman and 
civil liberatarian, MacNaughton came to 
office saying, “We need money, we need 
students, and we need to be interpreted 
better in the state.” He assigned himself 
the financial and outside affairs of the 
college, and the faculty was left with 
almost full responsibility for internal 
policy and administration. He emphasized 
attracting a national student body rather 
than a local one, and in 1948 there was 
the first tabular representation of the 
“Geographical Distribution” of Reed 
students in the Reed Catalog. 
MacNaughton’s appointment was 
intended both to improve financing and 
community support and to fill the gap 
until an appropriate academic man could 
be persuaded to take the position. That 
man, Duncan Smith Ballantine, then an 
Associate Professor of History at M.I.T., 
assumed the presidency in 1957. 

Presiden ncan 
Ballantine 

Professor Ballantine came as an agent 
of change to Reed College. At the onset of 
his two year term he indicated that he saw 
the college “only on the threshold of its 
promised greatness.” He felt that getting 
beyond that threshold meant changing the 
direction of the college substantially. 


Before the end of his first year he had 
obtained a $25,000 grant from the Ford 
Foundation Fund to conduct a self-study 
of Reed. Soon he was questioning virtually 
every sacred component of the college. 

Ballantine wanted to prepare the 
students for fields other than scholarship, 
and even suggested that the Humanities 
Program, the Junior Qualifying 
Examination, and the senior thesis be 
amended in order to remedy the problem 
of student attrition. He felt the 
administration should share the 
responsibility for student affairs, and took 
it upon himself to discipline two students 
for taking leave to California. This action 
solidified student opposition against him. 
He also fought for changes in the 
organizational structure that would 
enhance the power of the president, e.g., 
having the president appoint the 
chairman of the four divisions and to have 
these professors serve on the central 
faculty along with those elected by the 
faculty. The faculty and students rejected 
Ballantine’s proposals one by one. The 
majority on campus had become firmly set 
against him, while some trustees and a 
minority in the faculty lined up behind 
him. The campus was seriously split. 


n-Am Activiti 

Then in 1954, matters took a sudden 
and dramatic turn for the worse, and 
Ballantine’s administration crumbled in 
what was perhaps the ugliest episode in 
Reed’s history. A subcommittee of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee came to Portland engaged in 
an “Investigation of Communist Activities 
in the Northwest Area.” They promptly 
identified three Reed professors as prime 
suspects, using the testimony of a former 
Reed student and of the director of 
admissions of Reed, who had resigned just 
a few weeks before. These professors were 
subsequently investigated by the Board of 
Trustees as to their fitness to continue in 
their capacities at Reed. The president 
then suspended one accused professor from 
teaching a summer course “without any 
consultation with the faculty or its 
representatives despite earlier assurances 
that they would be consulted before 
decisions concerning improper conduct 
were made....” As a result of this and other 
actions by Ballantine, the faculty went on 
to express in this same resolution “loss of 
confidence in the leadership of the 
President which has reached a 


culmination with this violation....” 


The suspended teacher was reinstated 
and a second was cleared of all charges of 
impropriety. The third professor, Stanley 
Moore, a tenured Professor of Philosophy, 
was fired for his adherence to the principle 
“that academic officials have no more 
authority to ask these questions about a 
teachers’ beliefs, associations, and political 
activities than do Congressmen. It is an 
abuse of power for an employer to question 
an employee about his politics. It is a 
travesty of justice to do so in the 
atmosphere created by pressure from 
influential demagogues.” Moore openly 
requested the opportunity to publicly air 
his views, but neither Ballantine nor the 
trustees were amenable to a public airing 
of the crucial issues involved; Moore was 
dismissed on August 13. Ballantine's 
“high-handed behavior” only deepened 
opposition, and he resigned in September 
of 1954. Within the three months 
following, the President of the Board of 
Trustees and two other trustees resigned as 
a result of the conflict. 

The crisis in governance at Reed in 
the summer and fall of 1954 brought the 
school to its lowest state of institutional 
health. There were even rumors about 
closing the college, and the surrounding 
community was implacably hostile. To 
begin repairing the damage Reed called to 
the presidency F. L. Griffin. 


resident F riffin 
Griffin was a retired Professor of 
Mathematics, who had joined the faculty 
when the college opened in 1911 and had 
been a part of it ever since. At the 
beginning of his two years as President of 
Reed College, Griffin and the trustees 
obtained an important concession from 
the faculty: the hallowed Faculty 
Constitution of 1916, of which Griffin had 
been one of the framers, was suspended. 
Griffin thereby established the philosophy 
in the President's Report that: 
Administrative decisions should be 
made by administrative officers and 
that the faculty should not feel 
aggrieved if an occasional decision 
runs counter to majority preference, 
provided there has been fair 
consultation. The president is 
expected to function as the executive 
officer in full charge of 
administration, not to serve as an 
agent of the faculty.

President Paul E. 
Bragdon 
The years between 1967 and 1971 saw 
the passing of three presidents: Byron L. 
Youtz, Victor G. Rosenblum, and Ross B. 
Thompson, and by 1970 the college was 
once again in dire financial straits, with 
almost a two million dollar debt to service, 
and an endowment languishing around 
four million dollars. At this time the 
faculty assumed a self-imposed austerity 
program, and resolved to freeze hiring and 
cut back on the costs of every department. 
The faculty rejected proposals to introduce 
graduate programs as a way of attracting 
more tuition, and instead “...rededicated 
itself to Reed’s original purpose as a small, 
fine, liberal arts college.” Although the 
search for a new president was made 
difficult by Reed’s reputation as “a 


president beater,” the faculty’s dedication 
encouraged Paul E. Bragdon to come 
Bragdon, a graduate of Amherst and 
Yale Law School, had been an 
administrator at New York University and 
a one-time aid to New York City mayor 
Robert Wagner. He brought to Reed an 
ability to communicate with Portland 
business and community leaders and 
brought the College administration's 
practices more into line with conventional 
expectations. He balanced the budget and 
encouraged support from trustees, alumni, 
and the community, dramatically raising 
the endowment and enabling him to raise 
faculty salaries and expand the campus. 
Under the Bragdon administration Reed 
has seen the construction of the Vollum 
Center and the Arts building, the creation 
of Student Services, and we are looking 
forward to a further expansions of the 
library and of Vollum. Marvin Levich said 
of Bragdon that, “Other presidents have 
had a yen to put their stamp on the 
college. Paul is more concerned with 
finding ways in which the objectives of the 
college can be executed. He really is 
committed to the kind of place Reed is.” 


reed In retrospect 


Many students feel that the ideal of 
student participation in community 
governance has been somewhat forsaken. 
Whether this is due to President Bragdon 
or to the constitutional revisions of 1963, I 
do not venture to say. 

Dorothy Johansen once said, “What 
Reed is today is but one phase in a 
continuing evolution of certain persistent 
themes that have prevailed in its history.” 
These persistent themes make Reed a 
distinctive college and its graduates 
outstanding. The survival of these themes 
has rested on a dedicated faculty and 
student body, and their willingness to 
uphold the virtues which make the Reed 
experience what it is through trying times 
and unsympathizing presidents. It is the 
participation of every member of the Reed 
community and their adherence to these 
ideals which will guarantee Reed College 
its distinctive place among institutions of 
higher learning in the future. As President 
Bragdon says, “Institutions that have a 
very good idea of what they’re doing, and 
that are doing it well, are going to 
survive.” 
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The Fall of 1988 marks the beginning 
of a new era for Reed College. The longest 
presidency Reed has known ends, and in 
turn new leadership comes to us in the 
form of James L. Powell. Historically, this 
is a significant moment. A time to look 
both forward and back, we should take 
this opportunity to examine our 
momentum on many levels. It is time to 
consider what, in seventy-six years, has 
brought distinction and character to Reed, 
how the last seventeen years have 
contributed to that corpus, and what 
needs to be attended to in the coming 
years. It is my intent to provide for a few of 
the exciting episodes and developments of 
the last two decades a historical setting, 
and try to demonstrate why this reflection 
is especially relevant to students interested 
in the survival of community at Reed. 

Paul E. Bragdon will be remembered 
for many things in addition to the fact 
that he survived seventeen years at a 
college once considered the “graveyard of 
college presidents.” In the broadest sense 
he helped the institution overcome many 
hurdles that had become characteristic of 
Reed College. He improved relations of 
Reed with the greater Portland metropolis. 
He brought the school out of financial 
distress, and with his program of ; 
enhancing the endowment he has allowed 
Reed the flexibility to grow, both 
physically and administratively. Moreover, 
by addressing the quality of student life at 
Reed he has established a program for the 
demise of student initiative and its 
replacement by administrative bodies. In 
addition, by consistently rejecting due 
process and stifling open communication 
he has placed the Honor Principle, the 
constitutions and the various groups 
therein defined in grave circumstances. 
While keeping in mind the charity and 
benevolence that make Paul Bragdon the 
great man that he is, I leave the bestowal 
of his praise to the student handbook to be 
published by administration central. 
Instead, let the Student’s Handbook 
concern itself with perspective: In the ever 
continuing debate of Old Reed v. New 
Reed how does the Bragdon reign fit in? 


New Reed v. Old Reed: 

Popular Misconceptions 
The distinction between Old Reed and 
New Reed is usually one of subjective 
consideration or left to the forum of oral 
tradition. The contemporary 
misconception defines two camps: Hippies, 
Dead Heads, and other peculiar characters 
fall into the Old Reed image. While 
republicans, preppies, and other prototypes 
of our consumption oriented- 
homogeneous culture make up New Reed. 
Yet, this conception exemplifies how 
historically ignorant most of us are. The 
Old Reed/New Reed dichotomy is in fact 
at least sixty years old. Old Reed is referred 
to at every mention of the original intent 
of the school which have brought the 
institution its distinctive character. 
Thomas L. Eliott, William M. Ladd, 
William T. Foster, Richard F. Scholz, and 
the early faculty members were the driving 
force in the establishment of Reed as a 
premier, liberal arts college. It is this group 
of individuals who embody Old Reed. 
New Reed to date has not been clearly 
articulated. It is more of an ambiguous 
sensation feared by all who believe in 
community and all those sacred aspects of 
our history that make Reed a special place. 

It is my contention that in the past 
sixty years our most enduring presidents 
have given body to a New Reed, while the 
numbers of the old guard are ever 
diminishing in numbers, and the last 
traces of Old Reed are rapidly fading from 
view. In order to make this contention 
clearer, it is first necessary to define Old 
Reed and New Reed. The attitudes which 
underlie the difference between Old 
Reedites and New Reedies are found in 
the responses of presidents to the 
persistent problem of attaining financial 
security for the college. 

The distinction goes far deeper. Old 
Reedites consider the main business of the 
college to be the provision of a first rate 
education. New Reedites, concerned 
primarily with finances, tend to 
concentrate on the attrition rate, how it 
relates to a loose social environment, and 
a queer reputation for the college, hence 
the difficulty in securing outside support. 


The resultant manifestations of the 
differing perspectives tend to reflect 
themselves in the coherence and strength 
of the Reed Community. 
Who's Old Reed 

The first perplexing thing about the 
origin of the Old reed perspective is that it 
does not lie in the original conception of 
the Reed Institute. Amanda W. Reed 
made Reed College possible with a gift of 
$1,500,000. Her intent, described in her 
Last Will and Testament, was in part “that 
the institution so founded and established 
be a means of general enlightenment, 
intellectual and moral culture, the 
cultivation and development of fine arts, 
manual training and education for the 
people,”! Seeing that these were only the 
most general of parameters, the 
establishment of the Reed Institute was 
left to the first trustees, president, and 
faculty. They sought to satisfy the spirit of 
Amanda Reed with a progressive liberal 
arts institute, as opposed to the creation of 
a vocational institute. They are the 
original Old Reedites, and their ideals and 
methods are those that would comprise 
the Old Reed Charter, if there was one. 

Richard Jones in his Curricular History 
of Reed College described the essence of 
“Old Reed”: 


[T]eaching and interacting were 
made paramount over research and 
informing; ethical principles were 
stressed as guides top conduct in 
preference to rules; leadership was 
conceived in terms of initiative and 
persuasion rather than exercise of 
authority; and the faculty, either as a 
body of through its representatives, 
was involved in decisions about 
curriculum, personnel, and budgetary 
allocation. Student advice and 
opinion was consulted on all sorts of 
matters. In short, every effort was 
devoted to welding together 
administration, faculty, students, 
trustees, and service staff into a

Reed College began in a radical 
departure from prevailing major practices. 
It sought to create an environment where 
intellectual enthusiasm would be 
dominant. The life of the student was 
persistent and serious study. All activities 
that distracted from serious academic work 
were purposefully avoided. The college left 
the non-intellectual aspect of student life 
to the students. Upon Foster’s suggestion 
the students elected a Student Council 
and drew up a constitution that lasted 
until 1963. The principles of associated 
living, embodied in the Honor Principle, 
were formally adopted in the same year. 
Foster believed that Amanda Reed's 
request that the institute be a means of 
enlightenment, culturally and morally, 
would be promoted through a common 
pursuit of knowledge. 


He saw that scholarship at the 
undergraduate level was not an end 
but a means to a fully conscious 
awareness or recognition of 
intellectual processes and a 
conscientious application of these 
processes to a socially useful end. 


General enlightenment was the 
product of a mature student body 
participating in a joint intellectual 
venture, responsible for their own 
behavior and activities. Though the 
student government remained subordinate 
to the faculty and administration, the 
students were responsible to one another 
and the community. The following comes 


from the Student Handbook of 19235: 


Reed College is a cooperative 
community of men and women, 
students and instructors, engaged in 
the common enterprise. of attaining 
to a well-balanced, fully rounded life, 
spiritual, intellectual, physical, and 
social, Over all of the Reed 
Community there is a bond of unity 
which likens it to a large family. 


Though now touted as a self-selective 
policy, the recruitment was in fact very 
selective. By establishing its dominant

interests in scholarship and actively 
discouraging those with other interests. 
Those who decided upon Reed were 
expected to be bright, enthusiastic, and 
devoted, as well as to participate fully and 
accept the principles of the community. 
The following comes from the 1921-22 
Student Handbook: 


Accept citizenship in Reed as the 
basis of the honor principle with a 
sincere desire to render service for all 
benefits received. Take part in all 
activities which offer opportunity for 
development and boost the 
organization which you are in. 
Realize that every member of the 
community is an essential factor in 
its success and don’t be a floater.3 


The college established curricular 
hurdles to idleness, such as the Junior 
Qualifying examination, the senior thesis 
and the orals board. This “self-selective” 
policy of admissions contrasted 
dramatically to the policies of many other 
schools, which actively recruited and 
catered to a clientele. 

It was in the early years of Reed that 
its distinctive qualities were defined. 
Involved together in an experiment of 
progressive pedagogy, each constituent of 
the college was equally involved in the 
survival of Reed. The first years were not 
easy. World War I brought its own 
difficulties, and eventually financial 
difficulties led Foster to resign his 
presidency. Richard F. Scholz 
reinvigorated the college, in the spirit of 
the founders, until he died of overwork in 
1924. In a short thirteen years the 
direction of Reed was lain. The firm 
commitment to intellectual excellence, 
the sovereignty and responsibility afforded 
to students, and a community involved in 
common pursuit of knowledge that existed 
then remain the touchstones of our 
current pride and the spirit of Old Reed. 


Roots of Radicalism 


Rac established its radical nature at 
the outset. The image of Reed as a bastion 
of hotbed radicalism, eccentric geniuses 
with a slant toward the peculiar, and a 
loose social environment abounded after 
only the first decade. By its twentieth 
birthday Reed was already synonymous 
with “Communism, atheism, and free 
love.” E. B. MacNaughton, then President 
of the Board of Trustees of Reed College,

suggested the notion of an inauguration 
for the new president of 1934, in the 
following way: 


“The regents are of the opinion 
that we ought to pause for a moment 
and anoint you with the holy oils.” 
“You insist?” President Dexter M. 
Keezer asked. 

“You should know by now that 
Reed College has been credited at 
times with encouraging such 
unconventionalities as communism 
and free love, and we haven't yet 
legitimized your relationship with us 
and made an honest man out of 
you.” 4 


Perhaps we are still trying to live down 
those aspects of Reed’s reputation. Perhaps 
we are still trying to embody them. 
Nonetheless, they were not the only 
things that represented Reed. Reed was 
also regarded as a dramatic success in 
circles of higher education . David S. 
Jordon, Chancellor of Stanford University, 
wrote, “The large-minded and penetrating 
views of life and education which have 
been put forth by the President of Reed 
College have served to give that 
institution a national reputation of a very 
high and enviable character.” The 
founders of Reed were well aware of the 
antagonism they might encounter. Foster 
was committed that Reed College“would 
stand staunchly - and if necessary, stand 
alone - for whatever is right.” 


tirrin f Dissention 


The first rumblings of New Reed came 
after Scholz’s death with the new 
president, Norman F. Coleman. Coleman, 
hired for his appeal to conservative 
businessmen in the area, sought to change 
the image of “Godless Reed” by injecting a 
dose of piety. Reed faculty and students 
were too close to the founders’ momentum 
to succumb to his efforts. This was also 
true for the next administration, and 
caused President Dexter M. Keezer no end 
of frustration.

Mie like the New Reed advocates to 


follow him, Keezer began his reign with an

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educational conference to reconsider the 
educational mission of Reed. He began 
with the impression that Reed College was 
unbalanced educationally and socially. 
Keezer constitutes the first major impetus 
to the New reed perspective. In 1934, 
President Dexter M. Keezer made the 
following plea to the alumni: 


Intellectual development is not 
the sole interest of the College... It 
is firmly committed to the 
cultivation of those generous and 
understanding attitudes toward 
fellow human beings which form the 
foundation of good manners. And, as 
a wise teacher it recognizes the value 
of social activities in providing joyful 
entertainment and in stimulating 
sensible regard for those amenities 
which make for more gracious living 
and more individual ease in dealing 
with the world.6 


Keezer’s remarks about the unique 
quality of the student body are continued 
in a reflective book he wrote, The Light 
That Flickers, a somewhat scathing 
account of the problems he encountered 
in his eight years at Reed. In it he writes, 
“The fact remained, however, that the 
considerable reputation of the college as a 
queer place seemed to attract to it a 
slightly high proportion of young men and 
women specially equipped to help 
perpetuate such a reputation.” / His 
dissatisfaction with the Reed type of 
students was not latent. In fact, he sought 
to combat it. Written in the Quest is his 
statement,“Also the idea of the Reed type 
- ’a young man or woman who is smart but 
screwy’ must be done away with...What we 
do want is fine students and fine citizens 
and the changing of the popular concept 
of the Reed type to 'a young person who is 
smart, sane and sophisticated, who inspires 
confidence in the institution.”8 
Particularly bothersome to Keezer was 
when he would overhear during his travels 
“someone describe in detail a strange sort 
of boy or girl and then to announce in all 
seriousness and with a light of inspiration 
in his eye, "Why he (or she) ought to go to 
Reed!” 

President Keezer held a Conference on 
Educational Problems, on the occasion of 
his inauguration, one year after he took 
office. At this conference concern for the

life of the individual was paramount. The 
topics of discussion outlined in large part 
the core of paradoxes that underlie much 
of the tension administrators face when 
trying to remedy what they consider ills at 
Reed College. For example, the fourth 
group discussion problem was titled, “How 
can the social and recreational set-up of 
Reed College, characterized by the 
absence of formalized intercollegiate 
athletics, fraternities and other 
recreational social devices conventionally 
employed by American colleges, be 
improved and made more generally 
appealing while continuing to escape the 
evils it has successfully avoided?” At this 
conference William F. Ogburn, Professor 
of Sociology at the University of Chicago, 
made the following statement: 


In the first place, I think this 
problem is insoluble...It seems to me 
to be ensconced in the much larger 
[question] - to what extent is Reed 
College interested in the personality 
of a student in its non-intellectual 
aspects? ...1 have talked to many 
parents about what college they 
would like to send their children to; 
most of them are not interested in 
how well mathematics or physics is 
taught, but in the social influences 
that play upon the personality. The 
personality question is thus forced 
upon the college....The family and 
the church seem to me to be pushing 
off the responsibility for character 
development upon the schools and 
colleges, and we educators are going 
to have to do something about 
it....Sooner or later Reed is going to 
have to face the problem of selecting 
on the basis of personality.9

is statement drew the rouse of 
William Griffith, chen Assistant Professor 
of Psychology at Reed. He proclaimed, “I 
wish to take exception to Mr. Ogburn’s 
inference; it is the parents and not the 
faculty who are the chief obstacles in the 
students’ personality development.”10 To 
this a studenr, Donald Wheeler, added, 
“That's a hundred per cent right! It is a 
problem of overparentization; parents are 
always breathing down the students necks. 
Students here are adult, most of them; and 
still their mamas and papas prescribe the

hours when they must go to bed.”11 In the 
discussions that followed, which included 
the notions of religious programs, 
initiating activities on the administrative 
level, Wheeler spoke up again, “I'd like to 
put a word in at what seems to have 
turned into a wake for the dead social life 
at Reed. The only trouble is that there is 
so darn much social life that I can’t get 
any work done. Regarding the mass 
production and compulsory consumption 
schemes presented, I like the way we hae 
of letting people go into the water if they 
want to swim and letting them stay out if 
they don’t - a free and democratic way of 
doing things...We have a very healthy 
social life going full blast and I think that 
the students will provide the whole show 
themselves if given half a chance, even up 
to and including the orgies.”!2 Orgies, 
unfortunately, tended to be regarded as 
belaying less than the full responsibilities 
of citizenship. 

The problem of student morale, 
attrition, and the Honor Principal all 
converge on the issue of whether or not 
students are competent to govern 
themselves. To this Keezer remarked: 


I also became thoroughly 
convinced that not to recognize the 
inadequacy of student government in 
dealing with drunks and over-eager 
Don Juans is simply to 
institutionalize a debilitating and 
time-consuming wrangle between 
the agents student government and 
the college administration. 13 


Keezer went on to describe the 
possibilities of change or remedial action: 


Once that fact is recognized there 
are several things that may be done 
about it. One is to have the college 
administration take over directly, as 
most college administrations do, the 
policing of the range of student 
conduct in question. Another is to 
let the students continue to do the 
job but to admit quite openly that 
they are doing it and inevitably in a 
way which most of the elders would 
find pretty casual. If it were necessary 
to choose between these alternatives, 
and | think it is more or less 
necessary, I should be inclined to 
take the second. I doubt that a police

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system, maintained by a college 
administration, will be able to 
enforce standards of social behavior 
much safer and saner than those the 
students involved want enforced. If 
the students themselves try to do the 
job, some important elements of 
education might be involved....If, 
however, the latter process is left to 


the agencies of student government, 
in whole or in part, it seems to me 
that it is up to the college to tell its 
present and prospective constituency 
frankly and specifically that it is 
being offhand in some important 
particulars about standing in loco 
parenus. | 


The perplexing problem of preserving 
the distinct qualities that make Reed a 
unique and attractive place while 
conveying the image of Reed as a proper 
social environment for parents to send 
their little boys and girls to grow up in 
makes for a defining line that separates the 
Fosterians from the “staid elders” of the 
College. The interest in the social 
environment and the character of students 
outside intellectual settings is a 
characteristic of New Reedies. 

The fact is, by this definition, almost 
all the presidents since Scholz that lasted 
more than a few years qualify as New 
Reedies. In that they were antagonistic to 
the ideals of the founders of the school 
they also fall into the camp of new Reed. 
As we shall see, they actually share quite a 
few similarities. 


Constitutions?: 

Impediments to Change 
N ew Reed proponents generally come 
to Reed to help the college financially. 
They consider the reputation and the 
attrition rate to be a serious liability to the 
schools ability to raise funds. The attrition 
rate and the queer reputation of the 
school, in turn, are because of the lack of a 
proactive administration involved in 
student affairs. 

Duncan S. Ballantine came as the next 
New Reeder. One of the first things he did 
was to obtain a $25,000 grant from the 
Ford Foundation to conduct a self-study of 
Reed. Soon he wanted to change the 
curriculum drastically, enhance the power 
of the President, and involve the 
administration in the extra-curricular 
affairs of the students. He took it upon 
himself to discipline two students for

taking leave to California. He also 
suspended a professor for suspicion of 
communist activities. These years seriously 
split the Reed Community. 

President F.L. Griffin, though one of 
the original professors at Reed, he also 
contributed to the firm establishment of 
the New Reed perspective in the Reed 
Community. He did this by reducing the 
Faculty Council to an advisory board, with 
half of the members to be elected by the 
president. 

The next step in eradicating obstacles 
to presidential initiative was to dismantle 
the sacred Student Constitution. Richard 
T. Sullivan, the next president, also began 
his reign with a study of Reed’s problems, 
and presented detailed plans for the 
establishment of a graduate school. The 
most significant change that Sullivan left 
us with was the abolishment of 
Community Governance by subsuming 
the Community Affairs Council, the 
Faculty Council, and the Student Council 
under the new Community Senate. The 
effect of this action has been to allow the 
developments of Paul E. Bragdon to go 
forward without effective community 
resistance. Though New Reed was already 
gaining momentum, Sullivan succeeded in 
disassociating the actions of the 
administration and trustees from the 
review of faculty and students. 


Bragdon, Fait Accompli 


aul E. Bragdon came to rescue Reed 
from financial ruin. Typical of a New 
Reedie, student attrition became the first 
issue Bragdon set out to deal with At his 
first meeting worth the Faculty, on 
September 9, 1971, Bragdon made the 


following statement: 


A principal environmental 
concern of mine is the quality of 


the Bragdon years 
own intellectual maturity. Yet Reed 
offers freedom in social life, and 
discipline and structure in the 

academic life. 2 


The following year, Bragdon repeated 
his original concern, with greater 
emphasis, and added the comments of a 
visiting professor, Bill Gates, to his own: 


My area of greatest concern is 
somewhat intangible and, in 
consequence, difficult to articulate 
with any sense of real certainty. 
There is a quality of joylessness at 
Reed. It seems to me to be very 
pervasive in the Faculty and has 
quite negative effects on the quality 
of academic life. I can scarcely 
believe it, but a surprisingly large 
number of my Reed colleagues seem 
to have lost their sense of humor, 
and even lost sight of the possibility 
that there can be real joy in 
intellectual life and that the great 
world outside has beauty and 
excitement, despite a great deal of 
trauma and sordidness. I do not 
know what one does about this sort 
of thing. I'm not sure that the Reed 
community is even fully aware of the 
problem. A first step, at least, would 
be to make it cleat that the disease is 
rampant. I think it is in part the 
product of the deep and painful 
divisions in Reed’s recent past, 
which perhaps, may only be cured by 
time and the hiring of new men. I 
even get a taste among a small 
minority of the Faculty of we beat 
the little bastards (students and 
young faculty) and now we've got to 
hold the line and keep them down.3 


student life at Reed. The intellectual 
life -- the scholarly life -- may be 
demanding, Certainly it should be 
challenging and exciting, and at 
times it can be lonely and frustrating. 
But it should not be joyless. It should 
not be a cause for a gloom more 
profound than the current fashion of 
the generation! Our students are not 
projections of our egos, or just 
highly-able performers who can be 
put through their paces remarkably 
well, They’re human beings. Human 
beings in one of the more turbulent 
stages of life in turbulent times. In 
some cases social maturity does not 
match that of their peers -- or their 


Quoted by Bragdon a number of times, 
in the same document, Gates goes on to 
attribute this sense of joylessness to 
“academic overkill,” a “universal sense of 
academic failing,” and the self- selective 
nature of Reed as opposed to Williams 
where they “feel a definite responsibility to 
a ’clientele.” The symptom of the 
underlying problem is held to be the high 
attrition rate. Bragdon refers to the words 
of an experienced educator and friend of 
Reed College who makes the statement:

of an experienced educator and friend of 
Reed College who makes the statement: 


The argument I’ve heard advanced 
that the attrition rate should be a 
cause for pride rather than concern 
seems to me to be a self-serving one 
and ultimately a self-destructive one, 
considering the economic 
consequences, the effect on morale, 
and the obviously negative publicity. 
To assign the cause to the character 
or intellect or to the ingratitude on 
the part of the students conveniently 
begs the question that the attrition 
rate is a matter of legitimate concern 
for the entire college community. 17 


This educator and friend of Reed’s 
frankly goes through a number of the 
college’s shortcomings, and carefully notes 
that in the absence of grades students 
should be given a “thorough, articulate, 
and, insofar as it is legitimate, a supportive 
and encouraging sense of their particular 
talents and of the soundness of their 
aspirations.” This person goes on to say: 


I am not advocating any coddling 
of students, diminution of standards, 
or abdication from authority by the 
faculty.I am not interested in living 
in acommune, but I would like to 
see more of a genuine sense of 
community where the inevitable gap 
between teacher and learner is 
lessened by a sense of a common 
enterprise and an interest in one 
another's well-being as well as with 
somewhat more grace, somewhat less 
grimness. Much of what I’ve said 
involves questions of style and tone 
rather than of substance or specific 
curricular arrangement. 18 


When Lost, 
Ask a Tourist 


B ragdon, on the verge of making major 
administrative changes, requested the 
evaluation of a number of outsiders on the 
effectiveness of student services. Deborah 
Townsend, from Swarthmore College, 
submitted her evaluation in August of 
1977. 
Townsend pointed out many 

shortcomings in the Deans Office, the 
Infirmary, Faculty Advisors, and the Dorm 


Advisors, and made suggestions toward

closer coordination of academic and social 
life. She also underscored that, “[I]t is 
possible to do too much for students and 
thereby keep them from learning how to 
cope for themselves as quickly as they 
might. ”! 

Following the Townsend report, The 
Accreditation Committee submitted a 
report of Student Services. It reported that 
student morale needed to be addressed, 
among other things, and concluded that, 
“The Deans’ office should facilitate social 
and non-academic aspects of student 
behavior.”20 Another evaluation of the 
Northwest Association of Schools and 
Colleges suggested that since ’there seems 
to be little effort at holding students 
accountable for their behavior. It is 
recommended that the philosophy of 
student-services be reexamined.“2 

Bragdon then requested a group of 
faculty to conduct a study. The Squire 
Committee subscribed to the position of 
the previous studies and suggested that the 
Dean’s office take a more proactive stance 
in dealing with the problem of low student 
morale. 

It should be apparent now that these 
concerns are at least sixty years old. Rather 
than dealing with problems in curriculum, 
student/faculty ratio, the introduction of 
new and exciting courses, or other factors 
which could lead to students’ 
disillusionment with the college, New 
Reedies have consistently considered the 
loose social environment - characterized 
by spontaneity and innovation - to be the 
cause of the high attrition rate. With the 
impediments to effective change removed 
by Ballantine and Sullivan, Bragdon was 
in the powerful position of being the first 
Reed president who could exact unilateral 
change for the Reed Community. 


Nurture the Clientele 


‘Th major structural change came about 
in the Summer of 1980, when Bragdon 
disclosed his intention to introduce a 
person to assume responsibilities for the 
full spectrum of offices, people and 
programs which serve the students.22In 
1981, Paula Rooney was installed as the 
newly created Vice-President of Student 
Services. Soon after her entrance she

unilaterally decided to change policies 
regarding the closing of dormitories, the 
accessibility of telephones, and the use of 
the roof of Eliot.. It became immediately 
apparent that the administration was on a 
course of actively interfering into the 
extra-curricular life of the students. 

The administrative changes signalled a 
triumph for New Reed. By drawing much 
attention to the dismal life of a student 
Bragdon was able to convince the trustees 
that a pro-active policy of the 
administration toward student affairs was 
needed. 

The abdication of student governance 
from the students violates the Spirit of Old 
Reed on two accounts. First, it violates the 
notion that general enlightenment is a 
product of mutual responsibility and 
participation in a joint enterprise. Second, 
it acknowledges the extra-curricular life of 
the students, and accords it great value. By 
concentrating on students personal and 
social activities in an assertive way the 
administration assumes the role of explicit 
control of cultural and moral 
development. Rather than reflecting on 
how the past two presidencies had 
effectively terminated the structure of the 
Reed Community, Bragdon sought to 
replace with an administrative post. 

Underlying Bragdon’s actions was an 
essential distrust in the student's ability to 
govern themselves and even to decide 
upon their own social engagements. The 
effect of his action to remedy student 
attrition was to create a central 
administrative position to which 
counseling services, the infirmary, and 
security would report to. The power of 
such a position is undeniable, especially 
considering how one could effectively use 
the information confidentially provided by 
students to their physician or their 
counsellor to direct the actions of security. 
This should be kept in mind! 

Bragdon’s attitude of distrust proved 
over time to be much more. Through the 
events of the Student Bookstore, the 
Solomon Amendment, the report of the 
Student Issues Board, and the Divestment 
activities, Bragdon proved to be alienated 
from the Reed Community, even 
antagonistic to it.

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Bragdon’s disregard for the fragile Reed 
Community was exhibited continuously in 
his dealings with community issues. On 
the creation of the V.P. of Student 
Services he denied students prior 
information on a policy regarding the 
contemplated legislation affecting student 
affairs. The decisions made by this post 
appear, in turn, to be unaccountable to 
the Community Senate. 

The Bookstore issue concerned the 
transfer of a student owned and operated 
enterprise to the College, to be run by a 
board. This was a unilateral decision made 
by Bragdon and the trustees in 1986. 

Detailed opposition by the faculty and 
the students to the Solomon Amendment, 
which denies students financial aid who 
have not registered for the draft, was 
ignored by the president and the trustees - 
who voted against providing alternative 
aid. The college then reacted to the 
provision by alumni of a scholarship fund 
by refusing to disseminate information 
regarding that fund. 

The issue of divestment represents 
many occasions of Bragdon’s antagonism 
to Reed. Purportedly, Bragdon 
misrepresented the faculty’s position to the 
trustees, as well as not responding to the 
majority of the community’s concerns, and 
took it upon himself to personally 
discipline a number of students involved. 

Without clarifying my stand on these 
issues, I am concerned that community 
processes were ignored, that the disputes 
led to the proclamation that only the 
students were bound by the Honor 
Principle, and that the frustrations of the 
faculty and students led to the breakdown 
of all governing bodies. 

At the end of the Bragdon 
administration we are reminded of the fact 
that we are financially out of the red. 
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(Though still not compared to most other 
colleges of our stature, who at the same 
time amassed similarly large additions to 
their endowment.) But, while we have 
struggled through intense financial 
difficulties on simply the commitment to 
the spirit of Reed by dedicated faculty and 
students, the virtues of Reed that have 
won us our national reputation have fallen 
out of view. It seems in our concern for 
the social life of scudents we have 
neglected the main business of the college: 
to provide a first rate liberal education. 

In a series of presidents intending to 
provide security for Reed College, the true 
grit of the community has been sacrificed. 
The spirit of communication and equal 
participation, the principles of associated 
living embodied in the Honor Principle, 
and the firm commitment to truth have 
been compromised for the purpose of 
securing outside financial resources. 

The virtues of Old Reed that originally 
brought distinction to Reed College have 
been replaced by a top-heavy 
administration committed to eradicating 
the sense of joylessness at Reed. In the 
place of student and faculty governance 
we know have an effective means for 
unilateral administrative action and an 
office of Student Services committed to 
acting in loco parentis. In addition, with 
recent changes in admissions policy, there 
exists the power for admissions personnel 
to cater to a clientele and select out those 
peculiar elements of the Reed student 
body. 

Finally, the demarcation between Old 
Reed and New Reed is given a historical 
setting. Old Reed stands by the pursuit of 
knowledge, the cultivation of moral and 
intellectual culture through responsibility 
mutual accountability, and the survival of 
the college based on a strong and healthy 
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community made up of dedicated persons 
devoted to these ideals. 

New Reed holds that the 
administration is responsible for the 
cultivation of moral and intellectual 
culture through leadership and initiative 
on the part of the administration. 
Moreover, a prevailing attitude of the New 
Reedites is that attrition is to be 
combatted by eradicating Reeds queer 
reputation by affecting student behavior 
and the type of students admitted. Each of 
the New Reedies, beginning with Keezer 
and hopefully ending with Bragdon, 
worked towards the breakdown of 
community structure by invalidating the 
various constitutions, finally leading to the 
possibility of unilateral action on the part 
of the administration - with no recourse by 
students or faculty. 

The attrition rate remains as high as it 
has ever been, and joylessness (for me) was 
if anything enhanced by my confrontation 
with the fact that Reed was not quite 
dedicated to ideals that attracted me to 
Reed. 

At this point, I make a plea for Reed 
to confront its internal contradictions, and 
rededicate itself to those aspects which 
have earned Reed College its distinctive 
reputation among small, liberal arts 
colleges. Every member of the Reed 
Community must decide whether it wishes 
Reed to continue to stand staunchly - if 
necessary, stand alone - for whatever is 
right or become like just another one of 
those places parents send their kids to 
grow up and be just like them. The 
question for students in particular is: are 
you devoted to the spirit of community or 
would you rather consider Reed an 
extension of your nursery school years? 
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The section of the handbook, 
“shamelessly lifted”! from a while back, 
[Ed. note: Hell, by this time it’s a classic.] 
arose out of student and faculty concerns 
over the state of “community” at Reed. 
“Community” was one of the great debates 
around here last year (or was it two years 
ago?). It was one of those conundrums, 
and there are at least one or two a year, 
that always has someone arguing with 
someone else about “what-is-to-be-done?” 

Ata place like Reed, where people 
constantly buck heads and still manage to 
stay friends, community can be a fragile 
thing. There has to be some kind of glue 
that keeps the whole place together. 
Ostensibly, what appear below are 
community member’s thoughts in response 
to questions like “What is the Reed 
community? What is the glue that holds us 
all together? (if, indeed, there is any such 
glue?)” As you will see, there is no “right” 
answer or perspective. (Get used to that!) 
What we have though, is food for thought. 
And beyond that, something to keep the 
debate alive. 

For myself, I don’t pretend to know 
what that glue is. I only offer my opinions. 
And to last year’s segment, all I wish to 
add is a brief word about tolerance. (This 
is where I get to don my scholarly robes 
and throw in a quote, yea!!!) “This is what 
tolerance means: allowing (everyone 
their) own integrity.”2 And, I would 
hasten to add, thereby maintaining your 
own.

Re word “community” poses problems 
because it is a singular noun used for a 
plural entity, and because it implies that 
the people who constitute it have 
something in common. 


The formation of a community is 
justified only when something outside the 
individuals, a religion, a belief, an ideal or 
a common goal, binds its members 
together, giving it a common concern, 
often in opposition to the “outside” world, 
and always different from the usual 
concerns of the majority. Many 
communities “choose” to separate 
themselves from the rest of the world in 
order to carry out their function (religious 
communities for example), others are 
forced into their communal corner because 
the “majority” rejects them (ghettos). 

Reed College is a community by 
choice. No one individual is forced into its 
ranks. But what do we have in common? 
The answer should be obvious, immediate, 
simple: LEARNING. Students come to learn 
from professors and from each other; 
professors come to teach, and thereby 
continue to learn. This is not just 
“something we do” however, because if it 
were we would have no need of seclusion. 
Learning is indeed an ideal, as well as an 
activity. Living in a “learning” community 
allows a sort of positive symbiosis between 
students and faculty to take place. 
Learning together is our common goal, our 
common belief, all that is required to bind 
us together. 

This is not to say that learning should 
be the only concern of each individual 
composing the community. In fact, when 
we speak of Reed College, we always 
mention the diversity of its constituents

(one would wish that they were more 
diverse); this diversity enriches the 
intellectual life of the community. In 
other words, learning is the raison d’étre of 
the community, and the raison d’étre ici of 
the individuals. 

Today, what seems to alter the 
cohesiveness of our community is the 
amazing number of individuals whose goal, 
work or interest is anything except 
learning. I am not referring only to those 
who “hang around” campus for whatever 
reason, but especially to those whose very 
important function is to attend to the 
smooth running of the “institution” in 
their own capacity. A clear distinction 
must be drawn here between the 
“community” and the “institution.” The 
administrators and the staff have an 
essential role in the institution, but a role 
which must remain peripheral to the very 
process of learning which they facilitate. If 
this distinction is not made clear, the 
community finds itself in the dangerous 
position of having to absorb individuals 
whose reason for being at Reed College is 
not learning. If they are numerous enough, 
and if they consider themselves members 
of the community, what will happen (has 
happened?) is that our only common goal 
will be the self-perpetuation of Reed 
College, an institution, an artificial 
community, in its own name and for its 
own sake.

The Honor Principle

t is two weeks after the end of the 


semester which began for me with my 
making the horrible mistake of becoming 
Judicial Board Chair. Never do this. Ac 
any rate, if someone had asked me about 
the honor principle a few weeks ago, I 
would have been unable to characterize 
the thing in even a preliminary sort of 
way. With finals, papers, and the Judicial 
Board now fading in memory, as I mark 
time until my job starts, I now feel 
detached enough to make an attempt. Not 
detached enough, however, to try and pass 
this off as a studied synthesis of popular 
conceptions of the honor principle I’ve 
encountered among members of the 
community. And so I would add an 
unqualified disclaimer to the effect that 
this article consists almost exclusively of 
my own opinion, and my own sophomoric 
moralizing. Much good may it do you. 

One of the most common questions to 
arise with regard to the honor principle, 
especially this last year, is: “Who is bound 
by ic?” My answer is, “No one, except 
perhaps yourself.” The honor principle is a 
marvellous cliché, and, like all clichés, 
draws its strength from underlying 
traditions, in this case the good ol’ 
fashioned Christian virtues all us Western 
Civilization folk have known since before 
we were taught to read. My interpretation 
of the honor principle smacks of the 


hackneyed quote “Let he who is without 
sin cast the first stone.” In other words, 
don’t look to others for paradigms of 
honorable behavior, but to yourself. 
Relatedly, don’t feel justified in assessing 
someone else’s behavior by what you take 
to be honorable, regardless of how versed 
in ethics you are or how fine your moral 
sense may be. “Embarrassment,” 
“discomfiture,” and “injury” leave plenty of 
room for us all to play lawyer. The honor 
principle is there in the constitution not as 
a proclamation of some novel approach to 
injustice, but as a reminder of what is 
assumed to be self-evident. If it is not self- 
evident to you, forget about it and simply 
remember that if you get in other people's 
way, they may make life difficult for you. If 
this honor principle is self-evident, then 
you are part of a moral community which 
may not exist outside your own mind, but 
whose rules bind you. 

You commit an honor violation when 
you break your own rules. This does not 
mean that an action of whose rightness 
you are thoroughly convinced cannot be 
an honor violation. If you do commit such 
an act it only means you are in danger of 
losing your perspective on yourself. But, 
you may ask, if an honor violation is 
breaking my own rules, how can anyone 
else, say the Judicial Board, tell when I 
have committed one? Good question. I 
suggest that while our points of view may 
all differ, our rules are at bottom, the same. 
Even if this is false, it is certainly a nice 


thought, and I make a conscious effort to 
believe it. In making this effort we invoke 
another cliché: “Charity”. It is charitable 
to allow that what, at bottom, conforms to 
your standard to rightness, people you 
respect will also find right- and vice-versa. 

If you become involved in an honor 
case, my advice is to leave such notions as 
“burden of proof,” “reasonable doubt,” and 
even “due process” at home. They have 
their place, but it is not the Reed Judicial 
Board. Applied in proper context, these 
terms reference uncounted volumes of 
judicial tradition, tradition to which 
Reed’s humble dilettantes are not party. 
Our only real resources are charity and 
mutual respect. Though the former sounds 
like the girl you sat next to in second 
grade, and the latter like a fife insurance 
company, they are, | think, all we have. 
The Reed Constitution and Bylaws are 
hopelessly muddled and contradictory, and 
can help us little farther that our moral 
intuition. Respect the moral intuition of 
your peers, and be flexible. Dogmatism is 
ugly in direct proportion to the 
intelligence of its carrier. 

Of course my approach to the honor 
principle is full of pitfalls, too numerous to 
mention when I've already bored you 
enough. I’m sure many people disagree 
with it, and for very good reasons. That's 
fine, because disagreement itself is never 
an honor violation. Perhaps moral 
certitude can be, I don’t know.

Search Committee Member: What do you 
think of the honor principle? 


Candidate: It’s great, if you’ve got any 
honor. 


One of the things about which you 
will hear endless nattering throughout 
your years at Reed is the honor principle. 
Of overused Reed buzzwords, only 
“community” has a comparable track 
record for longevity, currency, and ability 
to make sarcastic collegiates roll their eyes 
heavenward. If this year works out like 
years previous, then as it progresses, some 
student or another will have a personal 
possession ripped off and will promptly 
declare in the Quest that, among other 
things, the honor principle is dead. 
Sometime in the spring, a radical will 
reveal the earth-shattering fact that the 
administration of the college is not 
according its actions to Marxist dogma, 
and will declare them in violation of the 
honor principle. Eventually, if the year 
progresses toastily enough, everybody will 
either have declared or have been declared 
an honor violator, so much so, that the 
stink of sullied honor, like the aroma of so 
much beached marine life, will seem to 
effuse every pore of the campus. 

As with all such incantatory 
expressions, the honor principle owes 
much of its popularity to its expansive 
vagueness. Unlike other vague Reed 
buzzwords, however, the honor principle 
has its basis codified (very vaguely, of 
course), and has its ultimate interpretation 
left in the hands of a standing body, the 
Judicial Board. There has been, in recent 
years, a marked tendency among students 
to confuse the Judicial Board and its code 
for the honor principle itself. The Judicial 
Board is not, as some would have you 
believe, the living embodiment of the 
honor principle; rather, it is the body 
which is supposed to clean up when honor 
fails. You should avoid this line of 
thinking with the same vigor as you might 
avoid the genteel society of Morton 
Downey Jr., which is to say, at all costs. 

Indeed, it is possible to believe 
adamantly in the honor principle while 
believing in wholly different methods of 
interpreting and enforcing it than are 
currently in existence. Enough people, in 
fact, are in agreement that the current 
system is in need of serious reform that a 


committee is meeting regularly to come up 
with something better than the current 
system. Since | am among those who 
believe the Judicial Board, in its present 
form, to be a rather uninspired approach 
to solving the problems for which it was 
established, and since I think that it will 
(finally) be going the way of the dodo bird 
in a year or two, I’m not going to dwell 
upon the subject of the J-Board, nor upon 
that of any of its accompanying rituals or 
etiquette, opting rather to talk about the 
more permanent (and interesting) subject 
of the honor principle itself. 

The first thing to understand about an 
honor principle is that, unless a lot of 
people take it seriously and behave 
honorably, such a principle is worse than 
useless. The opportunities to cheat the 
system at Reed are legion. If you would 
like to take them, the books in the Library 
are meagerly guarded, many are of some 
value, and almost all can be slipped into a 
knapsack and spirited out without 
difficulty. Most final exams at Reed are 
unproctored and unpoliced. Many 
students leave somewhat valuable objects 
at their library desks without protection or 
guard. What we have on our hands here is 
a regular shopping spree of coffee, 
expensive textbooks, jackets, software, and 
NoDoz. All are there for the taking, but, 
for the most part, though opportunities for 
such cheating and theft do exist, they are 
most often not taken. 

Though politeness is generally the rule 
around here, there are notable exceptions. 
Library books do go missing, never 
checked out, and never to be seen again. 
People’s belongings do mysteriously walk 
away from their desks. Worst of all, 
students have been known to cheat on 
their exams, forge data, and plagiarize 
work. Some hold the honor principle in 
such low esteem that they behave as if 
cheating the system is cute, funny, and the 
most natural course of action. Such 
actions, in addition to being poor form, 
are dangerous to the entire community in 
ways which are seldom considered by the 
honor violator. 

It takes little effort to demonstrate that 
the college and the community and the 
student body have scant means of 
enforcing honesty. The J-Board has little 
by way of teeth, short of the draconian 
and seldom-issued recommendation of 
suspension, and efforts to police the 
student body are close to nonexistent. 
Breaking the rules at Reed is like beating 
up a cripple; it is astonishingly easy, and 
rapidly separates the moral invalids from 


the physical ones. If you get off by 
breaking rules with impunity, then you 
cannot have arrived at an easier place to 
get your jollies. The members of this 
community have chosen not to go into the 
business of enforcing honesty, opting to 
appeal to the common sense of its 
members to police themselves. This 
decision, made so many years ago, is one of 
our cherished traditions, and one of which 
most community members are proud. 

The alternative to the honor principle 
is the less pleasant, but nonetheless 
necessary route taken by so many other 
colleges and universities, that of rules, 
regulations, campus police, and resident 
advisors, all of whose chief task is to 
regulate and moderate student behavior. 
Such regulation serves not only to stifle 
undesirable behavior, but to dampen 
unpredictable, irregular, and creative 
thought as well. There is higher risk to 
stability and security in having an honor 
principle, in which all members of the 
community are trusted to serve as their 
own police, but in not having an imposing 
and overbearing police authority, there is 
much to be gained, as well. 

The decision to be bound by honor, 
though, is by no means an irrevocable one. 
The fundamental objective of this college 
is to provide an environment in which 
bright, interested, and inquisitive students 
can receive a quality education, and the 
honor principle will exist only so long as it 
promotes and sustains such an 
environment. If people lie, cheat, and steal 
with enough frequency to compromise the 
academic environment of the college, 
then we may well see the honor principle 
going out with last week’s trash, a noble 
experiment which worked well in its day, 
but, alas, not fit for the shabby moral fiber 
of students in this day and age. 

The only way to prevent the honor 
principle from drying up and blowing away 
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is to live fully in accordance with it. 
Paying it lip service, beating others over 
the head with it, or according your actions 
to it only when convenient are all short 
steps to putting the honor principle in the 
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ground. The primary goal in the 
establishment of an honor principle is that 
community members behave honorably 
and civilly. The fundamencal prerequisites 
of a viable honor system are that you have 
enough intelligence to understand how 
honorable people behave, and enough 
self-discipline and judgement to recognize 
the honorable course and to accord your 
actions to such an end. If you still need to 
be told, at this age, not to lie, not to cheat, 
not to steal- in general, not to be 
inconsiderate to other people, if you 
cannot understand why such 
inconsideration is generally frowned upon, 
or if you cannot bring yourself to behave 
within limits of consideration, then you 
are not only not capable of living under an 
honor principle, you are also probably 
something of a dim bulb, and have no 
reason to be coming to a school for so 
many allegedly gifted students as Reed. 
The challenge being put to you is a simple 
one; for the first time in your life, you are 
being asked to behave yourself, not 
because you'll be spanked if you don’t, but 
because it makes good sense for you to do 
so. | hope you can rise to the occasion.

he honor principle is the one and only 


‘rule’ at Reed, or at least in my own 
humble view, it ought to be. During my 
time at Reed, I had a lot of opportunities 
to think about the wording of the honor 
principle, as a member of the student 
caucus, as the Judicial Board chair, and as 
a committee member working on revising 
the Judicial Board code. My feeling is that 
the wording is both its strongest point and 
its weakest. 

When I first began at Reed, in the fall 
of 1980, the honor principle was a very 
highly regarded philosophy here. People 
would think in terms of the honor 
principle when thinking about their 
behavior. This provided a common ground 
on which members of the community 
could work out differences in ways that 
were, ideally, beneficial to all parties 
involved. The Judicial Board was thought 
of primarily as a mediatory body to 
intervene in cases when communication 
had broken down between members of the 
community. This frequently included 
faculty, staff, and alumni, as well as 
students on leave. Because of the wording, 
anyone who felt that they were a member 
of the community had access to and 
respected actions of the Judicial Board. 
The meaning of the honor principle could 





basically be boiled down to “Be Cool,” and 
that was all that needed to be said. 

Bur, as with all things, Reed changes, 
nor would I want it any other way. There 
is often a great deal of emphasis placed on 
how good a place Reed was in the ‘Old 
Days,’ a concept that first appeared with 
respect to Reed in 1917 or 18, less than 
four years after the college opened. So, the 
college does change, which is good, but at 
the same time we all want what we 
perceive to be the good aspects of Reed to 
stay the same, and only the bad aspects to 
change. We now come to some of the 
problems with the wording of the honor 
principle. A friend of mine named Eric 
Johnson (sort of a legend himself, now) 
felt that the wording of the honor 
principle had only one problem, and that 
is the word ‘unnecessary.’ Succinctly put, 
what one person feels is necessary is not 
always what everyone thinks is necessary, 
and some people have taken actions 
which they felt were necessary, but which 
many thought were harmful to the 
community as a whole, as well as to 
specific individuals. The incident was 
brought before the Judicial Board, but 
because of the nature of the incident and 
the circumstances surrounding it, the 
board was put in an adversarial role, both 
with the people accused and with the 
people who brought the honor case. 





When they reached a decision, the party 
who brought the case was not satisfied 
because they felt the actions of the people 
involved were completely unjustified and 
the decision was not firm enough, while 
the people accused felt that what they had 
done was ‘necessary,’ and therefore not an 
honor violation at all. Basically a no-win 
situation, with the honor principle being 
the real loser. 

The honor principle has been a part of 
the Reed community since its inception, a 
fact which indicates the extent to which it 
can be successful, but it is simultaneously 
very fragile, and can only function in a 
community were all the members take it 
and themselves seriously at some basic 
level. The looseness of the honor principle 
allows for the maximum of individual 
freedom, and at the same time gives a basis 
for deciding that a particular action is 
‘Uncool.’ I feel that a functioning hcnor 
principle is one of the potentially best 
aspects of an education at Reed, because it 
requires that people here be responsible for 
their own behavior at a very basic level. If 
that ideal is going to be achieved, 
however, it will require some hard work, 
mostly in the form of consideration of 
others’ feeling and opinions. Thanks for 
taking the time to read through this, and 
remember the importance of being cool. 
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It seems altogether appropriate that 
this perspective of Reed should be coming 
from someone who, like yourselves, is here 
for just a few short years; from someone 
who, like yourselves, is wondering how 
those years will or will not change him. As 
I begin my second year here as a Visiting 
Assistant Professor, I’m still asking with a 
trace of my East Coast skepticism, “What 
makes Reed different, or, rather, what 
makes Reed think it’s so different?” I won’t 
be avoiding that question if 1 first tell you 
what I think college in general should do, 
because, to relieve you of your suspense, I 
must tell you Reed does what any college 
should do, only better. 

In 1935, a twenty-one-year-old college 
student named Delmore Schwartz wrote a 
short story called, “In Dreams Begin 
Responsibilities.” I leave you to discover 
on your own this remarkable tale, and 
instead ask you to consider his title. 
Schwartz got it by subtly altering a line 
Yeats used as the epigraph to a volume of 
his poetry: “In dreams begins 
responsibility.” Whether you prefer Yeats’ 
or Schwartz's formulation, college, like the 
life it should prepare you for, is all about 
learning to negotiate between those two 
things, dreams and responsibilities. In 
college, unlike life, the balance is clearly 
in favor of dreams. By encountering the 
accumulated dreams of the poets, 
philosophers and scientists who have gone 
before you, you develop, almost in spite of 
yourself, a sense of responsibility. And 
what is it you become responsible for? 
Well, for starters, the way you take your 
place in an ongoing, evolving 
conversation about what it means to be 
human. You become responsible for 
balancing the excitement of experiencing 
an idea in some absolutely “new” way with 
the more sober recognition that your 
insights are built upon those of others. 

Needless to say, that’s quite a 
balancing act, but it’s no accident that the 
unofficial school sport of Reed is juggling. 
At a time when high school students are 
being taught to fear the “responsibilities” 
that await them in the “real world” after 
college, Reed is still a place that 
encourages your to dream of something 
bigger than a six-digit income. There is, of 
course, the danger of dreaming too much 
here at Reed. The philosopher Stanley

Cavell has suggested that youth wants to 
be presented with a world it can want, and 
it is much easier to obtain such a world by 
dreaming about it then by working for it. 
If you use your Reed education in the 
spirit in which it is being offered to you, 
you will understand that dreaming is 
meant to refresh you for the waking day. 

What makes Reed different? What 
makes Reed think it’s so “different”? These 
are two very different questions, and you'll 
be a long way toward answering the first, 
far more important one if you discover 
that Reed is the kind of place that helps 
you distinguish between the two questions 
in the first place. It is a place that teaches 
you to “think in quotation marks”- to 
scrutinize all ideas and assumptions, even 
or especially your own dreams. If you learn 
to do that here at Reed, your four (five? 
six?) years here will teach you a lot about 
your responsibilities toward that “real 
world” that lies beyond Woodstock 
Boulevard. 
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A Recent Political History

Since 1980, several issues have arisen 
at Reed which have been the focus of 
intense and often extremely divisive 
debate. The fallout from the creation of 
the office of Vice President of Student 
Services and the Great Bookstore 
Controversy, as well as the effects on Reed 
of the Solomon Amendment and the 
Divestment movement, have been a major 
factor in the development of the current 
situation in which students, faculty, and 
administration are often divided into 
opposing camps, and the ideal of Reed as a 
community of scholars seems more and 
more unreachable. 

As any understanding of Reed’s 
present political climate requires some 
understanding of the events which led up 
to it a very brief history of each of these 
issues follows. More complete information 
is available from the organizations 
involved, student representatives, or just 
about any returning student. 


VP _of Student Services 
I, May, 1980, President Bragdon 
announced a reorganization of the Office 
of the Deans into the Office of Student 
Services, and the creation of a new 
position, the Vice President of Student 
Services, to oversee the office. 

Though President Bragdon acted in 
response to several internal and external 
evaluations of the Office of the Deans 
which noted serious problems with its 
organization, and after consultation with 
faculty and trustees, there was little, if any, 
student input into his decision. Many 
students were outraged by the imposition 
of such changes without student input, 
and by the fact that the decision was not 
announced until after most students had 
left for the summer. 

In the fall of 1981, Paula Rooney took 
office as VP of Student Services; her 
tenure was not a happy one. Students were 
generally angered about the very existence 
of her Office, and Paula further inflamed 
students by making several unilateral and 
unpopular decisions. Because these 
decisions were made without the approval 
of the Community Senate, many students 
considered them to be unconstitutional. In 
addition, much of the Student Services 
(formerly Dean’s Office) staff resigned 
and/or was replaced during Paula’s tenure; 


it seemed the Dean’s Office was being 
purged of all old blood. 

In response, the Student Caucus 
appointed a group of students, the Student 
Issues Board (SIB), to investigate the 
student concerns with the Office of 
Student Services and the college in 
general. The SIB Report, issued in 
January, 1985, recommended placing 
students on the Board of Trustees, student 
and faculty input in budgeting, and the 
elimination of the position of VP of 
Student Services. Not one of these 
recommendations has been accepted by 
the college. 

Following a series of personal attacks 
and a break-in and “trashing” of her office, 
Paula Rooney resigned in the spring of 
1985. President Bragdon changed the 
name, but not the responsibilities, of the 
position, and began the search for a Dean 
of Student Services. After the candidate 
who was most favorably received by 
students withdrew her application at the 
eleventh hour, the student members of the 
Search Committee, in a dissenting 
opinion, recommended delaying 
appointment until the fall. 

President Bragdon, however, citing 
opinions of other members of the 
committee and the community, and 
problems inherent in reopening the 
search, offered the position of Dean of 
Student Services to Susan Crim, who took 
office in the fall of 1985. 


T, Bookstor ntrov 
he issue of control over the Bookstore 


is extremely complex, and cannot possibly 
be explained in brief. Last year the 
Bookstore was one of the biggest issues on 
campus; there should be no difficulty 
procuring further information. The 
following is but the barest outline: 

In October, 1986, the Board of 
Trustees, against the wishes of the Student 
Caucus, approved a new operating 
document for the Reed College Bookstore. 

This action was extremely significant 
because the Bookstore had been founded 
and for forty years operated by students. In 
1961, however, the Bookstore was 
transferred to the College on the 
condition that it be managed by a board 
made up of students, faculty, and 
administrators. The document approved 


by the Trustees in 1986 would alter this 
arrangement and effectively transfer 
control of the Bookstore to the 
VP/Treasurer of the College. 

Many students feel that the Trustees 
are attempting to steal the Bookstore, 
which is the sole remaining element of the 
College that students have any real 
control over. Most Trustees feel that they 
are just correcting an unpleasant situation 
in which they have responsibility for the 
Bookstore without having any control 
over its operations. 

At their March, 1987, meeting, the 
Trustees decided that they were no longer 
sufficiently interested in the Bookstore to 
continue discussions regarding its fate, and 
told President Bragdon and student 
representatives to meet and come up with 
a mutually acceptable solution regarding 
the Bookstore. A few meetings have been 
held, but nothing of any consequence has 
come of them. 


I Solomon Amendment 


n 1982, Congress passed the Solomon 
Amendment, which denied federal 
financial aid to students who failed to 
register for the draft. A majority of 
students and faculty at Reed opposed the 
amendment as a violation of academic 
freedom, since certain students might be 
denied education on the basis of their 
beliefs. 

In 1983, the faculty passed a resolution 
requesting that the trustees replace any 
funds lost due to the Solomon 
Amendment with college funds, as did the 
Student Caucus. Over 50% of the campus 
population signed a petition with similar 
intent. Such replacement funding was not 
to be. 

The trustees took no action apparently 
on the grounds that alternative aid would 
discourage respect for the law, and the fact 
that, since Reed cannot presently provide 
aid for all deserving students, providing 
alternative aid for non-registrants would 
entail denying aid to other students. 
Despite continued protest during 
succeeding years, the trustees have 
maintained their original position. 

The Student Caucus originally 
considered setting up an independent 
alternate aid program, but declined to do 
so due to potential legal problems. 
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However, the Solomon Amendment Task 
Force (SATF) persuaded the college to set 
up an alternative aid fund, administered 
by the college and funded through private 
donations. Unfortunately, the college at 
first would not publish information 
regarding this fund, and was reluctant to 
release alumni mailing lists to the SATF 
for solicitation of donations. 

In 1986, however, following further 
lobbying by the SATF, the college 
reversed its position and agreed to provide 
information on the fund to potential 
students and current alumni mailing lists 
to the SATF. Since then, the SATF has 
continued its efforts to attain alternative 
aid for non-registered students. 
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Div n 
lL. February, 1985, an article in the 
Quest reported that $4.2 million of Reed’s 
endowment was tied to South Africa. 
Shortly thereafter, students formed the 
South African Concerns Committee 
(SACC), dedicated to the full divestment 
of Reed’s endowment holdings with such 
ties, and the Student Caucus approved a 
resolution calling for divestment, as did 
the Community Senate. 

At the March meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, the SACC presented a petition 
signed by 300 students requesting 
investigation into divestment. On May 17, 
the Board’s Investment Committee 
directed Reed’s investment counsel to 
avoid investment in South African 
businesses, financial interests making loans 
to the South African Government, and 
corporations not in compliance with the 
Sullivan Principles (a set of fair 
employment guidelines for businesses 
operating in South Africa). As all of 
Reed's holdings already met these criteria, 


this action did not result in the sale of any 
of Reed's holdings. 

The SACC delivered a petition signed 
by over 50% of the community calling for 
full divestment to the Trustees at the 
Trustees’ October Board meeting. The 
Board postponed decision until January, 
1986, and requested further information 
on divestment. At the end of October, 
seventeen students occupied President 
Bragdon’s office, calling for a meeting of 
the Board’s Executive Committee and full 
divestment. The studenss left of their own 
volition, and were subsequently found not 
in violation of the honor principle due to 
the inability of the three faculty members 
who brought the honor case to 
demonstrate their claim that the 
community had been injured by the 
occupation. 

During the next two months, motions 
calling for divestment were twice brought 
to the faculty, and, after considerable 
debate, twice defeated. A letter from 
President Bragdon to the trustees stated 
that, “alchough it would be impossible to 
state the various reasons moving 
individual faculty members to reject the 
resolutions urging divestment, it is fair to 
say that in the debate the predominant 
theme of the opponents of the resolutions 
was that the Faculty, as such, and the 
College should not take positions on 
political issues not affecting higher 
education.” The SACC felt that this letter 
misrepresented the faculty’s debate, which, 
in the opinion of SACC observers, had 
centered primarily on the propriety of the 
faculty as a body taking a political 
position, rather than the College’s taking a 
position. Though not conclusive due to 
low return,.the results of a faculty poll 
indicated that members of the faculty 
supported divestment as individuals, and 
suggested that the SACC’s interpretation 
of the debate was correct. 

In the months preceding the January, 
1986, Trustees’ meeting, the SACC 
prepared a briefing book supporting 
divestment which was sent to the 
members of the Board. At the January 
meeting, students staged several 
demonstrations in support of divestment, 
and a group of sixteen students from the 
Caucus, the Student Life Committee and 
the SACC met for one and one-half hours 
with the Board, during which time they 
presented a statement calling for 
divestment. Following the meeting, 
President Bragdon read a statement of the 
Trustees’ decision to maintain investments 
in companies adhering to the Sullivan 


political history 
Principles to a large group of students who 
had gathered to await announcement of 
the Trustees’ decision. 

In response to this announcement, 100 
students immediately occupied Eliot Hall, 
demanding an immediate vote by the 
Trustees for full divesement. Four days 
later, following an agreement reached with 
President Bragdon and Dean Crim which 
established a student-trustee committee to 
discuss divestment and other issues and 
called for the Trustees to again discuss 
divestment within the next year, the 
students left the building. An honor case 
was filed by three students, and the 
Judicial Board declared that the occupiers 
had committed an honor violation. This 
decision was appealed, and disappeared 
into the void. 

During the following year, the SACC 
continued to present information to the 
community and demonstrate in support of 
divestment. At the January, 1987, 
meeting, the Trustees discussed 
divestment, but did not reach any further 
conclusion. The Board continued 
discussion to the March meeting, and 
invited three student observers to attend 
the portions of the March meeting during 
which discussion of divestment would 
occur. 

At the March board meeting, three 
students, one of whom was a member of 
Reed Out Of Apartheid (the new name of 
the SACC), attended a special session set 
aside solely for discussion of divestment 
and the portion of the regular meeting 
during which a vote was taken on 
divestment. This vote reaffirmed the 
Trustees’ previous position against full 
divestment and in favor continued 
investment in corporations in compliance 
with the Sullivan Principles. 

On the Monday following the 
meeting, eleven students occupied the 
Development Office, locked the doors, 
and made several demands, one of them 
being immediate full divestment. After 
Reed's security guards were instructed to 
prevent other students from entering the 
building, the students in the building 
refused entry to all others, including 
faculty and administrators. There was little 
negotiation during this occupation. Dean 
Crim felt that she could not conduct 
negotiations through a crack in the door; 
the students in the building felt chat no 
real attempt was made to negotiate. 
Monday evening, the students were told 
that they would be suspended if they did 
not leave the building by Tuesday 
morning. By Tuesday morning they 
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neither left the building nor altered their 
demands, and they were suspended by 
President Bragdon. Tuesday night, the 
students were told that if they lefc the 
building, they would be allowed to attend 
classes pending review of their 
suspensions; one student left the building. 
Early Wednesday morning, the Portland 
Police removed the students from the 
building; the College did not press 
charges. 

President Bragdon appointed a hearing 
board to meet with the students who had 
occupied the Development Office and 
make recommendations to him for further 
action. The hearing board met with the 
students, and recommended that the 
students be reinstated for the spring 
semester, denied registration for the fall 
semester, and allowed to register (under 
certain conditions) for the following 
spring semester (the student who had left 
the building voluntarily was to be 
permitted to register in the fall semester, 
subject to the same conditions as the other 
students). President Bragdon accepted the 
board’s recommendations. Again, an 
honor case was filed and, in a split 
decision (over which two members of the 
Judicial Board resigned), the occupiers 
were found to be in violation of the honor 
principle. 

The 1987-88 academic year was 
relatively quiet. Students demonstrated in 
favor of divestment at each Trustees 
meeting (once blocking the building exits 
and forcing Trustees to climb over the 
bodies of students), but no further 
occupations took place. In the spring, a 
group of students met with the Investment 
Committee to discuss divestment, but 
there has been no change in the Board's 


investment policy. 


Ancient History 
lL, 1969, the Black Student Union took 
over the third floor of Eliot Hall with a 
series of demands involved in the creation 
of a Black Studies Department. After a 
great deal of effort on the part of its more 
radical members, the faculty, in a series of 
close votes, agreed to a compromise with 
the BSU in which the faculty would 
support a Black Scudies Program. 

The Black Studies Program proved to 
be a sickly child, however. Created outside 
the regular academic structures of the 
College and without broad support among 
the faculty, it limped along for a few years 
with two professors, and finally died during 
the financial crisis of the early 1970's. 
With funds at such a low level that faculty 


accepted both a cut in pay and a cap on 
their numbers, it was difficult to justify a 
separate department. In 1974, the Black 
Studies Program was dissolved and the 
faculty hours were redistributed among the 
regular departments of the College. 

For the more conservative faculty and 
those who were simply fed up with 
controversy, the tight finances of the early 
1970's provided a fine opportunity for the 
elimination of the radicals who had been 
upsetting them so. Between 1969 and 
1974, only three non-controversial 
professors received tenure. In the 1974 
Student Handbook, a student described 
the purge of radical faculty as so successful 
that “the number of people still on the 
faculty who voted with the majority on 
the Black Studies issue [could] easily be 


counted on the fingers of your hands.” 


The Community 
Constitution(s) 
f all of this is not enough, Reed is 
currently in the midst of a Constitutional 
Crisis in Community Government. For a

har these bits of history illustrate is 


groups of Reedies (usually students, 
sometimes faculty) attempting to change 
Reed, both in specific and more general 
ways. The specific should be clear in the 
issues themselves; the more general is an 
attempt to change the way of making 
changes. In a large part, students and 
faculty are partners in the academic 
community that is Reed. However, 
ultimate decisions about that community 
are in the hands of those not truly a part of 
it. The ultimate authority over the college 
is held by the Board of Trustees, a group 
made up primarily of wealthy, white, 
middle-aged businessmen. 

Currently, many students and some 
faculty feel that this body does not give 
proper credence to their opinions and that 
the Trustees are making mistaken 
decisions about the College. Though 
students and faculty may reside at Reed for 
only a few years, many come to care deeply 
about the College. When these persons 
see something which they feel is harmful 
to the College, they do not appreciate 
being told that they can simply accept the 
decisions made for them or attend/teach 
classes at another college. 

These people raise important 


questions: “Though the Board of Trustees 
and the President can legally act 
unilaterally for the college, is it 
appropriate in the context of the College 
for them to do so?” “Should a college be, 
in effect, no more than an education- 
manufacturing corporation, over the 
ultimate decisions of which employees 
(faculty) and consumers (students) have 
little or no control except through the 
market?” 

However, perhaps more important 
than anything else is the point that Reed 
is currently, and has been for some years, 
in a state of flux, with which it is ill- 
prepared to deal. 

Since its beginnings, Reed has been an 
extremely conservative institution. By this 
I mean conservative in the most basic 
sense: holding closely to tradition and the 
status quo. The only truly fundamental

occurred at about 1920, when the original 
plans for “Reed University” (which had 
been put on hold due to lack of funds 
when the College was founded), were 
officially scrapped and replaced with 
Scholz’s program for a small, liberal arts 
college. This conservatism runs deep even 
in the present: proposals for change at 
Reed are often couched in terms of 
“returning to the original ideals of the 
College,” or “getting back to Old Reed.” 

The other interesting aspect of Reed 
has been its sense of communitarianism. 
Reed was founded with the ideal that 
decisions about the College’s goals would 
be made based upon community 
consensus, and that relations between 
groups would be governed by a “principle 
of honor,” perhaps best described as the 
placing of the goals and the good of the 
entire community above those of the 
individual. 

A community is a body of people with

shared values and shared goals. So long as 
the goals and values of the community are 
shared by the majority of its members and 
do not change radically, the 
communitarian ideal works quite well. 
However, when the values and basic aims 
of the community are perceived differently 
by different members, as has often been 
the case at Reed since the 1960's, the 


system begins to break down. 


When the goals of different members 
of the community are fundamentally 
opposed, is it possible to make decisions 
based upon consensus? In fact, when the 
values of different members of the 
community are as opposed as they 
sometimes appear to be at Reed, is it 
meaningful to speak of a “community” at 
all? While it is not clear that, as some 
have said, “the Community is dead,” it is 


clear that the Reed community is at least 
seriously ill. If che current problems prove 
to be insoluble in terms of the ideals of the 
college, the current divisiveness will 
continue until something gives.

Any situation is constantly being 
divided into two or more parts which are 
at odds with each other (dialectic is a 
marvelous word use on the first day of 
Humanities).

socials, Ronnie Geller, Aerbolingus, Hard 
Liquor Socials and the Frigidaire- all Old 
Reed. 

New Reed comprises about 80% of 
what you will experience this year. The 
distinctive aspects of Reed are falling by 
the wayside - Go look at old catalogs and 
admissions brochures. New Reed is tightly 
organized, bureaucratized and functionally 
oriented. It is now more important for the 
grass to remain undriven upon than it is to 
smoke it. 

New Reed is Paula Rooney, Joe Teller, 
the position of Security Director, fiscal 
student government, The Vollum Center, 
Don Watkin's Student Union (although it

Parker Memorial Fence, In-class tests, the 
FOB sink, and doing everything on the 
computer- from Caucus minutes to class 
assignments. 

New Reed isn’t necessarily all bad. 
Things can and do run a bit smoother, but 
some of the charm, magic and warmth is 
just lost along the way. It's quite possible 
that I’m a conservative old sentimentalist 
who never wants to see things change, but 
there have been new additions to this 
place which are Old Reed in nature: the 
swingset, outdoor socials and Ren Fayre 
bands, the Hawaiian wave, Women’s 
Rugby, and the Creative Anarchists’ 
Guild, for example. What I object to is the 
drift away from fun, and being able to fuck 
up, and people-orientation to a movement 
involving social sobriety, all-encompassing 
efficiency and system-orientation. 

Old Reed still exists- scroungers, 
KRRC, Socials, Westwind (alchough it 
may all be lost by the time you read this), 
but it’s slowly withering away. 

It's funny, but the Honor Principle really 
used to work in Old Reed. In-class tests 
were unheard of, thefts were rare and 
people were, in general, more tolerant of 
each other. But as the outside world has 
changed so have we, and our singular code 
of conduct has not worked so well in 
recent history, 

So where does this leave you? Ask 
people about how things used tp be, 
challenge the system, experience new 
things, go to the chem lab and create new 
drugs, learn the lyrics of The Pancake 
Song, put a sandbox around the swingset 
or...227!!7? Most of all, have fun- I did.

Reed Radicalism 

ince its inception Reed has had a 
reputation for harboring radicals, 
communists, and other left-wingers. Part 
of this misconception can be traced back 
to a man named John Reed, now buried in 
the Kremlin in Moscow. Many people 
confused John Reed, the communist, with 
Simeon Reed, the capitalist. People also 
confused William T. Foster, Reed’s first 
president with William Z. Foster, 
Chairman of the American Communist 
Party. 

Each year during the late sixties and 
early seventies, a “spring crisis” erupted on 
the campus which seemed to occupy 
everyone’s time for a few days and then die 
off. 

The spring of 1972 was no different, 
except this year the occupation of College 
Administration buildings was in vogue. 
Here is one eyewitness account of the 
great political takeover of Eliot Hall in 
1972: “Well, that spring everyone across 
the country was protesting something that 
Nixon did. So about 400 Reedies 
assembled in Commons for a mass meeting 
to discuss the situation. The leaders set up 
two mikes and two long lines — you could 
talk for as long as the people in the front 
of the room said you could. At this 
meeting Robert Foster stood up and said 
the greatest line of all time: "My name is 
Robert Foster and I am a chemistry major 
and I did not come to Reed College to 
have my ideas challenged.’ Then he spent 
the entire strike lurking around Eliot 
trying to take pictures of people inside so 
he could honor case them. 


“The occupation of Eliot occured 
during perfect weather, a full moon, and 
the middle of the week. They tried to lock 
the people out of the Psych labs but the 
Psych people announced they would take 
them into pieces if anything happened to 
the rats so they gave the Psych people 
back the basement. You'll notice that 
none of the radicals in all their time here 
ever fucked with the Psych people, they 
never tried to take over the Chem or Bio 
buildings. They take over Eliot where they 
have to fight with a bunch of strange 
administrative people who would probably 
rather not be there anyway, and the liberal 
arts, who definitely don’t want to be there 
anyway. 

“After a long discussion about tactics 
Mark Kemeny stood up and screamed: ‘I 
don’t want to talk about tactics — all I 
want to do is get my rocks off!’ (Kemeny’s 
classic bit of Vietnam war activism was 
suggesting that everyone go up and burn 
Disco-Mart in protest.) 

“So everybody voted and the people 
who wanted to take over Eliot lost. They 
then wandered over to Winch and voted 
again — that time they won. They 
immediately called up the news — said 
that the majority of the Reed students 
voted to take over Eliot; they then went to 
E314 and had another vote. It was great. 
Someone remarked: ’All we need now is 
Clifford R. Lancaster and a couple cases of 
beer,’ and 5 seconds later Clifford R. 
Lancaster came up the stairs with two 
cases of beer — bought with Student Body 
money. If the beer had held out Eliot 
would never have been taken over. But it 
was taken over. 


“After another great Nixon crime we 
went to the state capitol to have a vigil 
early in the morning but nobody showed 
up! There were 25 sad Reedies, waiting at 
the capitol, freezing their butts off and 
saying 'Oh fuck — let’s make a joke out of 
it.” So we kept taking the flags down and 
putting them back up again and we had a 
running war with the night watchmen 
about where we were going to put the 
flags. Then finally the local news people 
came up and said: "Well what are your 
demands?” 

‘Well we demand a free tour of the 
capitol building. We demand to see 
Governor George McCall.’ 

News: ’You can’t see Governor 
McCall.’ 

"Why not! Why can’t we see Governor 
McCall?” 

Because he’s in Portland!’ Finally they 
opened up the doors and the Reedies went 
in and slid down the bannisters and had a 
great time.” 

Reed college radicalism has never 
recovered from the time the SDS 
attempted to take over downstairs 
Commons and was ejected by the Poker 
people. They agreed to play a softball 
game for Lower Commons and lost — 


badly. 


A Reedies and the Police 
one point during prohibition the 


police tried to bust a Reedie for dealing 
liquor. Reed was then surrounded by 
blackberry bushes in the middle of 
nowhere at the very end of the longest 
streetcar line out of Portland. Three police 
cars pulled up, parked on a slope facing 
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the canyon, and the policemen went to 
the Old Dorm block to bust the Reedie. 
They didn’t leave anyone to guard the cars 
so some alert individual released the 
emergency brake. The cars rolled back 
into the canyon, through the foot of water 
and into the 27 feet of mud. When the 
police returned they were confronted with 
a vast, empty open space. Legend has it 
that the cars are still there but we doubt it. 

A group of Art people dismantled a 
police car. At that time the thing to do for 
art people was to weld and bolt things 
together, so they had a fairly good 
machine shop in the dorm. A group of 
Portland policemen had been giving a 
Reed house a hard time. The police 
showed up at Reed, parked on the far side 
of the library next to the art building and 
went off to get Reed College to give them 
information about the students living in 
this house — a task of such awe-inspiring 
proportions that I am amazed they even 
tried to undertake it. They wandered in 
and didn’t realize that one of the people in 
the house was a Reed Art major who said: 
“I know them — they're the ones who 
have been giving me a hard time.” The 
Art majors descended on the car, took it 
apart and carted it all away except for the 
hubcaps. Stealing hubcaps would not be 
classy — petty thieves steal hubcaps. They 
took it all away and for a long time there 
were cylinder heads around as paper 
weights. I personally don’t believe the 
story but the person who told it to me had 
a Portland Police Car door hung in his 
room.

I Ramsay Clark Day 


n the fall of 1970, the U.S. Department 
of Justice’s public image, especially on 
college campuses, was at an all time low. 
Accordingly they set themselves the task 
of going around to 51 campuses to try and 
show that they weren’t complete ogres. 
Reed was one of the lucky 51. The 
Oregonian got notice of the “invitation” 
several days before Reed did and, to make 
a very long story short, the invitation was 
accepted (basically because Reed’s public 


image was at an equally low point). Four 
G-men came, one from the each of these 
divisions: dangerous drugs, the 
environment, organized crime (the 
division which oversaw the Chicago 7 
trial), and consumer affairs. They were 
given the royal treatment. 

Running across the front of Eliot Hall 
was a banner reading Ramsay Clark Day. 
The four gentlemen from Justice and Sid 
Lezak (U.S. District Attorney for Oregon) 
were given a motorcycle escort to Eliot 
Circle. When they entered the campus by 
the main drive they were greeted by 
cheerleaders in red, white, and blue 
uniforms led by then-Student Body 
President Suzanne Snively (who had been 
a Goldwater Girl in ’64) cheering “Lean to 
the left, lean to the right, lean to the right, 
Yay, Justice!” and “2, 4, 6, 8, who do we 
appreciate? Channel 8, Channel 8, Yay, 
Justice!” After the Grand Entrance, the 
Reed College High School Marching 
Band, whose instruments consisted of a 
couple of ash can covers, a trombone, and 
a sax led the G-men to the Commons 
where they were to hold forth. Hold forth 
they did, completely undoing everything 
they set out to do. Most people placed any 
illegal botanics they might have had in the 
windows. [Back then, “Commons” was 
what is now the Student Union.] There 
was a mock sit-in of then-President Ross 
Thompson's office for beer. I have never 
seen so many people drunk or stoned out 
of their minds as on that day. 

In the evening, the G-men and Lezak 
were to answer questions as a group on a 
panel with then-Dean of Students Jack 
Dudman, Paul Bigman (a draft resister 
Lezack had prosecuted), and a guy from 
the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
had been found out the evening before 
that it was the Organized Crime man’s 
birthday. Accordingly, he got a cake 
which he refused to eat, was kissed by Susy 
Snively, and was given a rousing rendition 
of Happy Birthday. During the 
questioning, the band which was to play at 
the social afterwards got itchy and began 
to play at intervals. About the middle of 
the evening, the Doyle Owl appeared on 
stage and all hell broke lose. Every fire 
extinguisher in the place was emptied. In 
the course of the fight the Owl was 
dropped and broken. The day ended with 


the social, a complete anticlimax. 

I The Feces Parade 
n order to graduate each Reed senior 

must submit a thesis to the Registrar on 
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the last day of classes by 4 p.m., no later. 
Those who don’t do so automatically 
become members of the Lazy Senior 
Association (L.S.A.). By 3:30 on the last 
day of classes, the entire graduating class 
assembles on the steps of the library to 
march to the registrar's office. When 4:00 
nears, the seniors march off with balloons 
and streamers and all sorts of hoopla doop.

The perpetrators did not expect nearly 
the wide responses that followed. Maddog 
Marvin [Levich], having not opened his 
mail yet, replied “What bomb threat?” 
when called upon to comment by the 
Associated Press. Paul Bragdon stayed a 
safe distance from all telephones. Four 
police cars screamed their way to the door 
of Eliot and 10 right-off-NBC cops 
clambered in with that “We've got a job to 
do, everybody out” look about them. 

Marvin Levich was seen trying to 
explain to a hyperthyroid Bomb Squad 
sergeant that it’s all a joke. But he couldn’t 
stop them from spending the next hour 


and a half searching the third and fourth 
floors of Eliot Hall.

O the 1970s 
n April 22, 1976, the fifth 
anniversary of the takeover of Elior Hall 
by the Black Student Union, the 
Communists for Carter grouped their 
forces in the Eliot Basement and sprang 
their long-awaited takeover, taking all 
three of the Math Library diehards totally 
by surprise. Spending an entire night 
watching Putmey Swope, drinking, and 
racing against time to construct the 
Trojan Peanut, about 30 of the original 
radicals dwindled down to 10 by the time 
the officials from the media arrived.

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Academic Stuff You Should Know

So here you are, another gerbil on the 
academic exercise wheel. What are you 
supposed to do now? Why are you paying 
so much money to be confused and 
mistreated? 

Fear not. There are ways of dealing 
with the red tape and the rigamarole. By 
the time you’ve been here two semesters 
you will be an old hand at this, but for 


now, a pointer or two. 


Registration 
The first step towards a Reed education 
is getting into the classes you want to take. 
Ideally, you should find everything you 
need in the catalog and schedule, fill in 
the bubbles on your pre-registration form, 
and breeze right through. But who bothers 
with that? To pre-register properly you 
must a) Know which courses you wish to 
take before the beginning of the semester. 
b) Trust heaven that you will get into 
conferences with the profs you want and 
that course descriptions are completely 
accurate. c) find your advisor to sign the 
form. And d) Get around to turning the 
damn thing in. 

For those who can plan a semester 
ahead pre-registration is a fine method, 
and the easiest for all involved parties. But 
if, when your course verification list is 
returned, it is not entirely to your liking, 
then you're going to have to stand in line 
for a while anyway. You might as well 
blow the first step and go directly to real 
registration. If you are still not happy, 
even after standing around for an hour or 
so in Eliot 314 for real registration and the 
hassle of locating your advisor who has not 
yet returned from a field trip to 
Bangladesh, then you will learn about 
Drop-Add. 

The Drop-Add technique has been 


developed to a science by some Reedies. 


The basic method is simple: first, you 
register for all the classes which strike your 
fancy, regardless of time conflicts, pre- 
requisites, or necessary credits. (No 
overloads, though, or the computer will 
reject your form and the registrar will send 
you a petition for all kinds of people to 
sign. This, of course, is out of the question, 
as it entails finding all these people, and 
the point of all this is simplicity.) Then 
you go to the classes, see what you like, 
check out syllabi, hang around Commons 
and listen to what other people think of 
their classes, drop by and check out the 
courses you didn’t register for, talk to profs, 
and stop by the registrar’s for a Drop-Add 
form. Not all professors like to deal with 
the signing of these particular forms. Thus, 
to be effective one must be persistent and 
coach the people from whom you need a 
John Hancock. Profs you liked sign one 
side, profs you didn’t like sign the other, 
your advisor signs the bottom, and you 
give it back to the registrar in triplicate. 
Easy. All you have to remember is to 
complete all your shuffling before the end 
of the second week of classes or you'll turn 
into a pumpkin and be stuck with 
whatever you've got for the next semester, 
as the present chair of the Administration 
Committee is a bit peevish about honoring 
any petition, no matter what the excuse, 
in a valiant attempt to uphold the Faculty 


Code. 
Over and underloads 


ou have to petition to take fewer than 
3.0 or more than 4.5 units in one semester. 
Your advisor and either the Ad. Comm. or 
your division will have to approve 
overloads, generally it takes a 3.0 GPA 
and a dose of masochism. For an 


underload you need your advisor and 
Susan Crim’s OK’s. 


Pre-requisites 
Le. not hard to get most profs to let you 
exempt from pre-reqs if you make it clear 
that you believe you can handle it. This 
means, of course, that you'll be expected 
to pull your own weight, and if you're an 
underclassman in a 300 or better class or 
have started an upper level course without 
the intro it is advisable to either really 
know your shit to begin with or lie low 
until you’ve picked it up. It is perfectly 
kosher for someone who feels that you are 
wasting their time in conference to tell 
you to go home and do the background 
reading and then tell them what you 
think. The first time they might say it 


nicely, but don’t count on it. 


Class Size 


S top by Provost Marsh Cronyn’s office 
some time and ask him to explain the 
difference between the optimum 14 to 15 
person conference and your Intro Phil 
class of 95 in this time of “no real class size 
problem”. Do not expect results; inquire 
for your own peace of mind. In the mean 
time be aware that many professors will try 
to pare down huge classes in the first 
couple of weeks of the semester. 

Ideally, and according to a long lost 
clause in the Faculty Code, an instructor 
will split any conference over 25 into two 
sections; don’t hold your breath, usually 
this just isn’t feasible. It is much more 
probable that the instructor will begin post 
haste to whittle down the roll using one of 
several approaches. 

Underclassmen are usually the first to 
go; they will, after all, sometimes be able 
to take the course later. Then go the 
people who don't have the pre-requisites, 
then sometimes those who didn’t pre- 


register (one hazard of the method 
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outlined above). If things still aren’t 
manageable some profs will apply more 
creative methods like moving around 
times and dates and assigning tremendous 
paper loads until the faint of heart seck 
alcernatives. If you can stick it out, you 
will eventually have a small, intense 
conference of die-hard students led by a 
prof dedicated to substantial learning, and 
you'll have earned it. 


Y. ce 
es, you are graded at Reed. Somewhere 
in the computers in Eliot your transcript is 
ready and waiting for you to apply to grad 
school. You don’t receive grades on regular 
course work or semester evaluations 
because grades aren’t supposed to be the 
point. Back when he was a Dean of 
Students, David Groff wrote: 

The main emphasis at Reed is on the 
substance of intellectual growth rather 
than on grades. Accordingly, students are 
encouraged to evaluate their academic 
achievement in terms of their actual 
understanding of course material. To 
facilitate this process, faculty members are 
expected to provide students with 
substantive comments on papers and 
exams and to meet with them to discuss 
their academic performances. Despite this 
. emphasis on the substance of learning, 
professors at Reed, like their counterparts 
at other schools, assign conventional letter 
grades for all course work. To discourage 
students from becoming preoccupied with 
their grades, the college does not formally 
notify students of their grades except in 
instances of unsatisfactory performance. 
Students may lear their grades by 
contacting their instructor, their advisor, 
the Dean of Students, or the Dean af 
Student Services. It is obviously in your 
interest to know your grades. It is also in 
your broader interest to focus on the 
substance rather than the outward symbols 
of achievement. 

And that’s just about all there is to say 
about that. 

Midway through the semester the 
registrar sends white slips to all first and 
second semester students, and other 
deserving boxes. White slips are as close as 
you will come to your good old high 
school report card. They list the courses 
you're really registered for (Surprise!) and 
your progress to date. The Reed 
euphemism for “No problem” is 
Satisfactory. If things are not going well 
you'll find C-, D, F, Dis, (if you’ve been 
dismissed from the class by the instructor 
for some gross offense) or UW (for 


unoffiocial withdrawal, if you never 
showed up after the first week and never 
got around to dropping the course). If you 
study hard and get your gym credit early, 
you probably won't get any more white 
slips until che end of the year when you'll 
be officially notified of credit received. 

If you want, you can get permission to 
take classes for less chan full credit 
(ususally with a reduced work load) or 
credit/no credit, just like pass/fail in high 
school. 


Incompletes 


f you're passing a course and don’t finish 
it, (i.e. you miss an exam or paper) and 
you have an excuse that your prof will buy, 
you can receive an incomplete instead of 
failing, and make up all the work before 
the beginning of the next semester. It 
generally takes a pretty good reason, 
something along the lines of illness 
attested by a doctor or a dead relative. 
Communication with the prof is the key 
thing- don’t wait until you're already 
screwed to try and save yourself. 

ou have to get it. Exercise is recreation 
and recreation is relaxation, and you can’t 
cope with academic stress if you don’t 
relax so put down that book and go 
exercise or they'll never let you graduate. 
There is almost no way, excluding 
paraplegia (and maybe not even that) to 
get a Reed diploma without completing 
three semesters of gym. Sign up for classes 
at the Sports Center. (See the Sports 
article for a list.) Classes are generally held 
by quarters, and you'll be told at the 
beginning how many skips you can take 
and still receive credit. People have 
actually finished theses and not been 
allowed to graduate until they'd finished 
their PE, and wouldn't you feel pretty 
stupid if that happened to you? 


Cheating 
od, why bother? Transfer to some 

school where you don’t have to and save 
yourself the effort. There are a lot of take 
home tests and the like at Reed. If you 
cheat you are not only undermining the 
honor principle, which is wholly bad, but 
also defeating the purpose of coming here 
and wasting thousands of dollars. If you are 
caught you will be dealt with severely. Just 
say no. 

Plagiarism is a stickier business. If you 
use someone else’s words (even 
paraphrased), ideas, or argument without 
giving them credit then you're cheating, 


intentionally or not. This includes 
published works and other students’ 
material. If you aren’t sure where to draw a 
distinction, take your source and your 
paper to your professor. Three simple 
guidelines: 

1. Always cite your source of ideas, 
information, or opinion, even when you 
paraphrase. 

2. Conduct your laboratory work 
independently of examples or other 
material which relates. 

3. Cite all quotations and set.off with 
quotation marks. 


mi n 


f your performance is not up to standard 
you will be classified in one of several 
categories. They are, in descending order 
(kind of like the circles of hell): 

Offictally Warned- If you get a D and an 
F in one semester then you can’t be on 
caucus or SB president, vice-president or 
treasurer, you can’t be on any special 
committees, and you can’t run for 
anything. 

Probation- If you get two F’s you're just as 
bad off as when you were warned, but now 
you'll have regular meetings with your 
advisor, your professors, and any Dean, 
Director, or committee member who 
thinks you need to talk. You've got one 
semester to shape up (i.e. pass). This is 
when you need to either get on the ball or 
think about getting out. 

Remain on Probation- If you're getting 
better but still aren’t cutting it this 
extends probation one more grading 
period, effectively giving you one more 
chance. 

Renew Probation- Extends probation for 
one semester; last opportunity to redeem 
yourself. 

Advised to Withdraw- The college is 
suggesting that you find some other place 
to play. This is a tough point from which 
to return. 

Refused Registration- Self explanatory 
and sad. 


Faculty Evaluation 


ear the end of the semester profs will 
distribute auto-scan forms with bubbles to 
fill in with a number 2 pencil and 
comment sheets. The computer forms are 
for answering deep questions like “Was 
this person an effective lecturer?” and are 
tabulated and sent to the CAT (the 
tenure committee). The comment forms 
are more free form and are returned 
anonymously to the instructors. In 
addition, the Student Run Evaluation of 
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Faculty (SREF) prints students’ candid 
reviews of professors and classes and leaves 
copies in strategic spots around campus for 
your perusal. Don’t think of the SREF as 
the word of God, but don’t discount it, 
either. Unfair biases do creep in, but if 
someone bothered to submit a positive 
evaluation, they probably meant it, and 
some of the briefer anecdotes can be 
amusing. 


Leaves of Absence 


te can be lifesavers. Take off for up 
to two years, decide the meaning of life, 
travel, make a little money, hang out on 
the beach, whatever, then come back to 
Reed, fired with a lust for knowledge and a 
profound desire to mix with your 
intellectual equals once again. It’s 

great, except for a few rough parts: You 
have to decide and get the paperwork 
shuffled before the semester you want to 
leave, if you're on financial aid you have 
to chat with Dick Dent about paying off 
loans and so forth, and you have to be in 
good academic standing. That last one is 
the biggee. If your grades reflect whatever 
it is that makes you want out then your 
leave request could be turned down. That 
leaves you with two options: stay, stick it 
out for another semester, improve your 
grades, and then leave; or withdraw. This 
is the same as a leave of absence, except 
when you decide to come back you don’t 
just pick up your registration forms and get 
a new box number, you have to reapply; 
and as far as the college is concerned 
you're not too different from all those 
other transfers who want in, only you’ve 
already blown it once.

Even before you have set your hot, 
travel-weary feet on the hallowed soil of 
our dear Reed, you will have had an 
advisor chosen for you. You will recall 
that you were sent a small piece of paper 
with various questions about yourself, 
which, we shall assume for the sake of 
argument, you returned. Back here at the 
ranch, the gargantuan wheels of 
bureaucracy turned on their never-ending 
circles and a professor was assigned to act 
as your advisor, matching their aptitudes 
and your interests. 

We each have one, and they are far 
more socially acceptible things to discuss 
with one's parent than one's purportedly 
non-existent sex life. Essentially, advisors 
are here to attempt to guide us through 
the dangerous waters of academia, filled 
with such horrible beasties as divisional 
and departmental requirements, PE credit 
and so on, and to work with you in 
formulating an educational plan that will 
enable you to learn what you want to and 
graduate (if that is your objective).

In many ways it’s a paradigm 
(to use Hum 110 jargon) of a liberal 
arts education in itself, encompassing 
the disciplines of philosophy, history, 
and literature. It’s probably the first 
class any freshman or transfer will 
have (Oh, that first lecture on the 
Iliad) and gives lots of new students 
table talk over the Texas grilled cheese 
in Commons. 

Humanities at Reed is actually 
pretty varied, with a required one year 
class (Hum 110) for everyone except 
some transfers, and a choice of three 
upper level classes, available after 
surviving the first year of Dante and 
the Middle Ages. All four classes cover 
a huge time span, and an immense 
amount of material is read. Since they 
are only “overviews” of the time spans 
covered, no one source is read through in 
great detail. A week and a half is 
usually the most time spent on any 
single work or author. 

In general, Humanities courses are 
based on the development of the white 
western male world. One should know 
before entering any Hum class (with 
the exception of the Senior Symposium) 
that areas of women in history, 
minorities, and anything in the 
development of the Far East are 
basically ignored. In some classes 
women’s roles in the historical period 
can be touched upon, but aren’t 
discussed in any depth. It depends upon 
the conference leader’s willingness to 
divert from the syllabus, or expand any 
viable potential for discussion. This 
limitation can be justified by the 
(narrow-minded but oft mentioned) 
idea that the white western male world 
is all that was happening in literature, 
philosophy, and history of the times 
studied. It is also well-known that Reed 
doesn't have the faculty, the money, or 
the room in the curriculum to expand 
Hum to include much beyond what’s 
there now. Whatever the justification, 
one should expect to read mostly male 
authors, and know that classes are 


basically limited in geographical 
diversity and discussion of minorities. 
On to the important stuff: 


Hum 110 


“die is the first class which most 
people deal with at Reed, and can be 
discussed in two parts, lectures and 
conferences. 

Hum 110 lectures are probably those 
with the highest rate of absence. 
Everyone shows up on the first day, for 
Bob Knapp’s Iliad lecture, but people 
soon realize that sleeping through 
lecture is probably more worthwhile 
than dealing with ic. 1 know people who 
didn’t go to a single lecture after the 
first one, and I know people (yours 
truly) who went to every single one, and 
ended up dozing or writing letters. This 
isn’t to say that they're all bad. They 
simply tend to be irrelevant, hard to 
stay awake through, and generally te- 
dious. Give them a chance though. 
When they’re good, they're good, and 
can really give food for thought in 
conference. They are varied, usually 
with a different discipline every week, 
and can sometimes be beneficial for 
paper-writing. Hum 110 is a big thing 
at Reed, and to completely blow ic off is 
probably a mistake. Besides, it's 
worthwhile to go on April Fool’s Day to 
see the usual prank, and to watch Marv 
Levich in action. 

Conferences are a different story. 
These are often what you make of them, 
meaning that they can be great if you 
do the reading, and can really suck if 
you don’t, or if much of your class 
hasn't. It is possible to make it through 
a whole semester of Hum only reading 
books for the papers (as some science 
majors have proven) but it will make 
conference a real drag. The best thing to 
do about Hum is to try to keep a positive 
attitude towards the reading. Even if 
you don’t particularly care about 
Plato's cave theory, there’s a variety of 
reading on the syllabus, and something 
has got to interest you. Why else are 
you working on a liberal arts education, 
if not to imbibe the writings and 
thoughts of the great minds of the past? 
As for conference leaders, there are lots 


of good ones, and (we like to think) 


fewer horrible ones. If you get a good 
conference prof, consider yourself lucky, 
their value is greater than rubies. If you 
don’t, it is possible to change confer- 
ences, but it’s frowned upon, so find a 
good reason, even if it takes creative 
registration. Your best chance is at the 
beginning of the semester. 

The syllabus changes every year, but 
there are lots of old favorites which are 
always included. Hum 110 always 
starts out with the Iliad and ends with 
the Divine Comedy. In between come 
Herodotus and Thucydides, Plato and 
Aristotle, Euripides or Aeschylus, 
Cicero and Tacitus, St. Augustine, 
Bonaventura and The Bible, 
interspersed with various dry secondary 
sources. 
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Hum 210 


Frmea just a few years ago by lopping 
off a chunk of 220, Hum 210 focuses on 
the development of Catholicism, court 
society in France, the Renaissance, and 
17th century England. The format is a 
weekly lecture with conferences, and a 
reading list which changes often, but 
tends to go in for literature and history. 
The class in 1987-88 started out with 
Catholicism and Renaissance religious 
imagery. Absolutism in France was 
discussed, as well as Louis XIV’s 
Versailles. Readings included 
Corneille, Racine, Moliere and Pascal. 
With discussion of 17th century Eng- 
land, lots of Shakespeare was read, 
moving into the philosophy of Hobbes 
and Locke, and finishing up with Par- 
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adise Lost and Gulliver’s Travels. This 
is not a college requirement as Hum 
110 is, but is often required or recom- 
mended for History or Lit majors. It 
isn’t as popular as lum 220, which has 
a more modern syllabus, but that could 
be an advantage, lending to smaller 
conferences.

his is definitely the best class that | 
have taken at Reed. The syllabus con- 
tains all of those people that you hear 
mentioned in Reed intellectual discus- 
sions, but you won’t have read them all 
until you take this class. The course 
generally starts with Alexander Pope in 
the lace 16ch century. The disciplines 
of music and art are discussed, and the 
first semester dealt with the Classical 
Liberalism, romanticism and realism 
(in no specific order). Fall 1987 covered 
Goethe, Edmund Burke, Stendhal, 
Marx, Hegel, (Ie’s rumored that if you 
finish Reed without reading Hegel then 
it doesn’t really count as graduating.) 
J. S. Mill and Bronte. Second semester 
covered the rise of modernism with a 
heavy lit emphasis. Readings include 
Flaubert, Robert Hughes, Nietzsche, 
Conrad, Freud, Trotsky, Virginia 
Woolf, Sartre, and Borges. Syllabi are 
not etched in stone. In other years 220 
has read Hesse, Weber, Camus, and 
others, so if you don’t see what you like, 
wait a while. 

Conferences tend to be big, because 
everyone wants to read Marx and Hegel 
and say that they understand Trotsky. 
Reading assignments (like all other 
classes at Reed) tend to be high, but are 
often so good that you don’t want to 
stop. Well, not that good, but it’s 
manageable. Lectures aren't too bad 
either. Or maybe it’s the reading list 
which makes people want to go to 
lecture. Hum 220 is also not a college 
requirement, but like 210 it can fulfill 
either group A or Group B. 

It should be noted that the readings 
second semester tend to be depressing, 
and conferences can become like self- 
help sessions, but it is worth the 
depression to read all of these great 
works and become enlightened as to 
what really went on when the Reds rid 
themselves of the Czar and what all the 
fuss over Marx is all about.

ffectionately known as Senior 
Simplemindedness, Hum 411 is the 
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least publicized, and maybe the most 
innovative class at Reed. It began in 
the late 1950's, taught for free by 
professors and taken without credit by 
students “for the love of it”, “ic” being 
informal discussions about current 
topics in politics, philosophy and 
lirerature. 411 died out in the late 60’s, 
but was revived by Prof. Kaspar Locher 
in 1986. 

The symposium is a half-unit course 
held in the Fall Semester, and is only 
open to Seniors. The best word to 
describe it is “informal”. It is a 
conference course, with no lecture, 
meeting in the home of a student or 
faculty member, once a week. The off 
campus location is important, so that 
students get away from Reed and talk 
about the real world. (The what?) There 
are no exams or papers, and it is only 
offered Credit/No Credit. The only re- 
quirement is to attend the class with 
something to say. 

Conferences are small, usually 10 
students, the enrollment of the class 
being limited to about 40. This is a 
bargain, with Hum 110 and 220 
conferences being from 18-25 people. The 
faculty are from various departments, 
and the conferences are arranged with 
equal ratios of women to men, and equal 
numbers of majors from various 
departments. 

Some of the topics and authors 
covered in the Fall of 1987 were 
Skinner, Bellah’s Habits of the Heart, 
computer intelligence, “Personal 
Identity”, abortion, and Christa Wolf 
as well as other other feminist works. 
The range of the syllabus can be wide, 
some discussions can include gene 
manipulation, relations with the 
USSR, a showing of the movie “Blue 
Velvet” and nuclear weapons 
proliferation. 

This course is announced to Juniors 
at the end of the year, and as 
enrollment is limited, you must sign up 
in advance. It is a course which deals 
with the real world on a Reed 
intellectual level, offers a varied and 
up-to-date reading list, and guarantees 
an evening away from campus at least 
once a week. Although the amounts of 
reading assigned can be high, think of 
it as an update on current events and 
the world around you. It is definitely an 
unique class at Reed, and if you want to 
find out what’s going on and discuss it 
in an “informal bull session” this 
course is highly recommended.

—Jack Burnham, 
Alice’s Head: 


Reflections on Conceptual Art 


The printed page is... an unavoidable belaboring of the point,

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This is a short but strange article; read 
it carefully. If you think you have a 
definition of art in hand, think again. If 
you think you find here what being a 
Reed Studio art major means, do the 
same. All I have done is to collect, along 
with my own personal experience, a few 
gists and piths in those directions. | think 
those of you contemplating a major in 
this field (and even some who are not) 
will probably encounter many of the same 
experiences. 

Coming from a family steeped in 
scientific background, I started off 
enrolled in Intro. Biology and Chemistry, 
Humanities (surprise), and Intro. 
Sculpture — the last to “balance” my 
science bias. There is nothing wrong with 
non-art majors taking studio or other art 
classes; there can be, however, something 
seriously wrong with someone going into 
such classes merely as a “creative release” 
(whatever that is), since in this attitude 
there is the risk of crivializing the 
experience, detracting from the quality of 
the education. To circumvent the subject 
of art as “creative release,” and the 
inherently messy definitions involved, | 
wish to just discuss briefly the attitudes 
commonly associated with the 
trivialization of art: 

1. “Velvet ‘Elvis’ paintings, $3.95 
apiece...” Burn in hell. 

2. “If ic don’t look good, it ain’t art...” 
Translation: art is merely another form of 
decoration, therefore distraction, 
therefore recreation, therefore replaceable 
as an intellectual and sensory experience. 
This is the diametric opposite of the 
truth. Art is an extremely rigorous, 
unique intellectual endeavor and/or 
experience, make no mistake about it (all 
art majors should keep this firmly in mind 
when speaking with their financial 
means). 

To one side of the gallery, back to the 
wall, sits a chair flanked on one side by a 
slightly smaller photograph of it and on 


the other by a photocopied definition of 
“chair.” [Jack Burnham] 

3. “Like, wow. You must really enjoy, 
like, having such an outlet for your, like, 
totally, like, creative efforts.” As a matter 
of fact, studio time is more often than not 
infuriating, but as Sara Whiteley (’87) 
said, “I can’t not do it.” For me, art serves 
two main purposes: one as a language 
through which I can convey essentially 
unencumbered concepts, notions 
otherwise impossible to articulate, and the 
other as a way of knowing, perceiving. 
This last sentence oversimplifies the 
situation terribly, but 1 haven’t the time, 
the space, or the inclination to elaborate. 
In a burlap sack lying in the middle of a 
busy L.A. street is Chris Burden, cars 
swerving around him. At other points in 
his career he shot at airplanes with a .45, 
crucified himself to a Volkswagen, and 
had a friend shoot him in the arm — all 
to “reenact certain American classics — 
like shooting people.” 

4. “Artists are just like you, only 
deeper. Artists want what you want, only 
more. Artists are more real than you or I.” 
Thanks. 

5. “Artists are pretentious, esoteric 
shmucks.” Jamie Zartler (’88 — sort of) 
replies: “I would agree. It takes incredible 
balls to say ‘I have something important 
enough to say that it should go up on your 
wall.” Or something like that. 

Linda Montano held three performances 
dealing with her ex-husband Mitchell 
Payne's death, in which she “[ritualized] 
certain aspects of daily life and the total 
life experience in order to change and at 
the same time validate her own 
consciousness-state. The audience [acted] 
both as witness to the state change and 
sometimes as participant.” [Moira Roth, 
The Amazing Decade] 

6. “Art? What's it good for?” You will 
have to decide, for the matter ends up 
being heavily invested with subjectivity. 
There are still some barbarians who will 


never believe in the validity of art as an 
intellectual field, and discussions with 
these people are often akin to storming 
Ivanhoe naked, armed only with a rubber 
chicken and a small bowl of cherry- 
flavored gelatin. If, however, you are 
looking for some kind of purely practical, 
commercially applicable use for your 
artistic interests, you should have spoken 
more carefully with your high school 
counselor. This is not a “VoTech” school. 
Donald Judd drilled 999 holes in a sheet 
of steel. 

7. “Reed really doesn’t have much of 
an art department...” I assure you that it is 
not only a false opinion but also an 
uninformed, heathen one. See the last 
sentence of the preceding paragraph, 
keeping in mind that here at Reed the 
content of works is considered at least as 
important as the technical skill involved. 

Wich the last two categories I’m 
jumping slightly ahead in my own 
chronology; but so what, they do tie in 
somehow with my decision to change 
majors. At the end of third quarter I felt 
that while Biology (my initial objective) 
was an interesting, challenging field of 
study that something was not right about 
it for me. A good friend of mine in 
virtually the same schedule format was 
having the time of his life, not to mention 
breezing through, so to speak. When I 
realized that I viewed him as an 
aberration I thought it a good idea to 
spend the next semester well away from 
the sciences and take a long, hard look at 
literature and/or sculpture. 

First semester of Sophomore year | 
decided to take two literature courses, 
plus Intro. Calculus and Intermediate 
Sculpture. Second semester saw me 
standing well away from literature and 
taking a long, hard look at art, which had 
commanded virtually all of my real 
interest and much of my energy for quite 
some time: around mid-October | was 
spending upwards of 24 hours per week in 
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the studio. By January I was enrolled in a 
fantastic course titled “Contemporary 
Issues in Visual Art” with my mind made 
up. At this point, I decided that a quick 
call home was in order — just to keep my 
folks abreast of the situation. What a 
friend of mine called the “Angst of 
Parents” ensued. Now, it’s not exactly like 
I was pinned down in some napalm-laced 
crossfire of screaming baby-boomers, but 
to say the least my actions fell under 
careful scrutiny. At certain points during 
all of these shifts and changes, the 
Rothstein Financial Institute had been 
understandably curious as to what | 
intended to do with my life — i.e. how I 
intended to eat (conceptualism doesn’t 
sell very well). I told them I didn’t; they 


didn’t laugh even though they thought I 
was kidding. Those of you changing or 
deciding on majors (and some of you not 
necessarily changing) would do well to 
have your arguments well-outlined — and 
not just for your parents or whoever 
finances you. 

Having come from the scientific 
background into the realm of art, 
something else comes to mind: it’s much, 
much easier to look me in the eye in the 
middle of the Invertebrate Zoology lab 
and say, “You're full of shit — certain 
Central American monkeys do not, in 
fact, cause syphilitic sores in the coastal 
populations of Papua New Guinean mice 
via small, green aliens from Phobos 
boiling worms in vats full of REX lard,” 


than it is to adequately argue with the 
idea that “Objecthood is merely the last 
bastion of resistance to the inevitable 
triumph of Conceptualism by a group of 
artists intent on continuing to make 
Comfortable Bourgeois Art.” Obtuse, 
huh? 

In sum, what I have attempted to do 
is to give a sense of what majoring in art 
or just taking a course in it may be like, 
what it can entail. The experience is so 
different for each of us that in the end 
this article can barely even serve as a base 
from which you might work. If even one 
person finds something to identify with in 
this article, it is a smashing success. 
(Smarmy as Hell™ ending, but so what.)

ome people study well at a desk, some 
people may not; the main thing about a 
study space is that it be reasonably clean, 
reasonably well-lit and that it be used only 


for study. Having one place where you do 
nothing but work makes it easier and 
easier to work there, and damn near 
impossible to fuck off. If you have to fuck 
off, move. Go for a walk to clear your 
head, talk to a friend about that personal 
thing, write in your journal or run naked 
across the front lawn. Do whatever it 
takes and then, when your head's clear, 
chain yourself to your study-place. 


Notes 


K eeping notes is absolutely vital. 
Always have pencil and paper at hand. 
Keep a separate notebook or section in 
your notebook for every class. 

The lab book is a special form of 
notebook, and I’d suggest you think of it, 
as biology professor Bert Brehm does, as a 
lab diary. Anything you do in the lab 
should get noted in that book: every visit, 
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every measurement, every procedure, and 
in detail. This is especially important in 
prolonged experiments, and especially 
especially important when you fuck up 
that prolonged experiment. (Be able to 
find where you made the mistake.) Also, 
keep full bibliographic information 
(including abstract) for whatever articles 
you read here. Lab diaries will save you. 


Papers 
H a-haa! Writing papers is the 
Essence of Reed. You don’t know shit 
about something until you’ve written a 
paper full of ic. Whatever class you take at 
Reed, you are virtually guaranteed writing 
a paper or lab report, possibly several. Be 
ready for this and start preparing and 
working on it immediately. Find out early 
(like the first day of classes) what the 


paper requirement is: how many, how 
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long, when they’re duc, what the subject 
is, or if you have to come up with a subject 
yourself (this can be either an incredible 
amount of fun or Sheer Living Hell). 
Begin looking for arguments, material and 
points of contention immediately. Be 
ready to comment, make sweeping 
statements, connect the oddest things 
possible, and then back ic all up in linear- 
logic, paragraph form, with correct 
spelling, of course. 

Re-writing is a big help. If you have 
the time, go over a paper two or three 
times (preferably spread a few days apart). 
Make sure it's in English, and have a 


friend or dormie take a look at it. Points 
can be scored by analyzing your own 


‘arguments near the end, noting their 


strengths and weaknesses and making 
suggestions for further research. There’s 
nothing academics like more than 
suggestions for further research. If you 
want more on how to write good papers 
(or better ones anyway), go to the Writing 
Center in Eliot Hall, schedule a paper 
conference or two with your professor or 
talk to an upperclassman. Paper 
conferences (after a paper has been 
handed in and read) are an important part 
of Reed; use them. And learn to write 


well. Writing is important. 

Besides the Writing Center, there are a 
few other places at Reed that can help you 
with your writing and your studies. Ask 
the folks around you. Lots of us come to 
Reed with brains and not much else, so 
the stuff mentioned here is learned again 
and again, the wheel re-invented each 
time. Profit from the mistakes of chose 
who have gone before you. The best 
people to teach you are the people who 
have done these things before, and 
especially those who have messed up big 
and found a way out. 

Good luck. Now, EAT! 








Paideia

Most students don’t look forward to 
returning to campus after a relaxing winter 
break to immediately start studying. For 
twenty years Reed has provided a 
transition; a two week, student run 
“independent activities” period commonly 
known as Paideia. 

It has taken me three years to learn 
that, even though much planning and 
preparation go into each Paideia, these 
two weeks before classes begin are only 
what you make of them. During my first 
Paideia I stayed mainly in my dorm with 
my dormies and I attended only two 
classes: massage and Swedish cooking. 
One of my roommates was my partner in 
massage and the other taught Swedish 
cooking. But since she taught only her 
fellow dormies, this was not a Paideia class 
in the true sense, but only a Paideia- 
financed dorm activity. I felt chat I had 
missed an opportunity to venture beyond 
my first-semester freshman experiences 
and meet new people and try new things. 


My second Paideia was spent almost 
entirely away from campus. The only 
memorable event during these two weeks 
was sitting on my living room floor 
opposite a housemate and rolling an 
orange soccer ball back and forth between 
us. This was memorable only in light of 
the high degree of boredom and the sense 
of uselessness which it reflected. While 
rolling the ball we tried to remember the 
period in our lives during which this 
activity might have even mildly 
interesting. I think we were both 


wondering why we weren’t on campus 
participating in events or classes. 

My third Paideia was quite different 
from the previous two. I spent most of my 
time in the Paideia office when | was not 
running around to all the major events 
which, with my co-director, I had spent 
the previous semester planning. When I 
saw so many enthusiastic Reedies rushing 
from class to class, I realized that the 
character of each Paideia is shaped not by 
the directors and the committee but by 
those who attend the events. Paideia is 
not an Obo Addy performance in the SU 
or a Bobs’ concert in Commons, but 
hundreds of Reedies dancing to the beat of 
African drums or singing and laughing to a 
capella tunes. It’s not homemade eggrolls 
or truffles or baskets woven under water, 
but the actual making of these things and 
the enthusiasm of those who make them. 

Ken Belson’s view of Paideia as written 
in last years’ Student handbook is an 
accurate one. “In essence,” he writes, 
“Paideia is an open period in the relatively 
inflexible academic year during which 
Reed students (or the Paideia director and 
friends if people are being apathetic) more 
or less run the campus. The Paideia 
committee has free use of the campus 
facilities (classrooms, the bus, etc.), the 
use that people make of these campus 
resources makes all the difference. It is fair 
to say that without the community's 
support, Paideia would not and can not 
work. In effect, that puts the onus on you 
to take part, either as a planner or 
participant or both. Without student 


interest, Paideia will become obsolete or 
vaguely interesting for those who bother 
to wander back to campus.” 

Some people are of the opinion that 
Paideia is a waste of time and that students 
demonstrate little interest in the event. 
They think that the two weeks could be 
better spent without Paideia. 
Unfortunately some Paideia’s in the past 
have been characterized by lack of 
participation and disinterest. Unlike 
classes and events throughout the school 
year, Paideia will not just be there for you 
to participate in, it will only be there there 
if you participate in it. 

In Greek, Paideia means knowledge, 
but at Reed it means a chance to learn and 
to teach others about things one would 
not usually find in a regular college 
curriculum. Ken was right in writing that 
Paideia is a time during which students 
run the campus... and its a hell of a lot of 
fun if you bother to show up.

No biggee- just 
hit the delete button. It saves a lot of time, 
frustration and whiteout. Computers were 
created to be labor-saving devices. 

“If I am seen using a geek-box I will 
instantly be identified with a bunch of 
‘science types’ with pocket protectors.” No 
way. At Reed almost everybody, even the 
most confirmed simple-existence granolas 
use computers. With the total time saved 
on one year’s worth of Hum papers 
composed and edited on a computer 
instead of written and typed you could 
probably spend a weekend at the ski cabin. 
You owe it to yourself to do it the easy 
way. 

It must be made clear that “computer” 
doesn’t just mean any computer here, 
we're talking about Apple Macintoshes, 
the official Reed College talisman. You 
cannot enter any building on campus 
without finding Macs; they’re used in 
almost all the business and administration 
offices, even the Physical Plant. 
Macintoshes are known for being highly 
“user friendly” and versatile, and well, 
we've just got so damn many of them that 
if IBM came out with a better one we'd 
just grin and upgrade; probably nothing 
could drag us from before the Apple altar. 
Seriously, Reed is wall-to-wall Macs, 
which is another good reason to learn to 


use them ASAP. 


T, Seeking the wa 
here are numerous opportunities for 


you to get Macliterate. Students teach 
free, painless classes throughout the year, 
and last summer, student staff members 
wrote nifty manuals, available at the 
bookstore at cost, which outline the basics 
and offer some troubleshooting advice. 
The documentation for some of the most 
popular programs is available in IRC’s and 
can be a big help. Once you learn the 
basics, you'll probably find that the best 





ways to learn are monkeying around on 
your own and asking the person next to 
you for help. 


O The server 
nce you’ve got a Mac in front of 


you, you need software to make it sing. 
There are many, many programs for the 
Macintosh. You can do things on a Mac 
that would never even occur to you, but 
before you can use it, you have to procure 
the program from somewhere. This used to 
involve a long moral dilemma and 
activities frowned upon by official people. 
Generally, you have two options in 
obtaining a disk copy of a Macintosh 
program, you can do it the karmaically 
correct way, and pay lots of money for a 
registered copy, thus seeing to it that the 
poor squid who invented it gets credit and 
royalties, or you can pirate it, i.e. copy off 
of your roommate and burn in hell for it, 
in addition to having a version which 
could have copied wrong. The cure to this 
predicament is the server. 

The server at Reed is connected by an 
Appleshare system. Simply put, it’s a 
network which allows many different 
computers to communicate with each 
other and operate on one hard disk 
containing great quantities of copyrighted 
material. Appleshare is very simple to use, 
convenient, and provides you with 
Microsoft Word, a few other useful 
programs, and masses of games to waste 
time with. There are also academic files 
and a drop folder for Quest 
submissions. To use Appleshare you will 
need to get a special login and password. 
All you need for this is to come down to 
Computer User Services (Eliot 130) and 
ask for one. They will make you sign a 
form and then give you what you want. To 
keep your document files you'll need a 
storage disk, which runs $2.10 at the 
bookstore. 

Periodically the server “goes down”, 
either for regular maintenance or some 
unscheduled cataclysm. Sometimes you 
will be warned- but don’t stake your trust 
in our fine computer network against your 
English paper. When you're working on 
the server, even more anally than when 
you're not, SAVE ONTO DISK AS THOUGH 
YOUR LIFE DEPENDED ON IT. If your program 


shuts down and your document is on disk 
then you're golden, if it’s not you're not 
going to be a very happy camper.

he college owns a great number of 
Macintoshes, and makes them available 
for student use 24 hours a day in 
Information Resource Centers, or IRC’s. 
There are four on campus: IRC 1, Eliot 
210, has Macintosh SE’s, color Mac II’s, 
and a Rainbow terminal, as well as a 
trained T-watcher who can help with all 
kinds of snafus. IRC 2, also known as the 
Terminal Ward, in Eliot 211 has SE’s, II’s, 
four VAX terminals, and a scanner for 
digitizing documents. IRC’s 3 (open 5:00 
PM to 7:00 AM only) and 4, located in 
Eliot and the Physics basement 
respectively are for seniors only; if 
someone kicks you out to work on their 
thesis don’t begrudge them. They have 
other problems. 


Printing 
Th very book you’re reading, as well as 
the Quest and just about all of the rest of 
the printed material you receive at Reed, 
in and out of class, was produced on the 
Macintosh. IRC’s and some offices are 
equipped with high speed laserwriters 
which print 300 dots per inch. That’s 
almost publication quality. These printers 
are very expensive and so if you plan to 
use them, it is asked that you help pay for 
them. The cost is a very reasonable $10 a 
year. If you do not want to pay then you 
should use the letter quality imagewriters, 
which are free. This is the Honor Principle 
at work, people, and if this method of 
payment doesn’t work any better than the 
old “drop in a dime for every page you 
print” way then we'll have to try 
something else, so pay to play. 


The lottery 


RC’s can get pretty hairy around big 
paper deadlines, and bear marked 
resemblance to the inner circles of hell 
during finals week, and it’s worth looking 
into getting a Mac of your own if you can’t 
bear crowds of stressed people or waiting 
around. About 300 students own their 
own Macintoshes, which can be bought 
from the bookstore for a great deal less 
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than street price. But, it’s cheaper to 
borrow one. The Technological Resource 
Committee (TRC), who are the people 
who shape the way computers are 
integrated into Reed, have set aside fifty- 
eight Macintoshes for student groups to 
borrow for one year periods for the highly 
cool expenditure of only a refundable 
$200 deposit. This is called the Student 
Lottery and is a very useful thing, 
especially if you live off campus. Look in 
the Quest or Get Info (the monthly 
newsletter about Reed computing) for 
more information. 
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mainframe known as the VAX and a 


computerized catalog in the library called 
TOMUS. They can be connected with the 


network, which is wired in all of the 
buildings except the dorms. This means 
that you can sit at your Macintosh (if it is 
on the network) and communicate with 
them at will. This is very helpful when you 
need to find out if we have a book or need 
some other information immediately. It 
also allows you to share information with 
someone else. 


Words of wisdom 
Ae one thing about typewriters and 
ballpoint pens is that you know exactly 
how they work. Computers are not quite 
so self-explanatory. Macs have lots of itty 
bitty pieces and are pretty staggeringly 
complicated when they're not working 
perfectly. I will not lie to you. Your friend 
and ally the Macintosh will crash without 
provocation. They are particularly prone 
to problems when you don’t save your 
work religiously and keep backups of 
everything. Macs can sense it when you're 
rushed, and are almost eerie in their sense 
of humor. PROTECT YOURSELF. SAVE AND 
BACK UP ABSOLUTELY EVERYTHING THAT 


YOU EVER WANT TO SEE AGAIN. 

If your disk crashes (shows a witty little 
picture of a bomb and refuses to give back 
your Phil final) or some other situation 
beyond your understanding arises, do not 
panic, and do not damage the disk in a fit 
of rage. (Note: When the Mac tells you 
the disk will not read and asks if you want 
to initialize YOU DON’T. Initialize means 
erase. You want to eject. Take it to the 
wise and kind T- watcher. If they cannot 
swing it, go see the people in Computer 
User Services (Eliot 130). These are the 
experts. They can fix disks, give you 
information and save your academic ass. 
They ask for nothing in return, so please 
do not cry on their floor when you lose 
your Junior Qual or Humanities paper. 

Ic would show a considerable lack of 
intellectual timé not to take advantage of 
computers here. They’re useful, they’re 
accessible, and they're relatively simple to 
operate. Now go find that old pocket 
protector you used in high school. 








Performing Arts at Reed

There are many opportunities for a 
performing artist at Reed, whether your 
interests are in dance, music, theatre, or 
another form of performance art. The 
curricular offerings of these departments 
are small, but generally of good quality. 
The opportunities for extracurricular 
performance are well-nigh boundless and 
are largely determined by your will to 
make them happen. The College Bulletin 
describes the course offerings as well as its 
terse, sales-oriented format will allow. 
Since it is mostly accurate, though, I will 
focus on extra-curricular opportunities and 
aspects of the curriculum not covered in 


the bulletin. 


Dance 
“isis is no dance major at Reed. Not 
strictly. One may be an interdisciplinary 
major (i.e. Dance-Theatre). More 
imaginative choices such as Dance- 
Anthropology and Dance-History have 
also been done. My first-hand exposure to 
dance at Reed (excluding socials, that is) 
has been limited to the P.E. department 
and Paideia. I had African Dance (with 


Obo Addy) and Swing, both were 


excellent. 


Dance 110 
be can satisfy your P.E. re-quirement 
by taking dance class (110, jazz, baller, 
swing, ballroom, etc.). Everyone I have 
talked with about Dance 110, from 
awkward novices to agile veterans, had 
very good things to say about this class. 
Judy Massee is very easy going, yet 
demanding. 

Dance 110 is always popular and 
crowded, but the upper division courses 
are sparsely attended. This can be a source 
of frustration for more advanced Reed 
dancers, who need more opportunity to 
perform. Much of the creative energy 
which feeds the Dance department comes 
from students. This requires more 
dedication than many Reedies can find the 
time for. For Reedies seeking other dance 
opportunities, check out the classes at 
PSU and the Dancer’s Workshop 
downtown. 

Portland has a fair amount of dance 


activity (Do Jump, The Company We 


Keep, Pacific Ballet Theatre, etc.). A good 
place to look for posters is on the bulletin 
board next to the dance studio upstairs in 
the Sports Center. 

In the past, the Dance department has 
had frequent guest instructors teaching 
class or, occasionally, master classes were 
offered when big names came to town. 
These classes are accessible to dancers of 
all levels of experience. Unfortunately, in 
recent years, the amount of this kind of 
activity has decreased. If the demand is 
voiced, the chances for a return to this 
level of activity are good. 

Each year, in the Spring, the depart- 
ment sponsors a dance concert, with 
pieces choreographed and danced by 
students. This concert is one of the high- 
points of the year in dance. The 
department is in need of more of the kind 
of solidarity this concert stimulates. 
Another concert in the Fall would be a 
good step in that direction. 

Reed’s department is best if you are a 
beginner. If you’ve never danced a step in 
your life, this is the place to do it. Paideia 
is the time when the best dance activity 
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happens on campus, so DO IT! There’s an 
old saying: “If you can talk, you can sing, if 
you can walk, you can dance”. 


Musi 
S peaking of singing, then, what are the 
opportunities for the musically inclined 
Reedie? Lots! For singers, there is the Reed 
Chorus, conducted by Mario Pelusi, and a 
somewhat more selective madrigal-type 
group called Collegium Musicum, 
conducted by Gil Seeley of the Oregon 
Repertory Singers. If you are an ex- 
perienced singer and you can do a little 
sight reading (or if you have a very good 
ear) this can be terrific fun and good 
practice. John Hancock, Professor of 
Chemistry, holds private auditions for 
Collegium singers and instrumentalists. 
The instrumentalists are a counterpart to 
the singers and rehearse separately under 
Professor Hancock's direction, playing 
mostly period instruments. Collegium 
generally rehearses once a week on a 
Tuesday or Wednesday evening. The two 
groups collaborate twice per annum for 
what are consistently excellent 
performances. I participated in Collegium, 
and it was a very satisfying experience, 
especially the performance in the Chapel. 
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Last year the Reed Chorus and the 
Reed Chamber Orchestra were the largest 
they have been in recent history. Under 
conductor/composer Mario Pelusi’s 
direction, these two ensembles combined 
last Spring for a collaborative 
performance. Both ensembles give several 
formal and informal performances 
throughout the year. Mario has arranged 
credit for ensemble instrumentalists. He 
also teaches one of the best courses I’ve 
taken at Reed, Music 230: Beginning 
Harmony and Counterpoint. A basic 
ability to read bass and treble clefs helps 
for this class, but the desire to learn is 
enough if you put the work in. 

I have also heard good reports on 
composer David Schiff, who usually 
teaches advanced music theory and upper 
division courses. Intro. to Music is taught 











by musicologist Leila Falk. Reports on the 
Intro. class have varied hugely. Some 
think it’s great. Orhers think it is bad. 1 
haven't taken it, but my observation has 
been that is was mostly the more advanced 
musicians who had problems with the 
course, objecting to the potentially mis- 
leading generalities of its survey structure. 
My guess is that for someone completely 
unexposed to the world of music 
(excluding Pop and the insidious lull of 
Muzak), for someone who is interested in 
getting a sample of music rather than 
learning the language of music in 
preparation for creative endeavor, this 
course could be appropriate. 

Like most of Reed’s departments, the 
music department is small and, at times, 
conventional. However, for the rudiments 
(and in combination with Applied Music), 
it is as good a program as you could ask for, 
though there seems to be little trekking 
into Non-Western and experimental 
musics. This is changing, however. The 
department has recently set up an 
electronic music studio (in Prexy). 
Advanced Macintosh software programs 
for musical notation and performance are 
there. The studio has two Macs, a printer, 
and a Yamaha DX-7 synthesizer with a 
Midi interface. These basic, but flexible, 
synthesizers are Mac compatible, and the 
combination can make for a very powerful 
system. The studio is available to music 
(and applied music) students on a 
reservation basis. 

The Applied Music program at Reed is 
very good. Lessons through the school are 
available at reasonable rates for most all 
orchestral instruments, jazz and classical 
piano, jazz and classical guitar, and voice. 
Applied music scholarships are available. 
Under the direction of Mario Pelusi, the 
program employs 25 faculty members. 
Students enrolled in a curricular music 
course can receive 0.5 credits per semester 
for applied music lessons taken 
concurrently. 

Prexy, the old president’s-house- 
turned-practice-hall on the SW corner of 
campus, is open for practicing from 7 am 
to 11 pm, seven days a week (no 
electronically amplified instruments or 
smoking, please). It is not locked and 
rooms are available on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Prexy is a very good place. 
Capeharrt, the classical record 
library/conference room inside the Winch 
social room, is another good place for 
musicians and music lovers. Music classes 
happen there as well as weekly music 


listening sessions in the evening. 

Music happens all over campus: in the 
chapel, on dorm stereos, in the MLLL 
(Music Listening and Lending Library, in 
lower commons), in the S.U., at socials in 
commons, at Paideia and Ren Fayre, at 
parties, in KRRC (Radio Reed College, 
the dirigible of the airwaves, at 107.5 fm, 
located in the basement of the Doyle 
dormitory), and in town. Lots of good 
music comes to Portland’s clubs and halls 
(and pubs and stadiums). There are many 
good local bands as well. Check out the 
Willamette Week (free copies in the 
library) for the most complete listings. 
Some of it is expensive (but check 
Student Services for discounts on Portland 
Philharmonic tix); some of it is cheap; 
some of it is FREE! For instance, one 
Sumday each month during the academic 
year, there is a free (usually classical) 
performance in our very own Commons as 
part of the Music Matinée series. This 
program usually features local artists but 
often gets nationally recognized ensembles 
as well. Check it out. 


Theatre 
Tis Reed Theatre is a small building, 
located in the remote NW area of campus. 
Sports enthusiasts often glimpse this 
unfamiliar structure on their way to and 
fro’ the Sports Centre. There is a main 
stage (seats 170) and a studio space, 
known as the Black Box (seats around 50). 
Attendance at Reed plays is usually pretty 
good but it could always be better. The 
worst problem with Reed audiences (and 
with Reedies in general) is that they are 
rarely ON TIME but Reedies are a receptive 
audience, once you herd them into their 
seats. Ic is a pity more Reedies don’t 
support the arts at their own school. 
Perhaps this will change. If the audiences 
at Reed productions are sometimes under- 
sized, it is hardly comparable to the 
paucity of actors (a non-gender-specific 
term, please) in the community. 

The Reed Theatre is in constant need 
of actors for the major productions as well 
as for the scenes in the Directing class. 
Experience is not requisite: many first- 
timers have been very successful in Reed 
plays. The huge number of opportunities 
here for first-time involvement in the 
theatre is unique. Not only actors are in 
demand, but stage managers, property 
managers, set designers and builders, 
lighting designers and technicians, sound 
technicians, costume designers and 
seamsters, box office people, and publicity 
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people... Many of these are paid positions. 
Some aren't, but pay richly in experience. 
You will not encounter this level of 
opportunity in che “real world” (especially 
not in the real theatre world). 

One difficulty for the department is in 
getting those perennially overworked 
Reedies to commit to the demands of 
production (time, energy, alacrity, 
punctuality). It can be done (and is done), 
though the proper attitude toward 
theatrical endeavor is often absent from 
Reed productions. The misconceptions 
that theatre is easy, that acting doesn’t 
require the same precision of skill and hard 
work as the other performing arts... these 
undermine the possibilities for incense and 
engaging theatre at Reed. 

In spite of this, however, the depart- 
ment manages to deftly churn out several 
good productions each year. This is due, in 
large part, to the dedication and creativity 
of seniors who write and/or direct 
productions as part of their senior theses. 
In the recent past, thesis work has usually 
been the source of the more 
adventuresome theatre at Reed, though, 
last year, Kathleen Worley revived the 
faculty’s spirit of adventure by mounting 
productions of Beckett and Pinter. 

Each year, two faculty-directed 
productions are mounted toward the end 
of each semester. These tend to be larger 
productions, for which student-actors (in 
major roles) may receive 0.5 units of credit 
(Twice only). This is listed in the bulletin 
as Creative Ensemble). 

The Reed approach to theatre, ideally, 
is a fusion of theory and practice. As Reed 
is a hotbed of intellectual discourse and 
cultural awareness (ahem!), the Reed 
Theatre Department naturally 
concentrates on instilling these virtues 
into its curriculum. Fine. History is fine. 
Theory is fine. Unfortunately, the degree 
to which theory is successfully fused with 
practice in Reed productions is far less 
than the admissions material would lead 
you to believe. Especially since the prime 
purveyors of theory, the faculty, rely for 


their productions on actors who are 
unexposed to the philosophies of the de- 
partment. And the philosophies 
themselves are sometimes far removed 
from the current of the contemporary 
theatre world. The adherence to outdated 
forms constricts the growth of theatre as a 
whole, but is peculiarly endemic to college 
communities. 

There is a further difficulty. Theatre is 
an active art. It is about doing. The 
thinking part is mainly preparatory. When 
“theory” is successfully brought into 
production, a new danger of over- 
intellectualizing on the stage threatens, 
and often kills the vitality, and the action 
(acting is about action after all). This 
over-intellectual approach plagues the 
theatre curriculum as well (with the 
exception of the acting classes). Apart 
from these two classes, there is virtually no 
training at Reed for the actor's body. The 
absence of physical theatre training is, 
perhaps, the department's biggest problem. 
How can we be expected to produce a 
lively and flexible theatre when we have 
stiff and untrained vehicles? 

This is really not the fault of the the- 
atre professors, but of the administration 
who won’t hire another theatre professor. 
Craig Clinton is the only full-time, 
tenured theatre professor at Reed. 
Kathleen Worley is not even full-time. 
She should be made a full-time professor, 
and a third person should be hired to train 
actors in vocal articulation and physical 
theatre (mime, period movement, stage 
combat, physical improvisation, etc...). 
This would rebalance the theory/practice 
scales in the direction of practice. In the 
absence of this improvement, | envision a 
student organization that would suit the 
needs of the developing actor. 

Still... good theatre, even great 
theatre, happens at Reed! 

This is because there are people here 
who are dedicated and creative. These 
qualities consistently succeed in 
overcoming the limitations of space, 
training, and time. To be a theatre major 


performing arts 
at Reed is to have the freedom and 


responsibility of autonomy. Not until you 
are the top of the heap in your section of 
the “outside” theatre community will you 
have the opportunity to select, audition, 
direct, and produce a play with full artistic 
control. Maybe not even then. But a Reed 
theatre senior has this opportunity, and is 
well-guided to pull it off successfully. This 
alone places the Reed Theatre 
Department head-and-shoulders above 
many, many other college departments. 

Anyway, the way to get involved in 
Reed theatre is to audition. Watch for 
posters and don’t be shy. If you don’t do it 
now, you may never get the chance again. 
Auditioning in itself is great experience, 
and then, of course, you might be cast. For 
directing scenes, you can sign up on a list 
of people who want to act and you will 
usually be cast, or there will be auditions. 
These are a great prelude to doing full- 
scale productions. If you are interested in 
some other aspect of the theatre, just walk 
down and talk with the faculty or studenss. 
It is easy to get involved. But whether or 
not you do theatre at Reed, you should 
definitely attend theatre at Reed (as you 
should attend dance and musical perfor- 
mances). It is cheap, sometimes free, and 
there is almost always that much time to 
spare. It’s worth it. 

There is also a fair amount of theatre 
happening continually in downtown 
Portland. Again, Willamette Week has 
the best listings, although their reviews are 
sometimes stupid and wrong. Alternative 
reviews may be found in the free agent, a 
paper started by Reedies (if it still exists). 
Plays downtown are more expensive, but 
good, live theatre beats the panes off a 
movie any day of the week. Check out the 
Oracle Theatre; it was spawned by Reed 
alums. 

Performing arts are a way of 
feeling/making the active pulse of your 
culture. Don’t be a library-potato. Get out 
there and do it. And don’t forget the Ren 
Fayre play! 
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East Side Story: Science at Reed

The Reed Institute of Technology- is 
this the destiny of Reed, that small liberal 
arts college in the Pacific Northwest? I 
came to Reed four years ago, set on 
majoring in physics, and I did. I chose 
Reed not so much for the science 
offerings, but for the liberal arts offerings. 
There are many better undergraduate 
physics programs around, but I didn’t 
want to go to an Institute of Technology- 
RIT would be a tragic turn in Reed's 
history. But then, where might the 
natural sciences and the students who 
study them fit in at Reed? 

The departments of Biology, 
Chemistry and Physics are housed in their 
own section of the campus, in their very 
own buildings, with their very 
own libraries, secretaries, stairwells, 
stockrooms, and water fountains. The 
physical separation of these departments 
from the rest of campus has a real effect 
on the educational experience of all of us 
at Reed. Starting in the sophomore year 
and sometimes in the first year, the 
potential science major is already part of 
the team. They are seen in the science 
libraries, in the labs, and in the hallways. 
And, if the student becomes a full-fledged 
science major, the frequency of their 
appearances increases, coming to a 
climax, when as a senior, they receive a 
key to very own research area: their thesis 
office. Now, this is not to say that all 
biology, chemistry, and physics majors 
live in their respective buildings, for there 
are some who avoid the buildings like the 
plague, but most do spend a fair amount 
of time around their departments. This is 
understandable. Lab time requirements 
can be overwhelming for seniors as well as 
sophomores, especially those who take 
the infamous Organic Chemistry course. 
In addition, there are also certain 
requirements to show up at regular 
functions, like weekly departmental 
seminars. 

There are introductory science courses 
and there are non-introductory courses for 
which there are one or more prerequisites. 
That is the split. 400-level science courses 
are usually taken by students in the 
department that offers the course and 
almost exclusively by science students. 
There is little chance for the student with 
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passing interest in Thermodynamics to 
just pick up the course, like a student 
interested in Political Philosophy can. 
These prerequisites further segregate the 
science students from the non-science 
students. 

Given the physical and academic 
barriers that exist between the sciences 
and the rest of the college, it is not 
surprising that for some, the sciences 
becomes a nice warm place to hide. Team 
membership can be comforting. The 
Physics Department even makes a point 
of posting recent photographs of the 
Team. The photos are funny and more 
times than not, embarrassing. The intent 
is not to exclude, rather to include. 
However, at times the inclusion can be 
suffocating and time spent in the main 
library, at a desk working beside a friend 
who's struggling with their PoliSci 
reading, can be quite refreshing. As can 
time spent in the library lobby, that 
study-time social hot spot. 

To the new student at Reed who 
thinks s/he wants to major in science, the 
course selection decisions made during 
the first year can be quite important. Not 
so importante that irreparable damage is 
done if the wrong ones are made, but still 
major enough that concerted effort should 
be put forth to find out the facts. You 
can’t accidentally major in a science 
unless you’re on the more-than-four year 
plan. A major in Physics needs to fulfill 
certain math requirements and 
take at least one other science, a major in 
chemistry needs to fulfill lots of chemistry 
requirements and take at least physics, 
and the biologists will need to have some 
physics and chemistry behind them. It’s 
best to avoid surprises by finding out what 
the College’s expectations are early on. 
Academic advisors are the people to talk 
to, and it goes without saying that specific 
questions about requirements are nothing 
but helpful in student-advisor meetings. 
Keep in mind that the option is always 
open to change your plans. 

After the first year, “requirement 
meeting” becomes a tricky game: there 
can be the problem of failing to meet 
requirements and the problem of trying to 
meet non-existent ones. Pressures from 
other students, subtle but still there, often

lead one to confuse “recommended” with 
“required.” Thinking that by the end of 
four years at Reed one needs to be an 
expert is no doubt a universal problem in 
all divisions, but with so much Team 
playing going on in the sciences, the 
pressures can be quite strong. Perhaps the 
best advice I received from my advisor 
was a little reminder that Reed was a 
liberal arts undergraduate school and that 
graduate school was when specialization 
should begin. 

For the non-science student, a liberal 
arts education should include some 
exposure to the natural sciences. It was 
for this reason that Reed’s Group C 
requirement was included in the 
graduation requirements. However, with 
sO many science courses excluded from 
choice due to the many prerequisite 
requirements, what does that leave? Well, 
pretty much the introductory science 
courses, all numbered in the 100’s. A 
limited choice, but at least a choice. Each 
course is different, not just in material 
covered, the most important 
consideration, but also in lab time 
requirements, homework expectations, 
assumed preparations, quality of 
instruction, and time of lectures (Intro 
Bio is always at Bio is always at 8-ugh-30 in the morning 30 in the morning). 
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However, there is one thing common 
to all intro science classes, in fact with all 
science classes, but something which is 
often not made clear early on - working 
with others is okay. Working with others, 
talking about the concepts, arguing over 
the ideas can only aid in comprehension. 
There are not too many opportunities for 
class discussions in the large introductory 
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lectures, and so study groups can be very 
valuable. So too can conferences. They 
are an opportunity to ask questions, test 
your understanding and discover your 
misunderstandings. Unfortunately 
though, the discussions in the smaller 
conferences tend to be quite reserved. For 
some reason, students seem to think that 


the conference is just a smaller lecture, 
which is wrong. 

One last thought: The best student I 
had in my first year physics class, as far as 
conference style, was a classics major. He 
shocked many when he revealed his true 
identity. Many science majors say they 
surprise their history and other non- 


science 


science classmates when they reveal their 
true identity: their major. Both reactions 
of amazement are misplaced. The fact 
that these reactions are so natural is 
unfortunate.

So campers, you’ve made it through 
three years at Reed, passed your qual and 
are about to disappear into your theses for 
the next nine months. Wouldn’t it be nice 
to have a pleasant way to recover from all 
that? To have a year to do what you want 
to do, where you want to do it? How "bout 
a year in Brazil, India, Argentina; Europe 
or Asia; South America or Africa? How 
"bout having someone else pay you for it? 

Early in your senior year, a memo will 
appear in your box. Do not: a) throw it on 
the floor of the mail room, as you have 
done with every administrative memo for 
the last three years; b) turn it into a paper 
airplane and sail it across the S.U.; c) 
crumple it into a ball and throw it in the 
trash. Read it. It will contain information 
about various grants for which you are 
eligible to apply. 

Two well known grants are the 
Fulbrigh and the Rhodes Scholarship, but 
they have some pretty taut strings attached 
to them. The Watson Fellowship, on the 
other hand.... well, let’s just say that the 
Watson Foundation has a more 
enlightened viewpoint. 

In 1968, the Thomas J. Watson 
Foundation began granting Fellowships for 
the stated purpose of “...provid[ing] 
Fellows an opportunity for a focused and 
disciplined Wanderjahr of their own 
devising--time in which they might 
explore with thoroughness a particular 
interest, test their aspirations and abilities, 
view their lives and American society in 
greater perspective, and concomitantly, 
develop a more informed sense of

international concern.”! To facilitate this, 
they hand Fellows a check for $13,000, 
tell 'em to have a good time, and ask for a 
post-card every once in a while. We're 
talk’n the Chocolate Truffle Cake of 
grants! 

The procedure is simple: You apply, 
are interviewed by the Graduate Awards 
Committee, then interviewed by the 
Watson Foundation, and finally, after 
about six months, are granted a fellowship. 
Well maybe it’s not that simple. In 1987, 
thirty seniors applied for a Watson 
Fellowship, twelve were given interviews 
with the Graduate Awards Committee, 4 
were nominated for interviews with the 
Watson Foundation, and 3 nominees were 
granted fellowships. Regardless of the 
odds, you have absolutely nothing to lose, 
and a hell of a lot to gain by applying for 


the Watson. 
e Watson Foundation will fund just 


about anything you want to do, as long as 
it isn’t in a war zone. Some examples of 
Watsons granted for this year include: 
Wildlife Photography in Malaysia, India, 
and Indonesia, The Feminist Movement 
in Iceland, Base Camp Management in the 
Himalayas, a Cross-Cultural Examination 
of the Shoe-Shine Boy in Ecuador, 
Venezuela, Bolivia, Paraguay, etc., 
Taxonomy of the Cyprea species in South 
Pacific islands, Fiction Writing and the 
Experience of Cultural Diversity in Brazil 
Venezuela, Suriname Guyana, etc., and 
my personal favorite, writing a Children’s 
International Cookbook in India,

Before going on however, I should 
clear up a major misconception 
surrounding the Watson Fellowship. You 
don’t have to be brilliant or get straight 
A’s.2 In fact grades don’t appear to have 
much to do with the whole process. The 
Graduate Awards Committee and the 
Watson Foundation use grades only as an 
indicator of a candidate’s ability to see a 
project to completion. 

What you do have to have, and this is 
the biggest hint I can give you, is a 
demonstrated interest in your proposed 
project. 

Not to pick on a friend, but an 
example might help. Let's say that you 
have an interest in French cheese. You 
could point to the fact that you are 
constantly munching on Brie as 
“demonstrated interest,” but it has to go 
deeper than that. What have you done to 
broaden your interest in French cheese? 
Have you looked into the making of 
cheese to find out how different varieties 
are made? Are there perhaps 
environmental of social constraints which 
determine one process over another? 
What about the social factors surrounding 
the production and/or consumption of 
cheese? How does cheese fit into local, 
regional, national and global economies? 
Trappist monks are responsible for some of 
the finest cheese (Port du Salut) and Ale 
(Chimmay, among others). How do these 
apparently hedonistic delights fit into the 
ascetic life of the monastery, not to

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mention the economic viability of the 
community? 

Whatever your interest, you have to 
create the questions and look for the 
answers. And you have a better chance at 
the Watson if you've done some of the 
work before you apply. 

Another aspect to be considered is 
how your project suits your past and your 
future. How does your interest in cheese 
mesh with your background and your 
future plans? Say you are a Religion major 
from Wisconsin and your present interest 
lies in the sociology of monastic 
communities. All your life you worked in 
the Wisconsin Cheddar industry for spare 
change. An investigation into the role of 
cheese production in monasteries 
combines two past interests in an 
academic fashion and may be an angle 
into your current interest in monastic 
communities. 
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O.K. You get the picture. I believe that 
Reedies are inherently interesting folk, 
and that all it takes is a little imagination 
to come up with something that would be 
appealing to the Watson Foundation. 
Once you've got an idea, the next step is 
the application. 

The application consists of three 
essays: 1) I’m cool and here’s why; 2) 
You're pretty cool yourself; and 3) Just 
look at what would happen if two cool 
dudes like us got together and had a party. 

The first essay is “a personal statement 
that describes your training, reflects on 
your educational experience or special 
accomplishments, and discusses your 
career aspirations.” Basically you 
convince the reader that you are a fine 
upstanding human being, tell your life 
story, etc. etc. etc. all in about 750 words.

Here you can go on about your life in the 
Wisconsin cheese factories, how the the 
contemplation of fine cheddar led you to 
believe in the existence of God, and the 
parallels between cheese factories and 
monasteries. 

The second essay allows you to 
“explain why you are interested in the 
particular fellowship, its relevance to your 
career interests, why you feel qualified for 
it, etc.”“ By far the most difficult essay, 
you describe how you and the Watson 
would get along swimmingly, how its the 
only thing in the world for you, etc. (in 
250 words or less). This essay is only for 
the Graduate Awards Committee, and in 
my opinion, operates as a bridge between 
your personal statement and your project 
proposal. In other words, this is where you 
explain that the Watson is the only Grant 
that would consider funding a project as 
cheesy as yours [Ed Note: | left it in, but I 
didn’t want to]. 

The third essay gets down to business: 
what are you going to do with their 
money. Just what is that neat idea that’s 
been brewing in your head for however 
many years now? What do you plan on 
doing about it? Where are you going to go? 
And when you get there, how are you 
going to do what you say you. are going to 
do? (Can you say “methodology” I knew 
you could.) This time you can stretch out 
for all of 1000 words. This is the grand 
synthesis part of the proposal, so make it 
good. 
You'll be told when and where to turn 
in your proposal, and don’t ask for a 
second longer. 

As I said above, there will be a cut at 
this stage, so I'll make some hints about 
how to increase your chances. 

MacWrice and Word both boot up in a 
font that every prof has seen too much of, 
pick a different one. 

You know those glossy binders with 
the plastic strips called “Report Covers?” 
Use one. 

Tack on a short bibliography and 
contact list (people you know in the 
country(ies) you will be visiting or who 
have expertise in your area). 

Write your application over the 
summer, before your senior year starts. 
Once school is back in session, ask a 
couple of profs to read it and comment on 
it. You'll end up with a stronger proposal 
that way. 

The Alumni office asked for a copy of

my proposal, so they probably have a few 
successful proposals that you can check 
out. 

The Job Placement office has lists of 
Watsons granted in the past, a good place 
to get ideas. 

For chrissakes make the proposal 
interesting. These people have to read 
loads of these things. 

The Graduate Awards Committee 
(GAC) will read all proposals submitted 
by the deadline and make a cut. Those 
making it past the first stage will be given 
interviews with the GAC. In the 
interview, five faculty members, one from 
each division, will proceed to grill you 
about your proposal until you beg for 
mercy. Well... not quite. 

Some people I spoke with after their 
interviews did get grilled, and I imagine it 
was none too comfortable. My interview, 
however, was rather pleasant, and 
consisted of various forms of the same 
question: “What the hell is it that you 
want to study?” It seems that I picked 
something so obscure that no one on the 
committee had heard of it before. Just 
relax have a good time, and most 
importantly, be yourself. 

This, the nomination interview, serves 
two purposes. First, it allows the 
committee to determine which candidates 
have the best shot at being selected as 
fellows if they are nominated to the 
foundation. Second, it works as a forum in 
which candidates can discover strengths 
and weaknesses in their proposals. 

The GAC will nominate 4 candidates 
to the Watson Foundation. If you’ve made 
it this far, relax. Over the last four years 
you have a 75% chance of being selected a 
fellow. They like us out at Foundation 
Headquarters. 

At this point you retool your proposal 
a bit. Basically you incorporate suggestions 
made by the GAC. Finally, you fill out a 
little application, put the whole she-bang 
in an envelope and ship it off to 
Providence, RI. 

The Watson Foundation will send 
around some one to interview you, 
probably the Executive Director. (Like I 
said, they like us here.) Executive 
Directors were once Watson Fellows, so 
they know what they're talkin’ ’bout. 

You'll find out around Spring Break. 

If you’ve made it this far, you know 
just about as much as I do, but f you want 
some personal advice, I’ll be around till 
about September 15. For the small price or 
lunch of dinner, I’ll be happy to rap about 
the whole process in person.

Your home away 
from home. Upon coming to Reed many 
students are under the erroneous 
impression that they can avoid spending 
numerous long hours inside the Library. In 
what seems like another lifetime, I too was 
one of these poor fools; however, time has 
shown me that sometimes you just gotta 
be a squid. Not only do I now spend a 
large part of my week within the sacred 
precincts of E.V. Hauser pre- 
contemplating, contemplating and post- 
contemplating apparently overwhelming 
academic debacles, I am gainfully 
employed by this venerable institution as 
well. Therefore | am also intimately 
acquainted with the other side of life in 
the Library, the joyful trials and 
tribulations of making sure that angst- 
ridden students of varying degrees of 
rudeness and arrogance have the materials 
with which to engage in meaningful 
contemplation of the universe just as soon 
as they want them. 

With this in mind, the rest of this 
article is respectfully dedicated to those 
people who continue to serve the typical

To get down to brass tacks, the Library 
is open year round except for two weeks 
during Christmas break. Unless they are 
posted otherwise the hours during the 
semester are: 

Mon - Thurs -- 8:00 AM to 2:30 AM 
Friday -- 8:00 AM to Midnight 
Saturday -- 10:00 AM to Midnight 
Sunday -- 10:00AM to 2:30 AM 
Finals week -- 24 hours (Oh, boy) 
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Some of the desks in the library are 
reserved for thesis seniors. These will 
hereafter be referred to as Thesis desks. 
They can be found scattered throughout 
the stacks and concentrated in the stress 
pit known as the Thesis Ghetto, 
basement, new wing, and are easily 
distinguished by the shattered hulls of men 
crouched over them. They are assigned to 
those shattered hulls at the beginning of 
the semester and are theirs completely. If a 
senior tells you not to study at his thesis 
desk, call him an anal retentive power- 
monger, but do what he wants, someday 
you'll have your own desk to cry on. Other 
desks are fair game- open to whoever piles 
on the most stuff. Feel free to study 
anywhere, but respect the trash of your 
fellow grinds.

l, Reserves 
he Reserve room is to the left of the 


circulation desk as you enter the building, 
in it you will find books, folders and 
pamphlets which have been placed on 
reserve for certain classes. These materials 
are on 24- or 2-hour check-out depending 
on the number of copies the Library has, 
the number of people in the class, etc. If a 
book is on 2-hour reserve this means that 
it is a pretty popular book with your 
classmates and it is more than likely that 
you will not be popular with them if you 
happen to keep it longer than you should 
and thus prevent others from getting a 
chance. In addition, you will be charged 
steep fines (up to and perhaps including 
your firstborn child) if you don’t return 


materials on time. Think about this when 
graduation time rolls around and the 
college is holding your diploma hostage for 
some seemingly inexplicable reason. 

The Reserve Room opens at the same 
time the rest of the Library does, but it 
closes at Midnight every night. 2-hour 
books and folders can be checked out 
overnight after 11:00 PM and will be due 
at 9:00 AM the very next morning (10:00 
AM on the weekends); 24-hour books 
checked out on Saturday are not due until 
Monday and 24-hour books checked out 
on Sunday are not due until Monday. 

Sometimes books are put on seven day 
reserve; these can be found in the regular 
book stacks. Periodicals can also be 
checked out for seven days but the bound 
volumes must be checked out to a desk. 
Unless a book is clearly marked DOES NOT 
CIRCULATE or is on 7-day reserve, it 
circulates for 28 days and can be renewed 
unless somebody else has placed a hold on 
it in the interim. Thesis seniors and 
professors have what may seem to some to 
be indefinite check-out. 

It is extremely disturbing not to be 
able to find a book when you want it and 
even more disturbing when you have to 
have it and no other will do. Checking out 
a book provides a record of who has what 
book until when so that you know, at the 
very least, that the book is in someone’s 
legitimate possession and has not been 
carried off into the night by some 
inconsiderate, egocentric &*%!@... You 
get the message. This goes for reserve 
books as well as regular books, periodicals, 
and just about anything else you care to 
name. 

In order to make checking out books 
faster and easier for all of us, the Library 
has installed and tested a new 
computerized system named CARMIN. You 
will find a barcode on the back of your 
Student Body ID; this is your CARMIN ID 
and you must have it with you in order to 
check out books; so essentially, YOU MUST 
HAVE YOUR REED ID TO CHECK OUT BOOKS. 
No ifs, ands, or buts. Yes, that sucks.

f the library doesn’t have the book you 


need there are a couple of options to help 
solve the problem. First make sure the 
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book is absolutely not on campus. This 
includes looking in the library's card 
catalogue as well as TOMUS because only 
93% of its books are entered into the 
system. Also ask your professor, they have 
been known to lend out their books. 

If you really can’t find it at Reed then 
you can get a Metroloan form that lets you 
check out books from PSU or Lewis & 
Clark. To get a Metroloan you need to 
make sure that the particular library you 
want to go to has the book you need or at 
least something close to it. Then get a 
signed form from one of the professional 
librarians and fill ic our; you must have 
one of these forms to check out books 
from the other colleges. Be sure to bring 
your Reed ID with along so they'll know 
you are who you say you are; also be sure 
to check the due dates on the books so you 
can turn them in on time. Since PSU is 
on the quarter system and L & C is on 
trimesters it is a good idea to call ahead to 
make sure their libraries are open: PSU's 
phone numbers are 229-4617 for general 
information and 229-3065 for the hours; 
Lewis & Clark’s library’s number is 293- 
2765. 

You can also get a library card from the 
Multnomah County Library; they are free 
but the replacement cost is $1. The main 
library is located downtown on 10th about 
a block south of the Galleria but books 


can be transferred between any branch; 


prints for 2 months. MCL is on the Dewey 
Decimal system rather than Library of 
Congress, but there are maps, keys, and 
information desks on every floor. Their 
phone number is 223-7201. 

Finally, if you have conclusively 
ascertained that the book is not to be 
found in this town you can resort to an 
InterLibrary Loan. Unfortunately, this is a 
rather expensive procedure so it’s not 
available to everyone. Professors and 
Seniors can just do it, but everyone else 
needs to have the signature of the 
instructor of the course you want it for. 
The forms are located in the Circulation 
Manager’s Office in the Reference Room 
(where Marilyn and Sam used to be). Sam 
will do the searching for you and will 


notify you if and when the book is coming.

Hauser is undergoing a bit of renovation. 
Construction of what is called the Unified 
Science Library will continue through the 
88-89 academic year and probably well 
beyond. This means some noise, some 
dust, some confusion as to where in Sam 
Hill the damn books are in the first place; 

The “cage” 
above the circulation desk has been closed 
and the L, M, and Q-Z stacks have been 
moved to the fourth floor; take my advice

Apartheid 
has been a big topic lately, as have sexual 
harassment, class size, the bookstore, 
feminism (always), animal rights, and 
power in general. If you've got the time 
you can carry petitions, stuff boxes, write 
letters, and even lie down in front of 
trustees if that’s where you're at. 
Occupying buildings is not recommended 
lately the Powers That Be have lost their 


sense of humor about such things. 


‘Tk ak 
heoretically, student Government is 


the most efficient way to “do things” at 
Reed. Would that it were true. 
Government is more of an exercise unto 
itself than a means to any specific end, 
but it’s a very good way to learn just why 
things aren’t “done” very well or often. 
Right now government is an especially 
interesting prospect, as the faculty has 
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recently withdrawn from Senate and 
adopted by-law changes in accordance 
with a constitution that the student body 
hasn’t ratified. Tune in kids, working out 


this mess will be amusing at the very least. 


Generally Caucus is the door to 
politicodom. The Student Caucus is 
comprised of eight students, the SB Vice- 


president, and the SB president ex-officio. 


In addition there are treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, and Caucus secretary; non- 
voting, salaried ways to know what's 
going on. 

Caucus is the primary body of student 
government. Its main role is the dis- 
bursement of funds. Every student's $50 
SB fee goes into the student body 
contingency to be distributed to the 
dozens of organizations clamoring for the 
bucks. When something important comes 
up Caucus generally forms some position 
on it, pretty much just for the record, and 
they have lunch with the trustees once a 
semester. Wheeee. 

There are a lot of committees around 
here (a whole lot) and frequently a 
Caucusoid is among the fingered few to 
meet a couple of times a week to discuss a 
position that needs to be filled, or some 
issue that needs to be addressed. 

There used to be Caucusoids on the 
Community Senate, but as Senate does 
not have Quorum without the faculty 
senators, who have bowed out of a bad» 
scene, that’s another opening on their 
schedules. 


rganization 


f you’ve got something that you want 
to do that takes more money than you've 


student 


got, or needs more people than you know, 
then there may very well already be a 
group formed to do it with, sponsored by 
SB funds. If there’s not, you can start one. 
All you need is some definable purpose 
and a little energy. 

Student Body organizations must be 
open to everyone at Reed, regardless of 
anything, and they must present to 
Caucus some valid reason to need the 
money they are allocated and account for 
what they spend. Otherwise the 
sky’s the limit. Caucus funds the ski team, 
the SAB, the tool Co-op, the pool room 
and the Women’s Center, among others. 
Some political organizations, like 
Amnesty International are 
funded. Campus groups such as Students 
against Sexual Harassment and the 
Committee to Uphold the Honor Prin- 
ciple receive money to raise community 
consciousness of such things. The student 
darkroom, printshop, and comic book 
collection are all managed by students 
and supported by Caucus. 

As a Reedie you are free to participate 
in, and take advantage of, all of the 
above. If you really want to get into 
things though, be a signator. 

Signators are organizations’ links to 
Caucus, and usually run things to some 
degree. As a signator you'll write up a 
budget to submit to Caucus during 
Funding Hell at the beginning of the 
semester, present it, and have it cut 
mercilessly. Then you take whatever they 
leave you and spend it on whatever it is 
that your organization does. You'll have 
to sign a financial responsibility form 
before you get any money. This to ensure 
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that everyone understands that if you 
spend money that you don’t have you'll 
have to take the rap. It shouldn’t be a 


problem if you can count. 


The Quest 

The Quest is Reed’s primary forum for 
armchair politicos. Editing it is a big job, 
but doesn’t require any particular skills or 
previous experience. 

Unsolicited submissions are what keep 
the Quest running, and occasionally 
heated debates with many hyper-thyroid 
participants keep things interesting for 
weeks on end. If there’s something going 
on that you don’t think people are doing 
enough about, find something out about it 
(let me emphasize that step) and write an 
article or letter. You might just find more 
people who share your concern and, 
pretty soon, you've got yourself a 
committee. 


Committees 

Here at Reed we love committees. 
We've got more standing committees 
with student members than you could 
keep track of with a scorecard. Some are 
basically non-functional; others actually 
accomplish a lot. A few more could use a 
nudge before they are lost just when we 
need them (the library board, for 
instance). Many positions are appointed 
by Caucus. Keep an eye open for notices

in the Quest, and if you hear about 
something happening that you'd like to 
be in on, don’t be shy about sidling up to 
Greg Byshenk or the nearest Caucusoid 
and recommending yourself.

So it all kind of runs together. You 
can’t avoid government completely, even 
for the sake of efficiency, but there are 
other ways of accomplishing your various 
goals. If you want to edit the Quest you’ve 
got to get elected. If you want to put out a 
box stuffer for your cause, get money, or 
get any kind of official sanction you'll 
need to muck around with politicos to a 
certain extent, but your direction and 
methods are yours to choose. So get out 
there and change something. 


And, now, if it’s really what you want: _ 


How to Get Elected 

Elections are held at the end of each 
semester. President, vice-president, and 
three Caucusoids are elected in the fall to 
serve spring-fall terms; five Caucusoids are 
elected in spring to serve fall-spring. 
Quest editor and assistant editor are 
elected for one semester terms. 

Running is a remarkably simple six 
step process: 
1. Learn the issues. I know it seems 
obvious, and I’m not trying to be a bitch,

but ask yourself just how much you know 
about what you want to change. (And 
isn't change the reason you got interested 
in the first place?) You wouldn’t be the 
first person to get elected before realizing 
the true immensity of the brick wall 
you're hurling yourself against. 

2. Get a petition signed. This part’s 
easy. If you’re running for Caucus, Quest 
editor, assistant Quest editor, or vice- 
president get signatures (and box 
numbers, of course) from 25 registered 
students. For president you need 50. Turn 
it in to the elections Czar, and you’re on 
the ballot. 

3. Write a statement for the 
elections Quest. You don’t strictly have 
to, but it’s a good idea if you want people 
to vote for you. Be concise; be creative; 
check your spelling. Turn it in to the 
elections Czar, too. 

4. Say something at the elections 
assembly. This is also recommended but 
not required. There won’t be crowds of 
people there, though ice cream is the 
usual draw, but there will be enough to 
make it worth your time to spend three 
minutes or so stating your case and 
answering questions. 

5. Put up signs. Name recognition is 
everything in this game. 

6. Wait for results.

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The Bride of the Son of 
“The Parable of the Way”

Two years ago, David Ayer, my 
predecessor as SB President, wrote a 
“Parable of the Way,” describing 
community government at Reed. Because 
I lack David’s talents as a parabulist, I use 
a part of it to introduce my section of the 


handbook: 


Suppose you want to Get Something Done. 
Suppose your car is stranded three hundred 
miles aauay (just outside of Medford) with a 
thrown rod and a wwisted crank and you hawe to 
get it up to Portland. You have what boils down 
to two choices: The Way or The Bunch of 
Friends. The Way is to hawe it long-distance 
towed and let someone else deal with the hassle. 
[...] The Bunch of Friends method means 
borrowing Mark’s Sister-In-Law’s Beat Up 
Pickup Truck, geuing together the requisite 
Friends , executing a nightmare speed run at 3 
am and hauling the damned thing up. It’s gonna 
end up costing the same as a tow truck, but if 
you can get the Friends and the Truck together 
you can just do it and it'll be done. [...] 

At Reed, we worship The Way. We hawe all 
the Committees and Boards and Petitions and 
Senates and Caucuses and Reed Unions you 
could ever want, and as soon as you try to Get 
Something Done ‘you'll be gridlocked into the 
biggest administrative logjam. this side of 
Immigration and Naturalization. | ran for 
President as the Champion of The Way. The 
night I was elected, they led me to a small dark 
room. containing a great big old rusty machine 
bristling with levers, gauges, FM antennae, 
Tesla coils, spark-gap apparata, Buddhist prayer 
wheels, and the transmission from a'57 Dodge 
Dart. It seemed on closer exammation that 
generations of engineers had worked on the 
contraption at various times, but without any 
regard to the work of those who had gone 
before, or the security of those to come. This 
structure, I was informed, was the Way to Get 
Things Done at Reed, and I was required by 
ritual law to use it. 

That is to say: In 1961, Reed embarked on 
an experiment with Community Government. 
A clear and coherent Community Constitution 
and Bylaws were written up, haggled about 
endlessly, and adopted. Time passed. Reed 
changed. The world changed. Most of us were 
bom. Changes were made periodically in the 
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structure of government, but only in response to 
the current crisis, and never with an eye to 
consistency. Reed's biggest recent crisis (over a 
Black Studies Program) fell in the year 
Communiry Government was supposed to be 
reviewed, and this review has never occurred. 
ee | 

The Way at Reed exhibits all the worst 
characteristics of The Way everywhere: it’s 
unwieldy, time-consuming, bureaucratic, and a 
pain in the ass. It virtually drives people into the 
arms of the Bunch of Friends. In 1984, the 
Student Issues Board (SIB to the hip; essentially 
a Bunch of Friends) put out a detailed report on 
Student Services at Reed because they wanted 
something done and couldn't find a Way to do 
it. [Actually, they got the SB President to 
appoint them as an “official” committee — see 
“volunteering” at the end of “Getting Things 
Done” in this article.] Last November, 17 people 
occupied the President’ s office (the Real 
President's office, not mine) to urge the Way to 
action on divestment. Last January, over one 
hundred people (not all of them friends) took 
over Eliot Hall for three days because of their 
outrage at the Way's response for campus-wide 
calls for dwestment. 


More recently, in March, 1987, 11 
students occupied the Development office, 
demanding (among other things) that the 
Trustees immediately vote for full 
divestment. None of the above activities 
achieved much in the way of success, but 
if you'd like a rundown of what’s gone on, 
check out the “Recent Political History” 
elsewhere in this book. 

I ran for SB President as a champion of 
neither the Way nor the Bunch of Friends, 
at least partly because 1 know how both 
work, which is not very well. And it seems 
that, since I became President, both have 
deteriorated even further. 

Be that as it may, | hope in this article 
to provide a background for understanding 
the Way Things Are at Reed. The current 
situation here is described by some as 
excellent; by others as particularly 
heinous; and by still others as just about 
everything in between. All associated with 
Reed must come to their own decisions as 


student 


to what is wrong (or right) with Reed 
College, and how to change it (or keep it 
the same). Whatever the decision, it is 
important to remember that: If you don’t 
know where you've been, or where you 
are, it’s damned difficult to get to where 
you want to be. I hope this piece helps 
with the first present; for the past, check 
the articles on Reed History; as for the 
future, you’re on your own. 


The Only Game in Town 
he name of the game is The Way, and 

it’s about college politics. The first thing 
you need to understand the game is a 
scorecard to tell who the players are. As 
David noted: 
There are four major teams, aligned by 
common interests and common position 
in the College: the Faculty, the Students, 
the Administration, and the Board of 
Trustees. Akumni and friends pinch hit 
occasionally on both sides, but we'll stick 
to the basics. 


The Faculty 

The first big player in this game is the 
Faculty. David described them thusly: 

You've probably heard some pretty 
good things about Reed’s faculry. As far as 
academics are concerned, it’s all true, 
every word (generally speaking). As 
teachers and intellectuals (often, to their 
credit, in that order), they are the 
foundation of Reed’s academic excellence. 
Unfortunately, when it comes to politics 
(again, speaking generally) , they are pretty 
spineless and inept. ... 

Faculty meetings themselves are a 
joke. Try going to one. They're on the first 
Monday of the month at 4:15 pmin 
Vollum Lounge, and ten students may sign 
up to observe on a list at the President’s 
office. You may find it hilarious or 
terrifying, depending on what ‘you expect 
from your professors. ... 

The way Reed is set up, the faculty is 
supposed to run the College, and for a 
long time, they did. In some ways this is 
still the case; the faculry makes most 
decisions regarding purely academic 
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matters. In other matters, such as Student 
Body size and the like, the faculty has been 
largely unconcerned or unable to make its 
wishes known. 


The Students 

Another big player in the game is the 
Students. This is by far che most numerous 
group on campus, and frequently the least 
knowledgeable and most confused. David 
had this to say about the Students: 

Like the faculty, Reed students really 
are some of the so-called “best and 
brightest.” Also like the faculty, they are 
politically dead in the water. Where the 
faculty are petty, the students are self- 
righteous and idealistic. Where the faculty 
are spineless, the students are apathetic or 
too busy. Where the faculty are inept, the 
students are ignorant or naive or swamped 
with theses. ... 

Students have almost no effective 
voice in the major decisions that affect 
their lives at Reed. If you don’t like the 
sound of this sketch, you had better pack 
your bags and go right now, because it 
ain’t gonna change anytime soon. 

Students at Reed generally have, at 
best, an advisory role in important 
decisions regarding the College. Generally, 
students are seen as consumers in the 
education marketplace; if enough students 
like the product that Reed is selling, 
nothing much will change, regardless of 
what some people don’t like. 

The Administration 

The Administration (always referred 
to as a single, monolithic entity) is 
considered by some to be the avatar of evil 
at Reed College and by others a selfless 
creature working only for peace and 
brotherhood. Both sentiments are a bit 
extreme. As I see it, most problems in the 
Administration are due to indifference or 
ineptitude, but I will not attempt to argue 
the issue here; you will be able to come to 
your own conclusions soon enough. 

The Administration consists of the 
President of the College, the Vice- 
Presidents, the Deans, and all of the others 
who deal with the day to day problems of 
keeping Reed College afloat in a hostile 
world. They manage to do this fairly well, 
considering both the problems they must 
deal with and the often abysmal level of 
competence among the staff. You will 
know doubt come to know, and perhaps 
even become friends with (or enemies of) 
some administrators; others you may never 
see throughout your years at Reed. 

The monolithic aspect of the 
Administration is found in the person of 


the President of the College. The 
President is appointed by the Board of 
Trustees and is delegated overall 
responsibility for all aspects of Running 
the College. That is, the President can do 
just about anything he wants so long as 
the Trustees remain happy. The faculty 
also has some say over the President, as 
neither the President nor the Trustees 


Trustees, which legally governs the Reed 
Institute according to the last will and 
testament of Amanda Reed. The Board 
consists of 56 members (of which 25-35 
regularly show up for meetings), most over 
40, most male, and almost all wealthy and 
white. 

The job of the Trustees is to preserve 





want the faculty to be unhappy. 

For the past 17 years, Paul Bragdon 
was Reed’s President. David had this to say 
about him: 

Paul’s way of beating the political 
game is brilliant in its simplicity: he just 
refuses to play. He remains aloof from each 
new crisis, letting wave after wave of 
criticism and uproar crash against him, 
smiling a faint and imperturbable smile. 

He does not bother to argue with you 
about what he plans to do, ... he just does 
it. 

Paul’s style and actions tended to make 
students rather unhappy, but he retained 
the support of the faculty (by and large) 
and the trustees to the end, giving him the 
strength to smile as students roared. 

This year will be the first year for 
James Powell, Reed’s new President. How 
he will act is still something of a mystery, 
but I will make a few predictions. Powell is 
far more academically oriented than 
Bragdon ever was, and somewhat more 
focused on community (i.e.: student) 
concerns. He will probably move relatively 
slowly at first, trying to absorb the “feel” of 
Reed before taking any significant action. 
Regardless of “community” orientation, 
however, Powell is unlikely to side with 
students against faculty or trustees. (While 
at Franklin and Marshall College, Powell 
presided over the removal of fraternities. F 
& M's faculty and trustees overwhelmingly 
supported the action, and it went on 
despite considerable student disapproval. 


The Board of Trustees 
The most powerful player in the game 
(when it wishes to be) is the Board of 


and protect the College, both in its 
financial interests and academic mission. 
They hire presidents and make all final 
financial decisions. Trustees meet four 
times a year and make only the broadest of 
policy and budgetary decisions. 
Administration they delegate to the 
president, and academics to the faculty. 

Some trustees are open-minded and 
friendly, many are stubborn and narrow, 
and most are moderately to extremely 
conservative, as you would expect wealthy 
white businessment to be. Dick 
Wollenberg, the Chairman of the Board, 
was described by a fellow trustee as “the 
only man I know who's to the right of , 
Attila the Hun.” Get the picture? 


The Way 

ince 1961, The Way of community 
government at Reed has been that set 
forth in the Community Constitution, 
which created a Community Senate to 
“formulate community policy in matters of 
internal community affairs not specifically 
assigned to other constitutional bodies,” 
and having “a fundamental responsibility 
for community rules and other college 
social policies.” What this actually means 
is not entirely clear, and has been the 
subject of considerable debate. 

Unfortunately, for this year there will 
be no Community Senate, as there will be 
no faculty members elected to serve on the 
Senate. However, the lack of a Senate 
may end up being of no real importance, 
as the Senate generally accomplished little 
or nothing while it did exist. For a brief 
explanation of why there is no Senate this ° 
year, look at “So Why are There Two 
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Community Constitutions, Anyway?” 
which introduces the Constitutional 
Documents section of this handbook. 

The Student Caucus is made up of the 
student members of the Senate and an 
additional three student representatives. 
The Caucus does continue to exist. 

The primary function of the Caucus 
(and its sole Constitutional Authority) is 
the allocation and distribution of Student 
Body Fees, which are collected by the 
Business Office along with tuition, and 
turned over to the Student Body 
Treasurer. In practice, the Caucus also 
serves to represent student concerns, 
opinions, etc. to the faculty, 
administration, and trustees. One of the 
main tasks of the Caucus for this year will 
be to meet with the faculty to create a 
mutually acceptable new Constitution (see 
“So Why are There Two Community 
Constitutions, Anyway?”) 

The other aspect of The Way is The 
Innumerable Committees, and little need 
be said about them. They are innumerable, 
are made up of every combination of 
students, faculty, and administrators, deal 
with everything from educational policy to 
dog control, and generally function 
inefficiently when they function at all. 


Getting Things Done 


Aru explanation of Getting Things 


Done must come in two parts: both the 
dream and the reality. 

The way that Things are supposed to 
Get Done is that someone notices a Thing 
that needs to Get Done, and brings it to 
the attention of the Senate. The Senate 
then deals with it swiftly and surely in a 
way conducive to harmony, brotherhood, 
and the greater happiness of the Reed 
Community. 

The way Things really Get Done, if 
they Get Done at all, has been 
considerably messier. This year, of course, 
everything is completely up in the air, as 
there is no Senate to deal with any Thing 
that needs to Get Done. 

However, if you do have a Thing you 
want to Get Done, I will make one 
suggestion. The best way to start is to take 
your Thing to Get Done to a Caucusoid. 
There is a good chance that they will 
know how to Get your Thing Done, or at 
least how to send it in the right direction. 
Your Thing to Get Done will, in all 
probability, disappear into the labyrinth 
described above anyway, but you will at 
least have cut out a few steps. 

Of course, the best way to ensure that 
a Thing Gets Done is to volunteer to do it 


yourself — it’s amazing how well this 
works. 


A note on Power 
Politics 

Poe politics depends on power and 
power relationships. In the past, some 
students have expressed shock and dismay 
at their discovery that power exists at 
Reed. Those of you who were not aware of 
this fact should now consider yourselves 
suitably informed. Those who wish to 
express shock and dismay may take a short 
break. There is not enough space in this 
already over-long article to discuss the 
merits of power at an institution such as 
Reed, only to explain the status of power 
so that others may be able to deal with it. 

In the past, some people have tried to 
engage in power politics at Reed. As noted 
above, students have made various efforts 
(such as taking over buildings and offices) 
in an attempt to move the College in a 
particular direction. These have been 
staggeringly ineffective. There have been 
three occupations to protest the trustees’ 
votes against divestment, but divestment 
has not yet occurred. In fact, some trustees 
have become more entrenched in their 
opposition to divestment simply because 
they do not wish to “give in” to students’ 
demands. 

As I see it, to play power politics at 
Reed in most cases is simply to enter a 
battle unarmed. To play at power politics, 
you must have some power to throw 
around. By and large, students do not. The 
one power students have is that consumer 
power noted above: if things make them 
too unhappy, they can leave. 

The trustees of Reed College are the 
ones with the ultimate power; as long as 
they stay within the law, they can do 
pretty much whatever they want. I am not 
saying that this is particularly good or bad 
for students or for the College; only that 
that is the way things are. Ultimately, the 
one form of power that students have is, as 
one trustee pointed out, the power to take 
their bodies and their tuition somewhere 
else. 

Trying to play power politics without 
the power to back it up is a dangerous 
game, and seldom leads to any success. All 
that you will do is piss off the people who 
do have power, which is not the way to 
get what you want. 

A Final Note: there is one group at 
Reed other than the Trustees who do have 
some power. Reed faculty have 
considerable power, at least over internal 
affairs, should they wish to exercise it. Of 





course, the faculty generally aren’t terribly 
interested in playing power politics 
(except perhaps among themselves), so 
you are probably S.O.L. on this front as 
well. 


The Future 
f you've read all the way from the 

beginning, you may have caught the subtle 
hints that I’m not terribly impressed with 
much of what passes for Reed politics. 
Most of what passes for Reed politics 
seems better suited to a grade school 
playground than an excellent liberal arts 
college. 

Who can say what will come next? 
This year we have no community 
government, but we will no doubt be 
attempting to create one. Cross your 
fingers. 

My main hope is that everyone reading 
this, though perhaps not “getting 
involved” in Reed politics, will attempt to 
understand them. There will no doubt be 
much discussion of governance, the honor 
principle, and many other “political” 
things in the next year. I urge everyone to 
gather as much information as possible, 
and then to critically examine all 
proposals and arguments before coming to 
a conclusion about anything, particularly 
Reed Politics.

Every college has a whole mess 0’ 
student organizations. Reed is unique in 
that most organizations are organized and 
run entirely by students (no faculty 
“advisors” making all of the decisions), as 
well as being funded directly by students 
via Student Body Fees (that confusing $50 
item found on your statement from the 
Reed College Business Office). The SB 
Fee is collected each semester by Reed 
Collge and transferred to the Student 
Caucus, which then scatters it amongst 
the many worthy and needy student 
organizations on campus. 

Getting some of this money for your 
organization is, as are most things at Reed, 
an arduous and convoluted process, strewn 
with pitfalls for the unwary and 
unprepared. This is a short introduction 
to the funding process, prepared with the 
hope of at least slightly alleviating the 
distress and confusion of those as yet 
uninitiated in the study of the arcana.

from Caucus 
f you wish to remove some SB money 
from the clutches of Caucus and transfer it 
to your new or existing student 
organization, there are a few things that 


you must do, and others that you should 
do. 


Ww. 
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First, go over the Community 
Constitution and Bylaws, and read the 
Caucus Bylaws, which contain the 
Organization Financial Policy (all these 
are at the back of this book). These 
documents contain a wealth of 
information (cleverly hidden) and the 
financial rules which apply to student 
organizations. 

Next, get your organization on the 
Funding Poll! The Funding Poll is held by 
Caucus at the beginning of each semester, 
and is used by Caucus in determining how 
much money to allocate to each of the 
aforementioned worthy and needy student 
organizations. In the Funding Poll, 
students vote on which organizations they 
think should receive SB funding. Getting 
on the Funding Poll will not guarantee 
that you will recieve money, but not 
getting on the Funding Poll will almost 
guarantee that you will not receive money, 
particularly for a new organization. 
Caucus will announce the dates and 
deadlines for the Funding Poll at the 
beginning of the semester. 

Next, decide on a signator for the 
organization and prepare a budget request. 
A signator is the person who will be 
financially responsible for your 
organization, and will deal with Caucus, 
the Treasurer, and so forth. A budget 
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request should include whatever your 
organization would like to spend money 
on over the course of the semester. The 
Treasurer should hold a meeting before 
budgets are due for anyone with questions 
about budget preparation. The Treasurer 
can also provide copies of the Signator’s 
Handbook and generally answer questions 
about budgets and funding. 

After the funding poll is completed 
and budgets are turned in, Caucus hold a 
gruelling two-day festival know as “che 
funding circus” or “funding hell.” The first 
day is a series of interviews with 
organization representatives who are given 
an opportunity to explain and/or defend 
their budget requests. It is extremely 
unwise to blow off this interview if you 
want Caucus to give you money. The 
second day is a closed meeting at which 
Caucus decides how to divide up the 
available money most equitably amongst 
all the organizations; this is an extremely 
unpleasant process, as there are generally 
requests for twice as much money as is 
available. 

There is a great deal more involved in 
dealing with money, but once you have 
come this far, you should be well on your 
way to financial success for your 
organization. 
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C.A.C. - Community Affairs 
Committee-- The new faculty governance 
body, in lieu of the faculty constituency of 
the Senate. Depending on whether or not 
the whole system grinds to a halt while the 
politicos figure out the constitution mess, 


this body could actually do something. 


F.A.C. - the Faculty Advisory 
Committee--This body had the job of 
scrutinizing the budget (given up c. 1975) 
and assessing whether or not faculty 
members should get merit raises or tenure. 
It assessed student evaluations and 
awarded a prize to the member who could 
hit the wastebasket from the greatest 
distance. The FAC has recently been 
replaced by the C.A.T. 


E.M.G. - the Educational Mission and 
Goals report-- This controversial report 
was released in the spring of 86. It was 
the result of an investigation into 
administrative changes and faculty 
governance. Very few of the changes 
suggested by this report have been 
implemented. It amounted to a document 
on “the future as it could have been” . 


E.P.C. - Educational Policy Committee-- 
This (defunct) vacuous committee was 
nominally supposed to be in charge of 
curriculum development. Yet, it did not 
have any real power, except to approve 
new courses. It really was just a forum for 
departmental fights with student 
observers. It has been replaced by the 
C.A.P.P. 


ELIOT - EnLightened Influential 
Organized Tyranny-- The building which 
houses the administration, this is the 
throne of power and is excellent for raising 
your blood pressure, tuition, college 
enrollment, class size- everything but your 


GPA. 


C.A.P.P. - the Committee on Academic 
Policy and Planning-- This committee, 
along with the CAT, were created last 
year to improve faculty governance. It is 
hard to asses them because at publication 
they will only have been in existence for a 


month or two. Yet, this committee has 
the power to make budgetary suggestions 
and to develop the curriculum. 
Unfortunately, unlike its predecessor, it 
has no students. 


C.A.T. - the Committee on 
Advancement and Tenure -- This 
committee’s sole job is to make tenure and 
merit decisions. It has been designed with 
this exclusive function because the job was 
just too much for the poor overworked 
FAC and contributed to its demise. 


SENATE -- This body use to have the 
job of overseeing the functioning of all 
social and government bodies on campus. 
It was to be a model of the Reed Ideal; 
faculty and students participating as equals 
in the governance of themselves. 
Although its function was abandoned long 
ago due to overwhelming, paralytic lack of 
interest, it was only recently that the 
constituency of the faculty pulled out due 
to ineffectiveness and general boredom. It 
is now only a nominal dead entity, as 
without faculty senators, it will never 
again achieve quorum. 


CAUCUS -- Contrary to popular belief, 
his body is not supposed to represent the 
student body. Its true function is to talk 
itself inco a void while it attempts to 
allocate student body funds by some 
method other than whim. It still meets, 
and does have some effect, distributing 
thousands of dollars a semester, so it 
probably qualifies as our most functional 
government body. 


G.P.R.C. - Grievance Procedure Review 
Committee -- This committee met from 
’81 to 83 and produced a report 
advocating changes in judicialal 
procedure. This report died on the desk of 
the president due to the inability of 
students to see beyond the status-quo to 
the J-board. 


J.R.C. - Judicial Review Committee-- 
This committee (which is the G.P.R.C. 
resurrected) is meeting now to evaluate 
the judicial procedures, i.e. the use of and 


effectiveness of the J-board, and should 
present a proposal in December. 


T.R.C. - Technical Resources 
Committee-- This committee has the job 
of allocating computers to students and 
finishing implementing the 5-year master 
computer plan. 


C.U.H.P. - Committee to Uphold the 
Honor Principle- A bunch of students 
who were going to smother the student 
body in box stuffers until they started 
paying for laserprinting and taking the J- 
Board seriously. As far as we know it’s 
dead in the water. 


C.C.G. - Committee on Constitution and 
Governance -- This faculty committee 
met for the spring and fall semesters of 
1987 with the charge of restructuring the 
community's governance. It drew up and 
submitted a new constitution to the 
constituency of the community. One 
body, the faculty, accepted this, while the 
students rejected it. This has led to the 
ambiguous situation in which two 
constituencies which are supposed to 
interact are implementing two different 
sets of procedures. Sit back and watch the 
politicos go nuts about this mess in the 
coming year! 


S. 1. B. - Student Issues Board -- A 
bunch of students got together to figure 
out just exactly what was wrong with 
Reed. They came up with quite a list, but 
could never get any of the people who 
could have done anything about it to 
respond. 


S. A. C. C. - South African Concerns 
Committee- and 

R. O. A.- Reed Out of Apartheid-- 

Both were dedicated to pushing around 
forty rich old men. Neither was 
particularly effective, but in all likelihood, 
they will be back in some new incarnation 
this year. 
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Living On Campus

If you are reading this, then chances 
are you're a freshman. For most of you, 
this will be the first time in an 
environment of near-total freedom in 
the company of your peers. This is 
basically an amazingly good thing, but 
there are a few things to be aware of as 
the strange and wonderful phenomenon 
of living on campus begins. 


Getting by 
F... your dorm parents are around 
to help you. Their official titles are 
House Advisors, but it’s no small thing 
that you will refer to them as dorm 
moms and dorm dads. They are just 
fellow students who are around to 
facilitate your smoothish adjustment to 
Reed. They give you your keys when you 
arrive, answer all sorts of questions you 
might have, tell you where to go on 
“The Hill” for stuff you need, and 
maybe, if you’re lucky, take you out to 
lunch before the rest of your dormies 
pull in. If you have a problem with 
anything in the dorm, from a flooded 
bathroom to a neighbor who has a 
fondness for high volume Grateful Dead 
at at late hours, talk to your dorm 
parents. They will give you fine advice 
and assistance in preventing the 
collapse of the floor or any bloodshed 
which could occur if your situation goes 
unchecked. 

Get to know your dormies. Here you 
are, drawn for whatever reasons from 
whatever places, to this school, tossed 
together in whatever living space you 
may occupy, and you can really take 
advantage of this. The first weeks of 
school will be unusual, and if there are 
folks in your own domicile you can cling 
to when the firsts Hum paper hits, it 
makes it all the easier to deal with. 


Your dorm can be the basis for any 
number of group activities, like trips to 
the Ski Cabin or Bagby Hot Springs, 
afternoons at Saturday Market or 
Powell’s, and maybe even an evening of 
Stupid Drinking Games. Chances are 
that some of the best friends you make 
at Reed will live down the hall from 
you. (Don’t let that scare you.) 

And don’t forget to have fun with 
the dorm itself. There are several types 
of dorms, ranging from Old Dorm 
Block, with some really nice rooms and 
some really noisy radiators, to the 
Asylum Block, a very different scene 
indeed. Short of property damage (a 
basic no-no; ask about the Chittick fire 
sale some time) there are many things 
you can do to make your dorm more of a 
home.

If, however, these measures 
fail and issues aren’t resolved with 
some degree of satisfaction for all 
involved, the Residential Life office is 
the place to go. Kate Grant and Nancy 
McNaul are not ogres, nor do they 
think you are a whining brat. You will 
know when they have changed their 
minds by the resigned tone in which 
they repeat the same answers you heard 
on your last four visits. Like most (not - 
all) Reed administrators, if you treat 
them like human beings they will 
return the courtesy. 


The SAGA beast 
ie are a few drawbacks to being on 
campus, and eating on board has to 
head the list. SAGA/Marriott will 
become the butt of many comments, but 
it’s what's there. If you live on campus, 
(excepting some lucky folks in the 
Hellstones),you must be on board. 
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Harsh, but true. It’s tough to live on 
salad alone, and not too healthy to try 
it. Usually, there is something there 
you'd rather eat than throw across the 
room, and ice cream for dessert. Meals 
are a good time to get together with 
friends, have some good conversations, 
drink atrocious coffee, and take a 
breather from your busy day. 
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Remember that Kerwin, the SAGA 
God, is accessible and likes to hear 
input from students (or says that he 
does). If you think that something can 
be done better, let him know. He has 
made several improvements in the area 
of Commons food since he began working 
at Reed, and despite his associations 
with the corporate giant, is a friendly, 
helpful man. 

The scroungers will be a new and 
interesting phenomenon. They are folks 
out to save a few bucks on food, and they 
perform something of a service by eating 
the things you don’t. Don’t take any 
crap from them. You're paying for it, 
they aren’t; but let someone who wants 
the Coke you took one sip from know if 
you're sick. Don’t disregard them, they 
were once featured on the front page of 
the Wall Street Journal. As time 
passes, they, like so many initially 
weird sights here, will become part of 
the scenery. 

If Commons begins to make you ill 
or crazy, you can use your board card for 
credit at the coffeeshop for an hour 
after the scheduled time for dinner.

Additionally, it’s a 
fair bet you'll have the Domino's and 
Sellwood-Moreland Pizza delivery 
numbers memorized by Thanksgiving. 


Hellstones 


A, alternative to the thrills of 


dorm life are the Reed College 
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Apartments, a.k.a. The Hellstones. 
They used to be the Heatherstones 
before Reed bought them in 1986. This 
was done to try and alleviate some of 
the housing shortage faced by students 
Last year they were filled with transfer 
students who didn’t know any better, 
and people had to pack into some 
apartments like yuppies in an office 
elevator. The rent is twice what it used 
to be when they were privately owned, 
and there have been more than a few 
maintenance problems. However, you 
don't have to be on board if you live 
there, and this may well outweigh any 
other disadvantages. The kitchens are 
pretty good, and for some, the 
Hellstones may be the way to go. 


The _ Residential Life 
office 


The biggest gripe most people have 
with Residential Life is the housing 
contract. Yes, they mean it. You have to 
eat SAGA and you have to stay all 
year. If you want to make a room change 
or try to break your housing contract, 
bear a couple of things in mind. First, 
room changes should be worked out with 
your house advisor and Residence Life. 
There is a list of available housing on 
campus in the office, and bear in mind 
that unofficial room changes would not 
be a good idea. Second, although it won't 
be the brick wall people used to beat 
their heads against in the Dark Ages of 
Penny Wills, ic will not be an easy 
thing. The argument that there is such 
a demand for on-campus housing that 
you should be able to get out of your 
year-long contract because someone 
wants the space will not wash. This is 
simply a fallacy. Contracts being 
contracts, it is not more convenient for 
absolutely everybody to let you do 
exactly what you want. 

If you are going to get off dorm you

need some sort of well documented 
medical reason or other extenuating 
circumstance like a drastic change in 
finances. Kate has said that it doesn’t 
need to be tortuous, but you need a solid 
story to succeed. 

The Director and Assistant 
Director respectively, are both new this 
year and seem to hold good things for 
this office. Kate took over from Penny 
Wills in the middle of the second 
semester last year, and there was great 
rejoicing. In the Bad Old Days, going to 
Residence Life was like being sent to the 
Principal’s office for throwing spitwads, 
but now, it may be a different story.

The Inside Story

It’s fun, it’s cheap, and you don’t 
have to eat SAGA food. But please 
folks, for your own sakes, do it right. 
What am I talking about? Visions of 
coming home after a long day in the li- 
brary and crashing out with your 
friends, acting insane, or going home to 
a peaceful, quiet apartment to sit in 
your own kitchen and eat Cap’n 
Crunch ’til you drop. How about having 
that special someone over after a 
drunken social without a roommate 
breathing down your neck? Yes, you too 
can participate in life off campus, with 
a little effort and the proper procedure. 
Wish to be enlightened as to the proper 
procedure? Read on Macduff... 

First: The BIG DECISION. Do you 
really want to live off campus? It’s a 
good idea for a veritable plethora of rea- 
sons; it’s much cheaper than dorms or 
the Hellstones, and an escape from the 
confines of campus, as well as from 
SAGA food. It provides independence and 
experience in the Real World (i.e. phone 
and electricity bills, paying rent on 
time) aided and abetted, if you’re lucky, 
with financial assistance from your 
parental units (they pay, you play) and 
a host of other benefits. It can also be a 
real drag dealing with Sam, the cigar- 
smoking, dirty undershirted, “Doesn't 
look broken to me” landlord who will 
ream you monthly until he sells your 
house out from under you sometime 
around finals week. Feeding yourself can 
get old, too. 

A lot of seniors live on campus while 
they write their theses, but if you ask 
you'll probably find that they lived off 
campus before, and preferred it. 


live with 


K, you've decided. You’ll do it. 
Now another question which can de- 
termine the happiness/harmony or dis- 
cord of the off campus living 
arrangements: With whom will ycu 
live? | recommend from intense personal 
experience that this decision be made 
wisely. Sometimes living with best 
friends is awesome; sometimes it’s not. 
You might want to consider how well 
you know the friends with whom you 
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chose to live. Think beyond the “Do they 
do their dishes?” concept to ideas like 
“When I’m under immense amounts of 
stress and they have papers due and 
Reed life is really hitting hard, will we 
make it through or will we kill each 
other?” Living alone, though it sounds 
not as fun, can have immense advan- 
tages, no bitchy, stressed out, sexually 
deprived housemates to wait in line for 
the shower with, and your own space. 
But coming home to a house full of 
friends and acting insane (like a social 
room, but it’s more yours and you can be 
selective) is also loads of fun. Give this 
decision some critical thought. There’s 
always the happy 

medium of living with one friend or 
with people who aren’t your best 
buddies. Also consider whether you 
want to live communally, or sort of 
communally or what. 


N What to live in 
ow the process shall begin. After 


choosing whom you're going to live 
with, you must decide what type of 
abode you will inhabit. There is a va- 
riety of things available, near Reed, for 
good prices. (The cost of living is 
ridiculously low in Portland.) There are 
apartments, Reed houses, rooms in 
“real” houses, and there’s always the 
“camping under the cross canyon 
bridge” option. (It’s been done, though it 
doesn’t strictly qualify as off-campus, 
but it’s certainly not on dorm) Reed 
houses are plentiful. These being houses 
which are traditionally inhabited by 
Reedies, and are known by name and 
reputation. They can be a good choice if 
you enjoy a more boisterous lifestyle; 
landlords become a bit shell-shocked 
after a while and tend to leave you 
alone. You can tell a good Reed house by 
the graffiti on the front porch and the 
boarded windows of the neighboring 
houses. 

Rent is variable. You can pay 
anywhere from $50 to $300 a month, 
depending on whether you live in the 
basement of a condemned, verminous, 
shack, sharing refrigerator and bath- 
room space with nine other people, or in 


student 


splendid solitude with hardwood floors 
and a view of the Willamette. 
Some advantages of each: 

Houses are bigger (usually), cheaper 
than apartments, and you can live with 
more people if that’s your scene. There’s 
a bigger variety available, there are 
more close to Up the Hill, you can have 
parties without quite so much 
neighborly consideration. They are 
generally noisier and more hang- 
outable. 

Apartments are nice for two people 
if you can afford it; they’re tres costly 
for one person. (Many run around $175 
per person per month.) Apartments are 
generally cleaner than houses, and the 
landlords are under some scrutiny. 
They also sometimes have Nice Things 
like laundry facilities, dishwashers, 
garbage disposals, and balconies which 
overlook the 7-11. Apartment managers 
also tend to fix things faster than in 
houses, because they live there too. The 
rental process is all very legal and 
organized, because it’s done on a regular 
basis, so things are very clear. (We'll 
rap about legalities soon.) 

Rooms in houses with “real people” i.e. 
“not Reedies” are really nice and quite 
peaceful. They give you a taste of the 
real world, ’cause you'll probably live 
with a family or a couple, and they are 
also (generally) clean, cheap and quiet. 
They’re hard to find, though. Would you 
let a Reedie move into your house? 

Oh yeah, and if you or your folks 
have the capital, buying a house in SE 
Portland isn’t a bad idea either. Houses 
are not that expensive, ($40,000 can get 
you a palace. $15,000 will buy you 
something sturdy and comfortable) and 
it allows you to be the landlord, gives 
you a place to live for four years, and for 
those budding young capitalists, it’s 
good investment- you'll always be able 
to rent to Reedies. It does put some ex- 
tra responsibility on you, with paper- 
work and the added job of being a land- 
lord, but could be worth it. It’s not that 
uncommon. 


T, Finding it 
he search for higher truth in the 
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form of four walls and a bathroom 
begins... 

Once the basic decisions have been 
made, it’s time to start Looking for a 
Place. It’s a good idea to begin some 
time in advance, even in March or early 
April of the year before you wish to 
rent. It will give you a good start and if 
nothing suits your fancy you'll have 
time to look. A lot of places open at the 
end of the summer, and lots of people 
show up O-week without any plans, but 
for the pick of the crop it’s a good idea to 
figure things out in advance. News- 
papers are a good place to start (Try 
The Oregonian and Willamette Week). 
They will give you an idea of what’s 
available around the metropolis, and 
what prices look like. Word o’ mouth is 
also a good thing, as is putting up 
posters begging for a place. The 
Residential Life office also has a book 
with rooms and apartments available, 
which it doesn't hurt to check out. The 
Job Placement office sometimes has 
signs for rooms available, sometimes 
with babysitting or housecleaning in 
exchange. Driving around (if you're 
blessed with wheels) is also a good way 
of spotting For Sale or For Rent signs. 


The _ legalities 
: ee found a/some place(s) to check 
out. Now comes some heavy stuff. You'll 
usually be asked to fill out an 
application (for both houses and 
apartments), asking about previous 
living situations and financial status. 
If ya don’t got credit, say that your 
parents will be footing the bill. If it’s 
not stretching the truth too far, most 
landlords like to believe that your 
monthly income is at least four times 
the rent. If your parents are spotting 
you, so much the better. They have a 
reputation for bailing out lame stu- 
dents. Discussing rent guarantees is 
not the time to play independent. 

It sounds motherly, but try to look 
presentable and sound like you know 
what you're talking about and looking 
for. Make it clear that you have no in- 
tentions of having a 100 person keg 
party as soon as you move in, and 
things will go better for you. While 
they’re checking you out, check them 
out as well. Don’t be fooled by a nice 
smile and promises to get the dog smell 
out of the carpet. Ask questions about 
everything. Be a smart-ass inquisitive 
Reedie. If you see something that’s bro- 


ken, ask if it will be fixed. Get things in 
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writing. Really. It sounds anal, but if 
the toilet is still broken after 2 months 
and countless promises to fix it, you'll 
wish that you had something to show 
for all those guarantees. 

So, you find out everything you need 
to know about the place, you look around 
and decide. Now comes important stuff, 
like deposits and Signing the Lease. 

There are a few different types of 
leases. You can sign for a year, month 
by month or sometimes six months. 
This is important depending on how 
flexible you want to be. If you want to be 
mobile, month by month might be good. 
If you want the security of a year in one 
place, consider that, although 
remember summer plans. Keep in mind 
that sub-letting (landlord rents to you; 
you rent to somebody else) is illegal in 
Stumptown. This doesn’t mean that 
you can’t loan your place to someone for 
the summer. But if you try to collect 
reluctant rent, even if you’ve got a con- 
tract, you haven’t got a leg to stand on. 

Look at what you will be expected to 
pay for. Landlords in Oregon must pay 
for water and provide heating and 
plumbing facilities, but phone, gas and 
electric bills will be up to you. It’s nice 
to find a place with gas heating, because 
otherwise electricity bills can become 
outrageous. Landlords often pay for 
garbage pick-up too, but it could be an 
added expense. Check out whether or 
not pets are allowed, and if so, how 
much of a deposit is required and 
whether it’s refundable. It is a good idea 
not to try to “sneak Bruno by” Building 
owners have to give tenants 24 hour 
notice before “dropping in”, but not in 
what they consider an emergency, and 
if you violate your lease they can keep a 
lot of what you thought you'd get back 
when they kick you out on your ass. [Ed. 
note: Think carefully about“exotic 
pets”. The trouble they can cause is 
staggering to contemplate.] 

Read the small print! And make sure 
that you know how to terminate the 
lease when you want to leave. Check out 
what your responsibilities are for the 
upkeep (lawn-mowing, yardwork) of the 
place. If you see something that you 
don’t understand, clarify it! Make sure 
that you know what you're getting into 
before you sign your life away. 

Aside from the lease, there will also 
be several deposits required. Some places 
ask for first and last months’ rent, a 
cleaning deposit, security deposits and 
pet deposits. This can make the first 
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month of living cost a couple hundred 
dollars. It’s a really good idea to write 
down what you spend in rental deposits, 
as well as phone and electricity set-up, 
so that you know what you should get 
back when you terminate the lease. 
Keep your copy of everything. 

Before you make the final 
arrangements it’s beneficial to go 
through the place and make sure that 
everything is working. Test the water 
pressure in the shower, make sure that 
there are no roving insects, see if there 
are window screens and look for possible 
security risks. Feel free to bargain with 
the landlord about rent reduction or 
improvements such as installation of 
police locks, and as I've said a million 
times, get things in writing. 


\ Other stuff 
ll right, it’s been done! You've got

I can definitely 
preach the positive aspects of living off 
campus. It’s a good way to create a 
separate universe for yourself.

There’s a long-running joke around 
college circles about starving 
sophomores. Just out of institutional 
control (and living off-campus for the 
first time) they can’t even feed 
themselves. Unfortunately, to a large 
extent it’s true. We have, my friends, 
been set up. Never learning to cook, 
because everything came packaged; 
always looking to Slaveway for our 
processed “food” needs, we are dietary 
invalids. We don’t know how to shop, we 
don’t know how to cook, and we don’t 
know how to eat. Fortunately, it’s not 
too late to learn, if you've got the brains 
to work at it, conquer your pride and 
realize that although you may not know 
what you're doing now, you damn well 
intend to learn. I hope some of the stuff 
below will help. 

The only “secret” there is to eating 
well cheap is to eat whole, unprocessed 
food and to eat a variety of them. Every 
time a food is processed, it goes up in 
price, down in nutritional value or both. 
So besides being better for you and the 
planet, whole unprocessed foods are a 
better nutritional buy. (And food 
processing, by the way, includes the 
modern factory conversion of vegetable 
foods to meat.) 

Most of the foods you'll eat on a 
healthy diet will be complex 
carbohydrates, or “carbs”: rice, beans, 
tubers, bread and beer (as well as other 
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cereals). Other common food groups 
include fats (try not to make them 
more than 30% of total calories), 
protein, fruit and greens. Fats include 
such relatively high protein foods as 
whole milk, nuts and cheese, as well as 
the traditional butter and oils. Protein 
includes the proteins in vegetable foods 
(especially high are soybeans, spinach 
and tofu - on par with milk and cheese 
for protein value), extra protein from 
complementary use of vegetables, skim 
milk, eggs, fish and other meats. Dollar 
for dollar, the cheapest protein is that 
found in vegetable foods, and if you're 
eating a varied diet you should get 
enough from these alone, certainly so if 
you consciously complement them (see 
“complementary proteins,” below). The 
most “perfect” (easily and efficiently 
used) protein is that found in eggs, 
which are incredibly cheap. For those 
with ethical dilemmas about factory 
farming, see “esoteric food stuffs.” 


Fruits and greens 


hese are pretty self-explanatory. The 
main purpose of fruit in the diet is to 
keep up morale. Eat a piece of fruit 
every day and you should have no 
problem keeping your spirits up, most of 
the time anyway. “Greens” means fresh 
greens: spinach, alfalfa sprouts and 
crucifers such as broccoli and cabbage; 
the greener the better. Popular lore to 
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the contrary, caffeine and sugar are not 
food groups, and spices or drugs such as 
tea do not count as vegetables. For 
people who drink a lot of coffee, it’s 
important to get a lot of water. Caffeine 
dehydrates you, and without a conscious 
effort to the contrary it’s easy to drain 
yourself dry. Vitamins are another 
recommended supplement in the World 
According to Rory, and for maximum 
effect should be taken immediately after 
a meal. My strategy on vitamins is just 
to get the biggest hunkin’ horse-pill of a 
multi-vite I can find (go to a health- 
food store), with extra B-complex 

during times of stress and extra C as 
well during times of cold and illness. 
Really good vitamins make you piss 
fluorescent green. 


Complementary 
Proteins 
lot of people have focused on the 
need for broad-spectrum proteins (those 
high in the basic eight amino acids) as 
a way to ensure proper nutrition. With 
the numbers going steadily down, the 
jury is still out on how much of this 
“complete protein” a person needs, but 
for those who are concerned there is an 
easy way to make sure you get enough 
and more than enough protein through 
the use of complementary vegetable 
proteins. Because different vegetables 
are high in different amino acids, 
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putting them together (either in one 
dish or by eating them throughout the 
day) increases the usable protein “take” 
otherwise available from the foods if 
eaten separately or on different days. 
The general categories for strong 
protein complements are: Beans and 
rice (at a ratio of 1:2); soy and rice (as 
low as 1:5); potatoes and milk; wheat 
and milk and beans and grains. The 
classic book on the high-protein 
vegetable diet and on protein 
complements in general is Frances 
Moore-Lappe’s Diet for a Small Planet, 
widely available in used-book stores and 
on the S.U. porch. 


Spices 


haven’t really learned to use spices 
yet, but those people who have can do 
incredible things with virtually any 
food, from beans and rice to soups to 
salad dressings and beyond. Learn to use 
spices. A good way to do this is to look 
up foods you like in a cookbook (see 
below) or simply ask a friend who 
already knows for a few basic tricks 
(oregano goes with tomato sauce; cumin 
is “the Mexican spice”; garlic goes in 
just about anything; pepper goes well on 
top). The cookbook New Laurel's 
Kitchen contains a good section on 
spices (pp. 230-233) including spices 
that help cut down on the flatulent 
effects of beans (p. 293). 





I 
©). of the best things you can do 
with food is increase morale. Low 
nutrition and a monotonous diet will do 
you in very quickly. Eating a variety of 
foods (including greens, fresh fruit and 
vitamins) will help prevent this 
enormously, as will taking an interest 
in your food and slowly learning to cook 
it well. Eat with other people. 
Fellowship is an important part of the 
general eating experience, and inviting 
people over for dinner needn't be a major 
production. Make yourself a high- 
protein meal. In my experience, high- 
protein foods can offer an enormous 
boost, almost drug-like. Protein at 
breakfast is especially useful, and if 
you're not eating breakfast, well, what 
more is there to say about your morale? 
Sugar will mess with your metabolism 
in big ways. Try to keep it down to a 
tablespoon or two per day. 

Classical Greek physicians, by the 
way, dealt with almost nothing but 
diet. Don’t think for a minute that your 


diet isn’t affecting the way you feel. 
Use that knowledge to your advantage. 


Cooking and Cookbooks 


ookbooks help a lot. Learn to cook. 
In general, cookbooks fall into two types, 
the ones with instructions and the ones 
with only recipes. Among those with 
instructions | recommend Frances 
Moore Lappe’s Diet for a Small Planet, 
The New Laurel’s Kitchen, The 
Tassajara Bread Book and The Absolute 
Beginner’s Cookbook (new this year). 
The first three emphasize inexpensive 
cooking with whole foods and the last is 
a good introduction to “mainstream” 
cookery. Books that are primarily 
recipes include The Moosewood 
Cookbook and Enchanted Broccoli Forest 
(both by Molly Katzen), The Joy of 
Cooking (by Irma Rombauer) and The 
Cross Creek Cookery by Margary 
Kinnan Rawlings. An instruction-and- 
theory-only book I highly recommend for 
life in general (a sort of lifelong 
student handbook) is Ernest 
Callenbach’s 1972 Living Poor with 
Style (now out of print). The public 
library is also full of good cookbooks. 
Especially useful for those living 
cheaply are the straightforward ethnic 
cookbooks (soul food, oriental, Indian, 
European and Mexican; and don’t forget 
white ethnic American traditions such 
as those of the Amish and 
Mennonites). Ethnic food has the 
advantage that most of it was devised 
by poor people, who tend to be very 
clever, especially when it comes to food. 

Comfort Foods 

L.. good to have a stock at home of 
sure-fire comfort foods, foods you can 
make when you're sick and which will 
help you through virtually any time. 
My personal comfort foods include 
Campbell’s split-pea-with-ham soup; 
macaroni and cheese; potato, milk and 
onion soup and ramen. The purpose of 
comfort foods is to be there when you 
can’t do much else. 

Sure-fire morale foods are the easy 
ones to fix that virtually always bring 
me way up. These are the oh-my-god- 
I’m-bumming foods that I count on to 
keep me sane. Try them especially 
during reading week and finals. 


Beans and Rice: 2 parts cooked 
brown rice to one can VanDeCamp’s 
Pork and Beans with chopped onion. 


Burrito with beans, rice, yogurt, 
onion, sprouts and Tabasco 


Tuna on whole wheat (one can 
Albacore with mayo and relish); glass of

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For those who are interested, 
Albacore tuna is the only politically 
correct sort of tuna to buy (also sold as 
“solid white”). Orher kinds of tuna are 
caught in drift nets, which decimate 
both dolphin and seabird populations. 
Greenpeace and others say: if you eat 
tuna, eat Albacore. California table 
grapes are presently being boycotted 
because of the pesticides used, though 
wine and raisins are not. 

For those who are concerned with 
factory farming, eggs from free-running 
chickens are available at People’s Food 
Store (one block north of Powell on S.E. 
21st Avenue), as is fresh milk in 
returnable glass jugs (far better for the 
environment than either plastic or 


waxed cardboard). Senn’s Dairy at SE 
36th and Powell carries a broader range 
of dairy products in returnable glass 
jugs (check out their egg-nog at 
Christmas!). 

Other places with esoteric foodstuffs 
include Corno’s (massive bulk foods, 
including Middle Eastern stuff) 
Anzen’s (Japanese, near Corno’s at 736 
NE Union) and various other oriental 
markets scattered around the city. I’d 
recommend any of these before the 
mainstream stores such as Slaveway, 
Thriftway and Mormon Joe Albertson's. 
Plunder the mainstream stores for 
their weekly specials and loss-leader 
items (check out the Food Day 
supplement in the Tuesday paper for 
their ad-sheets) but let us not forget 


eating cheaply 


that where we spend is important. 
When you buy food you're passing on 
money, and money is power. Your $20.00 
a week can make a big difference to the 
smaller, local merchant. 

Places and products I recommend 
against patronizing are The Daily 
Grind (anti-choice abortion stance; 
anti-lesbian) and Alpenrose milk 
products (sold at Thriftway, both under 
that label and as “Western Family” 
brand). Alpenrose, too, is anti-gay. In 
general, People’s is the most politically- 
correct place around, and also has 
relatively inexpensive organic foods 
(including raisins and grains) and 
hard-to-find things such as soy flour.

Because it had always annoyed me 
that I did not know what went on in the 
Development Building (a nondescript 
tan box behind the library), I dropped by 
one day to ask (I am extremely nosy).

The Student Union is, potentially, 
one of the most useful structures on 
campus. It is the large wooden building 
that sits amidst the coffee shop/ Paradox 
Cafe chaos behind Eliot and the Old 
Dorm Block and around the corner from 
Commons. Inside you will find all sorts of 
great space in which to hang out, study, 
or whatever suits your fancy. It is, above 
all, student space. The S.U. serves well 
and often as students’ home away from 
hell, (or hell away from home), during the 
course of their pursuits here at Reed. In 
addition, it serves as home for various 
campus organizations including The 
Quest office, the student body president’s 
office and the student darkroom, all of 
which are outside, opposite the coffee 
shop on the other end of the porch.

A recent addition to the S.U. has 
been the Reed Recycling Center located 
in the middle of the porch. This is a great 
facility that students who were interested 
in environmental responsibility put 
together themselves and maintain 
through the Recycling Coop. It has 
barrels for recyclable glass, metal, and 
paper, and handy signs so you can sort 
what you pitch. 

Crashing at the S.U. is a common 
practice among many of the late night 
practitioners of vice, (including all night 
paper production and/or exercises in 
inebriation and vegetation). Be aware 


that your sleep may be cut short in the 
morning by the hellish whirr of the S.U.

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Recycling, as if it Mattered

If your main goal in recycling is 
protecting the environment, chances are 
you've got it all wrong. Recycling only 
mitigates environmental damage. True 
defenders of the earth don’t recycle much 
at all in the conventional sense of the 
word. Far better to avoid even the 
beginnings of evil by avoiding disposable 
goods in the first place. “Disposable goods 
for disposable people,” as the saying goes. 
Fortunately, there are a number of ways to 
minimize the amount of “trash” one 
generates, and here in Portland (and at 
Reed) recycling itself is pitifully easy. 


T Reduction 
he best way to minimize 


environmental damage (this side of the 
law, anyway) is to drastically reduce the 
amount of material you bring into your 
life in the first place. A culture that 
measures its standard of living by the 
amount of refined metals it discards is a 
culture insane. Reduce, reduce, and 
simplify, simplify, simplify. Unnecessary 
and frivolous packaging is one prime 
target for reduction (approximately half of 
all paper products used in the United 
States go for packaging). Disposable 
dishes, flatware and napkins are an 
outrage. Buying foods in bulk (to cut 
down on packaging) and carrying around 
a bandana, fork and coffee cup (to avoid 
paper napkins, plastic-ware and styrofoam 
respectively) are two commonly used 
reduction strategies. 


S Repair 
imple enough, eh? Scavenge, 
improvise and only acquire the sort of 
quality goods that you can take care of 
yourself, A person who can repair things 
and who knows how to see the material 
and value in items that a regular dondo 
would discard is a boon at any time. “A 
man never stood the lower in my 
estimation,” wrote Thoreau, “for having a 
patch in his trousers.” And indeed most 
would agree that he should stand all the 
higher. 

Re-use 
E., things that cannot be repaired or 
for some reason absolutely must come 


into one’s life, a second-best strategy is to 
keep them them around and re-use them 


as long as possible. The thing I tend to 
accumulate, re-use and re-use again is 
plastic bread wrappers. For some people 
it’s yogurt containers. Whatever it is, re- 
use it, re-use it, and re-use it until it turns 
to dust. Sixteen-ounce mayonnaise jars 
make the best coffee cups I know of 
(complete with lids for carrying them to 
school). Paper sacks are almost always 
welcome at thrift shops and food co-ops 
(from those times when you forgot your 
backpack and so just had to take a sack 
from the local Slaveway). Anyone with 
half a brain can come up with a thousand 
uses for common household items, so I 
won't list them here, but the general trick 
to intelligent re-use is to look at an item 
and see its material and form, not just the 
specialized use it entered your life serving. 
Returnable glass milk jugs and pop bottles 
are a good example of institutionalized re- 
use. (The average pop bottle is used 16-17 


times.) 


Recycling 
N ow recycling, strictly speaking, is 
the breaking up, melting down or pulping 
of one material for re-use as the same or a 
similar material, at a tremendous savings 
in energy, resources and lives. Recycled 
aluminum, for example, is one of the most 
dramatic energy-savers around, requiring 
only 4% as much energy to recycle as it 
does to extract from the original ore. 
From composting kitchen scraps to 
properly re-directing one’s torn and 
useless plastics, recycling is the answer 
and appropriate adjunct to the whole 
range of reduction, repair and re-use 
strategies. Repaired, re-used or recycled, it 
simply isn’t waste anymore (or not a total 
waste). Before being recycled, though, all 
recyclables must be properly sorted. 
Below, then, is a list of categories for 
sorting just about everything recyclable 
that you can think of (and maybe a few 
new ones that you haven't): 

ORGANICS: Kitchen scraps and yard 
debris; small, dead animals and hair. 
These materials should be composted. 
There are dozens of books that can tell 
you how to do this, some are available on 
the Student Organizations shelf in the 
reserve room. The easiest way for those 
with a yard is to dig a hole about 12” deep 
(and as big across), drop in 6” of organics 


and put the dirt back on. Fungi.and 
bacteria will do the rest, eventually 
reducing everything to soilstuff. The 
smaller the pieces and the greater the 
surface area, the more quickly things 
return. Sawdust, for example, will 
decompose more quickly than the log or 
branch it came from. One can also use the 
window toss method (just open up and 
heave) but keep in mind that not 
everyone will appreciate this, ecological 
elegance or no. 

PAPER: Separate by type. Newsprint 
and Ledger Paper are picked up at Reed; 
Newsprint at curbside by all garbage 
haulers and Cardboard by Sunflower 
Recycling (for those on their regular 
recycling service). One cannot emphasize 
enough the importance of properly 
sorting. 

Newsprint: Not including unrecyclable, 
clay-impregnated glossies or magazines. 
(The only way to recycle magazines is to 
pass them on to friends.) A pile of 
newspapers as tall as you can save an 
entire tree or more, which is important 
since even one edition of a major Sunday 
paper can take tens of thousands of trees 
to produce when made from virgin pulp. 
(Share papers when you can, eh?) 
Ledger Paper: Sort into three basic 
types: Barred Computer Paper, White 
Ledger and Colored Ledger. Barred 
computer paper is exactly what it sounds 
like (found only in the IRC) while white 
ledger paper includes ryping, notebook, 
photocopy and Macintosh papers. 
Heavily printed white ledger (more than 
40% ink) should be recycled with colored 
ledger. Computer paper can be mixed 
with white ledger (and both with colored 
ledger) but should be kept separate when 
possible (since they are a higher grade and 
worth far more that way). Ledger paper 
does not include PLASTIC ENVELOPE 
WINDOWS, VERY BRIGHT COLORS OR 
ADHESIVE MAILING LABELS. Avoid these 
things when you can. 

Cardboard: Uncoated plain brown 
cardboard and craft paper (torn paper 
bags) go together under this category. 
Cold cereal and Saltine boxes (both 
coated cardboard) do not. 

Scrap Paper: Coated cardboard and/or 
mixed ledger paper. Sunflower Recycling 
accepts this at site, so save up a whole 
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bunch and take it on down. Boxes are 
easier to store, of course, when punched 
out and flattened. Scrap paper is bundled 
up and sent off to Asia, whence it returns 
as paper egg cartons and somesuch. 
PLASTICS: Yes, plastics. Plastic recycling 
is spreading rapidly, and for better or 
worse is now a growth industry. Alchough 
it is quite possible to make plastics from 
organic materials so that they will 
decompose in the soil or in some other 
biological stew, for now mainstream 
industry seems intent on sticking us with 
the standard petroleum forevers. 
Although I cannot emphasize enough the 
need to reduce generation of plastics, 
Reed Recycling will try to have a special 
Plastics Recycling Day once or twice a 
semester, So the categories for storing 
your recyclable plastics in the interim are: 
Rigid-Brittle: Things such as common 
yogurt containers. If you squeeze them too 
hard they break. 

Rigid-Pliable: Things like margarine 
tubs and shampoo bottles. When you 
squeeze them they won’t break. 

Soft: Mainly plastic bags, from torn 
bread sacks and Saran-crap to heavier 
garbage bags and cheaper tarps. 

Milk Jugs: Both plastic milk jugs and 
those wasteful, disposable juice 
containers. Because of the high purity of 
the polyethylene in uncolored milk jugs it 
is best to keep them separate (they're 
worth more to the recycler that way). You 
may rinse and crush them to save space, 
but far better to avoid them entirely. For 
milk in returnable glass jugs, see People’s 
Co-Op (in the “Living Cheaply” article) 
or visit Senn’s at 36th and Powell. 
GLASS: From jars and bottles. Sort by 
color into Clear, Brown and Green, being 
sure to remove both lids and any 
styrofoam or plastic labels (ugh). Rinsing 
is important; removing small paper labels 
an act of courtesy. Window glass, safety 
glass, mirrors and Pyrex are not recyclabe 
with regular jars and bottles, so don’t 
include those, please. 

METAL: Most of the metals you will 
encounter will be either steel or 
aluminum. Whatever the metal, though, 
it is important to recycle it. Mining ore is 
an intensely disruptive activity wherever 
it is done, and in the United States even 
designated wilderness areas and national 
parks are open to this sort of activity and 
in danger of being mined. 

Steel: “Tin” cans and most jar lids. The 
easiest way to store tin cans is to rinse 
them out, open both ends and (folding 
the ends inside the can) stomp on them 


to flatten. Beer caps and similar lids are 
not recyclable this way unless the plastic 
liner is removed. It’s perfectly okay if 
things are rusted. 

Aluminum: Foil, some cans, cheap 
cookware and the ends of frozen-juice- 
concentrate containers. Beverage cans are 
also aluminum, though because those 
purchased in Oregon have a deposit on 
them they are worth more when returned 
to the store (see “Bottle Bill” below). 
Better still to avoid aluminum beverage 
cans and cookware entirely. (Internalized 
aluminum has been linked to Alzheimer’s 
Disease.) 

Other Metals: If you see a stray screw, 
bolt or bicycle rim, toss it in your pocket 
or put it in a coffee can. Sort as you're 
able: Copper, unusual Steel, Aluminum 
Alloy or what-have-you, and take it down 
to Sunflower. Be sure all parts are clean of 
oil, dirt and plastics. Again, rust is okay. It 
takes a lot of ore to make a little bit of 
metal, folks, so don’t be bashful about 
picking the stuff up. Every scrap and 
shrapnel counts. 

OIL: Used motor oil is officially a 
hazardous substance. Put it in a milk jug 
(with lid!) for your monthly curbside 
pick-up (see below) or call and see if the 
nearest service station will take it (most 
do). Don’t empty your oil into a storm 
sewer; virtually every grate on campus 
empties into the canyon, and every other 
empties somewhere else. If you want to 
buy recycled oil, choose “multi-grade.” 
THINGS THAT ARE NEVER 
RECYCLABLE: Styrofoam. Waxed 
papers. Waxed cardboard (as in milk 
cartons) and foil paper (as in Hershey 
bars). Styrofoam. Incinerator ash. 
Styrofoam. (Yeah, yeah. We're still 
getting styrofoam from SAGA, but 
evidently Marriot bought ten zillion 
dollars worth of styro cups just before 
Portland passed the new law against non- 
crucial use, so we're stuck with them until 
they're all gone.) 

Recycling in Portland (and at Reed) is 
amazingly easy. For newspapers, bottles, 
cans and oil, Portland law requires every 
garbage hauler in the city to provide a free 
monthly pick-up of recyclables to all 
single-family residences (though not 
apartments or businesses). At Reed there 
are recycling barrels all over the place (BE 
SURE TO SORT THINGS PROPERLY!) and 
Sunflower Recycling accepts just about 
everything except plastics at their site, 
twenty-four hours a day (SE 26th and 
Gladstone, call 238-1640 for more 


information or if you're interested in their 


excellent garbage or yard-debris services). 
For those even more eager (or who forget 
all of this information) there is Metro’s 
Recycling Hotline at 224-5555. They can 
also answer many of your questions. "Nuff 
said. 


Oregon's Bottle Bill 

I n case you haven't noticed, all beer 
and soda containers in the state of 
Oregon have a mandatory five or ten cent 
deposit on them (though not wine coolers 
or wine bottles, yet). This makes it 
especially important not to throw away 
these containers (and furthermore, to 
recycle every wine or cooler bottle you 
stumble across). Proper etiquette should 
you see such a container in a trash can is 
to remove the container and neatly set it 
on the ground or floor beside the trash 
can. A goodly number of Earth Defenders, 
bums and other thrifty people collect the 
cans for spare pocket change and lunch 
money. Throwing away a returnable 
container in Oregon is considered very, 
very uncool. 

Victories To Be Won 

f you want to do more for the earth 

than just recycle a few things yourself 
there are a number of things still to be 
done to expand recycling right here at 
Reed. These include getting rid of the 
ultra-bright papers in the print shop; 
getting recycled paper into the bookstore 
co-op, printing services, copy machines 
and image-writers; getting styrofoam off 
campus (Lewis and Clark did it) and 
seeing that the Reed Catalog is once 
again printed on recycled paper. There is 
no reason whatsoever that people at Reed 
couldn’t be using recycled and recyclable 
papers in almost everything they do, and 
virtually all of these things could be 
accomplished within a year’s time. All it 
takes is one person (or a group of people) 
to get things started.

For an exhaustive guide to the many 
and various offices of the college and the 
services they provide, see that other 
handbook. The offices with which we are 
herein concerned are those under the 
Student Services umbrella: Residential 
Life, Student Activities, Job Placement 
and Career Advising, Health and 
Counseling, the Associate Dean of 
Students, and the Dean of Student 
Services. What they have in common is 
the provision of non-academic services 
that are supposed to make your life easier 
and better. Now, most of the time, most 
people can get what they want or need, 
but sometimes dealing with these folks is 
like pulling teeth because of the necessity 
of wading through the profession-speak, 
and the obsessive and petty concerns over 
liability, public relations, and the like. 

Certain complex and tedious functions 
are wonderfully suited to a large-scale 
bureaucratization. These offices provide 
essential support for people immersed in 
an intensive academic program, but, just 
as in any bureaucracy, they have 


developed their own standard operating 
procedures. Unfortunately, those 
procedures are as frequently informed by 
new ideas picked up at some conference 
for administrators, or by directives from 
above, as they are by your needs and 
desires. In short, the people in the offices, 
who have the resources, decide how they 
can help you best, and will proceed to do 
so with the best of intentions. 


HELPING THE REED COMMUNITY 
IN ITS FIGHT FOR DRUGS. 
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If this sounds like a recipe for 
institutional paternalism and resentful 
youth, you're getting the drift of the 
possibilities. But that outcome is averted 
to the extent that administrators bring 
both professional and human credentials 
to the job, and to the extent that students 
don’t leave them the task of figuring out 
how best to help. 

When you go in with a complaint, or 
problem, or just to chat, keeping in mind 
their parameters and expectations will 
greatly improve the productivity of your 
conversation. Don’t expect to change 
their way of thinking— they are paid to 
think this way, and you are not. Do ask 
them to explain why policies and 
procedures are as they are and what 
purposes they serve. 

Criticisms per se will not poison the 
interchange, but accusations and anything 
that might be called an outburst is outré. 
Be prepared to make some concessions to 
their timelines and priorities, and even 
your most unique needs may be met. 





Dumpster Diving

It’s the middle of the month, and 
somehow that $100 you budgeted for food 
and entertainment seems to have spent 
itself. Or maybe the money Mommy and 
Daddy were sending you stopped 
irreversibly after you announced that you 
were dropping all your physics classes and 
becoming an art major. When the pangs of 
hunger come bronze clawed like a hawk, 
or more probably, when you get tired of 
the constant starch and cold-germ fair of 
scrounging, you might consider the 
plethora that is to be had from our local 
dumpsters. 

Dumpstering isn’t for everybody (in 
fact, if you're having qualms at this point, 
please stop and leave the good hauls for 
the rest of us). However, if you are willing 
to get your hands a bit dirty you can eat 


good, tasty food and pay next to nothing 
for it. 

The first question most people ask 
about dumpstering is, “If the food is still 
good why is it in the dumpster?” The 
answer lies in the fact that large chain 
stores (Safeway, Albertson’s, and 
Thriftway to a lesser extent) try to project 
a certain atmosphere and attract and 
certain clientele. Suppose a carton of eggs 
is dropped during stocking and several 
break all over the rest. Rather than pay 
someone to wash the eggs and have them 
appear on the shelf in a strange or less 
than pristine container, the whole crate is 
thrown out. Or consider a bunch of 
cauliflower which develops a brown spot 
on one corner. This might look 
unappealing on the shelves and, though 


after 30 seconds of trimming the thing is 
perfectly edible, into the dumpster it goes. 
Many of the higher priced stores will often 
discard food right after or shortly before it 
reaches the expiration date, even though 
the items are often good for several weeks 
after this. For all the reasons listed, the 
best dumpstering is usually at the more 
expensive, “snobbish” stores. Stores which 
stress low prices over atmosphere and cater 
to a poorer clientele are generally bad for 
dumpstering. Corno’s, for example, keeps 
their dumpster locked up and judging by 
some of the food still on the shelves 
inside, the fare is probably pretty bad by 
the time it reaches the dumpster. For this 
reason too, Thriftway is generally only 
good for produce (though excellent for 
this). I have found items removed from 
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the shelves in October that had expired in 
July. 

Hints and safety: With a few 
precautions the health risks from 
dumpstering are minimal, and certainly 
less than those associated with scrounging, 
where one runs a significant risk of 
contracting Hepatitis, Mono and a host of 
other diseases. Look at is this way, the 
human mouth contains more microbes 
that are dangerous to human than any 
other environment. 

The biggest problem most people 
encounter in dumpstering is overcoming 
initial squeamishness about climbing into 
the dumpster. No, the little man from the 
store doesn’t always always leave the best 
morsels on top for you (though this is 
alleged to be the practice at Nature’s). To 
really give the dumpster a thorough going 
over you've actually got to (gack) climb in 
and rummage around with your baby-soft 
digits. Look at it this way, you can tell the 
story later at your parent’s country club 
and make a few old ladies ill. You’re also 
developing an affinity with the depressed 
masses and gleaning material for your first 
novel. 

On a more serious note, when I first 
published this article in the Quest, several 
people expressed concern that the practice 
of dumpstering might actually be taking 
food from those who “really need it.” After 
some consideration I have come to the 
conclusion that, while this concern might 
be justified in some areas, the bounty of 
food in the dumpsters as well as the 
limited number of foragers in this area 
seems to suggest that there is not much 
chance of this happening at the present 
time. If however, in the course of your 
conversations with other dumpster 
patrons, you sense any indication that 
pressure from Reedies is pushing out 
others, we might all consider curtailing our 
haul to some extent. 

A good method here is to start at one 
side of the dumpster and begin digging 
downwards, piling boxes and unused 
debris on the opposite side. Don’t bother 
with plastic trash bags, they nearly always 
contain only trash. When pulling up 
produce boxes, particularly from the 
bottom of the heap, try not to spill their 
contents while bringing them up to look 
at them. It’s much nicer to sort through 
your tomatos up above rather than at the 
bottom you’ve spilled them in the reeking 
liver. For that matter, peek into the box 
before you go to the trouble to move it up. 
Why struggle, strain and stand in rotting 
liver longer than you have to? Just move it 


aside and keep searching. A note here: you 
may want to keep a bottle of water handy 
in your car or bike bag so that you can 
wash your hands directly afterwards. It’s 
not nice to arrive in the morning to your 
math class with peach gush on your 
knuckles. Once you've searched through 
one side, move around to the other and 
start throwing refuse into the pit you've 
created. When you find usable morsels, the 
store also provides handy boxes to take 
them home in. I’ve found that a produce 
box will sit nicely on the corner of a 
dumpster, out of the way while I rummage. 
After you get home, you may have to 
spend a little more time than usual putting 
things away. Best to wash all food, just on 
general principle. Some running water and 
a paring knife will take care of any bruises 
on apples, spots on vegetables and other 
blemishes. 

The biggest danger encountered while 
dumpstering is cuts from broken glass and 
other sharp things. Be sure your tetanus 
booster is up to date (most of them last ten 
years), and be sure to wash all cuts and 
scrapes with water as soon as you get to a 
bathroom. 

As food safety goes, your biggest 
friends are your eyes and your nose. Smell 
it. If ic smells bad it probably is. Watch for 
Salmonella infested meat juice that may 
have leaked down over your fresh broccoli. 
The loose outer leaves of lettuce are 
covered with insecticide and should be 
avoided. Besides, there are plenty of 
perfectly intact heads to be found. Look at 
the dents on cans. If the dents are 
concave, go ahead and take it home, but 
IF THE DENTS ARE BULGING OUT 
STAY AWAY!! Cans bulging out could 
indicate botulism, an extremely deadly 
form of food poisoning found exclusively 
in anaerobic (without oxygen) 
environments. If you eat something 
tainted with botulism you will almost 
certainly die. Let me repeat that: Stay 
away from bulging cans! 

Dairy products should be approached 
with extreme caution. Think like a 
salmonella bacterium here. If someone 
gave you a rich protein medium to grow in 
you'd go apeshit. Cheese is almost always 
safe, provided its wrapper is fairly intact. 
Being a cultured milk product, its own 
bacteria tend to inhibit the growth of 
others to some extent. Again, use your 
nose. Most likely the cheese will have a 
spot of mold or two that can be easily cut 
off. Yogurt and other milk products should 
be approached with more caution. In hot 
weather these should almost always be 


avoided unless you can see condensation 
on the container and they feel cold. In 
cool weather, things are a bit safer. Try 
opening a container and feeling whether 
the substance inside is cooler than the air 
temperature; if it is, it’s probably safe. 
Again, think like a bacterium and follow 
your nose. Yogurt, being another cultured 
product, is a bit safer than milk and cream. 
I like to play it safe and never touch the 
latter two. Meat, being another high 
protein bacteria haven and less sterile to 
begin with than pasteurized milk products 
is generally not worth the risk unless it’s 
frozen. A good rule of thumb for things in 
this “questionable” category is to figure out 
why they were thrown out. If they bear a 
recently passed expiration date or have 
something smeared on the outside of the 
container (obviously take only dairy 
products with intact, i.e. sealed 
containers) they are most likely good if 
still cold. Ask me or my housemates about 
the twelve cases of gourmet yogurt and the 
bon-bon ice cream orgy. Remember that 
pies and some baked goods contain milk 
amd should be treated with the same 
respect. Bread is perfectly safe, though 
watch for mold. 

If you do get salmonella you probably 
won't die. Your 70 year old grandmother 
or an infant might, however. You'll just 
have a high fever, puke your guts out for 
several days and wish you would die. I 
contracted it once (from airline food, not 
dumpstered) and hence I am generally 
overly cautious. I grew up eating out of 
dumpsters and know many people who do 
the same. I have yet to know or hear of 
anyone who has ever gotten sick from the 
practice. 

One more thing. Like many sensible 
things this practice is illegal. No doubt the 
store fears a law suit if some dumb-ass gets 
him/herself poisoned or diseased from their 
dumpster. More likely they fear the 
“disreputable elements” digging in their 
dumpsters may scare away paying 
customers. I have been bitched at several 
times by one of our friendly neighborhood 
store managers, but though I would love to 
take a case to court and throw statistics 
about hunger in the U.S. at the judge, I 
have not had any trouble from the police. 
Still, you should try to keep a low profile. 
Don't go with a bunch of rowdy friends or 
scatter garbage around. Don’t be 
problem. 

This seems pretty easy doesn’t it? If the 
stores find that their dumpsters are causing 
too much attention they will readily lock 
them up (Woodstock Safeway already does 
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this), and we will all be resigned to 
walking in the front door for our 
munchies. 

I have tried to give a list of rough 
pointers. Specific things like what days our 
local cornucopias are dumped (and are 
thus empty) have been omitted on 


purpose because you should discover them 
for yourself, and I’m not yet sure of them. 
If anyone wants to sample the finished 
product, come by our house any Saturday 
evening for dinner. Actually, none of you 
probably want to eat garbage or dig around 
in smelly, dark places. You might get your 


hands or occasionally your clothes dirty. 
I’m sure you'd all much rather take your 
food home in a nice paper bag with a 
receipt... 
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Moving Around In Portland

Getting around, whether on campus or 
in the real world, requires some form of 
transportation. The easiest and, alas, most 
overlooked form is your own pair of feet. 
Portland is well laid out and beats most 
other cities for walking (I’m from 
Nashville, I know what I’m talking about). 
The city is divided into east and west by 
the Willamette River and north and south 
by Burnside Street. Street names are 
prefixed by letters designating which 
quadrant they’re in (Reed is on S.E. for 
southeast Woodstock), so it’s easy to find 
your way around. Reedies, despite alleged 
altruistic leanings, often share the general 
public’s opposition to basic foot transport, 
and should therefore know the available 


options. 


Public Transport 


B uses: Portland’s mass transit system, 
Tri-Met, is adequate but uninspiring. You 
can get where you need eventually, and 
current route and scheduling information 
is readily available. The #19 runs on 
Woodstock and stops at three places in 
front of campus. The #10 runs along 
Steele, behind the soccer field. Both go 
downtown. The #75 goes north on 39th 
and will take you to the Hawthorne area. 
The #5 runs down Hawthorne and across 
the Hawthorne Bridge to downtown. Fare 
is $0.85, exact change only, which will 
allow you to ride in a limited area (two 
zones - including downtown) for an hour 
and a half. Schedules for the #19 are 
posted in the library and bookstore and 
available at the latter and many fine 
establishments up the hiil. 

If you really want to learn the finer 
points of both Tri-Met and MAX, the 
light rail system, you should get the Tri- 
Met guide, available at the bookstore 
(occasionally) and at the main office in 
Pioneer Courthouse Square downtown 
(the #19 and #10 pass it). It costs two 


dollars, has every bus schedule, and comes 
with a multi-color map that is 
indispensable for understanding the 
system, and is also a good street map. 
Some Reedies, however, are much too 
good to be seen using such plebeian forms 
of transport and opt for their own wheels. 


O Infern m ion 
ne question first. Why? Hurry! 
Hurry! To an early coronary in a smog 
filled atmosphere. If you enjoy poisoning 
yourself and everyone else, however, there 
are two basic options: 

Autos: They can be cheap to buy, but are 
always expensive to own. Upkeep is 
expensive, as is insurance, which is 
required by law (they will take away your 
license if you don’t have it). Unless you 
(or your folks) are well-off, you may wish 
to avoid autos. However, if you do own 
one, here's a few basics: 
Maintenance/Repair: The best plan for 
the Reedie on a budget is to buy a manual 
and “do it yourself.” If you've never gotten 
your hands dirty before, there are lots of 
folks around who have and wouldn’t mind 
giving you a hand if you buy the beer- 
these mechanically-minded Reedies may 
also be willing to actually do the work for 
a sum considerably less than the pros. 
Check around. 

If you want a real auto mechanic to 
work on your beast, a good bet is Repair 
Right Auto at 28th and Steele, next to the 
7-11. They’re nearby and honest; what 
more could you ask? 

Motorcycles: The folks at Emmanuel 
Hospital call them “murdercycles”, or 
“donorcycles.” They are an alternative to 
autos which seem to be enjoying a 
resurgence of popularity at Reed. 
Motorcycles are considerably cheaper to 
maintain and insure than are autos; they 


are also astonishingly more dangerous. 
Choose wisely, Luke. If you haven’t ever 


had a motorcycle before, Portland (land of 
blind, imbecile drivers and 300 days of 
rain a year) is probably not a good place to 
start. 

Maintenance/Repair: If you ride a bike, 
you probably do either all or none of your 
work yourself. If you do your own work 
and get stuck, there is a cadre of riders at 
Reed who are generally happy to provide 
you with the benefit of their experience. 
Just ask. 


Bicycles 


ow, if you’ve finally come to your 
senses about this motorized schlock, you 
can learn about real personal wheels, 
bicycles. first, do you own one? No, huh. 
Think about how you will use the bicycle 
you are about to purchase. This is perhaps 
the most important and least often 
considered criterion. Most likely it will be 
basic transportation. With this and a 
rough price range in mind, call or go to 
some of the shops listed at the end of this 
article (The people at Citybikes and the 
Bicycle Repair Collective seem to know 
the most about actually gettin’ round - 
A.M.) and tell chem what you want. Don’t 
let them dazzle you with flashy paint and 
racy names. Some of what they say will be 
technoblather (more at some shops than 
at others). Above all, test ride everything 
you are considering to make sure it fits you 
(bikes come in different sizes) and feels 
right. If a shop won't let you, don’t buy 
from them. Used bikes offer a great way to 
get better quality for your dollar. Some 
shops carry them and you can always find 
at least one on bulletin boards in the shops 
and around campus. finally, as with 
motorcycles, GET A SNELL FOUNDATION 
APPROVED HELMET AND FUCKING WELL 
WEAR IT! Sure, it looks funky and feels a 
bit uncomfortable at first, but head trauma 
is no fun.

ve a bike you'll want 
to know about repairs. You will be pleased 
to know you own (via the student body) 
quite a few high quality bike tools which 
reside, along with volunteer mechanics, in 
a small shed in the canyon (It's true - they 
live down there!)

[Ed. note: See “Stuff to Do- Resources” ] 
hours are almost always posted on its door. 
If they don’t have what you need try the 
Bicycle Repair Collective on 45th and 
Belmont. Both places presume you want to 
do the labor yourself. If you don’t most 
shops will do it for you. Portland offers: 
Beckwith’s Bicycles 

Up the hill by Safeway

OK, OK. I know how it is. You’re out 
of high school (Thank God...) and far 
from home for maybe the first real length 
of time. It’s time to party and you know it. 
Especially since you're free of the cops and 
law enforcement in general, right? 

Well, maybe. For some of you the 
above may summarize your feelings. Even 
if it doesn’t, you should read this with 
equal attention. For Reed has a Security 
department, even if it is officially referred 
to by the incredibly wimpy moniker 
"Community Safety.“ As this euphemism 
implies, the department does not want to 
regulate your personal behavior and will 
try to avoid doing so at all costs. We 
(yeah, we’re both employed by the 
department) like to think that you're all 
highly intelligent and responsible adults 
(hah!) and won't do anything 
spectacularly stupid. "Oh really” you say. 
"What is your definition of spectacularly 
stupid” Well, I'll tell you. 

It’s actually got a lot to do with the 
Honor Principle. This concept has been 
falling into disfavor around here lately, but 
in the situations where Community Safety 
would be involved, it’s still fairly simple. 


Read the Honor Principle and think about 
the guidelines below:

¢ Don’t harass people. 

e Don’t assault people. 

e Try and be sensitive to other 
people’s feelings. 

Easy enough, don’t you think? 
Guidelines for life in general, actually. If 
you follow them, we (Community Safety, 
that is) can get down to the real task - 
protecting yo’ wimpy white asses! (My 
heartfelt apologies to black freshmen, if, 
by some fluke, we have any...) 

Community Safety is assigned to patrol 
the campus, lock and unlock doors, handle 
emergency calls, get off-campus help (if 
necessary), deal with threatening 
outsiders, tow illegally parked cars, take 
theft reports and help you out in general. 
As I mentioned before, we are not here to 
give you a hard time. As a matter of fact, 
we regard some actions (so-called 
"victimless crimes“) as a matter of free 
choice - you would probably indulge 
yourself whether or not we disapproved. 
So why should we bother? Just keep your 
nose clean off-campus, OK? The civil

authorities are less understanding then we 
are. Incidentally, if you have a problem 
with a victimless crime, that is, you are 
unhappy with something that you are 
doing - you're having a bad time, you want 
it to stop - we are willing to help, although 
that is mostly the Infirmary’s department.

C ommunity Safety can be reached at 
two different numbers. The number for 
emergencies or when you need a 
Community Safety Officer (CSO) is 
extension 533 (777-7533 from off- 
campus); to reach the security office 
during business hours dial extension 379. 
For general information call the 
switchboard (dial ”O“ or, from off-campus, 
771-1112). 

During business hours, calls are routed 
to the Security Office or the switchboard, 
either of which can send a CSO to help 
you out. After business hours, they will be 
taken by a dispatcher at the switchboard 
who can contact a CSO by radio and send 
them wherever they are needed. There are 
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1 to 3 CSO's on duty at all times. If you’ve 
got a serious problem, we can also get you 
Police-Fire-Ambulance (also available 
from any phone on campus: dial 9-911). 
When you call us - identify yourself, your 
location and your problem. Location is 
important, especially if you want us to find 
you. 
The dispatch office will be at the Eliot 
Hall switchboard (in the center of the 
main floor) beginning on September 7, 
1988. Until then it is in the SE corner of 
the SU. The main community safety 
office is in Eliot 209B. That’s the place to 
fill out theft reports and file complaints 
about service, etc. It is open during 
business hours. Bill Curtin is the 
department head and he'll be in at those 
hours. During off hours feel free to go to 
the dispatch office with problems and if 
you need to fill out a report the dispatcher 


can arrange for you to meet the CSO in 
Eliot.

(Community Safety) officers, but they are 
also pretty tolerant people who will 
frequently go out of their way to help you. 
They don’t want to harass you, but if you 
are doing something blatantly illegal they 
will have to stop you. Don’t be an 
antagonistic schmuck if you can possibly 
avoid it. 

This is a basic introduction to Reed 
Community Safety. There may also be a 
weekly column for the Quest on security 
topics and issues; keep an eye out. 


a note on the Night Bus 


he Night Bus is a bus that runs at night 
(surprise!). Perhaps that doesn’t quite 
explain it? OK, here goes... 

The night bus is a Reed van or bus 
that runs every night (barring various 
natural or unnatural disasters) to take 
Reedies home from campus. It leaves 
every half-hour from the front of the 
Library, and takes off-campus Reedies 
home to just about anywhere in SE 
Portland. Barring unforeseen technical 
difficulties, the NB runs seven days a 
week: Sunday through Thursday from 
10:30 pm until 1:00 am; and Friday and 
Saturday from 10:30 pm until 12:00 
midnight. 

Whether you live near or far away, the 
NB can be a big help, and riding can be 
quite a bit safer (as well as warmer and 
dryer when the weather is unpleasant) 
than walking home late at night. The 
incidence of Reedie-hating Portland youth 
hanging out and assaulting Reedies seems 





to be relatively low, but things do happen. 
So, don’t feel bad about asking for a ride to 
the Hellstones, Garden East, or some such 
other nearby location; the soccer field can 
be a most unpleasant place, and it’s far 
better to be safe than sorry.

The Campus tends to be relatively 
quiet and safe, even at night, but walking 
alone is risky in any city. For that reason, 
the Community Safety department 
sponsors the Escort Service which operates 
from 9:00 pm to 1:00 am every night. By 
calling x533 from any campus phone, you 
can reach the Escorts who are just thrilled 
to walk with you to any other point on 
campus. They walk in pairs and carry a 
flashlight and radio which connects them 
directly to the CSO’s and the dispatch 
desk. 

The Service is completely volunteer 
and relies on a plentiful enthusiasm from 
students who walk a two hour shift every 
week or two. A call for volunteers will 
appear in your mailbox the first week of 
classes. If you can spare two hours every 
two weeks (come on, it’s really not much), 
please do.

(If Caucus, bless 
them, funds us again this semester, we'll 
provide free coffee, tea and goodies from 
the Paradox Café for the escorts. )

Resources 
Bike Co-Op: Located along the canyon 
just down from the mailroom. The hours 
change according to the whims of the 
students who volunteer to work, but 
someone can usually be found to help with 
maintenance. 
Coffeehouses: Coffeehouses take place in 
the S.U. and feature performers from all 
around the United States, as well as some 
from our own backyard (front lawn’). 
They happen a couple of times each 
semester, and seem to hit just when a nice 
dose of mellow music, a fire in the 
fireplace and free coffee are needed. The 
music is varied from folk, blues or jazz to 
some talented Reedies doing covers of 
Dylan tunes or their own material. They 
are well-frequented, sometimes over 100 
students, and usually free and open to the 
public. 
Collegium Musicum: First formed in 
1967, the Reed Collegium Musicum is an 
extra-curricular organization of singers and 
instrumentalists who rehearse and perform 
music with an emphasis on the earlier 
periods such as the Renaissance and 
Baroque, though music from other periods 
had also been performed. Reed students, 
faculty and staff members, and friends all 
meet together in the group, membership 
in which is by audition, and weekly 
rehearsals are held in preparation for 
public concerts held in December (sacred 
music), and May (secular music); the 
Christmas concert is repeated because of 
its popularity. Anyone interested in 
participating may get in touch with Prof. 
John Hancock in the Chemistry 
Department. 
Cool Video Board: Boasting a 400 watt 
stereo sound system and big-screen t.v., 
the Cool Video Board offers an orgasmic 
array of movies for your audio and visual 
entertainment. Presented at 8 and 10 pm 
every Friday night in Vollum Lounge, the 
videos are selected from your suggestions. 
Last year saw Blade Runner, The Wall, A 
Clockwork Orange and Fantasia, as well as 
many others.

Cultural Affairs Board: The CAB 
provides cultural events from the real 
world such as varieties of music, dance and 


theatre, in an attempt to expose Reedies 
to a broader range of current cultural 
“happenings”. In 87-88 the CAB brought 
Queen Ida and her Zydeco band, Uncle 
Bonsai, Fred Frith and Hans Reichel, 
Sparky Rucker, and a host of others. These 
are usually open to the public for a hefty 
fee, while entrance for Reedies is free or a 
couple of dollars. 

Darkroom: On the SU Porch, just east of 
the Quest office, behind the door marked, 
surprisingly enough, Darkroom, lies the 
student funded, student managed, just for 
you, better than anything, Student 
Darkroom. We provide the equipment,

The Café provides a gallery 
space for students to display art work that 
might not otherwise be seen, heard, 
experienced or whatever. In the coming 
year, we hope to buy an exciting, new 
espresso machine that really works and 
continue to plan for the renovation of the 
south end of the Student Union where we 
are located. So whatever your mother’s 
name is, drop by and see us for a while, 
and we'll be oh-so happy to talk to you. 
Pool Room: A recreation facility open 24 
hours, and cost free. Though located in 
Lower Commons, it has nothing to do 
with the food service.

Organizations 
Amnesty International: A.I. is an 
independent worldwide organization 
devoted to the preservation of 
fundamental human rights. It seeks the 
unconditional release of all “prisoners of 
conscience”, i.e. men and women detained 
because of their political beliefs, religious 
faith, sex, ethnic origin, or language, as 
well as fair and prompt trials for all 
prisoners. It also opposes incommunicado 
imprisonment, extrajudicial killings, the 
death penalty, torture and all other forms 
of cruel, inhumane, and degrading 
treatment or punishment. The Reed 
chapter of A.I. generally holds weekly 
meetings and maintains an information 
shelf in the library reserve room. Letter 
writing campaigns on behalf of prisoners of 
conscience are held every month. In 
addition, A.I. brings films and speakers on 
human rights issues to campus, often in 
conjunction with other active student 
organizations such as the International 
Forum, the Minority Affairs Board, and 
the Peace Community.

Animal Awareness: An organization to 
facilitate campus awareness of prevalent 
abuses of non-human animals in our 
society. Emphasis is on education, 
especially staying informed of choices 
individuals can make to diminish or 
discourage current inhumane practices.

International Forum: The LF. is a 
student organization committed to gaining 
and maintaining a global perspective to 
better understand our complicated and 
interdependent world. We focus on issues 
of international concern and seek to 
educate ourselves and the Reed 
community on such issues by bringing 
speakers and films, as well as musicians 
and dancers to better appreciate our 
world’s tremendous cultural history. 
Jewish Student Union: The Jewish 
Student Union fills Reed’s need for a 
forum in which you can enjoy the 
company of others with your cultural 
background. We meet approximately 
every other week for Shabbat dinners, 
discussions, cross-cultural events, parties, 
etc. What we actually do will be 
determined by your involvement. Oh, we 
also hope to have a house, in which to do 
all of these nifty things.

Liberty Forum: A libertarian organization 
dedicated to capitalism, individual 
freedom, renunciation of the initiation of 
force and limited government.

Minority Affairs Board: (Actually a 
Senate (or something) standing 
committee) We are dedicated to raising 
the awareness of the Reed community 
regarding minority issues, both in 
institutes of higher education as well as in 
the United States in general. This group is 
lobbying to establish a Black/Afro- 
American theme house and is working on 
integrating Afro-American courses into 
Reed’s curriculum. The MAB is also 
concerned with Hispanic, Native 
American and Asian-American issues. 
Our country (and local community) is 
made up of several diverse cultural groups. 
Ic’s time we recognize this ethnic diversity 
and seek to accommodate, not assimilate, 
such groups. It’s time to realize that such 
groups have had-and still have-often 
severe socio-economic barriers at the 
workplace and in schools. 

Model UN: The Model UN is a 
simulation of the real United Nations. We 
represent a country in security council 
sessions in the Portland area, then attend 
a complete Far West conference in the 
Spring. The Far West conference is now 
more international in attendance and is 
committant with an international 
academic conference on the United 
Nations’ role in peace. The idea of 
M.U.N. is to represent the nation as 
accurately as possible; this involves doing 
some amount of research and keeping 
current on life outside of our little utopia.

The pictures are diverse, with lots of group 
shots, thesis parade, the formals, the 
Halloween social, and anything else that 
caught someone's lens. There are also 
photos of seniors, with thesis titles, for 
that little something to show Mom.

The Quest: The Quest is Reed’s oft- 
scorned but always read newspaper.

While efficiency is the key to learning all 
or most of what there is to be learned here.

Combatting Reed Neurosis 





Welcome to college. You ought to 
know a little about Reed neurosis before it 
gets under your skin, which it does, almost 
without exception. What is it, what are its 
signs? Who started it? How and why does 
it continue to flourish? How can you 
prevent or dispel it? 

Reed’s neurosis is not peculiar to Reed, 
nor can it be proven that Reed is the most 
strenuous undergraduate education on the 
face of the Earth. But without doubt Reed 
is tough, for numerous reasons. Its 
reputation for being difficult attracts bright 
kids who think they want a challenge, and 
professors who challenge them by giving 
life blood, and expecting it in return. Fine. 
That goes for hundreds of schools. But 
why does the Reed student community 
love to torture itself individually and 


collectively, subtly probing each person to 
demonstrate academic, and sometimes 
intellectual intensity by certain widely- 
recognized standards and stages of 
masochism? The foremost boast among 
Reedies is sleep self-deprivation; after that 
we hear mention of inhuman caffeine 
intake, by pill, liquid or powder-- all legal 
drugs until finals weeks; starvation or 
malnutrition; smoking. Trenchcoats, dark 
clothes and pallor contribute to the 
community-wide stereotypical 
presentation of the intense/ 
intellectual/tortured artist-type look. Don’t 
get me wrong-- after four years I still fancy 
myself that type, but is it not almost a 
visual contradiction to assert that identity 
in such conventional, typecast ways? At 
any rate, those are some of the more 


obvious manifestations; “It” works in more 
insidious ways. Tales of impossible 
workloads and “thesis hell” are swapped 
with snide, wry grins, encouraging 
premature panic and lending the whole 
horrifying process an air of mystique, 
initiation, privilege. 

“So all there is to it is expectation and 
affectation,” you say, “Ha! I can ignore 
that. Who cares what those black-jeaned 
coke bottle-spectacled pretensions do to 
get off? I know I’m smart.”-- I wish you the 
best of luck. 

But even if you ignore it, it may not 
pay you the same disregard. The classroom 
can be brutal; if some emotion chances to 
get behind the “rational” banter, lay low 
or fight for your life; Reed kiddies are not 
noted for tact or politesse-- people will tell 
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you what they think of you. The need to 
be armed may drive you to stay up nights 
constructing brilliance arguments regarding 
the text. This kind of competition is very 
difficule to measure, limit or stop, once it is 
set in motion. Because grades are never 
revealed unless asked for, because 
deadlines are most often flexible, because 
it rains all che fucking time and there is 
nothing else to do, because barely one in a 
hundred aspiring intellectuals know that 
he need not also be, inherently, an 
aspiring elitist, because of Reed’s 
reputation, its expectations and statistics 
of sending you into academia in turn, and 
because the people who come want all of 
this and more unstructured but rigorous 
training, students must set the standards of 
excellence for themselves. Left to our own 
devices, being the kind of crowd we so 
often are, we set standards for ourselves 
individually impossibly high. Being of the 
egalitarian, commie mode, we mistake 
those standards for objective barometers 
and measure everyone-- including mom 
and dad and the family dog-- by them. As 
a structure within which to lear, the self- 
motivated, self-measured approach could 
be wonderful, and in the long run it is, no 
doubt more beneficial than numbers, 
grades, published G.P.A.’s and transcripts, 
but within a community which breeds and 
perpetuates insane snobbery and rampant 
insecurity, it can be deadly. Miraculously, 
relative to other competitive colleges, 
there are few suicides, but the self- 
flagellation depicted above does nothing 
for the sensitive (susceptible) or suicidal 
student’s outlook on her/himself or life. 

“Sounds black,” you say. I must agree, 
as do many, though of course there are 
those who do not agree; who, I might add, 
could probably go to any school , or war 
(for godsakes) and emerge feeling just as 
dandy about everything as when inducted. 
They are known as pillars of stability, and 
thank god for them-- as opposed to pillars 
of oblivion, who populate so much of the 
Earth’s surface and weather all such 
conditions equally well. 

But wait, before you trot over to 
Barron’s in order swiftly to transfer, allow 
me to point you toward the proverbial 
light shining through the cracks in the 
oldest metaphor around. There are tactics 
to prevent, avoid or stop Reed neurosis; 
there are ways to escape. Physical release is 
more productive than such cerebral 
inmates care to admit. I'll bet that almost 
every week of the year there will be a 
movie playing, somewhere in Portland, 
that you'd really like to see. If you have no 


money to spare, get a job off campus for a 
few hours a week. Paychecks are great. 
Then go see that movie. Or go see a band; 
clubs in P-land are cheap and sometimes 
you can even dance to the band. The 
point is, throw yourself into other things 
besides books and your own thoughts. 
Myopia does not engender brilliance, 
while balance and perspective may help. It 
is often, not rarely, more productive to go 
do something else-- read art magazines if 
they transport you. 

Reed makes great claims to 
(intellectual) diversity. It falls miserably 
short. Requiremenss for your major will 
keep you tightly reined, and for the 
honing of one ability you may forget or 
drop two or three others for four years or 
forever. But you can maintain personality 
and/or humanity by putting into yourself 
regular doses of what you want to put in-- 
if you don’t know that you're a closet 
philatelist, just be open-- it’ll keep 
curiosity alive and help you think in 
broader terms. Read the paper, listen to 
N.P.R. at dinnertime, read books for 
pleasure to fall asleep; draw; exercise if you 
have to-- you know. It all sounds clichéd 
and stupid, but try it for yourself and 
compare. Try keeping your own interests 


alive and well-fed for a month and then 
try suppressing all your personal interests 
and answering only to the demands of 
your classes for a month and see how you 
feel. 

Take time off. Transfer or go on an 
exchange program. Leave the country. 
Another clue: I don’t know what other 
undergrad library stays open regularly until 
2:30 AM and opens round the clock at 
finals time. Maybe that schedule was 
designed to accommodate a wide range of 
work schedules, but mainly it encourages 
Kamikaze students to study to their slow 
death, night after night. Go home, get 
your head to a pillow by 2:00, if you must 
(the library does get enticingly quiet after 
12:30), but sleep seven or eight or nine or 
twelve hours. It makes you smarter. 
Promise. 

And that’s what it’s all about, right? 

I don’t know how neurotic chic began, 
but I hope its founders are burning in Hell 
forever. Be aware of it, of your 
internalization of atmospheric pressure, 
and try not to buy into it. You have my 
blessing.

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Minorities at Reed 


Mingus Mapps 





Writing the definitive story of minorities at Reed is probably impossible. Coming into Reed, each person has a unique set of 
expectations. Leaving Reed, each person will have had a unique set of experiences. | cannot claim to speak for all Reed minorities- 
black or red, gay or conservative. At best, I as a black male can only offer one view on Reed and race issues. 


Even on top of our ivory tower of 
enlightenment, Reedies still come up to 
me and say, “You know, Mingus, you’re 
not like other blacks.” (This, I suppose, is 
a compliment.) And to a degree they are 
right- I’m not like other blacks. I go to 
Reed. Most blacks don’t. 

According to the Admissions Office, 
minorities make up about 10 percent of 
this year’s freshman class. If you’re white, 


this number might not mean much to you. 


If you're black, Hispanic, or Native 
American, 10 percent probably has a very 
different meaning. If you're black, 10 
percent means that you'll probably be the 
only black person in your Hum 
conference. If you’re Hispanic, 10 percent 
means you'll probably be the only person 
in your dorm who knows what it’s like for 
English to be a second language. If you’re 
Native American, 10 percent means you 
aren't in this year's Freshman class. If 
you're a minority, 10 percent can be a 
lonely number... and Reed can be a very 
lonely place. 

In essence, Reed is a monument to the 
Western world. It’s a place where Great 
White Men dominate the curriculum and 
middle-class white kids dominate the 


community. While the Admissions Office 
may be increasing Reed's ethnic diversity, 
it has done little to increase our 
community's cultural diversity. Most 
Reedies, regardless of race, are heir to a 
common culture... an affluent white 
culture. Finding yourself, perusing the 
liberal arts, tromping off to India, and 
expanding your mind are all luxuries 
which most blacks, Hispanics, Native 
Americans, Asians, and other ethnic 
minorities simply cannot afford. In fact, 
most Americans- minority or majority- 
can't afford the 60 dollars a day that Reed 
costs. If the stuff of the Liberal Tradition 
isn’t in your blood or your pocket, then 
Reed can be a lonely place, where 
alienation is almost inevitable, and 
dropping out imminent. 

Racism exists at Reed. Generally, it’s 
not blatant race hatred; instead it’s more 
subtle and perhaps more sinister. 
Institutional racism, some contend, runs 
rampant here. For at least 20 years, 
Reedies have badgered the administration 
and faculty, urging them to take a larger 
world view. And after 20 years of effort, 
women and minorities still make it onto 
few reading lists. The college still offers a 


few courses on the Third World. 
Minorities are still choosing to stay away 
from Reed in droves. And for the minority 
who does choose Reed, there are still few 
role models and no support services. 

After all this, it’s fair to ask: What 
does Reed offer? For the minority, not 
much, but for the Reedie of whatever 
color, the College offers quite a lot. As a 
minority, you'll meet precious few people 
who share your background and heritage. 
You'll study under a faculty with very few 
minority members on it. You'll live in a 
community which largely ignores, or 
would like to ignore race issues. But on the 
other hand, as a Reedie you'll meet many 
people who share your interests and 
dreams. You'll study under a committed, 
caring faculty dedicated to teaching, not 
just publishing. You'll live in a community 
which by and large cares about the world 
and would like to make it a better place. 

Finally, bear in mind that as a member 
of a minority, Reed may not be the best 
place for you, but you may be the best 
thing for Reed.

It’s the nature of the feminist dialogue 
at Reed that no matter what I say here 
someone will be mortally offended.

Every 
year the Women’s Center has to live 
down its reputation of the year before, 
built as it was on personality conflicts 


instead of achievements (especially in the 
minds of those who refused to 
acknowledge the achievements). The 
only thing that’s going to allow for real 
advance in the dialogue is to cut each 
other some slack and accept some 
responsibility for our individual sexisms, 
to season our academics with patience 
and understanding Euphemistically 


speaking.

Peer Counseling

A lot of people don't really unserstand 
about peer counseling . In fact, one might 
expect that misconceptions and fear of 
this great unknown are as salient in the 
mind of a would be help-seeker as the 
problem that drove him or her to consider 
counseling in the first place. 

What follows is a list of fallacies about 
peer counseling that I’ve either heard or 
jusc thought might be common among 
Reedies new and old. 

Fallacy # 1: Peer counselors are all 
“wanna-be” psychoanalysts. 

For some people it is hard to believe 
that anybody would want to listen to other 
peoples’ problems. They assume that peer 
counselors must be getting something out 
of it or they wouldn’t be doing it. Peer 
counselors probably take some perverse 
delight in hearing you discuss your 
personal life, or have fantasies of becoming 
another Sigmund Freud. 

It is certainly gratifying to know you've 
helped someone, and some of us get paid 
minimum wage or get course credit, but 
certainly there must be more in it for the 
counselor. However, some are just “natural 


helpers” who were nominated by their 
friends to be peer counselors. They have a 
reputation among their friends as someone 
who is always helpful and willing to listen, 
and may have no ambition at all to be 
psychologists. While every peer counselor 
may not have purely altruistic motives (I, 
for one, have not overlooked the value 
this experience adds to my graduate school 
applications), that shouldn’t stop you from 
using this service. Whatever it is that the 
peer counselor gets out of the relationship 
won’t change what you get out of it. Peer 
counselors are willing to take on your 
problems without expecting you to do the 
same for them. Why question it? You'll 
have a hard time finding a one-sided 
relationship like that for yourself in the 
real world. That freedom to dump your 
problems on someone else without having 
to reciprocate is one of the things that 
makes counseling relationships so special. 
While peer counselors do not have the 
training professionals have, they do have 
one distinct advantage: students often find 
it easier to discuss some types of problems 
with people their own age than with older 


counselors. Peers may also have an easier 
time relating to the issues that are on your 
mind. 

Fallacy # 2: Peer counselors might 

spil! the beans. 

This is a small school, right? Since 
peer counselors are also students, they are 
probably familiar with everybody you 
might talk about. Chances are they might 
see those people around or even talk with 
them on occasion. What's to keep them 
from repeating personal information they 
heard from you? 

Of course, we give you our promise 
that 
everything said is confidential, but we 
don’t really expect you to just say, “OK,” 
and begin to spill your guts. There’s no 
pressure on anyone to discuss anything 
personal before they feel comfortable in 
doing so. If we don’t earn your trust, first, 
then there’s no reason for you to feel 
obligated to share your persorial life. But 
suppose you do eventually feel you can 
trust a peer counselor. How can you be 
sure he or she won’t betray that trust? 
Every peer counselor has been through 
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training in which the necessity of keeping 
all conversations completely confidential 
was stressed time and time again. But even 
this may not be reassuring enough to rest 
one’s fears. 

Sometimes, for instance, when the 
counselor is also friends with the person 
you've been talking about, the counselor 
might be tempted to pass on something 
you said. In order to avoid these situations 
that might place a peer counselor between 
a mutual friend and a counselee, people 
are discouraged from talking to peer 
counselors they already know. While it 
may seem safer to share personal stuff with 
someone you're familiar with, this 
precaution is necessary to avoid placing 
the peer counselors in circumstances 
where their allegiances might get tested. 
Fallacy # 3: Only really desperate 
people need counseling. 


Counseling is for people who have 
problems and need to talk about them. 
You don’t have to hold regular 
conversations with slugs or spatulas to 
qualify. Everyone has those days when you 
just need someone to talk to about all the 
shit that has been building up. That’s nor- 
mal. When it happens, many people can 
go find that special friend who'll drop 
whatever he or she is doing to listen. Peer 
counselors are here to try and fill in for 
that great friend who's back at home when 
you really need her or him, or to become 
that friend you've never had. 

Even those people who are lucky 
enough to have a really close friend right 
here at Reed might choose to come see a 
peer counselor too. Sometimes a person 
who is removed from your circle of friends 
can offer a new perspective on your 
problems. 


peer counseling 
How do I arrange peer counseling? 

Now that you know more about peer 
counseling, you may want to get to know 
one of us. We have walk-in hours a few 
times a week when you can just drop in 
and ask questions or talk with one of us 
without making a formal appointment. 
The specific walk-in times may vary by 
semester, but these hours will be published 
in the Quest and posted around campus. 

You can also drop by the counseling 
center (in the infirmary) anytime and set 
up an appointment with a peer counselor. 
You can pick someone from the files who 
you think you'd get along with, or you will 
be matched with one by Jim Allred and 
Anita Witt (the professional counselors on 
staff). You then arrange the meeting time 
and place yourself. 








Health and Fitness 


No, Really...

exercise. You will feel better, think better and have more energy, 
persistence, and patience if you take even just an hour out of the 


day to sweat. 








Conmary to popular belief, Reedies are 
not merely brains in vats. As a matter of 
cold, hard fact, we, like all mortals, carry 
our brains around in BODIES. What can be 
said about the human body? It is, in itself, 
an unique repository of knowledge. 
Particularly knowledge like: what (if 
anything) you had for breakfast, how 
much you slept last night and how 
paranoid you are about your impending 
midterms. Treat your body well and it will 
take you cheerfully through the worst of 
Reed times. Treat it poorly and it will get 
sick and make the Reed workload a living 
hell, if not straight-out impossible. 

So, what does the body like? Rest, 
good (nutritious) food, exercise and a nice 
warm bath. What does it get at Reed? 
Stress, SAGA, all-nighters, caffeine, sugar, 
M-drugs, a little more stress, cigarette 
smoke, Blitz-Weinhard and an occasional 
walk up the hill. And, on top of all that, 
the Red Cross comes and takes a pint of 
blood (if they only knew ...) 

OK, let's approach all this from the 
vantage point of Stress. In and of itself, 
stress is not necessarily a bad thing. Stress 
is Tension is what holds the body together 
and motivates one to finish those pesky 
lab write-ups. It is only in excess that 


tension causes us problems, such as 
overeating, insomnia, fatigue and 
generally being a pain in the ass to 
everyone you encounter. Stress affects us 
all. I don’t care how apathetic you may 
pride yourself on being. This place is a 


pressure cooker and we're all stewing meat. 


What can be done? 

A#1: EXERCISE: When we get into 
stressful situations (Exhibit A: “The 
professor thinks I’m a moron and we have 
an exam on Monday.”) the body reacts by 
going into a “flight-or-fight” response. 
Adrenaline starts pumping and we get 
seriously ready to move. Unfortunately, 
there is no place to run, and decking a 
professor will not help your grade. So, 
lactic acid, which is produced in this 
whole process, builds up in our muscles 
and, if it is not worked out PHYSICALLY, 
makes us feel bad. Prolonged unrelieved 
tension leads to physical exhaustion and 
free-floating anxiety. 

Thus, there is the Reed requirement of 
six quarters of P.E. Don’t scoff; P.E. at 
Reed is not like it was in high school. 
Check out the Sports Center if you 
haven't already. It’s got a pool, weight 
room, *Sauna* (the greatest of great 
things), raquetball and squash courts, a 


mat room, 3 gyms and all sorts of fun 
equipment (juggling balls, gravity boots 
and the like). There are a wild variety of 
P.E. classes: judo, fencing, Tai Chi, 
aerobics, Frisbee, basketball, flag football, 
etc. [Ed. Note: There’s a list on the 
chalkboards inside the Sports Palace, or 
available from same folks.] Yes, Physical 
Education can be your friend. 

A#2: DIET- Fruit Loops swimming in 
Coca Cola. Yum. It’s a good idea to keep 
sugar, salt, coffee, chocolate, cola and 
tobacco from becoming staples of your 
diet. Vegetables, brown rice and other 
hippie foods are great for sustaining energy 
without dragging you through a roller- 
coaster ride. Everybody knows about the 
four food groups and the requirements of 
one’s own peculiar lifestyle — so take you 
own advice. — 

A#3: DON'T TAKE LIFE SO 
SERIOUSLY. The workload is huge, 
deadlines are a bitch, but if you are sincere 
and do your best, you probably won’t 
flunk. So there’s no good reason to get 
overly competitive. Personal excellence is 
worth working for (indeed,:a fine and 
noble thing), but not if we kill ourselves in 
the attempt. One corpse is as excellent as 
the next. The point is: care about and for 
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yourself. 

A#4: IT’S ALWAYS NICE TO 
HAVE A HOBBY. Music, auto 
mechanics, juggling, needlepoint, tennis, 
canning pickles — whatever appeals to 
you, so long as it diverts your poor 
overburdened attention from the daily 
academic grind. 

A#5: SET REASONABLE GOALS 
FOR YOURSELF. Reedies often have 
over-achiever complexes. Don’t bite off 
more than you can chew, as the saying 
goes. There are so may things to do here 
that it’s easy to end up over-committed. 


There are many important things to do in 
the world. You only have to do one at a 
time. 

A corollary: use those good study 
habits of yours to avoid having to do the 
entire semester’s work in the last week and 
a half. 

Bel: MEDITATE- It’s always a 
conversation starter. Seriously now, close 
your eyes, imagine yourself somewhere 
pleasant, breath deeply and rhythmically 
and repeat a word. In the western world it 
doesn’t even matter what the word is, so 
long as you like the sound of ic. Keep it up 


as long as you can. Twice daily for 15-20 
minutes is the recommended dosage.

The following is a partial list of 
women’s health services in the Portland 
area. As someone who has worked in the 
field for a few years now, post-Reed, I have 
tried to include comments and 
information which will be helpful for most 
students. 


nd Birth 

Control 

You should have a gynecological exam 
once a year. This is more than just a pap 
smear—most annual exams include tests 
for anemia, protein and glucose in urine, 
blood pressure, and a once-over of the 
heart, lungs, and major organs. Some 
women are fearful of a gynecological exam. 
If done respectfully and with full sharing of 
information, an annual exam should not 
be a negative experience. If you have 
questions be sure to ask them. If you feel 
you are not being treated in a respectful 
manner, say so. Bring a friend, partner, or 
advocate. Read a copy of Our Bodies, 
Ourselves. The following places offer 
annual exams and birth control services, 
and are reasonably close to campus. 
Remember, if you are in need of birth 
control, the method that works best will 
be the one that you feel comfortable with 
and use. 
That's the bottom line. 


Annual Ex 


The Reed Infirmary 
Sells contraceptives at cost, prescribes 
birth control pills, fits diaphragms, and 
provides free condoms. They are said to 
favor birth control pills as a contraceptive 
method. This may or may not be a valid 


choice for you. 

[Ed. note: Many women have reported 
that the GNP (Gynecological Nurse 
Practitioner) at the Infirmary has not been 
as sensitive in examinations as other 
gynecologists, and that she has promoted 
the use of the pill to individuals who were 
uncomfortable with it as a contraceptive 
option. Though she is willing to fully 
discuss her thinking on these subjects, you 
may find that the feeling of being 
pressured makes other options more 
comfortable. A few dollars spent at a local 
clinic may purchase valuable peace of 
mind. 

Some women have also had problems 
in getting prescriptions for the pill either 
made or filled incorrectly.

An annual exam costs from $4.00- 
$17.00 here. They prescribe pills and fit 
diaphragms, and offer low cost health care 
and counseling. Billed as an atmosphere 
for those who feel “alienated” from the 
traditional medical environment.

Annual exams cost $6.50-$65.00 here, 
and most birth control services are offered. 
They also sell condoms and contraceptive 

sponges very cheaply. They will do birth 
control counseling if you aren’t sure which 

method is best for you. Exams can be 

sketchy, depending on who is doing them. 


You will probably see a different 
practitioner each time you go in. 


Pi Femini 
Women’s Health Center 
(PFWHC) + 777-7044 


A non-profit, feminist run clinic, their 
emphasis is on self-help health care. Not 
federally funded, their fees are higher than 
a clinic and lower than an OB/GYN. 
$43.00 is the lowest fee for an annual, 
including lab fees. Information on home 
remedies for vaginal infections is given 
over the phone or in person. They offer 
diaphragms, birth control pills, cervical 
caps, and lesbian health care in a 
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supportive environment. 


Cervical Caps 

The cervical cap is a barrier method of 
birch control. Small and thimble or dome 
shaped, it is ficted directly over the cervix. 
Commonly used in Europe and in this 
country decades ago, it is being 
“rediscovered” by alternative practitioners 
as an effective, non-invasive method of 
birth control. Using little or no 
spermicide, and lasting for 3 to 4 years, the 
cap is quite cost effective in the long run. 
Currently the cap is part of an FDA study 
which limits it availability to those who 
are trained and willing to follow the FDA 
guidelines for “testing” this method. In 
Portland, we have 3 or more sources for 
the cap. 


Beryl k - 667-

Beryl is a nurse practitioner in 

Gresham. She fits caps and also provides a 
wide range of services. She usually has a 
two day wait for a cap fitting appointment. 
Fee: $45.00 per visit, $25.00 per cap and 
$12.75 per pap smear. 


National Naturopathic 
College + 222-5279 
Their cap fitting requires two visits. 
The first includes a physical, pap smear, 
gonorrhea culture and wet mount which 
costs a total of $57.50. The second visit, 
where the cap itself is fitted, costs $32.50, 
including the cervical cap. A naturopathic 
Physician does the fitting. They have an 
18-45 year old age limit, for which they 
are not able to give a clear explanation. 


PFWHC : 777-7044 

Health care workers here have been 
fitting caps here for the last 7 years or so. 
The cost for the fitting is on a sliding scale 
ranging from $20.00 to $40.00 plus a pap 
smear which is $8.00. The cap itself is 
$30.00. Information is given at the 
appointment time about self-help health 
care and self -exam. You will be given a 
speculum to take home. 


Pregnancy Tests 


Two basic tests are available to the 
public: blood and urine. It’s probably not 
worth getting a home test, since you can 
get one done more cheaply and more 
accurately in a clinic. The earliest 
accuracy for a blood or urine test is 
approximately 7-10 days from conception. 


Many places offer testing without an 
appointment. 


CCML + 222-5279 
Offers blood pregnancy test on a walk- 
in basis. A qualitative test is 
approximately $15.00. A quantitative test 
is $30.00. 


Lovejoy Surgicenter ° 
-187 

Pregnancy test are done from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m. weekdays and from 8:30 a.m. 
to 2:00 p.m. on Saturdays. For a blood test 
(qualitative $15.00), if you are there by 
10:00 a.m. you will receive results the 
same day. A urine test, which is accurate 
only if your period is 2 weeks late, costs 
$5.00. They prefer that you bring an early 
morning sample.

Blood tests done on a walk-in basis. If 
you are there by 3:00 pm, you will receive 
the results on the same day. Costs are: 
qualitative $17.00, quantitative $30.00. 


Outside In * 223-4121 
Pregnancy tests (urine) are done by 
appointment if your period is at least 10 
days late. Pregnancy option counseling is 
available. The test is $3.00 (sliding scale) 
and they will waive the fee in cases of 


hardship. 


Planned Parenthood

Urine pregnancy testing done by 

appointment. You need to be at least 42 
days from the first day of your last normal 
period (LNMP). The cost ranges from 
$.75 to $7.50 on a sliding scale. Pregnancy 
option counseling and referrals are 
available. 


PFWHC : 777-7044 
Pregnancy testing (urine) done on a 

walk-in basis, 9:00 a.m. - 5:00 p.m., 
Monday thru Friday. Two types of tests are 
available: a free test which is accurate at 
42 days LNMP and an $8.00 test which is 
sensitive approximately 10-14 days after 
conception. No option counseling is done, 
but referrals and information are offered. 


Abortion Servi 

Referrals for prenatal and adoption 
information are available through most 
pregnancy test providers, as well as places 
like the YWCA’s Women’s Resource 
Center or through Mulmomah County. 
Since unbiased abortion information can 
be quite a bit harder to find, I focus my 
attention here. In evaluating abortion 
services, please don’t just consider cost. 
Consider time spent, method used, 
information shared and how any 
counseling is done. It is not impossible for 
abortion providers to be “anti-abortion.” 
How your health care is handled can affect 
your whole physical and emotional 
experience in regards to the abortion. One 
abortion provider is purposefully not listed 
here as not meeting the above criteria. His 
clinic also happens to be the least 
expensive place to go for a 1st and 2nd 
trimester procedure — so beware. Below 
are clinics which have been recommended 
or evaluated in some manner by friends 
and acquaintances. 


Bours’ Clinic + 357- 
6119 
Individual appointments are done 

here, for which you may bring your 
partner. Their fees range from $150.00 (to 
12 weeks LNMP) to $200.00 for 13-14 
weeks LMNP. Lab costs are additional, 
though a follow-up is included. I.V. 
sedation is available at no additional 
charge, general anesthesia for a 
substantially higher fee ($400.00). The 
total appointment time is 1 to 3 hours. 
Generally positive feedback on this place 
and Dr. Bours. Forest Grove is kind of a 


drive, so bring someone with you. 


vej rgicenter ° 
21-1870 
Appointments are done in group 

settings, which can range up to 25 people. 
They are the largest abortion providers in 
Oregon, and probably provide the widest 
range of services as well as the highest cut 
off date (22 weeks LNMP). Complaints 
revolve around staff and services being 
cold and impersonal. The service is a two 
step process: the lst appointment is a 1 
hour during which pregnancy screening 
and counseling are done. The 2nd 
appointment for the abortion itself may 
take up to 5 hours if you are in your Ist 
trimester. Fees start at $180.00 if you are 
under 12 weeks LNMP and have local 
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anesthetic. It can be as much as $950.00 
for a later abortion under general 
anesthesia. 


Portland Feminist 
Women's Health Center 
- 777-7044 
Appointments are done in a small 
group setting of approximately 4-5 women 
and 2 health workers. Fees range from 
$200.00 -$240.00 for a first trimester 
abortion, up to approximately $400.00 if 
you are 16 weeks LNMP, including lab 
fees and follow-up. You can have your 
partner in the exam room for the abortion 
itself, and will be accompanied by an 
advocate health worker. Information and 
support are plentiful here and a 24 hour 
line is available for questions and 
concerns. This is a caring and respectful 
environment.

Screening and Treatment 

Sexually transmitted diseases (STD's) 
run a real gamut these days. Most people 
have heard of gonorrhea and syphilis, but 
in the United States, chlamydia is now 
more common than these two. The thing 
about STD's is that many are 
asymptomatic in women. Routine 
screening should be given for anyone with 
more than one consistent (and honest) 
partner. Some of the “virals” (such as 
venereal warts) can be treated, alchough 
they are stubborn. Others, such as herpes 
and HIV (the AIDS virus) cannot. 
Preventative health care is really 
important these days. Condoms, 
spermicide, and other barrier methods can 
help decrease your risk.

They will do 
screenings for all STD’s and counseling for 
those evaluating HIV testing and/or its 
results. You must be tested for gonorrhea 
and syphilis when you go there, no matter 
what your complaint. A nominal ($8.00) 
visit fee. They do not take appointments; 
you need to go in and wait to be seen.

T, Harassment Poli 
he college administration defines 


sexual harassment as “repeated and 
unwanted sexual behavior such as physical 
contact and/or verbal comment which 
adversely affects the working or learning 
environment,” and in addition as “any use 
of privilege or power to impose sexually on 
another.” 

If you feel that you are being sexually 
harassed, you should know about and feel 
free to make use of the formal and 
informal procedures provided at Reed for 
students, staff, and faculty to address (and 
sometimes to resolve) such situations. 
Students can set up an informal interview 
and make a complaint with any of the 
following people:

Complaints about staff members are 
best directed to the Treasurer, while those 
about faculty should go the Provost. If you 
are not yet comfortable talking about the 
situation, Karen Arnold's background in 
counseling and advising can make her a 
better choice to talk to. 

No matter who you choose to talk to, 
your complaint will be kept in strictest 
confidence. Subject to your consent, 
these people may discuss the complaint 
with the person against whom you are 
logding it, while safeguarding your privacy 
and identity if you so desire. Under these 
arrangements, an informal resolution is 
usually sought, in which one of the above 
persons acts as mediator, and in which you 
must agree to be identified, whether or not 
you speak face to face with the person 


against whom you are lodging a complaint. 

You can also undertake formal 
grievance action, as may the alleged 
harasser, and at this point you will have to 
identify yourself to the person if you want 
the investigation to proceed. 

You can get a copy of the formal 
grievance procedures from the following 
places: 

Staff members: Staff Handbook, 
available from Ed McFarlane, E303. 
Faculty members: Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Faculty, available from Marsh 
Cronyn, E318. 

Students: Community Constitution, 
printed in this book. 

Note: at the end of the 1986-1987 school 
year, the Community Senate aproved a 
Sexual Harassment Policy, which was then 
forwarded to the Faculty and the President 
for further action. The Faculty forwarded 
this policy to the Faculty Administration 
Committee for consideration; no action 
has been taken as yet. Under the new 
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constititution it will be taken up by the 
Committee on Advancement and Tenure, 
the Committee on Academic Policy and 
Planning, both, or neither. (Your guess is 
as good as mine). Copies of the proposed 
policy can be obtained from the Student 
Body President. 





A Personal Securi 


s everywhere, women are the 
frequent receipents of unwanted 
attentions ranging from hoots from passing 
cars to violent sexual assault. During my 
tenure at Reed, I have been flashed, 
propositioned, nearly groped by a 
transient, and (again nearly) coerced into 
sex by a fellow student. Some women | 
know are less fortunate, some more, but I 
view my experiences as fairly typical. If 
you are prepared for the possibility of such 
events, they will be much less distressing, 
or better yet, will not occur. 

The campus and its environs can be 
deceptively serene, but many of the 
neighborhoods surrounding Reed have 
become high crime areas, and Portland has 
a particularly high rate of rape per capita. 
As a first line of defense, women must be 
aware of the possiblities of rape and 
assault. In particular, the lovely open 
spaces on the edges of campus can become 
murky and dangerous at night. 

To address the local security issue, 
several precautions have been taken at 
Reed. Dormitories are locked at night, 
and the campus is patrolled by security 
officers. With the recent addition of a 
light pickup, they are able to patrol even 
remote areas of the campus regularly. 
Students have organized an escort service 
which is particularly useful for returning 
from the library to dorms. The College 
provides a van and driver each night for 
free taxi service to destinations within 10 
minutes of campus which usually runs on 
the half hour from 10:30 pm to 1 am, 
10:30 pm to midnight on weekends (with 
some exceptions). 

Finally, a women's self-defense class is 
offered through the Sports Center, along 
with other martial arts courses taught by a 
women’s martial arts studio in town, all 
good for PE credit. These courses 
consistently receive rave reviews as 
exercises in both phys. ed. and building 


personal confidence and empowerment. 
For many, a closer exploration of personal 
security issues is accompanied by a process 
of political awareness. These issues are 
frequently the focus of discussions at the 
Women’s Center, and these can be a great 
place to share and overcome fears. 


CG Acquaintance Ra 
ollege women nationwide are the 


most frequent victims of acquaintance 
rape, and there is little reason to believe 
that women at Reed are somehow exempt. 
Some folks still labor under the delusion 
that “when a lady says maybe, she means 
yes, and when a lady says no, she means 
maybe,” though this is by no means the 
sole source of the problem. There is also 
the neanderthal attitude that “they all 
want it anyway”, and those that complain 
are just the ones who aren't the objects of 
men’s exalted attentions, or more subtly, 
that sexual coercion is natural. This, at 
least, is my sense of why this happens so 
frequently. 

Feelings of betrayal when someone 
who you thought to be your friend places 
sexual gratification before your comfort 
and well being are intense and lasting. 
You are the best judge as to whether or 
not any promises were made, and the only 
person who can decide what you 
want/need/deserve, etc. Consistently 
being a tease is not cool, but there is no 
offense in changing your mind. If you 
don’t like what is going on, for whatever 
reason, stop it. If this is met with 
opposition, say no. Say it again and again, 
or louder and louder if necessary. 

Should verbal resistance fail to 
produce the desired effect, physical 
resistance is obviously in order. 
Disentangle yourself, and leave. Find a 
dorm parent, a housemate, a security 
officer, a friend, or anybody. Distance is 
the best remedy if/when things go too far. 
The second best remedy is company of 
either sex. Extreme as this may sound, 
appeals to reason in such a heated 
situation are next to useless, and it is much 
better to attempt to patch up a friendship 
(if such is still desired) later on. 


2exual Harassment 
S exual harassment can take many 





forms, not all of which fit strictly into the 
institutional definition (see above). 
Pedagogues from Plato to Allan Bloom 
have remarked on the sexual nature of 
education, and neither physical contact 
nor the threat of coercion need be present 
for you to feel uncomfortable. Besides, 
everything that was explained in terms of 
death in high school is about sex in 
college. This provides an immense 
amount of material for people to be either 
uptight or offensive about. 

Unsolicited advice, inappropriate 
inquiries, remarks about sexual appearance 
or behavior, dirty jokes, and even 
statements about women made in the 
context of class materials can be 
discomfiting, though, broadly speaking, 
they do not fit the institutional definition 
and are not actionable as harassment. 
What can be done about these subtler 
forms is less clear, and in my opinion, 
different in every situation. 

A previous handbook’s article defined 
sexual harassment as “any kind of sexual 
attention that you do not want,” and 
advised that “you have every right to 
anything in your power to stop it. If 
someone is bothering you, tell them to 
Bug Off. This is totally acceptable under 
any circumstances.” While I laud this 
attitude because it supports the self esteem 
of the harassee, and clearly identifies the 
harasser as the improprietous party, the 
response can serve to aggrivate the 
situation. Confrontation may be the most 
satisfying response, but it can be less than 
effective. 

The single most useful resource for 
advice if you have a problem with a 
professor is the upperclass women in the 
professor’s department. If you are having a 
serious problem, chances are that one of 
them has too, and they will be happy to 
pass on whatever coping techniques they 
developed. If not, you can at least 
commiserate, and evaluate the extent to 
which your problem is unique. (Hint: it 
rarely is, and this is why talking is so 
important). 

Barring women in your own 
department, other women in general and 


at the Women’s Center in particular can 
be terrific.

The technical information on Aquired 
Immuno-Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) 
is available from many easily accessible 
sources (like the Infirmary’s literature 
rack) that we won't be reprinting many 
important things in this article. If your 
AIDS education is weak, then by all 
means get yourself to more information 
and gobble it up. Everyone else is an 
expert in the contemporary plague, so 
don’t get left out. (Especially since being 
left out is your death sentence.) Besides, 
education is why you came to Reed, so get 
out there and learn about something 
important, goddamnit! 

As far as risk groups go, cases in the 
straight population are on such a drastic 
rise that the risk is as great for 
heterosexuals in a community with 
unrestrained sexual activity (that means 
us) as for any other group. The rate of 
Human Immuno-Deficiency Virus 
(HIV) infection in the straight 
community is now equal to that in the gay 
community, though the disease itself won't 
be catching up for a couple of years yet. 

HIV is very fragile and cannot survive 
outside of body cells for long. Chemical 
sterilization is a fairly effective and 
accessible method of killing HIV on 
inanimate surfaces. A weak chlorine 
bleach solution, rubbing alcohol 
(isopropyl) or even grape wine will kill 


HIV, though beer will not. It can only 
exist in the body fluids (i.e. semen, blood, 
vaginal mucous and saliva) of carriers, who 
sometimes don’t know that they are 
carriers. HIV is not passed on doorknobs, 
toilets or through casual (or even intimate 
but ‘safe’) touching. You can’t get AIDS 
from mosquitos, nor from scrounging, nor 
from swimming pools. You must absorb a 
significant amount of an infected person's 
body fluid to acquire the virus and that’s 
pretty unlikely except in the most in- 
timate of moments. (See HELPFUL HINTS 
For LIVING FOREVER.) It is reasonable to 
believe that women are more likely to pass 
the virus on while they are menstruating. 

Semen, blood and vaginal fluids are 
getting the most blame for spreading this 
disease. Saliva, sweat and tears can carry 
the virus, too, but only in such minute 
quantities as to make avoiding them a step 
for the very cautious. 

The incubation period for AIDS (the 
period between infection and first 
symptoms) is between eighteen months 
and seven years, during which time the 
infected person might infect every 
(Unsafe) sex partner. 

r I Situation 
“Ther are people you know right now 
who have HIV. Some of them just haven’t 
discovered it yet. 

There are as yet no confirmed cases of 
AIDS among our student body, though an 
ex-professor died from the disease last year. 
Given the popularity of sex among us it is 
highly unlikely that there are no carriers 
here. We have been lucky to have 
remained out of the direct line of fire of 
the epidemic which has so far afflicted our 
non-academic neighbors heavily, but THIS 
WILL CHANGE unless we, as a unified com- 
munity, now and for good, start protecting 
ourselves. 

Please, as we love you and as your 
friends love you and as you love you, pay 
strict attention to the following guidelines. 
If you have sex, they may save your life 
and your partner’s life. If you don’t want to 
die right after graduation, get thyself up- 
the-hill for some condoms (And that’s not 
all- they're free at the infirmary and can be 
bought for 50¢ in fun little machines in 


campus bathrooms, if you’re shy.) They're 
not just for birth control anymore. 


Forever 
© To live forever, nourish yourself 
perfectly, be totally mentally healthy and 

avoid HIV. 

© If you use hypodermics (legitimately 
or not), don’t share them. If you must 
continue to share them for some reason, 
wash them inside and out with a weak 
chlorine bleach solution between each 
person's use. This will help. 

Even better, though is to use clean, 
fresh needles each time. Outside-In, a 
downtown health clinic has a needle 
exchange program. If you bring in a dirty 
needle, they will give you a clean, new one 
for free. 

e Tweezers, razors and tod-hbrushes 
are documented as possible danger areas 
because of minor blood contact, but 
sterilization as above will make them safe, 
too. 

e A study showed that condoms will 
contain the virus without leakage for at 
least two weeks. The humor value of this 
study is enormous, but it should be taken 
as reassurance that condoms, as long as 
they remain intact, are your saviour. 
Condoms can fail, though, through rough 
use or misuse. 

This brings us to the subject of which 
condoms to use. Natural skin (those made 
from sheep intestine) are effective as birth 
control but not as protection from sexually 
transmitted diseases, including AIDS. 
Don’t use them. (Besides, they don’t fit as 
well.) In addition, where latex is 
concerned, thicker is better. Ultra-thin 
condoms tend to break, which reduces 
their usefulness to that of a rubber band. 
(The free Trojans in the infirmary are 
some of the sturdiest around.) Condoms 
should even be used for fellatio. 

Protection poses a problem where 
cunnilingus is concerned. The best idea so 
far is the use of a thin latex square used for 
isolating teeth by oral surgeons known as 
“dental dams.” This little number should 
be placed between your mouth and your 
partner’s genitalia. (Experiment a bit; 
you'll figure it out.) 

¢ In addition, use of condoms usually 
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necessitates additional lubrication of some 
sort. Saliva is out (think about it). Use 
something water soluble specifically for 
that purpose, like K-Y, never baby oil or 
Vaseline which cause condoms to break. 

e Fluids can be passed in seemingly 
unlikely ways! Absorption through skin 
should not be discounted. For instance, a 
woman with the virus can probably pass it 
to a man during sexual intercourse, though 
popular myth would only admit to the 
other direction of transmission. Condoms 
protect both of you. 

¢ The “Experts” recommend staying 
fit, getting lots of sleep and avoiding the 
use of recreational drugs, both because 
they really crash your body, thus lowering 
your resistance to diseases, and, well, think 
about all the things you’ve done on drugs 
that you might not have done while you 
were sober. 

© If you're eligible to, give blood to the 
Red Cross. Aside from the Karmic value of 
it, consider that you may even get it back! 
Somebody will appreciate it, we 
guarantee! 

e Your mental state has a profound 
effect on your physical state, so stop 
worrying. Accepting this epidemic and its 
consequences is like accepting the forward 
progression of time or accepting gravity. 
Wishing it was otherwise is interesting, 
briefly, but shouldn't be too oppressive. If 
you believe such things helpful, visualize 
your body and soul healthy and free of 
disease. Do nice things for yourself every 
once and awhile to reassure your other- 
than-conscious mind that living is worth 
while. Listen to more Cat Stevens. 

¢ Self-Diagnosis is a bad idea. If you 
look at any list of AIDS symptoms you 
may find chat you have nine out of eleven 
of them. Any student under stress who has 
had little sleep or has whatever cold or flu 
is currently in vogue on campus will have 
them. If you become sick and the illness 
follows an unfamiliar sequence of 
symptoms, or lasts longer than you expect 
it will, see a doctor. AIDS is only one of 
many unpleasant things that can happen 
to your body, though it is one of the worst. 

¢ Get your papers done on time. That 
reduces the risk 5% right off the top. 


S Safer Sex Practices 
ex is fun, sure, but simple survival 


necessitates Safer Sex (Not the same as 
“Boring Sex”). 

Unsafe (very bad odds): 

e Vaginal or anal sex without condom 
(or with improperly worn or lubricated 


condom). Coitus Interruptus helps, but 


even pre-seminal fluid contains the virus 
and you’re playing Life and Death with 
unknown odds if you rely on withdrawal. 
e Mouth to anus contact. 

e Sharing of “penetrating” sex toys 

e Sharing unsterilized needles. 

e Any rough sex which can cause tissue 
damage. 

Possibly Safe (unknown odds): 

e Intercourse with condom. Condom 
failures are rare, but they do happen.

Tiny cuss in the mouth will may 
make that protection useless. No cases of 
AIDS in this country are traceable to oral 
sex. This is an unknown danger.

Resources 


f you want to know if you have the virus 
now, you can go to any of several places 
which will test for HIV Antibodies in your 
blood. It takes up to six months after 
exposure for the test to be accurate, so if 
you recently had a questionable encounter 
and you need to know if you were 
infected, it’s good idea to wait that long, 


or get two tests, one now and one after six 
months. The referral staff at the Cascade 
AIDS Project caution that, while the 
stress of not knowing if you are a carrier 
can be very high, the stress of actually 
finding out that you are one is often much 
harder to deal with. You must remember 
that only a fraction of those with the 
antibody go on to get AIDS or AIDS 
Related Complex. Everybody should 
practice the same precautions whether 
they carry the Virus or not; therefore 
knowing may not be helpful. 

The following nearby centers will test 
for HIV Antibody or draw blood and 
arrange for the tests: 

Reed College Infirmary (ext. 346) 
Eastmoreland General Hospital 

Across the Soccer Field (234-0411) 

The Infirmary has the advantages of 
being free and very accessible and friendly. 
They keep a record of drawing your blood, 
so the testing is not completely 
anonymous, but instead they are 
“confidential”, which is a weaker policy. 
Eastmoreland has the same confidentiality 
program and is also close but not free.

HIV Testing appointments

The County Health Service is free and 
completely anonymous. They have a pre- 
test and post-test counseling program 
which is very important. Results take 10 
days to return.

cautions sound discouraging, it is because the treatment of drug abuse is discouraging. 
For that reason we stress prevention as the better course and come back to solid, 





truthful information about drugs as the single best measure. ”

A. is the case at most colleges, there 


are people who use drugs at Reed, and it’s 
doubrful that you will spend four years 
here without coming into contact with 
them (if you haven't already done so 
before your arrival). At some point you 
will have to make a decision about their 
use. Solid information about how they 
work and what they do is the greatest aid 
to making an informed decision. 

The authors wish to say that the 
substances discussed in this article are, for 
the most part, dangerous, illegal and not 
very well researched. In no way do the 
authors or the Student Handbook as an 
entity endorse the use, abuse, possession, 
or sale of these substances. People who 
are going to use these drugs should keep 
in mind that they are highly illegal and 
acknowledge the possible consequences. 
(Oregon drug laws and some other 
pertinent information can be found in the 
back of this very book.) In addition, the 
authors want you to know that they are 
not experts. This article represents several 
months worth of research and some 
experience with some of the substances 
mentioned, but it is not complete and 
certainly not to be taken as the final 
word. We hope you will gain the 
motivation and information necessary to 
make a thoughtful, knowledgeable 
decision. 

From the beginning, our intention 
was to include some drugs and ideas in 
this article which are traditionally left 
out. When we speak of drugs, we mean 
anything that you take to alter your 


consciousness, from coffee to LSD. We 
also encourage you to examine your use of 
prescribed and over-the-counter drugs. 

You should think about what you are 
going to get out of using drugs and how 
they are going to affect you. If you're 
lucky, you can maintain a good rela- 
tionship with those you choose to use. 
The real key to this is honesty with 
yourself. We can provide some helpful 
questions and strategies, but without your 
answers, they are just filling space. There 
are few rules of thumb worth taking into 
consideration: 

© Recognize that you are taking a drug 
and be aware of what it is doing to your 
body. 

©The drugs you use should never 
adversely effect your health, your respect 
for yourself, or others' respect for you. 

© You should get the effect you expect 
every time you take the drug. To ensure 
this, you will probably have to limit your 
intake to amounts and frequency which 
does not build tolerance. To get the most 
out of those limited occasions, you should 
have a purpose in mind every time you 
take a drug. That purpose might be to 
alter your consciousness in a new way, or 
it may simply be a social situation with 
friends. It should be carefully considered 
and closely examined. 

© You should be able to walk away 
from the drug at any time. Drugs should 
supplement and improve, but not become 
more important than the other things in 
your life. 

If you can honestly say that these 
characteristics represent your relationship 
to a drug, then you are doing well with 


that drug. If not, then you should slow 
down or stop. If you can't do that, then 
seek help from professionals. 


Notes on Specific Drugs 


few words are necessary to explain 
the nomenclature of this section. Most of 
the drugs are listed by the names 
commonly used at Reed. The only 
alternate names included are those which 
are in common usage here. 

Dosages are shown only on the drugs 
where such things are well defined. Most 
of the drugs for which a specific dosage is 
not listed are those which tend to be 
reused in a short time (i.e. alcohol or 
cocaine). In these cases, an attempt has 
been made to provide a reasonable upper 
limit for normal usage. Please note: All 
of these dosages are approximate and 
figured for the mythical average 150 lb. 
man. As such, they should be decreased if 
you weigh less than 150 lbs. They should 
not, however, be increased for a larger 
person. You should also note that there is 
an enormous variance in personal bio- 
chemistry. If you know that you are 
usually affected strongly by drugs, then 
you should reduce the dosage. Lastly, 
there is also a huge difference in dilution 
and potency of street drugs. Don't take 
these dosages as written in stone. Ask 
what people have been taking and adjust 
accordingly. 





MAOTl’s 
A, effort has also been made to note 


specific interactions between drugs. A lot 
of confusion has cropped up in the past 
about interactions between drugs and 
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foods containing monoamide oxidase 
inhibitors, also known as MAOI's. To 
clarify: it is the drugs,(many pre- 
scriptions as well as street drugs such 
as MDA) not the foods which contain 
MAOT's.! 

Monoamide oxidase is an enzyme 
present in the digestive tract which, 
among other things, metabolizes tyramine 
and dopa. If tyramine and dopa are not 
metabolized they can cause a hypertensive 
reaction. Thus, if you ingest food which 
contains tyramine or dopa while under 
the influence of an MAO inhibitor, you 
can have a reaction. Most street drugs act, 
to some extent, like MAOI’s. For this 
reason, these drugs also will cause a 
tyramine reaction. Street drugs will also 
react with other MAOI’s. Barbiturates, 
amphetamines, and M-drugs are particu- 
larly toxic in reaction with MAOI’s, 
INCLUDING EACH OTHER.” 

Dairy products, beans, chocolate, 
coffee, and most especially, alcohol (that’s 
beer too, kids) contain tyramine and 
dopa. If you are going to take any of the 
drugs listed here, it is a good idea to stay 
away from these foods for the dutation of 
their effect. Do not combine any of these 
with anti-depressants, or any prescription 
drug with an MAOI warning.

If you have any serious medical 
problem such as heart trouble, epilepsy, or 
even asthma then you should think 
strongly about avoiding street drugs 
altogether. 

Lastly, there are some medical terms 
commonly (but often incorrectly) thrown 
around which need to be defined. 
Potency refers only to the dosage needed 
to achieve the wanted results, not to the 
results themselves. Effects are the results 
of taking drugs. Setting refers to the 
physical environs in which you take 
drugs. Set is the state of your mind when 
you get ready to take the drugs. Physical 
addiction is when your body adjusts to

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the presence of the drug to the point 
where it (your body) rejects violently to 
the removal of the drug. Tolerance is 
when your body adjusts to the toxic 
effects of a drug by building up a 
resistance to the drug causing you to have 
to take more to produce the same effects. 
Psychological addiction is when you 
come to need the effects of the drug so 
badly that you feel you must have it. This 


.type of addiction may be harder to break 


than physical. Routes of administration 
are the ways you take your drugs. The 
common ones are: eating, smoking, 
snorting, and injection. They are listed 
in that order for a reason. As you progress 
along the list, the danger and abuse 
potential increases. 

All drugs cause you to lose touch with 
“reality” to some extent. This is often 
called disorientation. Some drugs, 
particularly hallucinogens, cause dis- 
orientation to such an extent that it is 
often hard to tell when the effects of the 
drug have ended. This is usually cured by 
a good night of sleep. 


i drugs usually reduce fatigue and 


sleepiness. They promote a sensation of 
euphoria and well being in their users. 
They often produce ridiculous amounts of 
self-confidence. 


Amphetamines: artificial products re- 
lated to epinephrine (adrenaline) 
Variants: methamphetamine (crystal 
meth), dexedrine, benzedrine 

Routes of administration: usually 
snorted or eaten. 

Dosage: 50 - 100 mg doses 

Duration: 4 - 6 hours / dose 

Side effects: Hangover; loss of appetite 
insomnia; tolerance; physical and 
psychological addiction; heart problems; 
nasal and sinus problems if snorted; in- 
duced psychosis. 

Interactions: MAOT’s, and foods con- 
taining tyramine and dopa. 

Comments: Among the amphetamines, 
meth is by far the most prevalent at Reed. 
It is usually snorted here. Small amounts 
(on the order of 10 mg) are sometimes 
used to reduce fatigue when the academic 
load gets heavy. Not recommended, 
‘cause you'll pay for it later. The effects 
are more mellow than coke, but they last 
for much longer. The crash can be pretty 
hellish. It gets worse if you take more. 
You probably won't sleep too well after- 
wards. You should plan on several hours 
of sleep for every hour you stay awake on

amphetamines. If you use these for ex- 
tended periods of time (i.e. several days), 
you should eat even if you don’t feel like 
it. A truly scary psychosis can be induced 
by either long term use or by a single large 
dose. There is no clear cut off for the 


amount required to induce it. 


Caffeine: a natural product, extracted 
from plants. 

Variants: Coffee, Cola drinks, Tea, 
Chocolate, No-Doz, etc. 

Routes of administration: usually eaten. 
Dosage: varies greatly with the 
form,usually less than 200 mg. 
Duration: varies, but effects are 
cumulative 

Side effects: irritation of the stomach, 
nervousness, insomnia, tolerance, phys- 
ical and psychological addiction. 
Interactions: MAOI’s 

Comments: Ahh, the divine morning 
cup of coffee. Safely wins the prize as the 
most consumed drug at Reed. Most 
people don’t even think of it as a drug 
because they don’t usually consume it for 
fun. Coffee seems to be more powerful as 
a stimulant than the other forms, 
probably because it contains other 
alkaloids as well. Don’t worry too much 
about addiction unless your consumption 
creeps up to many drinks a day. If you 
notice some of the side effects mentioned 
above, try reducing your intake. You may 
be surprised at the results. Keep in mind 
that it is a drug. 


Cocaine (coke): a natural product, ex- 
tracted from the leaves of the coca plant. 
Variants: Crack and freebase: more 
refined and potent forms of cocaine, 
(smoked) Procaine (Novocaine): a syn- 
thetic analog developed for anesthetic use 
which has few of the stimulant properties- 
- sometimes used to cut coke. 
Routes of administration: usually 
snorted or smoked 
Dosage: dose varies widely. (1/4 gram is a 
good top limit) 
Duration: 30 min. to 1 hr. per dose. 
Side effects: nasal and sinus problems; 
heart problems; tolerance; physical and 
psychological addiction; poverty; long 
term use promotes a psychotic state. 
Comments: Coke acts fairly quickly. You 
come up fast and feel incredibly good. 
People have likened the sensation to 
“feeling that you are God.” You also come 
down pretty quickly. The crash can make 
you really depressed. 

This often leads to taking more coke 
in a continuous cycle until it’s all gone. 
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To prevent this from becoming a serious 
problem, don’t buy more than a quarter 
gram or so. The effects of crack and 
freebase are quicker and stronger. Because 
of this, they are more psychologically 
addictive. Stay away from both of them. 


MDA: artificial product related to 
methamphetamine. 

Variants: MDMA (aliases MDM, n- 
methyl, XTC), and several other less 
common ones. 

Routes of administration: eaten or 
snorted 

Dosage: 50 - 120 mg 

Duration: 6 - 9 hours 

Side effects: bad hangover; tolerance; 
suspected to cause long term liver damage 
and a pseudo-Parkinson’s disease in 
regular users. 

Interactions: stimulants (additive 
effects), depressants (antagonistic effects), 
MAOT's, tyramine and dopa foods; 
alcohol. 

Comments: M-drugs are among the more 
popular “hard” drugs at Reed. They are 
properly called euphoriants, because they 
produce strong feelings of well-being, 
happiness, affection, and so on. They also 
produce some rather interesting tactile 
effects which can lead to people stroking 
carpets and sofas and such. M-drugs can 
interact really nastily with alcohol, which 
is both a depressant and a tyramine 
containing food. They are fairly toxic and 
thus particularly dangerous to use with 
any regularity. Remember to drink lots of 
water, because it will help speed the by- 
products out of your system. They have a 
really bad hangover which commonly 
lasts 24 hours. Think ahead and plan for 
this. Take the next day really easy. 


Nicotine: a natural product obtained 
from tobacco. 

Variants: cigarettes, cigars, loose leaf, 
chewable. 

Routes of administration: Usually 
smoked or absorbed through the 
membranes of the mouth. 

Side Effects: cancer; tolerance; physical 
and psychological addiction; if smoked, 
secondary cause of diseases of the lungs, 
heart, and circulatory system. 
Comments: Another very popular drug. 
Provides mild stimulation and a pleasant 
feeling. Used commonly as a social drug. 
Many of the bad health effects are 
associated with smoking, not with 
nicotine, though of course, nicotine does 
cause cancer, meaning that all forms of 
tobacco are harmful. Various sources go 


from saying nicotine is very addictive to 
saying that it is the most addictive drug 
known. Many people make the transition 
from experimentation to addiction 
without realizing what is going on. [Ed 
note: Oh, but that first drag off the 

breakfast Camel.]

Wes are drugs which lower the speed 
of processes in your body and make you 
feel slower. They often induce euphoric 
feelings, and in relatively high doses cause 
sleep. Depressants tend to act together 
and intensify their effects if they are 
mixed. Since one of their primary effects, 
in large enough doses, is the depression of 
respiration, this can be a really bad thing. 


Alcohol: a substance produced by fer- 
menting the natural sugars and starches of 
plants. 
Variants: simple fermentation products 
such as beer or wine, or distilled spirits. 
Routes of administration: ingestion 
Dosage: 

1 - 6 drinks 

roughly 1 drink per hour after the first 
Side effects: hangover; liver damage; 
tolerance; physical and psychological 
addiction 
Interactions: MAOl's, depressants, 
stimulants, M-drugs, antibiotics. 
Comments: Certainly the most popular 
recreational drug at Reed. The hangover 
experienced from overindulgence can be 
reduced by drinking lots of water before 
going to sleep and by eating well both 
before you drink and after you wake up. If 
you find that it takes more than six drinks 
to get you drunk, then you are probably 
experiencing tolerance. While the normal 
college drinking pattern of heavy usage 
on the weekends and light usage during 
the week doesn't usually produce to many 
long term effects, the stuff is addictive and 
should be treated with respect. If you are 
going to drink, learning to do so 
moderately and handling yourself under 
the effects of alcohol are important social 


skills. 


Barbiturates and Quaaludes: 

Variants: almost infinite in number 
Routes of administration: usually eaten 
Dosage: 

1 pill or less (no matter what it is, don’t 
be stupid) 

Duration: varies, but several hours 

Side effects: Physical and psychological 
addiction; tolerance. 

Interactions: Alcohol and other 


depressants. 

Comments: These drugs produce effects 
similar to alcohol including the reduced 
inhibitions and loss of common sense 
without the diuretic effect and nausea. 
Mixing alcohol with these can be deadly. 


Marijuana: 
Variants: Hash, Hash oil. (both of which 
are much more potent than straight pot) 
Routes of administration: usually eaten 
or smoked 
Dosage: 

varies 
Duration: varies widely with dose and 
method of administration 
Side effects: tolerance; and, if smoked, 
the same health problems as cigarettes. 
Comments: The effects of pot vary 
widely with set and setting. Many people 
experience little or no high the first time 
they consume pot. The feeling of “high” is 
rapidly learned, though. Marijuana that is 
eaten produces stronger effects which last 
longer. The dosage is harder to meter, but 
eating avoids the side effects of smoking. 
As with any other drug, consult someone 
who has prepared food with pot in it to 
get an idea of how much to put in. 
Overdoses are seldom seen, and are 
usually not medically serious. Support 
from other people is the best treatment if 
there are no serious symptoms. If you 
have recently (like in the last few days) 
“come down” from hallucinogens, pot will 
often send you right back up. 


Nitrous Oxide: 

Variants: from a tank; and from small 
cylinders (whippits). 

Route of administration: breathed 
Dosage: a lung full 

Duration: a few seconds after the gas is 
expelled from the lungs 

Comments: Nitrous produces giddiness, 
loss of motor control, and often laughter. 
The effects disappear very quickly after 
you stop breathing the gas. The only safe 
way to take the gas is from balloons. 
These are often filled from whippits or a 
tank. Breathing directly from a tank or 
from a garbage bag is very dangerous, as it 
is quite easy to overdose. Also, gas coming 
directly from a tank is supercooled and 
can cause freezing of the tissue of your 
lungs. You can't get oxygen from nitrous, 
so if you breath a concentrated gas with- 
out breathing air, you can suffocate. If you 
stick to balloons filled with the gas, it is 
relatively safe. Stay away from nitrous 
labeled ‘Industrial Grade’ and don't buy it” 


from auto shops, as it has often been 
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“sulfur-ized”. Use whippit cartridges or 
tank marked for medical or dental use. 
Look for USP mark. 


Opiates: 

All natural ones are based on opium, 
an extract from the opium poppy. 
Variants: Morphine (an extract of 
opium), and heroin and codeine 
(derivatives of morphine). 

Routes of administration: usually 
smoked, snorted or injected 

Dosage: 

actual amount varies greatly with type 
and purity. 

Side effects: physical and psychological 
addiction; tolerance; and secondary 
medical problems from long term usage. 
Comments: Most of these drugs provide a 
very intense high characterized by feelings 
of euphoria and sleepiness. They also 
often cause nausea. These drugs are used 
as the case example for classic physical 
addiction. To quote from Chocolate to 
Morphine, “If you begin to use narcotics 
regularly, by any method, and think you 
can avoid going on to intravenous use 
and addiction, remember: most junkies 
thought that too.” 


Hallucinogens 
"These drugs cause you to perceive the 
world in a different manner. Their effects 
are strongly influenced by set and by 
setting. Being in a comfortable setting, 
with friends, and in a good mental state 
are essential to enjoying hallucinogens. 
They produce two main effects: 
hallucinations and “head trip.” The 
hallucinations are usually visual in nature 
but may extend to the other senses, 
depending upon the drug. The phrase 
“head trip” refers to the way these drugs 
cause your modes of thinking to change. 
You may find new connections between 
ideas. You may find an excellent idea and 
be unable to communicate it to others. Or 
you may simply find the back of your 
hand fascinating for several hours. 


LSD (acid): 
Variants: Blotter (paper impregnated 
with acid), tablets (coated with acid), and 
liquid (a solution with acid in it) 
Routes of administration: usually eaten 
Dosage: 

70 - 200 micrograms 
Duration: 6 - 20 hours, depending on 
dosage and purity, with an average of 10 - 
12 hours. 
Side effects: Disorientation, tolerance. 
Comments: Acid is known for its “head” 
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trip and strong visual hallucinations. 
Aficionados say the mental effects are the 
true fun of the trip. They are also what 
can cause a bad trip. Acid is very potent. 
To get the best measurement of a dose, 
measure liquid from an insulin syringe. 1 - 
2 units = | hit at the usual dilution. Most 
dealers around here measure this way on 
to tablets. Ask how much is in one of 
their “hits.” If they don’t know, be 
suspicious. Street acid often has am- 
phetamines or strychnine present as 
impurities. These substances cause many 
of the physical effects of “bad” and 
“speedy” acid. Bad trips may be slowed by 
taking vitamin B-6. You need 800-1000 
milligrams, which means you must take 
pure B-6, since it would take 10 or 12 
multivitamins to provide this much. 


Mescaline: a synthetic product or a 
natural derivation of peyote. 
Variants: Peyote, a cactus; Bromo and 
Chloro, synthetic mescaline analogs 
developed during the late sixties, and 
Escaline, another analog similar to 
Bromo. 
Routes of administration: snorted or 
eaten (Yes, even Bromo, for the faint at 
heart), or enema - really 
Dosage: 

200 - 600 mg (mescaline sulfate) * 

6 - 12 “buttons” (peyote) 

25 mg (bromo) 
Duration: varies from 4 hrs (for bromo) 
to up to 12 hrs (for peyote) 
Side effects: nausea, disorientation. The 
long term effects are not well known, 
although bromo is suspected of being 
fairly toxic. 
Comments: In general, mescaline 
provides a trip with strong visual hallu- 
cinations and little head trip. Bromo is a 
very quick up with an incredibly intense 
visual trip and almost no head trip. It only 
lasts about 4 hours. Bromo is noted for 
being particularly painful when snorted, 
and eating it is a good way to lessen its 
more violent effects. Remember that a hit 
is only 1/40 of a gram. People have had 
very bad luck with larger doses of bromo. 
Peyote produces a trip very similar to 
mescaline and almost inevitably causes 
nausea in its users. 


Mushrooms (psilocybin): small fungi 
which grow in the woods. 

Variants: cubensis and liberty caps and 
an large number of others. Avoid the 
Amanita, as they are more toxic. 
Route of administration: eaten 
Dosage: | - 2 grams.

Duration: 7 - 9 hours. 

Side effects: all psychedelic mushrooms 
are toxic to some extent. Avoid over- 
doses. They cause stomach distress, and 
sometimes anxiety. 

Comments: Mushrooms produce both 
visual hallucinations and head trips. Be 
warned: the proper doses for shrooms vary 
with potency, freshness, type, storage, and 
batch. You must ask how much people 
have been taking and use that amount as 
adjusted for yourself. Do not try to pick 
your own psilocybins until you know 
exactly what you’re doing. Remember 
what your scout leader told you about 
eating wild mushrooms? 


2ome ideas on using 
drugs 


f you have made a rational and in- 
formed decision to use a drug, it is time to 
think about how to do it. Here are some 
general suggestions for taking any 
recreational drug. 

1. Know what you are taking, what it 
will do, how long it will last, and why 
you are taking it. 

Thousands of sources are available for 
generic information on each drug. The 
best source for specific info is not in writ- 
ing, however. Street drugs vary immensely 
from batch to batch in almost all of their 
properties, so the best way to find out 
what's going on is to ask. Ask the person 
who's selling. If you’re not sure you can 
believe what they tell you then it’s worth 
a minute to examine the wisdom of 
ingesting drugs that they give you. Talk to 
people who've used drugs from the same 
batch. find out how much people have 
been taking, what effects the drug has 
caused, and so on. And foremost, ask 
yourself “Do I really want to do this?”. 
Don’t take drugs simply because “There is 
nothing else to do” or because “I have to 
to be a Reedie.” If you’re going to take 
them, do it because you want to for your 
own reasons. 

A potentially useful thing to do is to 
write on your hand or arm what you took, 
how much you took, and when you took 
it. If you have a good time then you can 
say “Great, I’ve got four more hours of 
this!” If you don’t then it can help 
someone help you. 

2. “You can always take more, but you 
can't take less.” i. e. Don’t take more 
than one hit. 

A hit is called a hit for a good reason. 
It's the dosage that has proven to give 
most people a good (or bad) time 
consistently. Don’t ever take more than 
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one hit for your first trip. In fact, chink 
seriously about taking less than one hit to 
start. It’s easier to increase a dose than 
decrease it. 

3. Don’t mix drugs. 

You don’t really know what you're 
taking anyway, and nobody knows what 
happens when you mix them. This 
includes alcohol, especially with M-drugs. 
Many of examples of bad, bad trips 
happen solely because of mixing drugs. 
Ask, and people will tell you. 

4. Take care of your body. 

Check out specific things that should 
not be taken with the drug in question 
(For example, antidepressants and M 
drugs or respiratory depressants and 
alcohol). Eat a good meal a few hours 
beforehand. You don’t want either a full 
or an empty stomach. Wear warm 
clothing and shoes. You may not think of 
your body when you decide to go out in 
the rain, but it will remember you 
regardless. Carry a non-breakable, losable 
water container around with you and 
drink lots of water while you're tripping. 
Eat again the next day, and take it easy. 
Remember that you have stressed your 
body, and that it needs time to relax. 
Some people say the best thing for a 
hangover is a good workout. Drink more 
water; and a multivitamin is probably a 
good idea. If you make a habit of eating 
well, exercising regularly, and trying not 
to get stressed, then your body will 
probably have an easier time dealing with 
the stress of drugs. 

7. Remember that you are on drugs. 
Don’t try things that you wouldn't 
normally do (scaling the side of Eliot, for 
example). Don’t call your parents. Don't 
drive, or ride a motorcycle; it’s more than 

your life on the line. Don't go off campus 
without someone who is not on drugs. If 
you have a problem with this, I refer you 
to the section in the back of this book on 
drug laws and policies and “The Law and 
your Ass”. 

8. If you're having a bad time, find 
someone to help you. 

and the converse: If someone else is in 
bad shape, help them. 

Remember that people are not bad, 
and are probably willing to help. Try your 
friends (especially that one I 
recommended that you trip with). If you 
can’t find them, there are still lots of 
people out there, ready and willing to 
help. Try to just grab some nice person 
(who you recognize as a Reedie) and tell 
them what's wrong. Chances are that they 
will help. The S.U. and the Front Lawn 


are both great places to find helpful 
people. Most of the time, talking to 
someone, anyone, about your bad trip is 
better than a trip to the hospital while on 
drugs. But, Absolutely, if you think you 
or one of your friends is in medical 
trouble, go to the Infirmary. Those 
people are trained to deal with medical 
problems, and most other people aren't. If 
you can't move (or you can’t get your 
friend to move) then scream until 
someone comes to help. If you need to, 


don’t be afraid to call 911.

This is an excellent source of 
information on a plethora of topics rang- 
ing from over-the-counter drugs; through 
alcohol, caffeine, and nicotine; to 
Schedule 1 drugs. They have access to a 
large amount of information including 
computerized data bases and many 
professional journals. They are willing to 
run info searches for people. They will 
answer questions or provide references to 
queries made in person, in writing, or 
over the phone; anonymously, if you 
prefer. They will also send you free 
brochures on a wide variety of topics. 
They can be counted on to provide up to 
date and correct information on most 
drugs. Their sheets on MDA are 
excellent. 

The Center also provides anonymous 
drug analysis and identification for over 
600 substances. There is a fee for this 
service. DO NOT show up there with a 
sample. Call and do not identify yourself. 
Ask about the service, and they will tell 
you what to do.

In fact the only 
people I have heard talking about it are 
those funsters at Student Circuses and 
they probably just want you to go there 
and get lost so that they can sneak off with 
your tuition and keep class size down.

(Seriously Caro, all I’ve 
ever seen up there on bike rides are 
Mexican work camps and rednecks with 
22's and saliva runnin’ out their mouths). 


The Pacific Ocean 


V ¢ realize that you can probably find 
the Pacific Ocean all by yourself, but 
naturally, some ways of getting there are 
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nicer than others. The fastest way is to 


take Highway 26- you guessed it- west out 
of Portland. This road spits you out at 
Cannon Beach. Cannon Beach may not 
be the place you'll want to spend your 
precious weekend away (i.e. this little hub 
of tourist activity is really just an 
extension of Lake Oswego with a couple of 
miles of mountain range in between) but 
about a mile before you get to Cannon 
Beach, there is a sign to Ecola State Park, 
one of the most beautiful beaches on the 
Oregon Coast. You can even camp there if 
you don’t mind a $5 ticket in the morning. 

Driving further south on Hwy 101 you 
will reach Oswald West State Park after 
about 15 miles. There is a short walk into 
a campground and a nifty little beach with 
plenty of sunning rocks. 

Highway 26 is not the only way to get 
to the ocean. The easiest alternative is 
Highway 8, which is more scenic and less 
trafficked. Along 8 there are oodles of 
babbling creeks where you can creek 
stomp and swim. Just pull off the road 
anywhere that looks promising and 
explore. Highway 8 ends up in Tillamook, 
where you can turn north (follow signs) 
and drive along the coastline to Cannon 
Beach or turn south and check out Cape 
Lookout and Cape Kiwanda, both of 
which are really nice. 

Other roads to explore are the Siletz 
River Road and the Nestucca River Road. 
Both are south of Portland (check on a 
map) but well worth the extra miles.

lhe Gorge offers some of the best hiking 
around a most of it is only thirty to forty 
minutes away. Take I-84 to the “Columbia 


River Gorge Scenic Area” to get to the 
more popular, trail-ridden side of the 
Gorge or, after you're on I-84, take signs to 
Washington and catch Hwy 14 east up the 
north side. The south side has more 
waterfalls, more incredible views, more 
trails, a more rugged landscape and also 
more people. A lot more. You've got to dig 
deeper on the north side for the best 
scenery but it’s there and chances are that 
it’s unoccupied. To get started, get a copy 
of Don and Roberta Lowe’s Trails of the 
Columbia River Gorge or a USFS map of 
the area, pick out a trail that looks neat 
and get the hell out of Portland.

est your body in hot water with your 
friends, preferably in the middle of the 
night when you've got a paper due the 
next morning. Ask people for reviews. 
This is not to be missed. 

Take Woodstock east to 1-205. Go 
south on I-205 to the Clackamas City exit. 
You want to be on Highway 212/224 (they 
run together). If you are on Sunnyside 
Rd., get back on the interstate and go 
further south. Go east on 212/224 (that’s a 
left turn!) until you come to a highway 
junction. Take 224 south (turn right) 
towards Estacada. Take 224 out of 
Estacada (Note: last stop for food and gas). 
Keep going until you reach Forest Service 
Road #46. You will pass both Whitewater 
and Ripplebrook. Far after Ripplebrook 
you will pass a ranger’s station on your left. 
From there you will take Forest Service 
Roads #46, #63, and #70. It is well marked 
with signs saying “Bagby Hot Springs,” so 
don’t worry about the #s too much (Aside: 
Forest Service roads are of two types, those 
with four numbers, like 6337, and those 
with two, like 63. Stick to the roads with 
two numbers). When you get on 70, after 
a while the road will turn to gravel and 
you will cross a bridge. Keep going for a 
while and you will see the sign for the 
trailhead on you left. The trail is on the 
southern end (south is the direction you 
were driving) of the parking lot. The hot 
springs are about a mile and a quarter up 
the trail. 


Mount Hood 
S ure, go to Mt. Hood if you want. Go 
east on Powell until you run smack dab 
into this huge, rocky, snow-covered 
object. The ski Cabin’s free; the Glade 
Trail goes from Timberline to 
Government Camp, and there’s a cheap 
shuttle bus if you're lazy. There’s good 
downhill and cross country, also good 


climbing and hiking. Meadows and 
Timberline are not too shabby, but don’t 
rent on the mountain, go downtown. (See 
“Whatever Liz’s article is called” for ski 
shops.) There’s night skiing at Meadows if 
that’s what you’re interested ino, and the 
ski ball, sort of a teen-night (like on 
Wheel of Fortune). 

If you want great skiing where you 
have to pay to sleep and drive three hours 
further, go to Mt. Bachelor in Bend, on 
the far side of Hood. 


Mount Ranier 


M t. Ranier is only about an hour and 
a half farther from Portland than Mt. 
Hood and the difference in aesthetic 
reward is tremendous. 

Take out your map (No, not the 
Oregon map, Washington, you 
numbskull) and find I-5. Take an exit off 
of I-5 that will take you to Morton and 
through Longmire and up to Paradise 
Lodge (look, I don’t make up the names). 
You can stay at any of a number of cabins 
in the Longmire area, just before you enter 
the park. Most of them are relatively 
cheap, especially if you get six to ten 
people packed into one cabin. Better yet, 
just stay out all night skiing. Just get out 
the wax and sharpen those edges and you 
can ski on glaciers, over cliffs, through 
trees, over creeks, across lakes, anywhere 
where you want, but be sure to save time 
for a couple of trips down the Narada Falls 
trail, after a day of hard skiing when you're 
really feeling reckless.

Some 
people take the MAX out to Gresham and 
catch a ride from there. My only advice to 
you hard-core cyclists is to make sure the 
highways are well plowed. 

As far as I know there is no key to the 
Ski Cabin, it is unlocked year round. If 
you feel like being there then go there. It 
will be waiting for you. 

There are about thirty mattresses 
provided so just bring a blanket or sleeping 
bag. If you like to eat, bring some food. 
There is a fully equipped, gourmet kitchen 
complete with spice rack and an 
occasional mouse. If you plan on playing 
in the snow remember to take an extra 
change of clothing and a towel (for the 
shower/sauna aftermath). 

The Ski Cabin operates primarily on 
the good will of its occupants. Ic is 
everyone’s responsibility to maintain a 
clean and hospitable environment, both 
before and after one’s visit to the Ski 
Cabin. This means keeping the noise at a 
level that everyone can handle, not 
leaving food to rot in the refrigerator, and, 
of course, cleaning the place. Sweeping 
the oors, doing the dishes (not just yours), 
and putting the magazines back on the 
shelf are all considered normal behavior; 
don’t be shy. A student manager, 
appointed by Caucus, is responsible for 
maintenance and upkeep of the Cabin, as 
well as keeping it a generally peaceful 
place. However, the manager is not 
excited to, and shouldn't be expected te 
clean up other people’s messes. The 
operating costs for the Cabin, which 
include rewood, electricity for the sauna, 
and kitchen utilities are covered by the 
school. 

The number of things to do at the 
Cabin and environs is limited only by 
one’s imagination. Students and alumnae 
come up in the summer with their hiking 
boots and in the winter with their skis. 
There are several local ski resorts one of 
which provides almost year-round skiing. 
The path that you hike on in the summer 
becomes a x-country trail in the winter. 
There is a terric sledding hill just steps 
away from Mt. Hood itself. For the more 
domestic, the Ski Cabin comes complete 
with board games, cards, books, magazines, 
a guitar, a sauna, a ping-pong table, and of 
course, crayons. So bring a book and some 
food to cook, your time can be well spent 


at the Ski Cabin.

There’s no question about it; throwing 
parties is an integral part of Reed life.

While Reed College certainly doesn’t have 
more parties per capita than many other 
schools, the overall creativity, enthusiasm, 
and vigor of Reed parties is well known. 
While only a relatively small segment of 
the Reed population seems to organize 
these events, quite a large number of 
people seem to attend. This is all quite 
norinal, as college parties go. Reed parties, 
however, aren't always so conventional. 

Party-throwing, like any true 
discipline, can be viewed as part art and 
part science. And as with most purely 
academic disciplines, we shall never have 
universal agreement. Although the hosts 
may do an excellent job at providing the 
essentials for adequate diversion, some 
parties just take off, and others never really 
get there. Ultimately, it’s a matter of 
destiny. Many factors, however, can be 
manipulated in order to ensure the success 
of aforementioned Reed party. 

Let’s take a look at the necessary 
components for a successful Reed bash:

Dustbin parties are legendary for the broad 
scope of individuals who show up, the 
excellent dance tapes, and the obligatory 
visit from the fuzz.

Anyone 
in their right mind would rather drink 
Weinhard’s Ale than Blitz. Widmer, if 
affordable, is an even better choice. 

Brief mention of alternative drinks 
should be made. Everclear punch can be 
fun, dangerous, or both. Tequila drinks are 
a sure favorite, and a frozen margarita 
party isn’t a bad idea. The emergence of 
the whiskey sour lately has been a nice 
development. Your choices are many. 

Although donations are generally 
given freely, some unlucky soul usually 
takes a financial beating on the purchase 
of the kegs, or bottles. Well, no one said it 
was easy to serve the masses. 

Music is a big question at such events. 
A good dance tape is a safe bet, but it must 
be both diverse, and yet danceable 
throughout. Like death and taxes, certain 
kinds of music are inevitable. Talking 
Heads are of course ultra-hip, as is most 
recent AOR, the Jackson five, R.E.M., and 
the Violent Femmes. While these bands 
are already fossils in the realm of 
contemporary music, this kind of ever- 
danceable, guaranteed beat-ridden music is 
still dragged out of the cobwebs and 
thrown on the stereo when all else fails; if 
something continues to work, you really 
can’t argue with it. It’s good to see, on 
occasion, more demented out of the 
ordinary tunes being played for, if nothing 
else, ic expands one’s horizons. 

Speaking of expanding one’s horizons, 
this last year saw the emergence of live 
music at parties at semi-regular intervals. 
Screaming distorted guitars, pounding 
drums, and turbulent bass vibrating the 
walls and windows of a Reed house is a 
quite different experience than mere 
stereo music. This past year saw the 
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emergence of Tikkler, Humboldt 
Penguins, Voodoo Chicken, and Meister 
Band, and the continuation of Vicious 
Wally and the new version of Dan 
McNaughton’s Ditto Geese. The Coleman 
Rock-Fest, and a few rocking parties at the 
For Rent Or Lease and the Ice House, 
among others, made loud live music at 
parties an esoteric note which thrilled 
some and annoyed others, but never failed 
to cause a strong reaction either way. At 
the least, let’s hope that it continues, and 
that we can get bigger amps, so the singers 
of said bands can actually be heard. 

The most important thing that sets 
Reed parties apart is that there is very 
lictle of the exclusivity and divisiveness 
which is found elsewhere. While it is true 
that cliques exist, and people are quite 
often less than polite to people outside 
their group, everyone at Reed should feel 
free to partake in any social event that 
they want to. That’s what it’s there for, 
your enjoyment. The best rule of thumb 
that I can offer is: If there’s a sign on the 
wall advertising it, then go. Take a couple 
of bucks for the next keg if you can spare 
it, and don’t stomp cigarette butts into the 
rug, and you'll be welcome. Even if one 
doesn’t know anyone at a given party, the 
very act of going is justification enough for 
being there. And, strangely enough, you 
actually meet people and talk to them, and 
they talk to you, and pretty soon you're 
engaged in typical self-engaged, neo- 
intellectual Reed conversation and 
everything's cruising right along. It’s as 
easy as that. 

With a certain amount of planning, 
the right location, and a willingness to put 
out some cash and clean up afterwards, 
anyone (you for instance) can throw a 
successful Reed party. we have no 
fraternity scene, and a limited number of 
all-age cultural events in the area, parties 
serve the ultimate social function. What is 
nice about Reed parties is that in concept 
and execution, they are understood to be 
for the entire community. That sense of 
openness in our idyllic little school is what 
makes it such a nice place to go. So, keep 
this in mind whether throwing, or 
attending your next party. Keep in mind 
that all work and no play make Jack (or 
anyone) an extremely dull boy. 


First Thing in the Morning: Breakfast in 


Portland

Breakfast is the only meal to eat out in 
Portland, unless you're going to go to La 
Casa De Rios or Jarra’s for dinner. The 
number of breakfast places around the city 
is large and the quality great. This is a 
guide to a few places around Reed and 
some not around Reed. The places I’ve 
listed here aren’t necessarily good or bad, 
they’re just places I’ve been. The point is 
that morning and breakfast are a dynamic 
part of the Portland experience. I hope 
this guide serves as a catalyst to the 
expansion of your own early morning 
culinary antics for a healthier and sounder 
body and mind. 

WARNING: John’s scale represents the 
number of cups of coffee required at the 

respective restaurants to get John wired. 

Dosages should vary according to weight 
and tolerance. 


First the Big Three: 


EVERGREEN KITCHEN 

SE 7th and Morrison 

Hours: Mon-Sat: 7:00AM-3:00PM 
Special: 3 eggs, hashbrowns, toast: $1.50 
before 11:00AM, $2.00 after 

Omelettes: $2.50+ 

John’s scale: 3 1/2 cups 


This is a small place on the corner run by 
a phunky Asian family. But don’t let the 
small size intimidate you from bringing 
freen people for breakfast. They'll make 
room. The father and mother both wear 
traditional, paper chef's hats and the 
kitchen window is big enough that you 
can see them cooking. Quite frequently 
the children are chopping vegetables on 
one of the tables. The wait staff is always 
friendly - if it’s not one of the younger 
children (really young) then it’s a friendly 
woman that serves you coffee. The coffee’s 
only 40¢ and inevitably not good; if you 
want decaf, they'll give you Sanka. You 
also need to ask for milk if you prefer 
liquid over the powder stuff. But all this 
only emphasizes the spirit of the Evergreen 
Kitchen. This is the one place that should 
not be missed. It’s cheap as hell and very 
good. They also serve Asian lunches and 
dinners. Be sure to talk to the waitperson 


and thank the cook. They'll love you too. 


BONANZA CAFE 

1301 SE Grand (just after Hawthorne) 
Hours: I’m not sure, but only weekdays. 
Special: 2 eggs, hashbrowns, toast: $2.10 
John’s scale: 3 1/2 cups 


I didn’t frequent this place since I 
discovered it late, but it’s ne too. The 
woman who waits knows the orders of 
some customers and ritualistically repeats 
them for them when they arrive. I would 
suggest avoiding the pancakes as they had 
far too much baking soda in them when I 
went. Also, be sure to sit in front at the 
booth by the counter, so you can watch 
the counter and the action out on Grand. 
This place is certainly cheap and in style. 
Everybody’s doing it. 


EMILY’S 

1742 SE 12th (just before Hawthorne) 
Hours: early morning (like 5 AM) until 
afternoon 

Special: 2 eggs, hashbrowns, toast: $Cheap 
John’s scale: 3 cups 


Emily’s has been around for ten years, 
owned by an Asian couple. But I’ve never 
seen the male part of that couple. The 
woman is always there cooking and she’s 
truly a queen of the diner art. Don’t let her 
coldness get you down if she seems 
impatient taking your order - it’s just that 
she’s got some over-easy eggs going 
medium and she didn’t account for your 
indecisiveness when she left the grill to 
take your order. The decor is another 
highlight of Emily’s with walls sporting art 
done by elementary schoolchildren. 


THE RIVERWAY INN 

1401 SW Yamhill 

Hours: Mon-Sat: 6:30AM- Afternoon 
Special: 2 eggs, hashbrowns, toast: $2.75 - 
but there’s an Early Bird Special before 
8:30AM 

John’s scale: 2 1/2 cups 


The Riverway Inn has got it all. That’s 
it’s only drawback. To be a real greasy 
spoon, a place has got to have Creamora 
at the very least. The Riverway Inn is a 
lictle far - across the river and then just

across the 405 freeway. But it’s certainly 
worth the travel when you go. They pride 
themselves on good ingredients and 
service, both of which their pride is 
deserving. In fact I went once with a 
friend and they overcooked our 
hashbrowns, so they gave us new 
hashbrowns and a coupon for ve dollars. 
The staff is very friendly and have some 
worthwhile stories to tell, as well as a 
respectable portfolio of humor. But the 
guy can take it too far. Don’t let him tell 
you more than two jokes. The food here is 
very good and the prices, too. Go often; 
it’s much better than the bourgie places on 
Hawthorne St. and ashy enough to bring 
your grandparents. 


RUTHIES CAFE

clientele is regular - with only two booths 
and tables. The location is fair and you're 
sure to get a used newspaper. 


TOM’S RESTAURANT 

39th and Division

2 pancakes, 1 egg, and 2 bacon, sausage, or

Tom’s is awesome. It’s a lot like the 
place called “EAT” that you encounter 
along the freeway; the wait staff wears 
polyester costumes, the service is fast as 
hell, and since it’s on a busy corner the 
view of the trafc on 39th and the Kienows 
parking lot across the street provides ne 
entertainment. The hashbrowns aren’t 
greasy, the food is good, they've got the 
largest strips of pig ever, but I wouldn't 
recommend the pancakes for anything 
other than stopping up a drain.

Bertie Lou is good, but it’s worn out.

The counter is a more active place for 
eavesdropping pursuits and you can watch 
your food get cooked there. The tables are 
small except in a separate adjoining room 
which is most certainly more intimate. 
The crepes are good and the cinnamon 
rolls are amazing (but watch the amount of 
butter they get sauced with). Bertie Lou’s 
also has country style potatoes for the 
urban dreamer, and ne wafes. This is a 
place to do the crossword puzzle. 


RUSTY’S CAFE

This place is good only if you're a 
hard-core, greasy-spoon goer. The tables 
aren’t pre-set since much of the clientele is 
of the coffee-only type. It’s set amidst the 
Bum Zone and the bowels of Hank’s 
brewery. It’s a good spring board for an 
AM run to Powell’s. This is the only place 
I’ve ever been where they've had basted 
eggs (don’t ask, just order some). The 
potatoes are good and the biscuits are 
pathetic. 


JUST BURRITOS

Perhaps it’s bold of me to risk a review 
of this place after insisting on allowing the 
grapevine to speak for the Hotcake House. 
But I feel more secure with my knowledge 
about Quality Pies, so I’ve chosen to give 
it a whirl--it’s my favorite spot. I nd 
Quality Pies to be the epitome of the 
greasy spoon. The wait staff have 
costumes, they never let your coffee go 
below half (even if you’ve been there all 
night reading) and you have to ask for 


milk if you’re concerned about avoiding 
the vicious white powder. The pies that 
aren’t of the canned fruit type are actually 
rather scrumptious, and along with an a la 
mode squirt of soft synthetic white stuff, 
Quality Pies provides a virtually 
unbeatable late-night (or, in the tradition 
of Al Swartz, early morning) sugar rush. 
The folks that come in here are 
spectacular, and it’s big enough to allow 
for many viewing vantage points.

Tony says that this place is kind of 
pricey, but it’s worth the extra dollar for 
your honey. There’s a beautiful view of 
Sandy Blvd. and it’s close to Nickel Palace 
and Ursig’s. I would recommend going to 
the Hollywood Burger Bar if you're in the 
area and not with your honey; however, 
I've tried to avoid too many 
recommendations in this review so as not 
to interfere with your personal 
development. 


THRIFTWAY 

At the “Thriftway SuperCenter” up the 
hill.

Most of these lines must be toproped, due 
to the lack of protection on a brick 
building. However, a few of these routes 
can be led with the right pro (tricams and 
friends work best). From all your Reed 
mail over the summer, you are probably 
aware of the current construction of the 
library climbing annex. This new addition 
will expand the climbing area at the 
college greatly and offer many 
opportunities for first ascents. 


If you aren’t the type of climber who wants 
to climb on brick buildings at 3:47 AM in 
the rain, always risking a run in with the 
security guys, then The Crucible is more 
your speed. The Crucible is a secret, so 
you'll just have to wait until some savvy 
Reed climber entrusts you with its nature 
and location. 

** Note that the higher-ups at the college 
really don’t approve of buildering for 
obvious safety reasons so be discreet and 
be safe. 

The climbing at Reed is enjoyable only to 
a point. It will keep you in touch with the 
rock, but it lacks the thrill and exposure of 
the real McCoy. Right in the greater 
Portland area there are several good 
climbing areas: 

Rocky Butte is almost exclusively face 
climbing of 5.7-5.10 a grade. Also at the 
Butte is an old quarry with excellent-if- 
not-brutal crack climbing from 5.9-5.11. 
All top ropes; great way to get in shape. 
Go South on 82nd Avenue, cross I-84 and 
make an immediate right on NE Halsey. 
Go to NE 92nd Avenue, turn left, and 
drive to the top of the Butte for the wall. 
The quarry overlooks the freeway on the 
back side of the Butte. 

Broughton’s Bluff offers excellent 
climbing, mostly 5.9 and harder but about 
five easier climbs. Take I-84 17 miles east 
and exit at Lewis and Clark State Park. 
Park in the lot and find the trail up the 
hill. If you look up you'll see the rock. 
Horse Thief Butte is great for bouldering 
and one pitch climbs. To get there go up 
the gorge on 84, cross the Dalles bridge, 
turn right and drive for about fifteen

minutes, park by the highway and walk 
the trail up to the butte. Easy. 

If you have the time on the weekend and 
have transportation, (two things most 
Reed students are without) Smith Rocks, 
with 5.13’s and 200 assorted routes, in 
eastern Oregon is the place to go. It is the 
premier climbing spot in the U.S. and 
hosts many exceptional routes. You may 
be lucky enough to see Lynn Hill, Alan 
Watts, or Scott Franklin there doing some 
mind boggling lines. To get there take 26 
over Mt. Hood towards Bend. At 
Terrebonne follow the signs to Smith 
Rock State Park. You're there, now climb.

limbing is a game to be taken 
seriously Even a short fall can break bones- 
a certain idiot (whom I will not name) 
broke both ankles by falling a mere 15 
feet. You can get hurt- and all it takes is 
one mistake. It’s best to minimize the 
danger with proper safety procedures -- 
and Reed’s P.E. department is the place to 
start. 

Another factor in safety is not getting 
in over your head, an easy task with all of 
the information available to Reed 
students, including: 

e A small but very good library of 
climbing books and guides in the Sports 
Center office, and 

¢The almost complete sets in the main 
library of Summitand Off Belaymagazines.

Portland is a great city for movies with 
one of the highest number of screens per 
capita in the nation. There are more than 
a half dozen theaters devoted to showing 
first run art films and four houses showing 
double bills of repertory and older black 
and white films. 

With the price of a first run film during 
prime viewing hours now between $4.50 
and $5.50, being a movie buff is not an 
inexpensive proposition. There are, 
however, a number of discount options 
offered by some theater companies. You 
can get a student discount with your Reed 
ID at Cinema 21 (see below). Almost all 
of the first run theaters in town offer some 
discount for the first show or for shows 
before 5:00 pm. In addition to this, 
Luxury Theaters and Moyer Theaters 
offer a number of special discounts. With a 
coupon from This Week Magazine, you 
can see films at Luxury Theaters for $2.50 
on Mondays and Thursdays. Tri-Met also 
offers passes which allow two to see a 
movie for the price of one at Luxury 
Theaters on Sundays through Thursdays; 
you can get these passes from the nice 
people at the Tri Met office in Pioneer 
Courthouse Square. On Tuesdays you can 
see any film at a Moyer Theater for $2.00, 
and with a receipt from Fred Meyer films 
are $2.00 on Wednesdays as well. 

In addition, Portland has a number of 
neighborhood theaters like the Sellwood 
(SE Milwaukie and Bybee) offering 2nd 
run films. These give you the chance to 
see a first run film a few weeks later for a 
reduced price. They also provide the 
harried Reedie with the chance to see 
films missed when papers were pressing 


down. 

For Drive-In aficionados there are still 
a few screens in East County. Admission is 
by the car, and they operate seasonally. 
Head out with the cooler now before the 
rain sets in, because after that they are 
closed until spring. 

The Northwest film and Video 
Center (1219 SW Park) mixes an eclectic 
schedule of films with classes on 
screenwriting, directing, and other aspects 
of film making. Their films are a mix of 
premieres and repertory showings. films are 
usually shown on double bills and are 
rarely shown more than once. Each spring 
the film and Video Center sponsors a film 
festival with a good selection of recent 
films from around the world. Classes are 
loosely on a quarter system. Schedules for 
the film and Video Center are printed bi- 
monthly and can be found in the Library 
Lobby and outside the Bookstore. 

Check the free agent’s Alternative 
Film Guide for a comprehensive day-by- 
day listing of outside-the-mainstream 
films. Because of the Free Agent’s monthly 
deadline, it is important to double-check 
this with the daily listings.

Alexis (215 W. Burnside). As close as 
you can get to a Greek tavern this side of 
the Aegean. Great for Hum 110 
conference revels, or for senior nostalgia 
about the far-off days of the Greeks. Don’t 
miss the squid. Hot tip: skip the full din- 
ners.and make a meal of assorted 
appetizers, including marinated octopus, 
wadziki and tarama, complemented by a 
great peasant bread. The best restaurant 
noise in town, Ouzo and retsina to drink. 
Moderate prices, unless you eat until you 
burst, which you might be tempted to do. 


Dave’s Delicatessen (1110 SW 3rd). 
It’s not the Carnegie or the Stage, but it 
will do. The pastrami is first rate, the 
kreplach will remind you of your 
grandmother, and the kugel is warming. 
Best bet is the sublime cabbage borscht. 
Kibitz with Abe and Shirley Saltman, the 
effervescent owners, and you'll get over 


the PDX blues. Basic deli prices. 


Fong Chong (301 NW 4th). This 
emporium returns the good name to 
Cantonese cooking. Check out the 
casseroles in ceramic pots, the charred 
salt-spice shrimp, almost any squid dish, 
and don’t miss the Chinese broccoli with 
oyster sauce. Ac noon the best dim sum 
carts in town make their way up and down 
the aisles. Reasonable Chinese rates. 


Jarra’s (607 SE Morrison). If you've 
never had Ethiopian food, here’s a treat: 
it’s total regression for there’s no 
silverware. You'll lick fiery sauces (called 
“wat”) off your fingers, scooping up various 
meats and chicken with the spongy native 
bread known as enjera. Lots of dynamite 
seasonings, especially coriander, cumin, 
and ginger to back up the sinus-clearing 
cayenne. Extremely casual. Get into 
conversation with Petros Jarra, and learn 


all about the Queen of Sheeba. Cheap. 


L’ Auberge Bar (2601 NW Vaughan). 
Slightly upscale, but at the same time a 
casual, friendly bar. The most interesting 
crowds in Portland, great late evening 
vibes, owned by an ex-Reed philosophy 
professor. A fire roars in the hearth, on 
Sunday there's ribs with old American 


movies, and good American and country 
French fare. If you want sweets, spring for 
the poached lemon cheesecake, ambrosial 
and light as an Oregon mist. Moderate 
prices. 


Paul Bergin (NW 23rd and Everett). 
A very yuppie take-out charcuterie with a 
counter and a few tables for lunches and 
especially noted for Friday afternoon and 
early-evening tapas (Spanish hors 
d’oeuveres). Delicious appetizers, salads 
(such as fructi di mare), great patés and 
baked goods (don’t miss either the walnut 
bread or the challah). Informal though a 
bit pricey; still, it’s fun and a total break 
from Reediana. 


The Ringside West (2165 W. 
Burnside). If you’re generally off red mean, 
here’s the place to go when you shelve 
your virtue once a year. The steaks, 
(particularly the NY cut medium rare) are 
simply fabulous, the onion rings are leg- 
endary, and the waiters have been here as 
long as 25 years, delivering state-of-the-art 
service. Dark burnished with a copper- 
glow, a throw-back to the forties, it will 
make you feel like a million bucks. Prices 
are quite reasonable — where else can you 
get 12 oz. of heavenly prime beef for 
$12.50? 


Saigon Express (322 NW Broadway). 
A powerful Vietnamese restaurant, in a 
divey locale. The owner (Kim May) is a 
poet from Saigon, and her dinners sing 
with lyric intensity. Be sure to have the 
ginger-garlic escargots, the salted crab in 
black-bean sauce, and almost any dish on 
an island cooker. Viet salads of shrimp and 
chicken are first-rate, and the sausages 
with rice paper and a veritable garden of 
fresh leafy greens will satisfy most of your 
cravings. Quite reasonable, and very 
casual. 


A Thyme Garden (1705 NE Couch). 
In a handsome old Victorian, this 
restaurant serves dinners from a particular 
corner of Europe, and changes the locale 
of the cuisine each month. One month it 
might be Burgundy near Lyon, then the 
Po Valley, next several Spanish provinces. 
There are 6-7 courses, and the specialty is 


a separate offering of four different glasses 
of wine from the particular region. The 
cooking is sophisticated, elegant and sure, 
the knowledge is absolute, and everything 
is fresh and expertly done. This is for 
leisurely two and one-half hour 
indulgences, and a heady expense account 
— your parents’! One of the most satisfy- 
ing experiences in town. 


Bread and Ink Café (3610 SE 
Hawthorne). A pleasant, spirited 
neighborhood café that reminds one of a 
friendly European restaurant. The only 
Jewish brunch in town (blintzes, herring 
salad, whitefish, lox and eggs). Great spe- 
cials every day for lunch and dinner, such 
as cassoulet, and a host of mussel dishes; 
the best baguette around, and a suave pot 
de creme. Moderate prices. 


Indigine (3723 SE Division). Owned 
by a former Reed economics professor 
(Marxist variety), this place turns out 
some of the most intriguing, personal 
cooking anywhere. Tuesday-Friday suppers 
represent a range of Indian, Mexican, 
French, and American dishes, all 
thoughtfully done and bountifully 
presented. How does a shrimp enchilada, 
layered with home-made tortillas, 
provolone, fresh oregano and green chilies 
sound? Or roast chicken stuffed with 
Parmesan, pine nuts and fresh basil? 
Saturday nights are given over exclusively 
to East Indian fare. All dinners are prix 
fixe, but prices are extremely fair, and 
you'll groan with ecstasy — guaranteed. 


Pink’s Grill (1231 SW Jefferson). A 
deco diner that’s as cool as you can get. 
The best bet here is breakfast, and I mean 
the chili with poached egg and avocado. 
Get a side of the fried potatoes, and down 
it with the devil’s diesel brew. 


Metro on Broadway (911 SW 
Broadway). There are five or so 
concessions inside this large hall, some 
good, some so-so, but the reason for 
coming here is to see Portland's 
sociological range. Judges and punks, 
truckdrivers and poets, all sit elbow-to- 
elbow at community tables. The new wave 
scene on Friday nights is overwhelming. 
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The Vat and Tonsure (822 SW 
Park). Continuous classical music 

accompanying solid, honest food — 
game hens, smoked salmon appetizers, 
country paté, roast pork, broiled lamb 
chops. The food is dependable and 
reliable, and the wine list is enormous. 
Paneled, intimate, genial, comfortable. An 
old favorite with modest prices. 


Michael’s (1111 SE Sandy). A 
Chicago place — posters of the Cubbies 
and Bears, Chi-city newspapers, and the 
best homemade sausage, pepper and/or 
marinated beef sandwich imaginable. A 
perfect lunch spot, for Mike Royko fast- 
food that excels. 


Jake’s Famous Crawfish (401 SW 
12th). Another place for a parents’ treat, 
but you really shouldn’t wait: it’s too 
splendid a place not to try on your own, 
even if it means giving up a few movies. 
This is Portland's oldest restaurant, and it 
has been jam-packed since 1892. Order 
from the “fresh sheet,” printed daily, and 
avoid anything that’s heavily sauced. You 
can’t get better salmon than Jake’s offers, 
but don’t overlook such exotica as marlin, 
shark, and especially sturgeon, always best 
when broiled or grilled. Super oysters, 
crawfish in season (easily addictive), and a 
chocolate truffle cake worth saving room 
for. 


Dan and Louis Oyster Bar (208 SW 
Ankeney). Another venerable institution, 
the nautical decor will make you a bit 
dizzy, but there’s no beer or wine to 
enhance the feeling. Still, anything with 
oysters is magnificent here, especially the 
raw Yakimas, and the satiny stew. Clam 
chowder is pretty terrific, and the crab 
Louis virtually defines the genre. Moderate 
prices. 


Paisley’s (1204 NW 21st). My favorite 
dessert spot. Not your dense, leaden 
chocolate-death sort, but creations like 
Grand Marnier soufflé with orange peel 
and chilled creme anglaise, or ginger torte 
with candied flowers and raspberry pureé. 
Every dish looks as if it stepped out of 
Connoisseur. Usually crowded after 
theatre, but worth the wait. Nice selection 
of dessert wines and coffees. 


Papa Haydn (5829 SE Milwaukie and 
701 NW 23rd). A perenially bulging late- 
night spot, crammed with portly patrons, 
though lunches and dinners are fine, 
especially the pastas. This is heaven to 
true-believers of such extravaganzas as 
“autumn meringue” — layers of baked 
meringue and chocolate mousse festooned 
with ribbons of chocolate. The dessert 
case, heaped with Sacher torte and boc- 
cone dolce among the scores of great 
baroque fabrications, will make your eyes 
pop with desire. 


Rimsky-Korsakoffee House (707 SE 
12th). A pleasant, dark Victorian home, 
where there’s always live classical music 
and a menu of daily dessert selections, 
some very fine. The ice cream dishes are 
good, and the fruit tarts and sesame-seed 
cake are wonderful. A cozy place for good 
talk or starting or repairing love and 


friendship. 


Abou Karim (221 SW Pine). An Old 
Town standby, this brick-walled spot 
serves a good range of such middle-eastern 
specialties as felafel, lamb soup, houmis, 
tabouli and baba ghanoush. Be sure to ask 
for laban, the chilled yogurt drink. Quite 


reasonable. 


Macheesmo Mouse (719 SW 
Salmon). A new concept — fast Mexican 
food prepared with low-fat, low-salt and 
attention to the freshest ingredients. Most 
of the classic standbys cooked with care. 


Bangkok Kitchen (2534 SE Belmont 
Ave.). The best Thai restaurant in 
Portland. Wonderful curries, great saté, 
eye-watering lime-tinged shrimp, and the 
standout dish: a whole fish (often sea bass) 
in chili sauce. Let your imagination rove 
freely. Moderate prices. 


Rey-Rey’s (1435 SE Hawthorne). 
filipino cuisine, combining influences from 
Japan, India, China, and Spain. Lots of 
bright colors, and zesty tastes. The lime- 
sour fish soup is a treat, and the jeweled 
hot stuffed clams aren’t to be missed. Try 
the charcoal-grilled items, and pancit 
(noodles) and the adobo (meat fried in a 
rich brown garlic sauce). Friendly, in- 
formative staff, and very reasonable prices. 


Kashmir (1022 SW Stark). You go 
through an Indian grocery store, with 
temptations on all the shelves, and enter a 
dark, mysterious, inviting restaurant, 
aglow with brass. Perfumed spices tell you 
something’s in the air — great curried 
lamb with ginger and red chili, or prawns 
with saffron, or chicken marinated in 
yogurt and grilled. Elegant and 
unintimidating at the same time. This is a 
good example of Indian fare. Prices are a 
bit steep, but well worth the sacrifice. 


Genoa (2832 SE Belmont). Yet an- 
other restaurant owned by a former Reed 
prof — this time an erstwhile literary 
critic. The only really superior Italian 
restaurant in the city, Genoa serves 
Northern cuisine. It is one of the most 
elegant spots around, a leisurely (almost 
indolent) six course affair. The food is 
taken very seriously, yet with a minimum 
of pomp. Often stunning, from the 
capanata to the torta, but it is very ex- 
pensive. 


Le Cuisinier (1308 W. Burnside). In 
my opinion, this is the premier restaurant 
in Portland. Strictly French, a small but 
carefully selected menu, and every dish 
cooked with loving intelligence. Dinners 
are epiphanies of the art: a cream of mussel 
soup with saffron, a luscious confit of duck 
glazed with red currants and splashed with 
calvados, accompaniments are 
masterpieces in their own right. The 
soufflés, whatever flavor, are soft sculptures 
of cumulus egg whites. You'll be treated 
gastronomically like royalty. If your 
parents really want to reward you, there’s 
absolutely nowhere else to take them. It’s 
enough to make even C minuses seem 
inconsequential. Expensive. 


Veracruz (217 NW 2nd). The best 
Mexican cooking in town, especially the 
sinfully-dark mole, and the seafood 
enchiladas. Pureé of mangoes heaped over 
grilled chicken breasts will make you 
happy. Salsas are home-made, and much 
of the cooking employs the peppers and 
tomatos from the province that gives the 
restaurant its name. Good selection of 
native beers. Moderate prices. 
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Casa U-Betcha (612 NW 21st). Hip 
scene, amidst a post-modern LA decor 
done with wit: mock sunset of orange 
corrugated plastic and galvanized tin 
cactuses. Lots of artists, spike-haired 
models and West Hills harpies, and a good 
smattering of more-than-satisfactory dish- 
es. Best chips and salsa around. 


Chen’s Dynasty (622 SW 
Washington). A gargantuan menu, 
featuring many out-of-the-ordinary dishes 
from six regions of China. If you want 
jellied pigs ears, this is the place. But it’s 


not all exotica. The Hunan dishes are as 
good as anyone’s, and the dumplings in 
fiery peanut sauce are sine qua none. 
Leave lots of time for menu-exploration. 
Moderate to expensive. 


Sumida’s (6744 NE Sandy). A fine 
neighborhood Japanese eatery, including a 
first-rate sushi bar. Grilled seafood is the 


mainstay of the house. 


Koji Osakaya fish House (7007 SW 
Macadam). There’s sumo wrestling on the 
VCR, and samurai-like chefs who love to 


restaurant choices 


say “Hai” when they get requests. Sit at 
the counter and watch the show. Make a 
meal of appetizers, especially the miniatur 
soft-shelled crabs and the “tiger’s eye,” 
thin cross sections of pearly squid filled 
with disks of pink salmon. Everything is 
done with geometric artifice, so you can 
see why the French admire the Japanese. 
Try one of the dozen or so styles of sake. 
Moderate prices, but careful, for small 
things can add up.

or: About Cops 





Reed College is a mellow place. 
Sometimes it is mellow to the point of 
being downright obnoxious, but for 
the most part, the pervasive easiness 
about things that are a “big deal” in 
the real world is not a bad thing. It is 
easy to forget sometimes, however, 
that the real world really exists out 
there, complete with such unmellow 
people as policemen, judges, heavily 
armed Rastafarians and service station 
attendants who breed killer pit bulls 
for fun and profit. It is about the first 
two that | offer these, some of my 
favorite tips on how to deal with The 
Law, and with the enforcers thereof.

Owning a car will put you from 
time to time into the de facto 
jurisdiction of the Oregon State 
Police. If you are an under age drinker, 
or are buying for the dorm younguns, 
you need also to worry about the 
Oregon Liquor Control Commission 
(OLCC). 

About the Portland P.D.— 
although they somehow manage to be 
involved in some fashion or another 
in virtually every political scandal in 


Portland, and although they 
occasionally do things even the most 
even-handed of people would call 
downright heinous, for a bunch of 
urban cops, the P.P.D. aren’t a bad lot.

When 
problems arise, they are usually open 
to more creative forms of conflict 
resolution than busting your head 
open like an overripe casaba melon.

the following things:

You will pay lots of time 
and money for the privilege of getting 
reamed by The System. 

2) Do Not Appear Threatening. 
This one is simple. You don’t want to 
look like you are about to shoot the 
police person. If you are pulled over, 
do so in a courteous, deliberate 
fashion, and if it is possible, do so as to 
best convenience the officer in 
question. Head under an overpass to 
get the ticketing officer out of the 
rain, or pull off at any conveniently 
located offramp to get that expensive 
police cruiser out of the line of traffic.

kay, so that’s the best way to 
avoid having a ten-buck traffic ticket 
turn into a lifetime behind bars.

rv general note now on the 


phenomenon of arrest. When arrested, 
you are in the power of the police. Do 
not try your luck at duking it out with 
the police. Again, a pretty basic 
common sense rule, here. Bear in 
mind that police of any sort are the 
Domino’s Pizza boys of armed 
violence; ready, willing, and able to 
provide free twenty-four hour outcall 
massage service to the tender tissues 
twixt your temples, providing you 
present them with the proper personal 
provocation. Since the “inhumane” 
chokehold has been outlawed in 
Portland, Standard Operating 
Procedure for subduing uncooperative 
suspects has reverted to the time- 
honored and humane method of 
persistently applying kinetic energy to 
the suspect with a billy club until he 
or she becomes agreeable or 
unconscious, whichever comes first. 

If you think you have a good 
reason for not being arrested, like 
they’ve got the wrong person, or that 
“car theft” you were in the middle of 
when five cop cars drove up with 
lights blazing was just a harmless 
college prank, then pull out all the 
stops. Make puppy eyes. Get on your 
knees and beg, lie like a rug, if you 
think it'll help keep you from getting 
arrested. To paraphrase Marty Smith, 
“If there’s one thing the cops hate, it’s 
paperwork.” If you can come to a 
solution to the situation without 
having to force them to write up an 
arrest report, they’ll take it every time. 

Once the cops have you under 
arrest, however, things take a radical 
turn. Arrest is commonly signified by 
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the “reading of rights,” and the 
application of handcuffs. When these 
things occur, your civil rights are in a 
state of partial suspension. 
Nonetheless, you do retain certain 
rights, which it will ill behoove you to 
ignore. Any of you who cut your teeth 
on a diet of ADAM-12 reruns can 
probably recite them, namely the right 
to remain silent, and the right to an 
attorney, with one appointed to you 
for free if you can’t afford one. There 
is a reason they tell you this one as 
soon as you get arrested—they will try 
to trick you into confessing; the 
reading of the Miranda rights makes 
you fair game. 

Don’t expect the cops to work you 
over with truncheons and rubber 
hoses, they’re much too subtle for all 
that. Instead, while you wait for your 
lawyer or public defender to show up, 
a personable cop may arrive; maybe 
the cop’ll be bringing some nice hot 
chocolate and cookies for you. The 
nice officer will start up with the small 
talk, ask about the weather and so on, 
and eventually work his or her way 
onto the topic of your arrest. Maybe 
Glenda, good cop of the north, will 
ask you a question “off the record” or 
“just between us”... answer it, and you 
sink your case. There is no (NO, NO, 
NO, NO, read my lips, N-O “NO”) 
“off the record”. Everything you say 
can be used against you in a court of 
law. That’s what it says, that’s what it 
means. Just shut up, eat the cookies, 
and wait for your attorney. Once you 
are under arrest, you can’t make 
anything better for yourself by talking 
without an attorney, and you can 
make things a hell of a lot worse. 

All of this applies to instances 
wherein you, the arrestee, have no 
urge to get arrested. There is a whole 
other ballpark when it comes to 
getting arrested. I’m talking, of course, 
about civil disobedience. All I can say 
about this business is that if you really 
want to get arrested for a cause, there 
exists a whole legalistic art form 
revolving around such action whose 
details are far too numerous for me to 
devote adequate attention in this 
format. If you decide to get involved 
in such an action, do so in

conjunction with an organization 
which has planned a little, and can 
offer you a little training in 
nonviolence. I recommend you do so 
before you set up your deck chair in 
front of the White Train and the 
truncheons start flying. Smash the 
state: it’s simple, it’s easy, it’s fun,— 
you'll be glad you did! 
A word on Drugs 

F inally, one thing you had better 
remember, no matter how 
excruciatingly hip, cool, mellow, and 
all-around casual everybody is about 
drugs here. THEY ARE INCREDIBLY 
ILLEGAL. Don’t go to Seven Eleven 
waving your bong about (Ask Devon 
about this one).

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So Why Two Constitutions, Anyway?

In the following "Constitutional 
Documents" section, you may well notice 
that there are two "Constitutions of the 
Reed Community,” and you may well 
wonder how it came to be that there are 
two such documents. Both Reed 
Community Constitutions are not actually 
in force, but the story of how there came 
to be two at all is still of some interest. 

The Constitution that is still (more or 
less) in force is the Constitution of the 
Reed Community as of October 11, 1982, 
which is the firse document below. It is 
the most recent variation of the 
"experiment in community governance" 
begun in 1963, when students and faculty 
decided that they should try getting 
together in one body (the Community 
Senate) to govern the community. 

The history of Reed's governance 
structures has been, at best, somewhat 
messy. By 1965, it was clear that they had 
some serious problems. Unfortunately, 
nothing was ever done about most of 
them. The Black Studies Crisis occurred 
the year the Community Constitution was 
supposed to be evaluated, and the 
evaluation fell by the wayside, not to be 
seen or heard of again until recently. 
Instead, various piecemeal changes were 
made in the constitution and bylaws over 
the years. Unfortunately, these changes 
not only did not solve the existing 
problems, but frequently created new ones 
or inconsistencies in the documents 
themselves. One of these changes was the 
creation of the Student Caucus, which, in 
the late 1970's, took over full 
responsibility for allocating Student Body 
Fees, and overseeing student organizations 
and their finances. 

By the early 1980's with the only thing 
that had to be done (finance) in the hands 
of the Caucus, the Senate had quietly 
died. Four years ago, the Community 
Senate was dragged from the grave, 


kicking and screaming, by a group of 
hopeless idealists who thought that the 
only thing they needed to do to return 
Reed to a state of grace was to revive the 
Senate. They were wrong. Since its 
resurrection, the Senate has taken only 
two actions of any import. In the spring of 
1986, the Senate enacted a community 
rule banning smoking at all conferences 
and lectures, and at its last meeting in the 
spring of 1987, the Senate approved a 
sexual harrassment policy. The anti- 
smoking rule outraged many members of 
the Reed Community, who demonstrate 
their opposition by continuing to smoke 
heavily in conferences and lectures. The 
sexual harrassment policy is not yet 
official, as the Senate does not have the 
authority to enact college policy; the 
Senate merely recommended the approved 
sexual harrassment policy to the faculty 
and the president, who must approve the 
policy in order to make it official. 

In the fall of 1986, the Caucus, tired of 
the hot-air mass that the Senate had 
become, voted to join with the faculty in 
creating a committee to review 
community governance. This committee 
(of which, I confess, 1 was a member) met 
during the spring of 1987, came to the 
conclusion that the current structure was 
unsalvageable and should be replaced, and 
proposed a new structure at the end of the 
semester. The proposal called for the 
abolition of the Community Senate and 
the creation of a Student Senate and a 
Faculty Community Affairs Committee, to 
represent students and faculty, 
respectively. 

Unfortunately, due to fallout from an 
occupation of the Development Office 
(see the "Recent Political History" article), 
there was scant discussion and no action 
on the proposal. Through the fall of 1987, 
the committee continued its work, and, by 
the end of the semester, had created a 


draft of a new Community Constitution 
and Student Body Constitution. The 
committee then distributed the draft and 
held a series of small-group meetings with 
interested students and faculty to discuss 
the proposed new constitutions. Few were 
interested. 

In the spring of 1988, the committee 
produced a new draft incorporating 
alterations suggested by people at the 
aforementioned meetings, and presented it 
to the community. After some discussion 
and a few more amendments, the faculty 
voted (with no dissent) to approve the 
new constitution and make related 
changes in the Bylaws of the Faculty and 
sent the constitution to the students for 
their approval. The Senate declined to 
discuss the proposal, but did vote to place 
it before the Student Body for a 
referendum. 

At this point, students finally began to 
take note. After a Reed Union and a great 
deal of discussion (some well-informed; 
much, unfortunately, somewhat less so), 
the proposed constitutions were voted 
down by the Student Body. In the light of 
this failure, a motion was brought to the 
faculty floor to rescind the changes in 
their bylaws to enable the election of 
Faculty Senators to serve under the old 
constitution. After some discussion, this 
motion was voted down by a considerable 
margin. 

Thus, for the 1988-89 academic year, 
there will be no meetings of the 
Community Senate (as faculty members 
were not elected, a quorum of Senators 
does not exist). The faculty has created 
the Community Affairs Committee of the 
Faculty, whose first order of business will 
no doubt be to meet with Caucus (the 
elected representatives of the Student 
Body) to create a mutually acceptable new 
Constitution. 
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Constitution of the Reed Community 


as of I! October 1982 


Preamble 

The members of the Reed Community adopt 
the Constitution of Community Government for 
the purpose of providing legislation and 
administration of community affairs on the basis of 
joint responsibility of faculty, students, and 
administration. This structure shall embody the 
Reed sense of community by insuring 
communication and cooperation among all the 
spheres of the community in the ordering of its 
internal affairs. The firm commitment of ail these 
factors to the integrity and interests of the College 
must result in the subordination of the special 
interests of the participants to the needs of the 
College as a whole. 


Article | - The Community Senate 
Section |. Function 

The Community Senate shall be a 
representative legislative body of the faculty and 
students. The senate shall formulate community 
policy in matters of internal community affairs not 
specifically assigned to other constitutional bodies, 
such as educational policy, admissions and 
financial aid, and college staff and personnel. The 
Senate has a fundamental responsibility for 
community rules and other college social policies. 
Section 2. Composition and Size 

A The Community Senate shall consist of 
faculty and student representatives with the 
number of faculty Senators being one more than 
the number of student Senators. 

B. The number of Senators may vary in 
number from || to 25, maintaining the above- 
stated composition and depending on the needs 
of the body as reflected in appropriate bylaws. 
Section 3. Officers of the Community Senate 

A __ The presiding officer of the Community 
Senate shall be a faculty Senator elected by a 
majority vote of the full complement of Senators 
and shall be designated the Chair of the 
Community Senate. The Chair of the Community 
Senate may vote only in a tie situation. 

B. The President and Vice President of the 
Student Body shall be elected by a majority of the 
members of the enrolled Student Body who are 
voting in a valid election. The President and Vice 
President of the Student Body so elected shall 
serve as members of the complement of student 
Senators. 

1. The student Senators, Vice President, 
and President (collectively designated the Student 
Caucus) shall serve as officers of the Reed College 
Student Body in matters of concern to that body. 

2 The Student Caucus shall hold regular, 
public meetings while classes are in session; shall 
represent student interests and concerns to the 
faculty, Administration, and Board of Trustees; and 
shall,, in accordance with procedures explicitly 
defined in the Community Bylaws, have exclusive 
responsibility for disbursing Student Body funds. 
Changes in Community Financial Policy may only 
be made by a 3/5 vote of the Senate, including 
affirmative votes by five student Senators. 

C The Chair of the Senate may call the 
faculty Senators into Caucus for the purpose of 
discussing matters arising from community business 
that have particular relevance to the faculty as a 
whole. 

0 On the nomination of the Student 
Caucus, the Community Senate shall select a 
Secretary from the student body who shall keep 
minutes at all Senate meetings, including 
executive sessions, and at all meetings of the 
Student Caucus. 

E On the nomination of the Student 


* 1988 


Caucus, the Community Senate shall select a 
Treasurer and an Assistant Treasurer from the 
Student Body, who shall be ex-officio, non-voting 
members of the Caucus and the Community 
Senate, and who shall administer and enforce the 
Community Financial Policy specified in the 
Bylaws. Among other duties, the Treasurer shall 
record the disposition and render at least a 
quarterly public account of all Student Body and 
all Senate funds, and of any other monies credited 
to or disbursed by a funded organization, and shall 
be responsible for having the accounts of ai! 
funded organizations submitted to a semiannual 
independent audit performed by a CPA 
designated by the Student Body President. The 
Assistant Treasurer shall assist the Treasurer in all 
his/her duties. 

F. The salaries of the secretary, Treasurer, 
and Assistant Treasurer shall be paid from Student 
Body funds; the expenses of the semiannual audits 
shall be paid from Community Senate funds. 
Section 4. Selection of Student Representatives 
and Community Senators 

A Student Representatives shall be selected 
by vote of the Student Body in a valid election. 

B. All Student Senators shall be 
Representatives. 

C Faculty Senators shall be selected by the 
vote of at least a quorum of the resident faculty. 
Section 5. Decisions of the Community Senate 

A Decision by the Community Senate shall 
be by majority vote of at least a quorum of the full 
membership of the senate. 

B. A copy of any proposed rule or changes in 
rules to be submitted under the authority of 
Article 1, Section | shall be forwarded to the 
President's Office at least 24 hours prior to the 
Senate meeting which will receive these 

b. 


C The Chair of the Senate shall forward a 
copy of any Senate action enabled by Article |, 
Section | to the President's Office within 24 hours 
of passage. 

D si the President disagrees, the 
disagreement shall be stated in person at a special 
or regular meeting of the Senate or in writing to 
each Senator. Such disagreement shall suspend 
the implementation of the Senate action for ten 
days or for such shorter period as may be set, 
because of a calendar exigency, by mutual 
agreement of the President and the Senate. At 
the next Senate meeting after the suspension 
period, the Senate shall reconsider its previous 
action. If it again approves, the action shall take 
effect as a Community rule or social policy unless 
the President judges that it presents a sufficiently 
serious risk to the welfare of the College, or 
sufficiently serious harm to the members of the 
Community, to warrant continued formal 
disagreement. Should the President then and 
therefore exercise a veto, the President shall 
present reasons in person at a special or regular 
meeting of the Senate ore in writing to each 
Senator. If requested, the President shall discuss 
the action in person at a Senate meeting. After 
such a veto, the Senate may present its position to 
the Appeals and Review Committee augmented 
by the Student Body President and Vice President 
and the Chair of the Senate. 


Article It - Referendum 
Section 1. 

Legislation may also be approved by a majority 
of the enrolled undergraduates and a majority of 
the resident faculty voting on any legislation, 
bylaw, or amendment to this Constitution referred 
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to each by the Senate at any regular or general 
election. 





Article lil - Initiative 
Section 1. 

The undergraduates and the Faculty of the 
College reserve to themselves the power to 
legislate for the community in the following 
manner, independent of the Community Senate: 
20% of the enrolled undergraduates or 20% of 
the resident faculty may file a petition with the 
College Registrar proposing deletion, alteration, or 
substitution of any rules or bylaws of the 
community. The Registrar shall then provide for a 
special election. If a majority of the 
undergraduates voting in the special election and 
a majority of the resident faculty voting in the 
special election, a quorum existing in each case, 
vote yes, such a proposal shall become rule or 
bylaw, the Community Senate notwithstanding. 


Article IV - Recall 

The undergraduate and faculty members of the 
Senate, including the Chair of the Senate and the 
President of the Student Body can be recalled in 
the following manner: 

Section |. 

Any faculty Senator shall be recalled if 20% of 
the resident faculty file a recall petition with the 
Registrar and 35% of the resident faculty vote "yes" 
in the Special election. Replacement procedure 
shall be provided for in the Bylaws of the 
community. 

Section 2. 

Similarly, 20% of the enrolled student body 
may file a petition for the recall of student 
Senators, or the Student Body President, such 
persons being immediately recalled if at least 35% 
of the student body votes "yes" in the special 
election. Replacement procedure shail be 
provided in the Bylaws of the community. 


Article V - The Judicial Board 
Section |. 

The Judicial Board shall investigate and act 
upon all cases brought before it of possible 
violation of the honor principle and Reed 
community rules. The jurisdiction of the Judicial 
Board is coextensive with that of the Senate. 
Section 2. 

The Judicial Board shall consist of five members 
of the student body, two faculty members, and a 
member of the administration, selected in 
accordance with Article Ill of the Bylaws of the 
Reed Community. 

Section 3. 

Proceedings of the Judicial Board shall be 
conducted in accordance with the honor principle 
and the procedures of the community Bylaws and 
the Judicial Board Code. 

Section 4. 

Decisions of the Judicial Board shall be 
reported promptly, in writing, to the Chair of the 
Senate, who will report them at the Senate's next 
meeting. 

Section 5. 

A __ The Appeals Committee of the Senate 
shall take office at the beginning of each semester. 
it shall be composed of the Chair of the Senate, 
who shall also chair the Committee; the Student 
Body President; and two other faculty members of 
the Senate and one other student member of the 
Senate, none of whom shall be a member of the 
Judicial Board. 

B. An Appeal from any decision of the 
judicial Board may be lodged with the Appeals 
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Committee of the Senate, by any person(s) lodging 
a complaint, or against whom a complaint has 
been made. Proceedings of the Appeals 
Committee shall be conducted in accordance 
with the honor principle and the procedures of 
the Community Bylaws and the Judicial Board 
Code. The Committee shall report in writing the 
results of its deliberations to all interested parties, 
including the Senate, the Judicial Board, and the 
President of the College. The President of the 
College has the power to review any decision of 
the appeals board. 

Section 6. 

Neither the honor principle nor any of the 
community rules shall be so construed as to 
require any person to answer any question by a 
Judicial Board member in the course of a Judicial 
Board investigation or hearing or an Appeals 
Committee investigation or hearing.. 

Section 7. 

Any person(s) against whom a complaint has 
been lodged must be given prior written notice of 
any Judicial Board hearings on that complaint. He 
or she has the right to be present at ali testimony, 
to present defense evidence and witnesses, to 
inspect and copy all records and documentary 
material of the proceedings, to personally choose 
one other person to be present at all closed as 
well as open hearings, and to be informed in 
writing of the Judicial Board's conclusions. if these 
conclusions are appealed, both parties to the 
complaint have the right to a personal appearance 
before the Appeals Committee. 
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Article VI - Boards and Committees 
Section I. 

The Senate shall have the power to create 
such standing and temporary boards or 
committees as are required to investigate the 
necessity for legislation, administer new functions 
of the Senate or Community, or to aid the Senate 
in the dispensation of its responsibilities. 

Section 2. 

The Student Caucus shall have the power to 
create such standing and temporary boards and 
committees as are needed to carry out its 
responsibilities. 


Article Vil - The Role of the Quest 
Section I. 

The Quest shall remain the independent 
newspaper of the Student Body, staffed and 
edited by enrolled students. 

Section 2. 

The Quest shall continue to occupy an 
autonomous position in the Community, its Editor 
and staff being responsible to the Student Caucus 
only for finance. 


Article Vill - Selection of Quest Editor and Assistant 
Editor 
Section I. 

The Quest editor and assistant editor shall be 
elected by a majority or preferential vote of at least 
a quorum of the Student Body, depending upon 
the number of candidates and election procedure 
contained in the Bylaws. 


Article IX - Recall of Quest Editor and Assistant 


Editor 
Section I. 

The recall procedure of Quest editor and 
assistant editor shall be the same as that set forth in 
Article IV, Section 2 of this document for Student 
Body officers. 


Article X - Amendment 
Section I. 

The undergraduates and faculty of the College 
may amend the Constitution in the manner 
described in Article III of this document. 

Section 2. 

The Senate or Faculty may propose 
amendments to the Constitution which must be 
approved by a majority of the enrolled Student 
Body voting on the proposed amendments and a 
majority of the resident Faculty voting on the 
proposed amendments, a quorum existing in both 
Cases. 


Article XI - Adoption 
Section |. 

This Constitution shall become the instrument 
of the Reed Community insofar as it is consonant 
with the Charter and Bylaws of the Reed College 
Trustees. This Constitution shall take effect the 
semester following its approval by a majority vote 
of at least a quorum of the student body and the 
faculty and the election of officials of the 
Community Government as provided in this 
Constitution. 








Proposed Reed Community Constitution 


as ratified by the Faculty, 2/15/88, voted down by the Student Body 





Preamble 

The academic and administrative Faculty and 
the Student Body of Reed College adopt this 
constitution in order that they may share 
responsibility for the government of community 
affairs. 


Article |. The Student Body Senate 
Section 1, 

The Student Body shall select a Student Body 
Senate, which shall be the representative body of 
the students of Reed College. The President of 
the Student Body shall preside at all meetings of 
the Senate. 

Section 2. 

The Senate shall have its composition, manner 
of selection, powers, and rules of procedure 
established in the Reed College Student Body 
Constitution. 

Section 3. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Reed 
College Student Body Constitution, the Senate 
shall have primary authority for community non- 
academic legislation on behalf of the Student 
Body; shall represent the interests of the Student 
Body to the Faculty, Administration, and Trustees 
of Reed College; shall establish policy for the use of 
the Student Union Building; and shall oversee the 
official boards, committees, publications, and 
recognized organizations of the Student Body. 
Section 4. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Reed 
College Student Body Constitution, the Senate 
shall have sole authority over the allocation and 
distribution of Reed College Student Body funds. 






Article Il. The Faculty Community Affairs 
Committee 
Section 1. 

The Community Affairs Committee of the 
Faculty shall be elected or appointed as the 
Faculty shall choose to specify in the Bylaws of its 
Constitution. The Dean of Student Services shall 
be an ex-officio, non-voting member of this 
committee. A Chair selected as the Faculty shall 
choose to specify in the Bylaws of its Constitution 
shall preside at meetings of the committee. 
Section 2. 

The Dean of Student Services shall use this 
committee as a forum for testing and seeking 
advice about faculty opinion on issues and policies 
regarding the conduct of that office, and on 
general matters of student welfare. 

Section 3. 

The Community Affairs Committee shall review 
all enactments of the Senate, except for 
allocations of Student Body funds. in accordance 
with the provisions of Article III of this constitution, 
the Committee shall approve, disapprove, or 
suggest revisions to those enactments of the 
Senate which would affect the regulation of 
community conduct. 

Section 4. 

At the request of either body, the Community 
Affairs Committee and the Senate shall meet 
jointly for discussion of issues of mutual concern. 


Article Itl. Community Non-Academic Legislation 
Section 1. 

The Senate shall forward all bylaw changes, 
policies, and other enactments, except for 
allocations of Student Body funds, to the 
Community Affairs Committee of the Faculty. 









Section 2. 

The Community Affairs Committee may 
approve, disapprove, or suggest revisions to any 
enactment of the Senate, but shall normally 
approve or disapprove only those enactments 
which would affect the regulation of community 
conduct. 

Section 3. 

A The Community Affairs Committee shall 
have fifteen working days (counting only days 
when the College is in session) to review and 
respond to enactments of the Senate. 

Enactments of the Senate approved by the 
Community Affairs Committee shall lie on the 
table of the next regularly scheduled meeting of 
the Faculty, and shall stand approved if by the end 
of that meeting the Faculty or the President takes 
no action. 

B. If the Committee disapproves an 
enactment, it shal! submit objections or revisions 
to the Senate, which if not acceptable to the 
Senate, shall become the subject of negotiation in 
joint meeting between the Senate and the 
Community Affairs Committee. !f no agreement is 
reached within fifteen working days from date of 
disapproval (counting only days when the College 
is in session), the disapproved enactment shall lie 
on the table of the next regularly scheduled 
meeting of the Faculty, and shall stand 
disapproved if by the end of that meeting the 
Faculty takes no action. If by the beginning of that 
meeting the Senate has formally appealed the 
disapproval, this shall have the effect of taking the 
enactment from the table and of giving Student 
Senators the right to participate at that meeting in 
an informal discussion prior to Faculty debate on 
the question. 
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Section 4. 

A The Community Affairs Committee may 
propose legislation for the consideration of the 
Senate. If approved by the Senate, any such 
enactment shall lie on the table of the next 
regularly scheduled meeting of the Faculty, and 
shall stand approved if by the end of that meeting 
the Faculty or the President takes no action. 

B. If the Senate does not approve the 
proposed enactment, and if no negotiated 
agreement is reached, the Community Affairs 
Committee may forward a written 
recommendation to the Faculty. The Community 
Affairs Committee shal! forward no 
recommendation to the Faculty unless it has 
either been approved by the Senate or been the 
subject of negotiation with the Senate. If the 
Community Affairs Committee forwards a 
recommendation to the Faculty, the Senate may 
present its objections to the Faculty, and Student 
Senators shal! have the right to participate at that 
meeting in an informal discussion prior to Faculty 
debate on the recommendation. 

Section 5. 

No legislation shall be approved by either the 
Community Affairs Committee or the Senate 
while in joint session. 

Section 6. 

A Community Rule shall be legislation enacted 
according to the procedures of Sections 1 through 
4 above explicitly as a Community Rule, and shall 
be binding on all members of the community. 
Community Rules shall be repealed according to 
the same procedures, with the rescinding of a 
Community Rule considered as a new piece of 
legislation. 

Section 7. 

College policies and regulations concerning 
student living and non-academic student conduct 
(except in areas, such as library regulations, 
admissions and financial aid, or the setting of board 
and room charges, which are specifically reserved 
to some other body by the Constitution and 
Bylaws of the Faculty) shall normally be enacted 
and may be reviewed and revised by the 
procedures enumerated in this article. 

Section 8. 

All current Community Rules and College 
policies and regulations conceming student living 
and non-academic student conduct shail be kept 
on file with the Dean of Student Services, 
published each academic year in the Student 
Handbook, and offered for publication each 
academic year in the first issue of the Quest. 
Section 9. . 

Enforcement of current Community Rules and 
College policies concerning student living and 
non-academic student conduct (except in areas, 
such as library regulations, admissions and financial 
aid, or the setting of board and room charges, 
which are specifically reserved to some other body 
by the Constitution and Bylaws of the Faculty, and 
whose enforcement may therefore fall to another 
jurisdiction) shall normally follow the processes 
established by means of Article IV below. 


Article IV. The Honor Principle and Community 
Conduct 
Section 1. 

The Statement of the Honor Principle and 
Community Conduct shall form a part of this 
constitution, and shall take effect the semester 
following approval by a majority vote of the 
Student Body and a majority vote of the resident 
Faculty, a quorum existing in each case, and 
approval by the President and the Board of 
Trustees. 

Section 2. 

The Statement of the Honor Principle and 
Community Conduct may be amended in the 
manner described in Articles VII and VIII of this 
constitution. 
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Section 3. 

Procedures for the examination of behavior 
allegedly in conflict with the Honor Principle, for 
the enforcement of current Community Rules 
and College policies concerning student living and 
non-academic student conduct, and for appeals 
from judicial decisions, shall be set forth in the 
Judicial Code, which shall be enacted and 
amended according to the procedures described 
in Article Il, Sections 1 through 4, of this 
constitution. 


Article V. Committees 
Section 1. Agenda Committee 

A __ The Agenda Committee shall consist of 
the Dean of Student Services, the Student Body 
President, the Community Affairs Committee 
Chair, the Vice-President/Treasurer, and a 
representative of the Quest. The Committee shall 
select a Chair from among its members. 

B. The Agenda Committee shall facilitate 
communication among the various constituencies 
of the College on matters pertaining to the well- 
being of the College as a whole. It shall have the 
responsibility of ensuring that such matters come 
in a timely fashion before the representative and 
advisory bodies established by this constitution. It 
shall provide for appropriate publicity of the 
discussion of such matters, and of the conclusions 
reached. It shall receive minutes from the Senate, 
the Community Affairs Committee, and the 
Committee on the Campus Environment, shall 
keep these on file in the Deans' Office for one 
academic year, and shall subsequently deposit 
copies of these minutes in the Student Body 
Archives and in the Reed College Archives. 

C The Agenda Committee shall meet at 
least once every two weeks while classes are in 
session. When classes are not in session, the 
Committee shall meet at the call of its Chair or of 
any two members, or of their designated proxies. 
Section 2. The Committees on Academic Policy 
and Planning 

A __ The Faculty shall select annually the 
members of a Committee on Academic Policy 
and Planning, with powers and duties defined in 
the Constitution and Bylaws of the Faculty of Reed 
College. 

B. In a manner defined in the Senate 
Bylaws, the Student Body shall select annually the 
members of the Student Committee on 
Academic Policy and Planning. This committee 
shall be comprised of at least two students from 
each division. 

C The Student Committee on Academic 
Policy and Planning may review the programs of 
divisions and departments, may conduct such 
research as it sees fit, and may make 
recommendations to the Senate, to divisions and 
departments, and to the Faculty Committee on 
Academic Policy and Planning. 

D ‘The Student Committee on Academic 
Policy and Planning shall meet with its Faculty 
counterpart at least once per semester, and at any 
other reasonable time when either committee 
requests a joint meeting. The Student 
Committee on Academic Policy and Planning 
shall routinely send to its faculty counterpart 
copies of all its minutes, memoranda, working 
documents, and recommendations. The Faculty 
Committee on Academic Policy and Planning 
shall routinely send to its student counterpart 
copies of all its minutes, memoranda, working 
documents, and recommendations, except those 
pertaining to meetings defined as “closed” to the 
faculty at large in the Bylaws of the Constitution of 
the Faculty. 

E. If after joint deliberation, the Faculty 
Committee on Academic Policy and Planning 
rejects a recommendation of its student 
counterpart, that recommendation shall lie on the 
table of the next regular meeting of the Faculty. If 
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by the beginning of that meeting the student 
commitee has formally appealed the rejection, 
this shall have the effect of taking the 
recommendation from the table and of giving 
members of the student committee the right to 
participate at that meeting in an informal 
discussion prior to Faculty debate on the question. 
If the Faculty Committee forwards to the Faculty a 
recommendation to which its student counterpart 
has objections, the student committee may 
forward its own report, and shall have the right to 
participate at that meeting in an informal 
discussion prior to Faculty debate on the question. 
Section 3. The Committee on the Campus 
Environment 

A The Committee on the Campus 
Environment shall consist of the Vice- 
President/Treasurer, two faculty members 
appointed by the President (at least one a 
member of the Community Affairs Committee), 
three students (at least one a Senator) appointed 
by the Student Body President, and as ex-officio, 
non-voting members, the Director of Physical 
Plant and the Director of Community Safety. The 
Committee shall be chaired by a member of the 
faculty appointed by the President. 

B. The Vice-President/Treasurer shall use 
the Committee on the Campus Environment as a 
forum for testing and seeking advice about faculty 
and student opinion on significant alterations to 
grounds and buildings, questions of safety and 
security, and informal long-range planning about 
the grounds and physical plant. 

C_AII meetings of the Committee on the 
Campus Environment shall be open and the 
agenda publicized. Except in case of emergency, 
the committee shall allow for a comment period 
of fifteen working days, taking special care to seek 
the advice of the Senate, before recommending 
any action. At the end of this comment period, 
the committee may recommend a course of 
action, which the Vice-President/Treasurer shall 
take into consideration in reaching a binding 
conclusion. 

D ~The Committee on the Campus 
Environment shall inform the Senate and the 
Community Affairs Committee of its 
recommendations, and the Community Affairs 
Committee may in tum transmit them to the 
Faculty for its information. 

Section 4. 

The Bookstore Board shall oversee the 
operations of the Reed College Bookstore 
according to the Bylaws of the Bookstore Board. 
Section 5. 

In a manner consistent with the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Faculty and the Constitution of 
the Reed College Student Body and Bylaws of the 
Reed College Student Body Senate, the Faculty 
and the Senate may create and dissolve other 
joint committees as are considered advantageous 
for the functioning of the College and the 
community. 


Article VI. The Quest 
Section 1. 

The Quest shall remain the independent 
newspaper of the Student Body, staffed and 
edited by currently enrolled students, without 
right of censorship or control by the College. 
Section 2. 

The Quest shall operate in a professional 
manner and shall not transgress legal or journalistic 
standards in the process of publication. 


Article Vil. Referendum and Initiative 
Section 1. 

Apart from the procedures in Article Ill, 
legislation may also be approved by a majority of 
the Student Body and a majority of the resident 
faculty voting on any legislation referred to each by 
the Senate and the Community Affairs 
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Committee at any regular or general election, a 
quorum existing in both cases, provided that the 
President of the College does not disapprove said 
enactment within fifteen working days (counting 
only days when the College is in session). 

Section 2. 

Apart from the procedures in Article Ill, the 
undergraduates and faculty of the College reserve 
to themselves the power to legislate for the 
community in the following manner, independent 
of the Senate and the Community Affairs 
Committee: twenty percent of the enrolled 
undergraduates or twenty percent of the resident 
faculty may file a petition with the President of the 
College and the Student Body President 
proposing deletion, alteration, or substitution of 
any Community Rules. The President of the 
College and the Student Body President shail 
then provide for a special election. If a majority of 
the undergraduates voting in the special election 
and a majority of the resident faculty voting in the 
special election, a quorum existing in each case, 
vote yes, and if the President of the College does 


















The Student Body of Reed College adopts this 
constitution in order to provide for its government 
and to establish the Reed College Student Body 
Senate for the operation of this government and 
for representation of the interests of the Student 
Body to the Faculty, Administration, and Trustees 
of Reed College. 


Article |. Student Body Membership 

Any student currently enrolled at Reed College 
and paying Student Body Fees shall be considered 
a member of the Reed College Student Body 
and, except as explicitly stated within this 
constitution, or within the Faculty Code, shall be 
entitled to all the rights and privileges and charged 
with the maintenance of all responsibilities of a 
member of the Reed College Student Body. 


Article ll. The Student Body Senate 
Section 1. Function 

A ___ The Student Body Senate shall be the 
representative body of the Reed College Student 
Body for all its legislative, executive, and judicial 
purposes. Subject to review as provided in the 
Community Constitution, the Student Body 
Senate shall establish policies and adopt bylaws, to 
which it shall conform in the discharge of all its 
responsibilities. 

B. The Senate shall authorize and, when 
necessary, organize and contro! student activities; 
supervise Reed College Student Body Senate 
boards and committees and recognized student 
organizations; allocate, distribute, and supervise 
Reed College Student Body funds; establish policy 
for the use of the Student Union Building; appoint 
student members of committees; and take such 
other actions as it judges necessary for the welfare 
of the student body. 

Section 2. Composition and Size 

The number of Senators may vary in number 
from six to fifteen, depending upon the needs of 
the Senate as established in its Bylaws. 

Section 3. Officers 

A __ The presiding officer of the Senate shall 
be the Student Body President, who shall vote 
only in case of a tie. 

B. The President and Vice President of the 
Student Body shall be elected by a majority of the 
members of the Student Body voting in a valid 
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not disapprove within fifteen working days 
(counting only days when the College is in session), 
such a proposal shall become rule, the Senate and 
the Community Affairs Committee 
notwithstanding. 


Article Vill. Amendment 
Section 1. 

The undergraduates and faculty of the College 
may amend this Constitution in the manner 
described in Article Vil, Section 2 of this 
document, provided that the President and the 
Board of Trustees also approve any such 
amendment. 

Section 2. 

The Senate or Community Affairs Committee 
may propose amendments to the Constitution 
which must be approved by a majority vote of the 
enrolled Student Body and a majority vote of the 
resident Faculty, a quorum existing in each case, 
and by the President and the Board of Trustees. 
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election. The President and Vice President of the 
Student Body so elected shall serve as Senators. 

C The Senate shall select a Secretary from 
the Student Body who shall keep minutes at all 
Senate meetings. 

D The Senate shall select a Treasurer and 
an Assistant Treasurer from the Student Body, who 
shall be ex-officio, non-voting members of the 
Senate, and who shall administer and enforce the 
Senate Financial Policy specified in the Senate 
Bylaws. Among other duties, the Treasurer shall 
record the disposition and render at least a 
semiannual public account of all Student Body 
and all Senate funds, and of any other monies 
credited to or disbursed by a funded organization, 
and shall be responsible for having the accounts of 
all funded organizations submitted to an annual 
independent audit performed by a Certified 
Public Accountant designated by the Student 
Body President. The Assistant Treasurer shall assist 
the Treasurer in all his/her duties. 

E. Each Senate office shall be held by one 
and only one individual. 

Section 4. Other Members 

A Arepresentative of the Quest , selected 
according to procedures established in the Senate 
Bylaws, shall be a non-voting member of the 
Senate. 

B. Former Student Body Presidents , except 
for those who have been recalled by the 
procedures of Article V, shall be non-voting 
members of the Senate while they remain 
members of the Student Body. 

Section 5. Selection of Senators 

Senators shall be selected by vote of the 
Student Body in a valid election. 

Section 6. Meeti 

The Senate shall hold open meetings not less 
than once every two weeks during the regular 
academic year. 

Section 7. Decisions 

Decision by the Senate shall be by majority 
vote of at least a quorum of the full membership of 
the Senate. 


Article Ill. Elections 
Section 1. 

All Reed College Student Body elections shall 
take place in accordance with the Reed College 
Student Body Senate Bylaws and the Reed 
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Article IX. Ratification 
Section 1. 

This constitution shall take effect the semester 
following its approval by a majority vote of the 
Student Body and a majority vote of the resident 
Faculty, a quorum existing in each case, approval 
by the President and the Board of Trustees, and 
the election of the Senate and the selection of 
the Community Affairs Committee. 

Section 2. 

This constitution shall become the instrument 
of the Reed College Community insofar as it is 
consonant with the Articles of Incorporation and 
Bylaws of the Reed Institute and the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Faculty of Reed College. 
Nothing in this constitution prevents the Faculty, 
the President of the College, or the Board of 
Trustees from acting with the powers accorded to 
them by the Articles of Incorporation and Bylaws 
of the Reed Institute and the Constitution and 
Bylaws of the Faculty of Reed College. 


College Student Body Elections Code. 
Section 2. 

A quorum of the Student Body in all regular 
elections, initiatives, referenda, and balloting on 
amendments to the Reed College Community 
Constitution and Reed College Student Body 
Constitution shall be defined as twenty-five 
percent of the Student Body as defined in Article | 
of this document, except as otherwise specified in 
the Reed College Student Body Constitution, the 
Reed College Student Body Senate Bylaws, or the 
Reed College Student Body Elections Code. 
Section 3. 

All Student Body elections shall be held by 
secret ballot. 


Article IV. Referendum and Initiative 
Section 1. Referendum 

Subject to the provisions of the Community 
Constitution, legislation may be approved by a 
majority of the Student Body voting on any 
legislation, bylaw, or amendment to this 
Constitution referred to it by the Senate at any 
regular or general election. 
Section 2. Initiative 

The Student Body has the right to propose any 
item for referendum according to the provisions in 
Section 1 above by submitting a petition to the 
Student Body President with the signatures of at 
least twenty percent of the enrolled Student Body 
and an explanation of the item to be proposed for 
referendum. 


Article V. Recall 
Section 1. 

The members of the Senate, including the 
President and Vice President of the Student Body 
may be recalled in the following manner: 

A Twenty percent of the enrolled Student 
Body may file a petition for the recall of Senators, 
the Student Body President, or the Student Body 
Vice President. Copies of this petition shall be 
submitted to the Student Body President, the 
Student Body Vice President, and the chair of the 
Community Affairs Committee of the Faculty. 

B. The Student Body President shall call a 
special recall election to take place within one 
week of the receipt of such a petition according to 
the procedures provided in the Reed College 
Student Body Elections Code. 
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C Such persons shall be immediately 
recalled if at least thirty-five percent of the 
Student Body votes "yes" in the special election. 
Replacement procedure shall be as provided in 
the Reed College Student Body Senate Bylaws. 

— Any persons recalled may run for 
reelection to office from which they have been 
recalled at the next election for that office. 


Article VI. Boards and Committees 
Section 1. 

The Senate shall have the power to create 
such standing and temporary boards or 
committees as are required to investigate the 
necessity for legislation, administer new functions 
of the Senate or Community, or aid the Senate in 
the discharge of its responsibilities. 

Section 2. 

The Senate shall have the power to join with 
the Faculty and Administration of Reed College to 
create and dissolve such standing and temporary 
joint boards or committees as are considered 
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advantageous for the functioning of the College 
and the community. 


Article VII. The Quest 
Section 1. 

The Quest shall remain the independent 
newspaper of the Student Body, staffed and 
edited by members of the Student Body. 

Section 2. 

The Quest shall be edited by one or more 
editors or by an editorial board selected according 
to procedures set forth in the Senate Bylaws. 


Article Vill. Amendment 
Section 1. 

The members of the Student Body may amend 
this constitution in the manner described in 
Article IV of this document, subject to approval by 
a majority of the resident Faculty, a quorum being 
present, and approval by the President and the 
Board of Trustees. 
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Section 2. 

The Senate may propose amendments to this 
constitution which must be approved by a majority 
of the Student Body and a majority of the resident 
Faculty, a quorum existing in each case, and by the 
President and the Board of Trustees. 
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Article IX. Adoption 

This constitution shall become the instrument 
of the Reed College Student Body insofar as it is 
consonant with the Articles of Incorporation and 
Bylaws of the Reed Institute, the Constitution and 
Bylaws of the Faculty of Reed College, and the 
Community Constitution. This constitution shall 
take effect the semester following its approval by a 
majority of the Student Body and a majority of the 
resident Faculty, a quorum existing in each case, 
approval by the President and the Board of 
Trustees, and the election of the Senate. 
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as of 14 May 1983 





Article | The Community Senate 
Section 1. Size of the Community Senate 

The Community Senate shall consist of seven 
student Senators, including the President and 
Vice-President of the Student Body, eight faculty 
Senators, including the Chair of the Community 
Senate; the Quest Editor, non-voting, ex officio. If 
the Quest editorship is held by an editorial board, 
one member of that board will represent the 
Quest on the Senate, non-voting, ex officio. 
Section 2. Selection of President and Vice- 
President of the Student Body and student 
Representatives and Senators 

Article |, Section 2, Parts A and B shall be 
automatically referred to the Agenda Committee 
to be brought before the Senate if, in the 
Judgement of either the Student Body President 
or the Chair of the Senate, the faculty shall make 
any revision of the College Calendar substantially 
affecting these clauses. 

A Nominations for the offices of Student 
Body President and Vice-President and for the 
three positions of Student Representative, two of 
whom shall serve as student Senators, to be 
chosen in accord with Article |, Section 2, 
Paragraph E, for the terms beginning at the 
conclusion of the fall semester shall be opened 
two Mondays before Thanksgiving vacation and 
shall be due the Monday after vacation. 
Nominations for the offices of President and Vice- 
President shall be by petition of 50 members of 
the Student Body; those for student 
Representatives by petition of 25 members of the 
Student Body. 

B. | Nominations for the five positions of 
student Representative, three of whom shall serve 
as student Senators, to be chosen in accord with 
Article |, Section 2, Paragraph E, for terms 
beginning with the fall semester shall be opened 
three Mondays before the first Monday of Reading 
Week. Petitions will be due two Tuesdays before 
the first Tuesday of Reading Week. The elections 
assembly shall be held that evening and balloting 
shall be conducted over the following Wednesday 
through Friday. 

C__ The Elections Assembly shall be held the 
Tuesday evening following closing of nominations. 
Balloting shall be conducted the Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday after the Elections Assembly. 

D The President and Vice-President and 
student Representatives elected at the conclusion 


of the the fall semester shall take office at the 
conclusion of the fall semester and shal! serve for 
one year. Student Representatives elected at the 
conclusion of the spring semester shall take office 
as soon as the Chair of the preceding Senate shall 
declare the Senate for the current academic year 
permanently adjourned and shall serve one year. 

E. At the beginning of each semester, 
positions as student Senator shall be offered to the 
Representatives elected that semester in 
descending order of votes until the complement 
of student Senators is filled. If all elected 
Representatives have been asked and the Senate 
is not completed, the Caucus will elect the rest of 
the student Senators from among its members by 
majority vote. Ail Senate positions are 
conterminous with those as Representative. 
Section 3. Selection and Succession of Quest 
Editor and Assistant Editor 

A Nominations and elections of the Quest 
Editor and Assistant Editor for the spring semester 
shall be held concurrently with the nominations 
and elections for Student Body President and 
Vice-President. The same process of selection for 
the Editor and Assistant Editor for the fall semester 
shall occur at the same time as elections for the 
five senators who begin their term at the inception 
of the fall semester. The Quest Editor may consist 
of an Editorial Board, of more than one person. 
The Assistant Editor shall be a member of any 
Editorial Board. Should more than one half of an 
Editorial Board resign during the first quarter of its 
term, the Caucus must hold a special election for a 
new Editor or Editorial Board, according to the 
normal procedure for Quest elections, within two 
weeks of the resignation. During the interim the 
remaining Editor(s) shall continue to hold office 
and must submit petitions in order to stand for 
election. 

B. The nomination requirements and the 
election procedure for the Offices of Editor and 
Assistant Editor shall be the same as that set forth 
for President and Vice-President of the Student 
Body. If an Editorial Board is elected the Quest 
editorship, but another nominee for Assistant 
Editor is elected than the one on the Board, that 
other nominee will become a member of the 
Editorial Board. 

C Should there be no candidates for Editor, 
the Assistant Editor shall automatically become 
Editor. If there is a challenge for the editorship, 


the Assistant Editor shall be automatically 
nominated for the post and the matter shall be 
settled by election. 

QO | The Quest Editor and Assistant Editor shall 
hold office from the beginning to the end of the 
semester for which they are elected. 

Section 4. Student Body Elections 

A A quorum of the Student Body in all 
regular elections, initiatives, referenda, and 
balloting on amendments to the Bylaws and 
Constitution of the Reed Community shall be 
defined as one quarter of the enrolled student 
body, except as specified in Part C of this section. 
All Student Body elections shall be held by secret 
ballot. 

B. An election for any student office shall be 
considered valid if and only if the required number 
of students cast ballots in the election and the 
Senate accepts the results reported by the 
Elections Commissioner. 

C If an election for any student office is 
found not to be valid for any reason, then one 
week shall be allowed for the nomination of the 
new candidates for the office, and another 
election shall be held in which the quorum shall 
be one (1). 

DQ In the event, for whatever reason, the 
election's procedures are impossible to realize, 
the Senate may, upon a two-thirds vote, alter the 
procedures for the election at hand only. 

Section 5. The Elections Commissioner and the 
Elections Code 

The Student Body Elections Code may be 
amended by a majority vote of the Senate, a 
quorum of the Senate present. Previous notice of 
a proposed amendment shall not be required. 
Section 6. Selection of Faculty Senators 

A. Faculty Senators shall be nominated and 
elected by written, preferential ballot during the 
last week of April. 

B. Faculty Senators shall serve for one full 
year from opening day of Fall term. 

C A quorum of the Faculty for election of 
Senators, initiative elections, referenda, and 
balloting on amendments to the Constitution or 
Bylaws of the Community, shall be defined as one- 
half of the resident faculty. 

Section 7. Replacement of Student Officers 

A __ The Vice-President of the Student Body 
shall immediately fill the vacancy of the Student 
Body Presidency, and shall serve until the next 
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Presidential election. The vacancy of the Student 
Body Vice-Presidency shall be immediately filled 
by the selection of a new Vice-President from 
among the student Representatives; this selection 
shall be accomplished by vote of the Student 
Caucus. The new Vice-President shall serve until 
the next regular election for that office. 

B. Vacancies in the office of student 
Senator and student Representative shall be 
immediately filled from among the unsuccessful 
candidates for these offices at the last regular 
election in the following manner: the candidate 
who received the highest vote total shall fill the 
first vacancy; the candidate with the next highest 
vote total shall fill the second vacancy, and so forth. 
Student Senators and Representatives selected in 
this manner shall serve until the next regular 
election, whereupon new Senators and 
Representatives shall be elected to fill the 

Cc The Assistant Quest editor shall 
immediately fill the vacancy of the Quest 
editorship and shall serve until the next regular 
election for Quest editor. A special election shall 
be held immediately to select a new Assistant 
editor. 

D All special elections shall be governed by 
the rules applying to the regular election 
procedure for the office in question. 

Section 8. Replacement of Faculty Officers 

A __ The Chair of the Senate shall be replaced 
by the normal selection procedure for that 
position. Vacancies in the complement of Faculty 
Senators shall be filled by the President of the 
College after consultation with the Faculty 
Senators. 

Section 9. Meetings of the Community Senate 
Meetings of the Community Senate shall be 
held twice a month during the regular academic 
year. Meetings may also be called by: the Chair of 

the Community Senate or the Student Body 
President, or the President of the College, or by 
written petition to the Chair of the Senate by any 
five Senators. 

Section 10. Quorum of the Community Senate 

A quorum of the Community Senate shall be 
eight Senators, not including the Chair. 

Section 11. The Community Record 

A The Community Senate shall keep a 
Community Record, which shall consist of the 
accumulated body of resolutions passed by the 
Senate. Kt shall be the responsibility of the Chair 
to revise the Community Record at regular 
intervals so as to include changes made since the 
last edition, and to amend the Library copy as 
necessary after each Senate meeting. Any change 
which conflicts with previously existing resolutions 
shall automatically be referred to the Senate for 
resolution. 

B. Changes in the Community Record may 
be made at any properly called Senate meetin 
by a simple majority vote of at least a quorum of 
the full membership of the Senate. 

C The Chair shall appoint a compiler to 
compile the initial Community Record from all 
existing legislation passed by the Community 
Senate since its inception, to systemize it for easy 
reference, and to be responsible for its 
publication. The compiler shall also send two 
copies of the Senate minutes, indexed, to the 
President's office. 

OQ Up-to-date versions of the Community 
Record shall be distributed to all new students, 
faculty, and staff by the beginning of each 
academic year, and will be made available to all 
other community members upon request. The 
Library will maintain a current version amended by 
all new Senate resolutions as reference material. 
Section 12. Transition of Senates 

The President of the Student Body shall call the 
first meeting of the new Community Senate 
within three days of the last meeting of the 
preceding Senate (such last meeting to be 
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designated by the Chair having ruled, without 
objection from the floor, that "the Senate for the 
academic year is now permanently 
adjourned). At the first meeting of the new 
Community Senate the Student Body President 
shall preside over the first order of business which 
shall be the election of a new Senate Chair. 


Article Il Student Caucus 
Section 1. Composition 

The Student Caucus shall consist of the ten 
Student Representatives, which includes the 


President and Vice-President of the Student Body. 


The Quest Editor and Student Treasurer shall serve 
as ex-officio, non-voting members of the caucus. 
Section 2. Meeti 

Quorum shall be any six student 
Representatives. All decisions shall be by majority 
vote. The President of the Student Body shall 
serve as Chair and vote only in the case of a tie. In 
the absence of public notification of at least one 
week in advance, meetings shall be held weekly 
while classes are in session. Special meetings may 
be called by the Student Body President or by 
written petition to the Student Body President 
signed by four student Representatives. 

A Meetings shall normally be open, but the 
Caucus reserves the right to go into Executive 
Session. 

Section 3. Caucus Bylaws 

A The Student Caucus will have a set of 
bylaws governing its activities. 

B. The Student Caucus may amend its 


bylaws by a two-thirds vote of its total membership. 


Any bylaw proposed for change shall be in writing 
and shall not be acted upon until two weeks 
following the announcement of the proposed 
change. 
Section 4. Funding 

The Student Caucus shall have exclusive 
responsibility for the disbursement of Student 
Body funds. Student Body funds are defined as 
those funds entrusted to the Student Caucus by 
the Board of Trustees and/or any monies 
pate as revenues from those entrusted 


Section 4. Student Union 

A __ The student Caucus shall establish policy 
for the use of the Student Union Building and shall 
be responsible for the maintenance of the 
furniture and furnishings in the Student Union, 
including replacement when necessary or 
desirable. 

B. The Caucus shall set aside 2% of the 
student body funds in a Student Union 
Depreciation Fund for significant capital 
improvements to the building and its fixtures, 
unless they deem it unnecessary. If the Caucus 
deems such a deposit unnecessary, it shall write a 
letter to the Community Senate explaining its 
decision, and shall send copies of the letter to The 
Quest and the Student Union Manager. 

C Expenditures from the fund must be 
approved by the Caucus and the Student Union 
Manager. 

Section 6. Secretary, Treasurer, and Assistant 
Treasurer. 

As necessary, the Caucus shall forward 
nominations for Secretary, Treasurer, and Assistant 
Treasurer to the Senate. Nominations shall be by 
majority vote, and nominees shall be enrolled 
students. 

A Minutes shall be taken at all Caucus 
meetings by the Secretary and shall be distributed 
(except for executive session minutes) to the 
Quest, President's Office, Faculty Senators, and 
any persons or places that will supply community 
access to the information. 

Section 7. Evaluation 

The Student Caucus is responsible for arranging 
for a poll each semester of (at least) the Student 
Body evaluating aspects of the Reed Experience 


including, as a minimum; Faculty and academic 
environment. 
Section 8. Initiative 

The Student Body has the right to place any 
item on the Agenda for consideration by the 
Caucus (even concerning a decision already made 
by the Caucus) by submitting a petition to the 
Student Body President with the signatures of at 
least 20% of the enrolled Student Body and an 
explanation of the item to be placed on the 
Agenda. 


Article lil The Judicial Board 
Section 1. Composition and Selection Procedure 

A The Judicial Board shall consist of one 
Student Representative (Chair), four members of 
the Student Body, two faculty members, and a 
member of the administration. 

B. The Chair of the Judicial Board shall be 
appointed from among those student 
Representatives who are in the second semester 
of their term of office, by the President of the 
Student Body with the majority consent of the. 
student Representatives. If no second semester 
Representative by available or none be approved 
by the student Representatives, all Student 
Representatives shall be eligible for appointment. 

C The Chair shall serve for the remainder of 
the Senate term of office during which the 
appointment was made, except that holder of the 
Chair may be removed by the President of the 
Student Body with the majority consent of the 
student Representatives. 

QO Of the four other members of the Judicial 
Board, two shail be students, chosen by lottery, 
who shall serve as rotating members, and two shall 
be students who will serve as permanent 
members. The two permanent members shall be 
chosen by the Caucus after it has interviewed 
those applying; the permanent members shall 
serve for one semester, appointments to run from 
the beginning of the semester. The students all 
will have been enrolled at Reed for one or more 

. The two faculty members of the Judicial 
Board shall be chosen by the College, not later 
than the end of the second regular meeting of the 
Senate of the fall semester and shall serve for one 
year. The administration member shall be chosen 
by the President of the College in consultation 
with the members of the administration at the 
beginning of the fall semester and shall serve for 
one year. 

E. The student members of the Judicial 
Board chosen at random shall serve for a period of 
one month, except that they shall not be retired in 
the middle of a Judicial Board proceeding. 

Should a term of office end during a judicial 
Board proceeding, a new member shall be chosen 
as in Part D and begin a term of office but shall not 
sit on that proceeding. Vacations shall not be 
counted in computations of term of office. 

F. Should the Chair of the Judicial Board 
resign from the Judicial Board, the President of the 
Student Body shall appoint a new chairperson as 
in part A. 

G___ Should any one of the four student 
members of the Judicial Board resign, a member 
of the student body shall be chosen pursuant to 
part D by the Chair to serve for the remainder of 
the resigning member's term of office. Should a 
faculty member resign from the Judicial Board, 
another member of the faculty shall be elected by 
the faculty members of the Senate to serve the 
remainder of the resigning member's term of 
office. Should the administration member resign 
from the Judicial Board, the President of the 
College shall choose another member of the 
administration to serve out the resigning 
member's term of office. 

H = Should the Chair of the Judicial Board 
wish to be disqualified for a particular case, the 
Chair shall inform the President of the Student 
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Body who shall appoint a student Representative 
to fill the temporary vacancy. 

L Should one of the two Student Body 
members of the Judicial Board wish to be 
disqualified on a particular case, that member shall 
inform the Chair of the Judicial Board, who shall 
choose a member of the Student Body to fill the 
temporary vacancy. Should a faculty member of 
the Judicial Board wish to be disqualified on a 
particular case, the faculty member shall inform 
the Chair of the Judicial Board and the Chair of 
the Senate; the Chair of the Senate will choose a 
member of the faculty to fill the temporary 
vacancy. Should the administration member of 
the judicial Board wish to be disqualified on a 
particular case, that member shall inform the 
Chair of the Judicial Board and the President of 
the College; the President of the College will 
choose a member of the administration to fill the 
temporary vacancy 

J. Should any current member of the Judicial 
Board be a participant in an Honor Case 
proceeding, either as complainant or as a 
defendant in any case, that members shall accept 
removal from the Judicial Board for that case, and 
a temporary replacement chosen according to 
whichever of section (I) and (J) apply. 

K. The Judicial Board may remove any 
member for dereliction of duty by a simple 
majority. 

L. Should any member of the Judicial Board 
be found to be an Honor Violator, that member 
shall be removed from the Judicial Board and be 
ineligible to serve again that academic year. 

M. The Judicial Board will interview 
applicants from the student body and forward to 
the Senate a nomination for the position of 
Secretary. The Secretary shall be paid for 
secretarial services to the Board at the existing 
rate. 

N. The Chair of the Judicial Board shall be 
responsible for the maintenance of complete files 
including all correspondence to and from the 
Board, and ail files of all official decisions of the 
Board. 

Section 2. The Honor Principle and Community 
Rules 

A __ Any conduct which causes unnecessary 
embarrassment, discomfiture, or injury to other 
individuals, groups, or the community as a whole 
shall be considered conduct in violation of the 
Honor Principle. 

B. Any violation of a rule contained in the 
Student Conduct Sheet, the Library Regulations, 
Organizations and Speakers Policy, the Bylaws of 
the Reed Community, or the Constitution of the 
Reed Community shall be considered a violation 
of Community Rules, and also a potential violation 
of the Honor Principle. 

Section 3. The Judicial Board Code 

A __ The Judicial Board Code shall establish 
the procedures to be followed in reporting 
violations of the Honor Principle and Community 
Rules to the Judicial Board, in handling Honor 
Cases by the Judicial Board, in handling appeals 
from Judicial Board Actions, and in providing 
publicity for Honor Cases. The Judicial Board 
Code shall also establish some of the special 
responsibilities of the Judicial Board members and 
of the Judicial Board Chairperson. 

B. = The Judicial Board Code shail be 
amended by a majority vote of the Senate 
members present at a properly called Senate 
meeting, with at least eight members of the 
Senate present when the vote to amend is taken. 


Article !V Policy for Senate and Caucus 
Committees and Boards 

Unless specified otherwise in this document 
the policies in this article shall apply to all 
Community Committees and Boards. 

A__ All student vacancies and means of 


current 


appointment shall be publicized. If there are 
more candidates than positions, the candidates 
shall be interviewed by the Student 

President and the Caucus. All student members 
shall be appointed by the Student Body President 
in consultation with the student Representatives. 
All student appointments shall be year-long and 
shall be staggered. 

B. All faculty and administration members 
shall be appointed by the President of the College 
in consultation with the faculty Senators. These 
appointments shall be made at the end of the 
spring semester for the following academic year. 
Whenever possible, appointments to Senate 
Standing Committees and Boards shall be for a 
year term. 

C The Student Body President is an ex- 
officio non-voting member of all Community 
Committees and Boards except the Judicial Board. 

D All ex-officio appointments to 
Community Committees or Boards shall be 
terminated automatically upon departure of the 
appointee from that office, whether by 
resignation, recall or expiration of term. 

E. A Senate committee member may be 
removed only by a vote of at least eight Senators. 
A Caucus committee member may be removed 
only by vote of at least five Representatives. Such a 
vote shall be based on the judgement that the 
member's performance has been egregious and 
unacceptable. 

F. Unless specified otherwise in this 
document each committee or board shall choose 
its own chair. Meetings shall be called by the chair 
or at least one half of the voting members. 
Quorum shall be one half of the voting members. 
Decisions shall be rendered by majority vote of 
those present. 


Article V The Agenda Committee 
Section 1. Membership of the Agenda 
Committee 

The Agenda Committee shall consist of the 
Chair of the Senate, the President of the Student 
Body, and two other Senators, one faculty and 
one student. The latter two shall be appointed by 
the Chair of the Senate and the Student Body 
President respectively. 
Section 2. Powers of the Committee 

A The Agenda Committee shall be 
responsible for preparing and distributing the 
agenda for each regularly scheduled Senate 
meeting to all Senators and the President of the 
College, not less than three days before each 
regularly scheduled Senate meeting. it shall 
further be responsible for posting the agenda for 
each regularly scheduled meeting in numerous 
prominent places around the campus at least 
three days before the meeting 

B. Kk shail be the saparciilie of the Agenda 
Committee to: 

1. Place all unfinished business from the 
previous meeting on the agenda for the next 
meeting, and to place unfinished business 
scheduled to come off the table on the agenda. 

2 = Accept written proposals from any 
Senator for placement on the agenda. It shall also 
be the responsibility of the Agenda Committee to 
transmit proposals to any Committee of the 
Senate whose advice the Agenda Committee 
feels would be germane to the proposal, and to 
request a report from said committee(s) at the 
next regularly scheduled Senate meeting. Copies 
of the proposal shall accompany the agenda 
delivered to the parties in paragraph A. 

3. Request any individual outside of the 
Senate whose advice the Agenda Committee 
considers valuable with respect to a proposal to 
appear at, or submit a written report to, the 
Senate meeting at which the proposal is due for 
action. 

4 Always place any Judicial Board 
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business on the agenda, as well as a report from 
any committee which informs the Agenda 
Committee that it has something to report. Both 
the Chair of the Senate and the Student Body 
President shall always be placed on the agenda. 
Section 3. Meeting of the Agenda Committee 

A The Agenda Committee will meet no 
sooner than four days after each regularly 
scheduled meeting of the Senate, and not later 
than four days before the next regularly scheduled 
Senate meeting. 

B. The Chair of the Senate shall serve as 
Chair of the Agenda Committee. There shall be 
no quorum for the Agenda Committee. 

C The Chair of the Agenda Committee will 
announce the next meeting of the Agenda 
Committee at each regularly scheduled Senate 
meeting. Any Senator shall be a member of the 
Agenda Committee with respect to the 
disposition of that senator's proposals. 

Section 4. Other Material 

A = Once the agenda has been transmitted, 
no proposal may be modified except by 
amendment in the Senate, save that a proposal 
may always be withdrawn. 

B. Any item not on the agenda of a regularly 
scheduled meeting may be brought up in said 
meeting only by 3/4 vote of those present. 
“Emergency Concems" may be brought up by the 
Chair of the Senate or the Student Body President 
at any time, however. 


Article VI The Master Plan and Long Range 
Budget Committee shall recommend policy on 
the College Master Plan and Long Range Budget 
to the Senate and the President of the College. 
The committee shall consist of five faculty 
members (at least one a Senator), four students (at 
least one a Representative) and at least three non- 
voting Administrators. The committee shall meet 
on call of the President of the College, the chair, 
or any five members. 


Article Vii The Orientation Director Committee 
shall appoint a student to be Orientation Director 
no later than March 1. The Board shall consist of 
five students, (one the past Orientation Director), a 
faculty Senator, one Dear: of Students, the Vice- 
President of Student Services, and one Admissions 
Officer. The faculty Senate member shall also be 
a member of the Independent Activities Period 
Board. The Orientation Director shall plan and 
administer the new student orientation. 


Article Vl The Commencement Speaker 
Committee 

A __ inthe fall of each year, this committee 
shall establish a list of Potential Commencement 
Speakers for submission to the President of the 
College. Concurrence of five members of the 
committee is required for recommendation of the 
list. The membership of the committee and the 
list of Potential Speakers shall be published in the 
\filQuest\fR and other suitable college 
publications at the earliest convenient date. 

B. The committee shall consist of three 
students, three faculty members, and the 
Secretary of the College. !n addition, there shall 
be a student alternate member, who shall serve in 
the event that one of the student members is 
unable to serve. The student members shall be 
elected by the entire junior class. Any student 
who has junior standing and plans to return the 
following year can place his/her name in 
nomination by notifying the Secretary of the 
College. No other restriction of eligibility for the 
ballot shall be added. The election of the student 
members and alternate shall be during the last 
two months of their junior academic year. The 
chair of this committee shall be a student. 
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Article IX The Student Life Committee 

A. The Student Life Committee shall advise 
the President of the College and the 
Administration on student work conditions, 
wages and hours, dormitory facilities usage, 
changes in decor of the College, physical 
education programs, College recreational 
facilities, and on other matters relating to the 
well-being of the students. The committee shall 
hear complaints and receive recommendations 
on these matters. 

B. The committee shall consist of seven 
students (a freshman, a transfer student, a house 
advisor, a student older than 25 years, a 
Representative and two other students), and two 
faculty members (one a Senator). The Vice- 
President of Student Services shall appoint the first 
four named students in the above composition list. 
The student membership of this committee and 
the Trustee Committee on Student Life shall be 
identical. 

C The Committee shall meet on call of 
the Chair or any three members of the College 
community. 


Article X The Security Committee shall review 
questions of campus security and make 
appropriate recommendations. It shall consist of 
four students (at least one a Representative), three 
faculty members, and the Director of Security and 
one other Administrator. 


Article Xi The Minority Affairs Committee shall 
concern itself with minorities issues as regard 
Reed, and with the question of minority 
representation on campus. 


Article Xit_ The Community Center Review 
Committee shall review and recommend on the 
functioning of the food service in Commons and 
the coffee shop. It shall consist of four students (at 
least one a Representative), two faculty members, 
and one Administrator. 


Article XiIl_ The College Publications Advisory © 
Committee shall review and recommend on 
administration of funds and contents of all 
publications except the Quest. The committee 
shall consist of three students (at least one a 
Representative), two faculty members, the 
President of the College or a representative, and 
the Director of Information Services, who shall 
chair the committee. The Chair may appoint 
other Information officers as non-voting members 
of the committee. 


Article XIV The Independent Activities Period 
Committee shall select an Independent Activities 
Period (Paideia) Director. 

A The committee shall be appointed 
before the end of the ninth week of the fall 
semester. The committee shall consist of four 
students appointed by the Caucus (at least one a 
Representative), the present Paideia Director, the 
Student Activities Coordinator, the Vice President 
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of Student Services, and a faculty member. 

B. The committee shall solicit applications 
for the position of Director in the Quest and in a 
notice distributed to all student mailboxes by the 
end of the first week of classes of the spring 
semester. Applications will be due at the end of 
the second week of classes. The Director shall be 
selected before the end of the third week of 
classes. 

C The Director is responsible for planning 
and administration of the Independent Activities 
Period of the following year, including selection 
and administration of a working board. 


Article XV The Bookstore Board of Managers shall 
be responsible for the administration of the the 
Bookstore through the powers delegated by the 
Board of Trustees, and shall report to the 
Community Senate. The Board shall consist of 
four students (one the Student Body President 
and one the Treasurer), two faculty members, one 
Administrator, and the Bookstore Manager, non- 
voting. 


Article XVI The Animal Control Board shal! 
publish and enforce the College Animal Control 
Policy. The board shall adjudicate all claims 
against animals on campus. The board shall consist 
of two students and one faculty member. It may 
appoint a salaried monitor to assist in 
enforcement. 


Article XVII The Reed Blood Board shall plan and 
administer the Reed Blood Program in 
conjunction with the infirmary and the College 
Administration. It shall consist of two students, the 
College Doctor or a representative, a member of 
the Alumni office, and the Registrar or a 
representative. The committee shall select a 
coordinator from among its members who shall 
serve as signator. The Chair shail have served on 
one previous blood drive. 


Article XVI The Cultural Affairs Board shall 
encourage and plan cultural affairs for the 
Community. The board shall consist of five 
students {at least one a Representative), two 
faculty members (at least one a Senator), and an 
Administrator. To insure continuity during the 
summer, a subcommittee of at least one student, 
one faculty member, and the Administrator will 
be designated by the board at the end of the 
spring semester to implement and oversee plans 
made in the previous semester. 


Article XIX The Public Affairs Board shall present a 
wide variety of speakers, and sponsor conferences 
and other special events. The board shall consist 
of five students (at least one a Representative), two 
faculty members (at !east one a Senator), and the 
Director of Campus Events. To insure continuity 
during the summer, a subcommittee of at least 
one faculty member and one student will be 
designated by the board at the end of the spring 
semester to implement and oversee plans made 


in the previous semester. 


Article XX The Reed Union Board shall sponsor 
Reed Unions. A Reed Union is a meeting open to 
the Reed community addressing an issue of 
general concern to the Community. All Reed 
Unions shall allot time for comments from 
Community members other than those on the 
panel. The board may lend the name "Reed 
Union* to such meetings sponsored by other 
organizations if it is allowed to designate the 
presiding officer. The Board shall consist of three 
students (at least one a Representative) and one 
faculty member. 


Article XXI_ The Intercultural Forum Board will be 
the Reed representative to the Intercultural 
Forum, an organization which brings speakers on 
minority and intercultural concerns to Reed and 
other schools. 


Article XXIII Amendments 

The Community Senate may amend its Bylaws 
by a three-fifths vote of its total membership. Any 
By-Law proposed for change shall be in writing and 
shall not be acted upon until the next regular 
session of the Senate following the 
announcement of the proposed change. 


Article XXIV Organization and Financial Policy 
Section 1. Policy for Organizations 

A __ Inorder to use campus facilities for its 
meetings or to seek funding for its operation from 
the Senate, the Student Caucus or the College 
Administration, an organization must be 
registered. Registration is accomplished by filing a 
standard form, approved by the Senate, with the 
Student Body Treasurer; the form indicates the 
organization's name and purpose, its officers or 
liaison persons, and includes a statement of 
financial responsibility. Copies of the completed 
form will be distributed by the Treasurer to the 
Dean of Students, the Coordinator of Campus 
Events, and the Chair of the Senate. Registration 
must be renewed each year. 

B. Organizations shall maintain membership 
open to all members of the Community, and their 
meetings shail be publically announced. 

C Use of college facilities by organizations 
requires that prior arrangements be made with 
the Coordinator of Campus Events, and that the 
organization assumes responsibility for incidental 
costs. 

D sin arranging off-campus events, and in ail 
publicity, organizations shall make clear that 
activities of the organization are not sponsored by 
Reed College. 

Section 3. Revocation 

A __ The Senate may, by a majority vote, 
revoke the registration of an organization if it 
should fail to comply with these policies. 
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Article | - Funding Procedures and Financial Policy 
Section 1. Funding Procedures 

A Caucus shall announce that it is accepting 
itemized budgets for consideration at least ten 
days in advance of the closing date. 

B. After that date, Caucus is to poll the 
Student Body to determine relative interest in the 
organizations to be funded. 


Section 2. Organization Finances 

A Organizations shall manage their finances 
in accord with Caucus Financial Policy. 

B. All expenditures must be appropriate to 
the objectives and budget of the organization, as 
approved by Caucus. 

C. __Signators and all other members who 
have authority to make contractual obligations 


must sign a statement of financial responsibility for 
each semester in which they hold such a position. 
Signators shall be responsible for informing the 
other organization members with such authority of 
this responsibility, and for providing the Treasurer 
with a list of their names. 

D Services performed for organizations may 
be compensated; such compensations shall be 
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consistent with Article |, Section 3 of the Caucus 
Bylaws. 

E = Caucus shall, at the beginning of each 
semester, evaluate and approve or disapprove 
signators for all organizations. No person may hold 
the position of signator without Caucus approval. 

F. | Caucus may, by a majority vote, revoke an 
individual's signatorship of an organization (without 
revoking the organization's registration) for failure 
to comply with Caucus Financial Policy or for any 
financial irresponsibility. 

G Caucus may, by a majority vote, revoke 
and individual's right to signatorship or 
officeholding in any organization for a period of up 
to one year for failure to comply with Caucus 
Financial Policy or for any financial irresponsibility. 

H No signator or officer of any organization 
shall be employed as treasurer or assistant 
treasurer. 

L_ The Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer serve 
at the will of the Caucus, and Caucus may 
terminate the Treasurer or Assistant Treasure for 
any reason, including, but not limited to, failure to 
comply with financial policies or financial 
irresponsibility. 

Section 3. Financial Policy: 

A __ The Student Caucus shall be responsible 
for soliciting requests for funding of registered 
organizations, and for allocation of monies among 
applicants. At the time of funding, Caucus will 
specify categories of expenditure and revenue. 
Caucus may formally mandate or forbid specific 
expenditures, and may set a maximum balance for 
the account. The Caucus may subsequently 
change the amounts in each category upon 
request of the organization. Monies in revenue 
categories must be moved into expenditure 
categories before they are spent. 

B. At the end of each semester all 
organizational monies will be moved into the 
Student Body Contingency account and all 
checkbooks shail be surrendered to the Treasurer, 
except monies in special funds set up by written 
contract between the Caucus and an organization. 
No allocations or checkbooks shall be retained 
between semesters without said written contract. 
Fall semester shall be determined to end at the 
spring funding circus; spring semester shall end at 
the end of the school year. 

C Such contracts will include at least a 
description of the purpose of the fund, a 
description of the source and status of the monies 
in the fund, and a date by which the purpose must 
be fulfilled. Caucus will review such funds yearly. 
At the time of review, Caucus may withdraw 
Student Body monies from special funds if the 
terms of the contract are not being met. A 
written explanation will be given in the case of 
withdrawal. On expiration of the contract Caucus 
may withdraw Student Body monies from the 
special fund. Monies in special funds must be 
specified in categories of expenditure before they 
may be spent. 

QO Caucus may, in cases of extreme financial 
need, request the return of previously allocated 
funds from organizations, if said funds have not yet 
been spent. 

E Organization accounts will be 
maintained at a bank designated by the Caucus. 
Two types of accounts are possible; either an 
organization's money will be kept in the Student 
Body's Contingency account, in which case the 
Treasurer will write checks upon presentation of 
receipt or other appropriate documentation, or 
the organization will be issued a checkbook. 

F. If the statement of financial responsibility 
has been properly filed, the Treasurer will disburse 
monies as allocated by the Caucus. 

H _ Signators for all checkbook organizations 
must file a Semester Report with the Treasurer, 
providing a summary statement of its income and 
expenses, receipts for all expenditures, and an 
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itemized list of all expenditures, including check 
number, date, payee, and purpose. This report 
shall reflect the current financial position of the 
organization on the first day of classes of the Spring 
semester for the Fall semester period, and on the 
last day of classes of the Spring semester for the 
Spring semester period, and shall be due not later 
than one week following this date. The Treasurer 
shall approve each Semester Report; until 
approved by the Treasurer, the report shall not be 
considered complete. 

H For all checkbook organizations, the 
monthly statement from the bank will be sent 
directly to the Treasurer, who will forward a 
photocopy to the organization. 

t The Treasurer will monitor all cancelled 
checks for each organization, noting the date, 
Payee, purpose, and signator. 

J. Accounts placed with the bank shall be 
maintained so as to clearly identify the reason for 
expenditures and the source of revenues; an up- 
to-date balance must be maintained. 

K. — Signators with checkbooks must reconcile 
their account and submit a Bank Reconciliation 
form to the Treasurer within one week of 
receiving each bank statement from the 
Treasurer. 

L. With the Bank Reconciliation form, 
signators must also submit a Monthly Report which 
shall contain all information required in the 
Semester Report (see “H" above), and shall reflect 
the current financial position of the organization 
on the date of completion of the Bank 
Reconciliation form. Signators maintaining a 
continuing Semester Report may submit a copy of 
this Semester Report current to the date of the 
Bank Reconciliation form. 

M. Non-Checkbook organizations need not 
prepare or submit Monthly or Semester Reports. 
The Treasurer will, on the same date as s/he 
provides checkbook organizations with copies of 
bank statements, provide for non-checkbook 
organizations a list of all disbursements made up to 
that date and total allocated monies still available. 

N. The Treasurer will provide Caucus with a 
monthly financial report at its first meeting 
following herfiis receipt of monthly bank 
statements. This report will include a full 
description of any accounting irregularities or 
other actions by an organization which are 
contrary to this financial policy, a list of any such 
signators and organizations, copies of worksheets 
for bank reconciliations, a listing of current funds 
committed and available, and a list of any signators 
engaging in improper actions or delinquent in any 


O The Treasurer will retain Semester and 
Monthly Reports for a period of at least three 


P. The Treasurer will, upon Caucus' 
recommendation or herfis immediate 
judgement, suspend the signatory powers of any 
organization representative and/or withdraw 
monies from the account and/or demand the 
surrender of a checkbook within 3 days if the 
requirements of this policy are not met. The 
Treasurer will inform the signator in question of 
such action immediately, and inform Caucus at its 
next meeting. Caucus must approve actions taken 
by the Treasurer or said actions shall be 
immediately reversed. 

Q The Treasurer shall prepare a summary of 
all organizations' finances for Caucus at the end of 
each semester. These reports will be made 
generally available to the community. One copy 
of this summary and the auditor's annual report 
are to be deposited by the Treasurer in the 
— Library and in the Student Body Archives. 

Monies may not be withdrawn from the 
sicuitedea s account for deposit to any other 
account not under the control of the Treasurer. 

T. _No organization may overspend the limit 
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for any category by more than ten percent, nor 
overspend its total funds at all. In no case shall a 
maximum balance be exceeded. 

U _ Signators must request changes in 
categories of allocation if they anticipate or desire 
expenditures which would overspend a category. 

V. — Signators must report category 
overspending of more than ten percent to Caucus 
within two Caucus meetings of the date of the 
check, but no later than the end of the semester. 
At this time the signator may request that Caucus 
move money from another category to cover the 
disc! A 

W. Invoices or purchase receipts for all 
expenditures must be kept and marked with the 
number of the check used for payment; an 
itemized record of all expenditures must also be 
kept. 

x Wherever possible, invoices or purchase 
receipts should be issued for payments received 
and copies of these should be retained; otherwise 
an itemized record must be kept. If any payments 
are received by an organization, Revenue Reports 
must be filed not less than once a month. 

Y. All disbursements must be made by 
check, and the reason for the disbursement must 
be written on the check; no checks will be written 
to "cash." Any cash collected by any organization 
must be deposited to the organization's account. 
No pa under any circumstances are to be 
made in cash collected by an organization and not 
deposited to its account. 

Z___ The Treasurer will pay wages and salaries 
on request by an organization and transfer of 
monies to the Administration account. 

AA. All payments of wages or salaries, 
excluding honorariums and contracted 
entertainment fees, must be made through the 
Treasurer, not by check written on the 
organization's account. Any reimbursements 
made to students by organizations shall be made 
only on presentation of a receipt for the purchase 
in accordance with the Treasurer's procedures for 
reimbursement. 

BB. Signators will be held personally 
responsible for repaying all expenditures which 
exceed an organization's funds in cases of 
negligence or malfeasance. Caucus policy 
mandates that such a signator repay at least 10%, 
but not more than 100%, of the total amount 
overspent, according to the will of Caucus. At no 
time may the caucus demand payment of more 
than 100% of the overrun, with the exception that 
bank charges due to returned checks may be 
considered the responsibility of the signator, at the 
discretion of Caucus. Caucus may waive the 
minimum of 10% by unanimous vote at a regular 
meeting. 

CC. Signators may be held personally 
responsible for repaying any and all expenditures 
made in violation of any part of Caucus bylaws. 

DD. Persons to whom the organizations 
delegate the authority to make contractual 
obligations may be held responsible under 
paragraph "BB" or “CC" instead of the signator for 
overspending which results from obligations made 
without prior consultation with the signator. Such 
consultation is required to ensure accurate 
accounting. 

EE. The treasurer shall inform all new 
signators of the state of their organization's books 
before they accept financial responsibility. New 
signators may be held responsible for former 
liabilities of their organization if they accept such 
responsibility. It it incumbent on the new signator 
to make sure that all financial affairs of the 
organization are in order before accepting 
financial responsibility. The Treasurer shall note 
on the statement of financial responsibility that 
previous records are in order, in which case the 
new signator cannot be held responsible for 
previous obligations which are discovered 
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following the acceptance of financial responsibility. 

FF. The Treasurer and/or Assistant Treasurer 
may also be held financially responsible for 
overspending by any organization due to 
Treasurer/Assistant Treasurer's negligence, any 
disbursement contrary to financial policy and 
procedures, or any misappropriation of funds. Said 
responsibility does not relieve affected signators of 
financial responsibility. 

GG. Caucus may request that any monies 
owed to the Student Body due to the application 
of these policies be added to an individual's 
account with the business office of Reed College. 

HH. The Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer will 
be hired by Caucus with attention paid to 
experience, responsibility, and the Treasurer's and 
Assistant Treasurer's job description. 

M. =— This Financial Policy will include current 
Treasurer's operating procedures as determined 
by Caucus and Treasurer and set forth in the 
Treasurer's Handbook. 

JJ. No funds, checks, or checkbooks will be 
issued to any organization which is not in full 
compliance with all policies and procedures. 


Article ll - Caucus Standing Committees, Boards, 
and Managers 

Section 1. Policy for Caucus Committees and 
Boards 


A ___ Unless specified otherwise in this 
document, the policies in this article shall apply to 
all Caucus Committees, Boards, and Managers. 

B. All student vacancies and means of 
appointment shall be publicized. The candidates 
shall be interviewed by the Student Body 
President and the Caucus. All student members 
shall be appointed by the Student Body President 
with the approval of the student Representatives. 
All student appointments shall be year-long and 
staggered. 

Section 2. Caucus Boards, Committees, & 


A The following committees, boards, and 
managers shall report to the Caucus at least once 
per semester: 

a ‘The Student Union Manager and 

Student Union Committee 

i The S.U. Manager shall be responsible 
for the routine maintenance of the Student Union 
and for scheduling events in the building, 
consonant with the will of the Student Union 
Committee. 

ii, The S.U. Committee shall 
determine policy regarding the use and intemal 
appearance of the Student Union, subject to 
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review by Caucus. No action concerning change 
in policy regarding the S.U. may be undertaken 
without committee or Caucus approval, excepting 
that the S.U. Manager may take such action in 
cases of emergency when classes are not in 
session. 

ii. — In the event of a tie vote in 
committee, policy decisions shail be referred to 
Caucus. 

wv. The S.U. Committee shall consist of 
eight members, including the S.U. Manager, the 
Paradox Café Manager, one member of Caucus, 
and one member of the Student Life Committee. 
The four remaining members shall be appointed 
by Caucus at the beginning of the Spring semester 
and shall serve for one year. 

“The S.U. Committee shali meet at 
least every two weeks when classes are in session. 
Quorum shall consist of the S.U. Manager, the 
Caucus representative, and any three other 
members. The S.U. Manager shall chair the S.U. 
Committee. 

b = The Student-Run Evaluation of Faculty 
Committee shall execute the regular evaluation of 
faculty and academic environment mandated in 
Article ll, Section 7 of the Community Bylaws, and 
shall publish said evaluation before registration for 
the following academic year. 

c ‘The Renaissance Fayre Board shall pian 
and administer a festival at the end of the 
academic year. 

ds The Social Affairs Board shall plan 
social affairs for the Reed Community. It shall 
consist of at least five but no more than eight 
students, at least one of whom shall be a 
representative. A member shall cease to be a 
member if sfhe misses more than three meetings 
or otherwise fails to carry out her/his duties. 

e. The Chwistmas Formal Board shall plan 
and administer the Christmas Formal in 
conjunction with the Social Affairs Board. k shall 
consist of three students. 

£ The Movie Board shall show movies 
weekly. In selecting movies to be shown, the 
board shail be attentive to community 
preferences. 

g The Coffeehouse Board shall produce 
Saturday night performances in the Student 
Union, a significant number of which shall be 
based on Reed talent. 

h ‘The Griffin Editor shall edit and publish 
the Reed yearbook. 

i The Handbook Editor shall edit and 
publish the Student Handbook. S/he shall be 
appointed no later than the end of the first month 


of the spring semester, and shall distribute the 
Handbook no later than the second week of the 
following fall semester. 

} The Ski Cabin Manager shall be 
responsible for the routine maintenance of and 
scheduling of events at the Ski Cabin. 

k. The Darkroom Manager shall operate 
and maintain the Student Union Darkroom. 

L The Student Print Shop Manager shall 
operate and maintain the Student Print Shop. 

m. The Paradox Café Manager shall 
operate the Paradox Café in compliance with its 
bylaws. S/he shall be appointed by Caucus in 
consultation with the S.U. Manager at the end of 
the spring semester. 


Article lil - The Quest 
Section 1. Personnel Policy 

Before the Quest receives funding, the Editor 
shall appoint a Quest staff. This staff shall consist of 
a Business Manager, Advertising Manager, and 
Typesetting/Copy Editor, with no duplication of 
personnel. These positions may be salaried 
through the Quest budget, and the Editor shall 
include the names and positions on the budget 
submitted to Caucus. The Quest shall not receive 
its allocation until these positions are filled. 


Article IV - Student Body Elections 
Section 1. The Elections Commissioner and the 
Elections Code 

A At the beginning of each semester, the 
Student Body President, with the consent of the 
Senate, shall appoint an enrolled Reed student to 
be Elections Commissioner. The term of office for 
the Elections Commissioner shall end at the end 
of the semester of her/his appointment. 

B. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
removed from the position either upon 
presentation of a signed resignation to the 
Student Body President, or upon approval by at 
least two-thirds of the student Senators of a 
motion to remove. 

C The powers and duties of the Elections 
Commissioner shall be those powers and duties 
set forth in the Student Body Elections Code. 

Ds The Student Body Elections Code shall 
define the procedures to be followed in each 
election for a student office. 

E. The Student Body Elections Code may be 
amended by a two-thirds vote of Caucus, a 
quorum of Caucus being present. Previous notice 
of a proposed amendment shall not be required. 





Section 1. Reporting Violations to the judicial 
Board 

A. Any one or group of students, faculty 
members, and administration members of Reed 
College may bring a complaint of an apparent 
violation of the Honor Principle or Community 
Rules to the attention of the Judicial Board. 

B. A complaint of an apparent violation of the 
Honor Principle or of Community Rules may be 
brought against any one or group of students, 
faculty members, and administration members at 
Reed College. 

C. Any complaints brought before the Judicial 
Board must be submitted in writing to the Chair. 

D. A written complaint shall be presented to 
the Chair of the Judicial Board and must state: (1) 
the grounds on which the complainant(s) believes 
that the Honor Principle has been violated, and/or 


the Community Rule(s) which the complainant(s) 
believes have been violated; (2) a brief description 
of the actions that the complainant(s) believes do 
constitute a violation of the Honor Principle 
and/or Community Rules; and (3) a list of the 
names of the persons believed to have violated 
the Honor Principle and/or Community Rules for 
the aforementioned reasons, if the names of such 
violators are specifically known to the 
complainant(s). 

E. Each written complaint shall be reported by 
the Chair of the Judicial Board to all members of 
the Board within one week. 

F. On each Judicial Board complaint, the 
Judicial Board may decide to take no action, to 
declare the investigation of the complaint and 
Honor Case, or to attempt settlement by informal 
mediation and conciliation. 


Section 2. Procedure 

A. The Judicial Board Chair shall inform the 
persons) against whom the complaint has been 
lodged at least two days before the hearing of the 
case of the following: 

1. The grounds on which s/he has allegedly 
violated the Honor Principle or some Community 
Rule. 

2. That s/he has the right to appear before 
the Judicial Board and to be present at all 
testimony. 

3. That s/he may choose to have his/her 
hearing before the Judicial Board closed. 

4. That s/he may choose one other person 
to be present at all closed and open hearings. 

B. If a person appears before the Judicial Board 
s/he will be informed before being asked any 
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questions by the Judicial Board that there is no 


requirement in the Honor Principle or any 
Community Rule to answer any question put by a 
Board member during a hearing. 

C. Any one of the complainants, witnesses, or 
alleged violators may have the hearing or any part 
thereof heard closed to the community, except 
that the person(s) against whom the complaint has 
been lodged may be present at all testimony. 

D. At the responsibility of the Chair the 
person(s) against whom the complaint has been 
lodged and the person(s) who lodged the 
complaint will, if they want them, have copies of 
the Judicial Board Code made available to them 
prior to the hearing. 

E. The person against whom the complaint has 
been lodged has the right: To inspect all records 
and documentary material of the proceeding; to 
be present at all testimony; to be informed in 
writing of the Judicial Board's conclusions; to 
personally choose one other person to be present 
at all closed as well as open hearings. 

F. The person(s) who lodged the complaint 
have the right to present testimony and witnesses 
to the judicial Board. At the responsibility of the 
Chair the person(s) who lodged the complaint will 
be kept informed of the status of the case. This 
will include two day notice of all hearings and 
written notice of the Judicial Board's conclusions. 

G. Awritten and signed report may be 
accepted by the Judicial Board as testimony from 
any witnesses in lieu of oral testimony before the 
Judicial Board. 

H. All information revealed by witnesses in 
closed hearing of the Judicial Board shall be 
considered strictly confidential information by the 
Judicial Board members and al! others present. 

|. After all hearings and investigations on an 
Honor Case, the Judicial Board shall conduct a 
closed meeting of the Judicial Board to arrive at 
the Board's conclusions. 


J. Meetings and hearings of the Judicial Board 
shall be held at the call of the Judicial Board Chair 
or at the request of three Judicial Board members. 
At the discretion of the Judicial Board Chair 
meetings and hearings may be called at the 
request of the person(s) against whom a complaint 
has been lodged. 

K. The Judicial Board Chair shall announce the 
meetings and hearings of the Judicial Board to the 
Judicial Board members at least two days before 
such meetings or hearings. At the responsibility of 
the Judicial Board Chair each person requested to 
appear before the Board shall receive such a 
request at least two days before such an 
appearance. 


Section 3. Appeals 

A. Any person(s) lodging a complaint, or against 
whom a complaint has been made, has the right 
to appeal any final decision of the Judicial Board 
to the Chair of the Senate, in accordance with 
Article V, Section 5 of the Community 
Constitution. Any appeal must be made in writing 
within seven days of the notification of the Judicial 
Board's decision, and shall contain a statement of 
the grounds of appeal. 

B. All documentary material bearing on the 
case shall be forwarded to the Appeals 
Committee of the Senate, upon the request of 
the Chair of the Senate. 

C. The Appeals Committee shall decide within 
one week of notice of an appeal whether to 
entertain it. 

D. The Appeals Committee may re-hear such 
portions of the evidence and testimony as it 
deems fit or call for new evidence and testimony. 
In such instances the procedures of Section 2 
above shall apply. 

E. A quorum for conduct of Appeals 
Committee business shall! be the full complement 
of the Committee. The Chair shall not vote 


except in case of a tie. 

F. The Appeals Committee shall send written 
notice of its decisions in accordance with Article 
VI, Section 5 of the Community Constitution. 

G. Any member of the Appeals Committee 
who cannot render an impartial judgment on the 
matter of a particular appeal shall withdraw from 
the Committee's deliberations on that appeal. 
Replacement of any member so disqualified shall 
be by appointment by the Chair of the 
Committee. Should the Chair be so disqualified, a 
new Chair shall be elected by the faculty 
members of the Senate. 


Section 4. Publicity 

A. A report of any decision of the Judicial 
Board on any matter affecting the general 
community shall be sent by the Judicial Board 
Chair to the Editor of the Quest and any regular 
campus publication which requests it. This report 
shall contain a statement of the facts of the case 
and the Judicial Board's conclusions. Specific 
names of individuals may be mentioned at the 
recommendation of the Judicial Board, but the 
Board shall use the utmost discretion in this 
respect. 

B. Decisions of the Appeals Committee of the 
Senate affecting the general community shall be 
reported in accordance with paragraph A above. 

C. The Judicial Board shall report decisions on 
Honor Cases to the President of the College at the 
President's request. 

D. Public reports of the Judicial Board and 
Appeals Committee (paragraphs A and B above) 
shall be deposited in the Library to provide a 
cumulative record of community judicial decisions 
of general concern. 
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Section 1. The Elections Commissioner 

A. The Elections Commissioner shall be chosen 
before the first election of each semester by the 
Student Body President from among the 
applications submitted, with the consent and 
approval of the Senate. The Commissioner shall 
be paid fifty dollars per election, payable after 
each election. The Commissioner shall not: 

1. hold any elective student body office; 
2. be a candidate for any elective office; 
3. or circulate a petition for any candidate. 

B. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
responsible to the Student Body for the 
announcement of coming student elections, polls, 
recall, initiatives, the announcement of deadlines 
for the receiving of petitions, the announcement 
of elections assemblies, the announcement of 
balloting dates and deadlines, and the 
announcement of accurate election and poll 
results. 

C. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
responsible for seeing to the providing of petitions 
to candidates for student offices, the receiving of 
these completed petitions, the conducting of the 
elections assembly, the printing of proper ballots 
for all student elections including Recall and 
Initiative, the counting of the ballots, and the 
reporting of accurate election and poll results to 
the Senate. 

D. The Elections Commissioner may appoint 
students to assist in carrying out responsibilities of 
the office. 


E. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
responsible for obeying and enforcing all rules 
governing student elections as set forth in the 
Constitution of the Reed Community, the Bylaws 
of the Reed Community, and the Student Body 
Elections Code. 

F. Where an elections procedure is not made 
clear in the Constitution of the Reed Community, 
the Bylaws of the Reed Community, or the 
Student Body Elections Code, the Elections 
Commissioner shail have the power to determine 
what procedure is to be followed. 

G. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
responsible for reporting all possible violations of 
the Honor Principle that occur during student 
elections to the Senate and to the judicial Board. 


Section 2. Petitions 

A. Petitions for a candidate running for a 
student office must at least state the name of the 
Candidate and the office for which that candidate 
is running, to be valid. 

B. Petitions for initiative, recall, and 
referendum must bear exact wording of the 
measure desired to appear on the ballot. 

C. Petitions may be signed by enrolled Reed 
Students paying Student Body fees, only. For a 
signature to be valid it must be either the student's 
full name or legal signature, followed by that 
student's Reed mailbox number. 

D. The Elections Commissioner shall consider 
invalid any petition not properly or completely

signed and delivered to said Commissioner's Reed 
mailbox, or delivered in person, before the 
announced deadline for receiving petitions. 

E. Petitions for the nomination of President, 
Vice-President, Representative and Assistant 
Quest Editor should only be taken out for an 
individual presently enrolled as a student at Reed 
whose name specifically appears on the student 
body list in the Office of the Registrar. Other 
petitions shall be considered invalid by the 
Elections Commissioner. 

F. Petitions for the nomination of an Editorial 
board for Quest Editor must list all the nominees 
for the Board, all of whom must be enrolled Reed 
Students paying Student Body fees. 

G. A student who signs a petition for a 
prospective candidate, is not obliged to vote for 
that candidate but the signing of a petition for a 
candidate should indicate the wish of the signer 
that the candidate's name appear on the ballot. 

H. There shall be no restriction on the number 
of different petitions for the nomination of 
candidates that a student may sign, but a student 
may validly sign a petition for a particular candidate 
no more than once. 


Section 3. Polls 

A. All polls submitted to the Elections 
Commissioner must be accompanied by 
instructions for counting the results. 

B. Before a poll may be submitted to the 
Elections Commissioner it must bear a signature of 
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approval of a member of the teaching staff of 
either the Department of Sociology of Psychology. 

C. Polls are for informational purposes only; the 
results do not bind the Senate to any plan of 
action. 

D. Polls conducted by the Elections 
Commissioner must have the approval of the 
Senate. 


Section 4. Elections Assembly 

After the deadline for receiving petitions and 
before the balloting begins, the Elections 
Commissioner shall be responsible for the holding 
of a public Elections Assembly at which time each 
candidate for whom a valid petition has been 
received and each candidate for a write-in may 
give a brief speech, if desired, and answer 
questions from the audience. 


Section 5. The Ballot and the Balloting Process 

A. The Elections Commissioner shall be 
responsible for the printing and distribution of 
ballots containing for each office open the names 
of each candidate for that office for whom a valid 
petition was received, the Elections 
Commissioner, and space for write-in votes, and 
space for a quorum vote. 

B. All voting on ballots for the election of 
student officers other than President and Vice- 
President shall be done non-preferentially. For 
non-preferential elections, each voter shall place a 
mark next to the name of the candidate of his/her 
choice, voting for not more than the number of 
positions available. Failure to do so shall render 
the ballot invalid. 

C. The President and Vice-President shall be 
elected in preferential elections in which each 
voter shall indicate the order of his/her preference 
for the candidates by marking "1" next to the 
name of his/her first preference candidate, “2" 
next to the name of his/her second preference 
candidate, and so on up to the number of 
candidates running in the election. 


Section 6. Counting the Ballots . 
A. All votes cast for a candidate whose name 
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does not appear on the Reed Student Body list in 
the Office of the Registrar shall be counted as a 
vote for quorum. 

B. Each mark on each ballot shall represent 
one vote for the candidate indicated by the mark. 
C. In valid elections for an office for which X 

number of candidates are to be chosen, with X 
greater than one, and in all Caucus elections, the 
X number of candidates with the largest vote total 
according to the system outlined in "B" shall be 
reported by the Elections Commissioner and the 
runners-up shall be reported as alternates, who 
shall fill vacancies, in the order of their highest vote 
totals, until the next election. These alternates 
shall enjoy the rights and responsibilities of office 
until replaced. If the election included a special 
election, those winners who got the lowest vote 
totals will be reported by the Elections 
Commissioner as having filled the positions in that 
special election, with the winner with the lowest 
vote total receiving that position which has the 
shortest remaining term of office, the winner with 
the next lowest vote total receiving that position 
which has the next shortest remaining term of 
office, etc. 

D. The winner of elections using preferential 
voting shall be the candidate who has a majority of 
first preference votes. If no candidate has such a 
majority, the following procedure shall be 
implemented as many times as necessary until 
one candidate gains a clear majority. 

1. The candidate with the least number of 
first preference votes shail be eliminated. 

2. Ballots counted for the eliminated 
candidate shall be awarded to the candidate for 
whom the next highest preference is expressed on 
the ballot. Votes so awarded shall thereafter be 
treated as first preference votes. 

E. In elections for offices for which one 
candidate is to be chosen, the candidate with the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected 
by the Elections Commissioner. 

F. A majority of votes in any election is defined 
such that if a person has more votes than all the 
other candidates combined, not counting the 
votes cast for Quorum among the votes cast for 


student 


other candidates, then that person has a majority 
of the votes cast in the election. Similarly, a 
majority of votes for an amendment to the 
Constitution or Bylaws is defined so that if the 
amendment received more “yes” votes than "no" 
votes, then the amendment has obtained a 
majority of votes, the number of votes cast for 
quorum not being relevant to this definition. 

G. Polis shall be tabulated in accordance with 
the instructions submitted to the Elections 
Commissioner when the poll was put under the 
jurisdiction of the Elections Commissioner. 

H. Ballots shall be tabulated on the evening of 
the last day of the election. Each candidate is 
required to send a representative to assist in the 
counting of ballots. 


Section 7. Announcement 

The Elections Commissioner shall announce 
the results of each election to the Senate and to 
the Student Body. If the election is found to be 
invalid, the Commissioner shall include reasons for 
so finding in the report to the Senate. The Senate 
shall act upon the report of the Elections 
Commissioner either by accepting the results 
reported or by declaring the election invalid. 


Section 8. Recounts 

The Elections Commissioner may hold any 
number of recounts of ballots. Before the Senate 
has approved the validity of an election, any 
person having sufficient reason may call for a 
recount. Then the Senate shall decide by 
majority vote whether a sufficient reason for a 
recount exists. If it so decides, the Elections 
Commissioner will recount the ballots and if any 
discrepancies with the original count are 
discovered, shall recount again until two reports 
coincide. The Elections Commissioner shall then 
report the results of the recount to the Senate and 
the Student Body for informational purposes. The 
Senate shall then decide what action to take...
